Tnesday  in  May,  1861,  (being  the  28th)  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  third  section,  article  4  of  the  Constitution,  as 
amended  by  the  statutes,  on  the  first  Tnesday  of  March,  1854 ; 
and  adjourned  on  Friday,  the  31st  day  of  May,  following,  to 
meeJb  again  in  Providence,  on  the  second  Monday  of  January 
1862.

CHAPTER  379. 

AH  ACT  IN  ADDITION  TO  AN  ACT  PROVIDING  FOH  AN  ADJUSTMENT  0^ 
THB  BASTERN  BOUNDARY  OF  THIS  STATE  AND  FOR  A  BOUNDARY  B7 
AGKEEMENT,  AND  TO  T^E  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  THEREOF. 

Whereas,  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas-  wS?J 
ttchosetts  has  passed  an  act  entitled  **An  act  in  relation '*'*°  **'^' 
to  the  Rhode  Island  Boundary/'  approved  April  10th, 
1861,  in  which,  among  other  things,  it  is  enacted  as  fol- 
lows: 

"StCTiON  1.  Whenever  the  proceeding  in  equity  be- 
tween this  Commonwealth  atid'ibe  State  7  of  Rhode  Island 
ind  Providence  Plantations,  now  pending  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  adop- 
tion of  a  conventional  line,  and  such  line  shall  have  been 
txmfirmed  by  a  final  decree  of  said  court,  the  said  line 
shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  for  all  purposes  affecting 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commonwealth^  or  of  any  depart- 
ment of  its  government,  the  true  line  of  boundary  and 
demarcation  between  this  Commonwealth  and  the  State  of 
Bhode  Island  ancf  Providence  Plantations." 

'^Sec.  10.  Upon  the  establishment  of  said  line  as  afore- 
8ud,  the  inhabitants  residing  in  any  territory  heretofore 
mihin  the  actual  jurisdiction  of  said  State  of  Rhode  Is- 
land, and  which  shall  thereby  fall  within  the  jurisdiction 
tft^  Commonwealth,  shall  thenceforth  be  taken  and 
deemed  to  be  inhabitants  of  this  Commonwealth,  entitled 
to  the  same  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  in  their  per- 
sons, property,  and  estates,  and  in  the  exercise  of  the 
dective  franchise,  and  subject  to  the  same  duties  and  bur- 
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dens  as  other  like  conditioned  inhabitants  of  this  Common* 
wealth,  according  to  the  constitution  and  laws  thereof; 
and  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  forever  thereafter 
continue  to  hold  and  enjoy  all  former  grants  and  purchases, 
granted  by  or  made  within  said  State,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  if  such  territory  were  lying  and  continuing 
within  said  State  ;  and  all  railroad  and  other  incorporated 
companies,  by  whatsoever  name  incorporated  or  known, 
located  within  such  territory  and  electing  to  remain  therein, 
shall  continue  to  hold,  exercise,  and  enjoy  their  respective 
corporate  rights  and  franchises,  so  far  as  not  repugnant  to 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  upon  an  equal  basis  with 
liko  incorporated  companies  therein." 

Therefore  it  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  a^  follows : 

StoU'dicne.  Section  1.  The  counsel  for  this  State  in  said  suit  in 
equity,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be 
entered  in  said  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  Suites,  all 
necessary  orders  and  decrees  for  the  final  adoption  of  the 
conventional  line  described  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  in 
addition  ;  and  whenever  such  line  shall  have  been  con- 
firmed by  a  final  decree  of  said  court,  the  line  as  estab- 
lished shall  forever  thereafter  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be 
the  eastern  boundary  of  this  State  between  the  same  and 
said  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  and  the  establish- 
ment of  said  line  shall  be  made  known  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 2  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addition,  cind  the  effect 
thereof  shall  be  the  same  as  is  set  forth  in  section  3  of  said 
act,  which  Jtct  is  hereby  confirmed. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  said  boundary  line  shall  be  estab- 
lished as  aforesaid,  that  portion  of  said  territory  lying 
westerly  of  said  line,  over  which  the  Commonwealth  ot 
Massachusetts  have  recently  exercised  jurisdiction,  and 
which  has  heretofore  formed  a  part  of  the  town  of  Paw- 
tucket  in  Massachusetts,  shall  be  erected  and  made  into  a 
town  to  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  Pawtucket ; 
and  that  portion  of  said  territory  lying  westerly  of  said 
line,  which  has  heretofore  formed  a  part  of  the  town  of 
Seekonk  in  Massachusetts,  shall  be  erected  and  made  into 
a  town  to  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  to  be  deter- 
mined as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  each  of  said  towns 
shall  have,  hold,  and  enjoy  all  and  singular,  the  liberties. 
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privileges,  and  immunities,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties 
aod  liabilities  of  the  other  towns  in  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  Said  towns  shall  continue  to  hold  all  the  corporate  hoiTcorJSr- 
property  within  their  said  limits,  which  has  hitherto  been!^t£~^ 
held  by  the  said  towns  as  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  ^^^' 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  sach  debts  of  said  towns  as  may  have  been  incurred 
for  the  support  of  any  paupers  having  a  settlement  in  or 
derived  from  a  settlement  obtained  in  that  portion  of  terri- 
tory lying  westerly  of  said  boundary  line. 

Sbc.  4.  The  town  of  Pawtucket  shall  continue  to  hold  ^^"^J^ 
all  the  other  corporate  property  of  said  town,  which  mayJ^'J^y^'*" 
belong  to  the  same  as  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  at  the  date  of  the 
said  final  decree  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  said  town,  incorpor- 
ated as  aforesaid  at  said  time. 

Sec.  5.     Each  of  said  towns  shall  appoint  a  town  clerk,  ^^^^nd 
and  shall  provide  books  for  the  registry  of  land  titles  and  ««*«*«»• 
sach  other  records  as  are  and  may  be  required  by  the  laws 
of  this  State  to  be  kept  by  the  several  towns  therein. 

Sec  6.    Each  of  said  towns  shall  elect  a  Senator  and  one  ^^^^ 
Representative,  who  shall  hold  iheir  respective  offices  until  **'**• 
the  last  Monday  of  May,  1862,  and  until  others  shall  be 
chosen  in  their  places. 

Sec.  7.  The  meetings  of  said  towns  for  the  purposes ^^{SS. 
aforesaid,  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall 
he  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  this  State,  who  shall  cause 
notice  of  such  meetings  to  be  given  to  the  inhabitants  of 
said  towns,  by  having  printed  notices  of  the  same  set  up 
in  such  public  places,  not  less  than  three,  in  each  of  said 
towns  as  he  may  designate,  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
time  of  holding  the  same. 

Sec  8.     It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  understanding  J/ ^^•'^^ 
*ttd  intent  of  this  General  Assembly  that  the  right  of  thegj^,*^^ 
Newport  and  Fall  River  Railroad  Company  to  locate  and"^^- 
build  its  railroad  within  the  territory  over  which  the  juris- 
diction of  this  State  hath  been  heretofore    exercised,  and 
which  may,  after  the  final  decree  in  this  cause,  be  subject 
to  the  jarisdiction  of  Massachusetts,  shall  be,  and  is,  secured 
to  them  by  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  that  Commonwealth 
*nd  of  this  State  in  regard  to  the  prospective  effects  of  such 
^justment  of  the  boundary  line  between  said  States,  and 
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the  counsel  of  the  State  are  directed  no  to  construe  the 
same  in  the  conduct  of  the  cause  and  the  entry  of  decrees 
in  the  same  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  9.  The  inhabitants  of  said  towns  respectively  shall 
determine  at  the  meetings  held,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
to  what  counties  the  said  towns  shall  be  respectively  an- 
nexed, until  further  provision  for  the  same  is  made  by  the 
General  Assembly,  and  the  inhabitants  of  said  territory  over 
which  the  Commonwealth  of  Miissachusetts  has  heretofore 
exercised  jurisdiction,  as  part  of  the  town  of  Seekonk,  shall 
also  at  the  meeting  aforesaid  determine  the  corporate  name 
of  the  same  as  a  town  of  this  State,  until  the  same  shall  be 
otherwise  determined  by  the  General  Assembly. 
^SS^  Sbc.  10.  At  the  town  meetings,  called  as  aforesaid, 
every  person  who  would  have  been  qualified  to  vote  under 
the  constitution  of  this  State,  had  the  jurisdiction  thereof 
been  heretofore  exercised  over  said  town  and  territory, 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  therein,  and  either  of  the  select- 
men in  said  town  of  Pawtucket,  and  in  said  town  of  See- 
konk, residing  within  the  territory  aforesaid,  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  prepare  a  registry  for  their  respective  towns  of 
the  voters  thereof  before  the  last  day  of  December,  1861, 
and  to  receive  the  registry  taxes,  to  be  paid  by  said  select^ 
men  to  the  proper  officer  of  such  new  towns,  respectively, 
when  such  officer  shall  have  been  duly  elected,  and  to  be 
applied  to  the  purposes  appointed  by  the  constitution  of 
this  State. 


CHPATER  380. 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDBiENT  OF  TTTLE  XXXIV.  CHAPTER  996  OF  THE 
REVISED  STATUTES— "OF  DISCIPLINE,  INSPECTION,  TRAININO 
AND  REVIEW." 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  operation  of  section  3,  Chapter  236, 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  is  hereby  suspended  until  the 
adjourned  session  of  this  General  Assembly  in  January, 
1862. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  firom  and  afler  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  MAKING  APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  THE  SUPPORT  OF  THE  GOVERN- 
MENT OF  THE  STATE  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  ON  THE  THIRTIETH  OF 
APRIL  (1862)  IN  THE  YEAR  ONE  THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND 
SIXTY.TWO. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows; 

Section  1.  The  following  sums,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  authorized  by  law,  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the 
objects  hereinafter  expressed,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on 
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the  thirtietii  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  several  appropriationff 
herein  mentioned. 

FOR   SALARIES. 

To  the  governor,  one  thousand  dollars.  8«mi«. 

To  the  lieatenant-govemor,  two  hundred  and  fifty  doU 
lars. 

To  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars ;  and  to  each  of  the  associate  justices,* 
eighteen  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  secretary  of  state,  ons  thousand  dollars. 

To  the  attorney-general,  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  general  treasurer,  eight  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  state  auditor,  one  thousand  dollars. 

To  the  reporter  of  the  decisions  of  the  supreme  court, 
five  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  commissioner  of  public  schools,  twelve  hundred 
dollars. 

To  the  justices  of  the  court  of  magistrates,  in  the  city 
of  Providence,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  justices  of  the  court  of  justices,  in  the  city  of 
Newport,  one  thousand  dollars. 

To  the  justices  of  the  court  of  magistrates,  in  the  village 
of  Woonsocket,  seven  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  clerks  of  the  supreme  court  and  court  of  common 
pleas  in  the  county  of  Providence,  three  thousand  dollars.

For  the  maintenance  of  courts,  including  the  pay  off*"*""**' 
clerks,  except  the  clerks  of  the  supreme  court  and  court 
of  common  pleas  in  the  county  of  Providence,  jurors,  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  witnesses,  officers,  and  all  other  ox- 
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penses  authorized  by  existiDg  laws,  thirty -six  thousand 
dollars. 

FOR  EDUCATION. 

For  public  schools,  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  com- 
missioner of  public  schools  is  hereby  directed  to  apportion 
the  same  in  tlie  manner  provided  by  law.

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of  the  V Westerly  Gas  Light  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of 
making  and  selling  Gas,  to  be  used  in  lighting  the  villages 
-of  Pawcatuck,  Stillmanville  and  White  Rock,  or  the  streets 
flnd  buildings  therein  situated,  or  for  other  purposes ;    and 
by  that  name  are  made  capable  in  law  to  purchase,  possess, 
have,  hold,  enjoy  and  retain  to  them,  their  successors  and 
asaigas,  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods,chattels  and 
effects,  of  whatever  name  or  nature,  and  the  same  to  sell, 
assign,  or  otherwise  dispose  of;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  before 
any  competent  tribunal ;  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,

Byron  Sprague,  William  Field  and  Cyrus 
Dyer,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
constituted  and  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the 
name  of  the  Sprague  Cott)n  (Hn  Manufacturing  Company, 
lor  manufacturing  cotton  gins  and  other  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  break,  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure.

They 
further  report  that  the  said  William  Sprague  is  elected 
Governor  by  a  majority  of  1661  votes  over  all  others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Lieutenant 
Governor  is  22,426,  and  that  11,2]  4  votes  are  necessary 
to  a  choice.     That  11,966  electors  voted  for  Samuel  G. 
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-Arnold,  of  Middletown  ;  that  10,455  electors  voted  for 
Simon  Henry  Greene,  of  Warwick;  Jind  that  5  electors 
voted  scattering.

Secretary  of  State  by  a  majority  of  22,855  votes  over  all 
others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Attorney- 
General  is  22,312,  and  that  11,157  votes  are  necessary  to 
a  choice.  That  11 ,926  electors  voted  for  Walter  S.  Barges, 
of  Cranston  ;  that  10,400  electors  voted  for  Sullivan 
Balloa,  of  Cranston,  and  that  4  electors  voted  scattering. 
They  further  report  that  the  said  Walter  S.  Barges  is  elected 
Attorney-General  by  a  majority  of  1,522  votes  over  all 
others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  General 
Ireasurer  is  22,342,  and  that  11,172  votes  are  necessary 
to  a  choice.  That  22,329  electors  voted  for  Samuel  A. 
Parker,  of  Newport ;  and  that  13  electors  voted  scattering. 
They  further  report  that  the  said  Samuel  A.  Parker  is 
elected  General  Treasurer  by  a  majority  of  22,316  votes 
over  all  others.

REPORT  OP  COL.  A.  E.  BURNSIDE,  COMMANDING  THE 
FIRST  RHODP  ISLAND  REGIMENT,  TO  HIS  EXCEL- 
LENCY GOV.  SPRAGUE. 

Headquarters  1st  Reg't.  R.  I.  D.  M., 
Camp  Sprague,  May  23, 1861. 

To  His  Excellency  William  Sprague,         ] 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  J 

Bib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  First  Detachment  of 
the  First  Regiment  of  Rhode  Island  Detached  Militia,  under  my 
command,  leit  the  city  of  Providence  on  the  afternoon  of  Saturday, 
April  20,  1860.  The  command  was  composed  of  details  from  com- 
panies A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  I,  and  K,  as  follows  : 

A. — Captain,  Arthur  F.  Dexter;  1st  Lieutenant^  Addison  H. 
White,  and  52  rank  and  file. 

B. — Captain,  Nicholas  Van  Slyck ;  1st  Lieutenant,  Nelson  Viall, 
and  52  rank  and  file. 

C. — Captain,  William  W.  Brown;  2d  Lieutenant,  Zephaniah 
Brown,  and  52  rank  and  file. 

D. — Captain,  Nathaniel  W.  Brown ;  2d  Lieutenant,  Henry  A. 
Prescott,  and  52  rank  and  file. 
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E.— Captain,  Stephen  R.  Bucklin ;  Ist  Lieutenant,  William  R* 
Walker,  and  52  rank  and  file. 

P.-^Captain,.  George  W.  Tew ;  Ensign,  J.  H.  Cbappell,  and  52 
rank  and  file. 

G.*— Captain,  David  A.  Peloubet;  Ist  Lieutenant,  Albert  G. 
Bates,  and  52  rank  and  file. 

H." — Captain,  W.  H.  H.  Day ;  Ist  Lieutenant,  Joseph  Brooke, 
jr.,  and  54  rank  and  file. 

L — Captain,  Henry  C.  Card;  2d  Lieutenant,  James  Babcock; 
Ensign,  J.  C.  Barber,  and  54  rank  and  file. 

K. — Captain,  Peter  Simpson,  jr. ;  1st  Lieutenant,  Thomas  Steere, 
and  52  rank  and  file. 

Major,  John  S.  Slocum ;  Adjutant,  Charles  H.  Merriman  ;  Sur- 
geon, Francis  L.  Wheaton;  Assistant  Surgeon,  Henry  W.  Rivers  ; 
Chaplain,  Augustus  Woodbury,  assisted  me  as  oflScers  of  the  field 
and  staff;  a  quartermaster  sergeant,  a  commissary  and  twelve  men 
accompanied  the  detachment,  the  whole  force  numbering  five 
hundred  and  forty-four  (544),  oflScers  and  men.  The  corps  was 
led  by  the  Commander-in-chief,  with  Colonels  Lyman  B.  Frieze 
and  William  Goddard,  Aides-de-camp. 

The  command  embarked  on  board  the  steamer  Empire  State, 
amid  the  cheers  and  congratulations  of  a  multitude  of  the  citizens 
of  the  State.  As  the  transport  passed  the  harbor  of  Newport, 
salutes  were  fired  from  the  city  and  Port  Adams  in  honor  of  the 
departure  of  the  detachment.  At  sunset  the  steamer  was  oflT 
Point  Judith,  and  after  a  pleasant  and  secure  passage  through 
Long  Island  Sound,  arrived  at  New  York  early  in  the  morning  of 
Sunday,  April  2L  The  troops  remained  on  board  till  4  o'clock  p^ 
M.,  when,  after  divine  service  conducted  by  the  chaplain  of  the 
regiment,  they  were  transferred  to  steamer  CoatzacoalcoS;  which 
had  been  chartered  for  the  purpose  of  transportation  by  Quarter- 
master Cyrus  G.  Dyer,  agreeably  to  the  terms  of  the  charter  as 
contained  in  the  report  of  the  quartermaster,  which  is  herewith 
transmitted. 

At  six  o'clock  p.  M.,  the  Coatzacoalcos  sailed  from  New  York, 
and  made  a  fine  passage  through  the  night  and  the  following  day, 
off  the  coasts  of  New  Jersey,  Delaware  and  Maryland,  and  the 
•astern  shore  of  Virginia.  In  the  afternoon  of  Monday,  spoke  the 
steam-tug  Yankee,  from  the  captain  of  which  we  received  informa- 
tion of  the  destruction  of  the  Navy  Yard  at  Gosport,  Virginia,  by 
order  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  At  seven  and  a 
half  o'clock  p.  M.,  anchored  in  Hampton  Roads.  The  lights  upon 
the  southern  shore  of  Virginia  had  been  extinguished  or  mis- 
placed, and  on  account  of  these  and  other  hostile  indications,  it 
was  thought  necessary  to  station  guards  upon  all  exposed  parts  of 
the  ship.  The  night  passed  without  disturbance,  and  at  daybreak 
of  Tuesday,  April  23,  steam  was  put  upon  the  ship,  and  she  was 
Boon  anchored  under  the  guns  of  Fort  Munroe.  The  steamship 
Baltic,  with  New  York  troops  on  board,  was  lying  at  the  same 
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anchorage  together  with  U.  S.  frigate  Gamberland.  Through 
officer  of  the  last  named  vessel,  an  order  was  received  to  proceed 
to  Annapolis  under  convoy  of  U.  S.  cutter  Harriet  Lane,  and  in 
company  with  transports  R.  R.  Guyler,  Columbia,  James  Adger^ 
and  Baltic.  The  entire  fleet  got  under  way  by  eight  o'clock  a.  jc., 
and  the  passage  up  Chesapeake  Bay  was  made  under  the  most 
favorable  circumstances  and  in  the  most  peaceful  manner.  Tlie 
fleet  came  to  anchor  in  Annapolis  Roads  at  sunset,  near  the  U.  S. 
frigate  Constitution,  which  had  been  brought  over  the  bar  hy  a 
detachment  of  the  8th  regiment  of  Massachusetts  militia.  The 
command  remained  on  board  the  Coatzaooalcos  during  that  night 
and  the  greater  portion  of  the  following  day.  At  five  o'clock  !»• 
M.  on  Wednesday,  April  24,  the  troops  disembarked  and  were 
quartered  for  the  night  in  bouses  belonging  to  the  U.  S.  Naval 
bchool  at  Annapolis. 

Thursday,  April  25,  opened  with  the  same  delightful  weather 
which  had  accompanied  us  upon  our  voyage.  A  smart  shower  of 
rain  on  the  previous  day  had  efi'ectually  cooled  the  atmosphere, 
and  put  the  roads  into  the  finest  condition,  and  at  five  o'clock  a« 
M.,  the  detachment  took  up  its  line  of  march.  The  Seventy-first 
regiment  of  New  York  State  militia  had  started  an  hour  prior  to 
our  departure,  and  was  in  advance  with  a  force  of  nearly  one 
thousand  men.  Company  I  of  our  own  detachment,  under  com- 
mand of  Captain  Card,  w^as  detailed  for  the  rear  guard,  and  aa 
guard  of  the  baggage.  It  gives  me  the  utmost  pleasure  to  express 
the  great  satisfaction  which  I  feel  respecting  the  vigilance  and 
fidelity,  with  which  Captain  Card,  and  his  company  performed  the 
harassing  and  hazardous-  duty  incident  to  their  position  in  the 
column  of  march.  To  Col.  William  Goddard  was  assigned  the 
direction  of  the  baggage  train,  and  the  admirable  manner  in  which 
this  responsible  post  was  filled,  deserves  the  highest  commenda- 
tion. 

At  noon  the  head  of  the  column  reached  the  temporary  halting 
place  of  the  Seventy-first  regiment,  about  nine  miles  from  Annapo- 
lis. Here  the  detachment  rested  for  an  hour  and  a  half,  spending 
the  time  in  refreshment  and  repose,  and  a  cordial  interchange  of 
civilities  with  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Seventy-first.  Upon 
leaving  this  place,  this  detachment  took  the  front  of  the  column, 
and  Major  Slocnm  was  sent  forward  with  company  E,  Captain 
Bucklin,  as  an  advance  guard.  The  march  was^  continued,  with 
two  halts  for  rest,  until  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening;  when  the 
head  of  the  column  reached  a  point  eighteen  miles  distant  from 
Annapolis,  where  it  was  thought  advisable  to  encamp  for  the 
night.  A  suitable  place  was  selected,  and  the  detachment 
bivouacked  around  large  fires  kindled  at  different  places  upon  the 
camping  ground.  The  bright  beams  of  the  moon,  nearing  her  full, 
shone  down  upon  the  encampment  from  a  cloudless  sky,  and  the 
men  clothed  in  their  red  blankets,  were  grouped  around  the  fires, 
presenting  a  most  picturesque  scene.     The  night  passed  without 
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any  serious  alarm.  Several  persons  were  arrested  by  the  guard, 
but  proviDg  harmless,  were  released  in  the  morning  and  dismissed 
with  an  admonition.  During  the  night,  the  Tlst  regiment  of  New 
York  and  the  8th  Massachusetts  regiment  passed  the  bivouac,  the 
former  upon  the  march,  the  latter  by  train  from  Annapolis.  The 
detachment,  refreshed  by  the  grateful  repose  of  the  encampment, 
was  ready  for  a  further  march  of  four  miles  to  Annapolis  Junction, 
whence,  after  some  delay,  it  was  carried,  together  with  portions 
of  the  regiments  that  had  accompanied  the  march^  to  Washington 
by  rail.  We  reached  Washington  at  mid-day  on  Friday,  April  26, 
and  were  immediately  quartered  at  the  Patent  Office. 

I  desire  to  speak  in  terms  of  high  commendation  of  the  bearing 
of  both  officers  and  men  upon  the  toilsome  and  somewhat  perilous 
march  through  Anne  Arundel  County,  from  Annapolis  to  the  junc- 
tion. The  fatigues  of  the  way  were  borne  with  great  equanimity, 
and  any  indication  of  hostilit}  was  sufficient  to  put  every  man  on 
the  alert.  It  is  gratifying  to  feel  that  the  march  was  accomplished 
in  safety,  and  without  affording  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  section  of 
country  through  which  the  Detachment  passed,  the  slightest  cause 
of  complaint.  Nothing  whatever  occurred,  to  detract  from  the 
good  reputation  of  the  State  whose  patriotism  had  called  into  ac- 
tive service  the  fine  body  of  men  whom  I  esteem  it  an  honor  to 
lead.  All  in  the  command  seemed  to  be  inspired  by  a  single  mo- 
tive—to do  well  for  the  country  and  the  cause  which  had  enlisted 
their  sympathies.  I  am  confident  that  the  honorable  oonduct 
which  marked  all  their  movements  during  the  march  across  the 
territory  of  Maryland  was  productive  of  the  most  beneficial  effects. 
Prejudices  were  removed,  misapprehensions  corrected,  and  a  bet- 
ter and  more  friendly  state  of  feeling  was  induced.  The  cheerful- 
ness and  alacrity  with  which  every  act  of  duty  was  performed  by 
the  members  of  the  command  deserve  honorable  mention. 

It  is  with  regret  that  in  this  connection  I  have  to  report  that  on 
the  line  of  march,  during  a  temporary  halt,  private  William  Galli- 
ger  of  Company  A,  suffered  a  severe  casualty  in  the  accidental  frac- 
ture of  one  oi  his  legs,  which  has  deprived  me  for  a  time  of  the 
services  of  a  very  efficient  man.  The  fortitude  with  which  this 
soldier  has  borne  the  pain  incident  to  his  misfortune,  reflects  great 
credit  upon  him.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  place  on  record  my  ap- 
preciation of  his  conduct. 

It  became  necessary  to  detach  Captain  David  A.  Peloubet,  of 
Company  G,  for  special  service  at  Annapolis.  He  has  since  ten- 
dered his  resignation,  and  returned  to  Rhode  Island.  Captain  John 
T.  Pitman  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

On  Friday,  April  28,  the  Second  Detachment  of  this  regiment, 
imder  command  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Joseph  S.  Pitman,  arrived 
at  Washington.  The  Detachment  was  transported  from  New  York 
by  steamer  Bienville,  and  came  up  the  Potomac  under  convoy  of 
U.  S.  sloop-of  war  Pocahontas,  and  without  hindrance,  except  for  a 
few  hours  caused  by  the  grounding  of  the  vessel  about  ten  miles 
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below  Alexandria.  The  troops  were  disembarked  and  quartered 
for  the  night  at  the  U.  S.  Arsenal.  Lieut.  Col.  Pitman  deserves  gre&t 
credit  for  the  admirable  manner  in  which  the  transportation  of  the 
troops  were  effected.  His  report  gives  a  detailed  account  of  their 
progress  and  safe  arrival.  On  the  morning  of  the  29th  the  first 
Detachment  received  their  fellow  soldiers,  and  escorted  them  to 
their  quarters  at  the  Patent  Office.  On  the  afternoon  of  the 
day  the  whole  regiment  marched  to  the  White  House,  where  it 
received  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  Lieutenant  Gren* 
eral  Winfield  Scott,  and  the  Secretaries  of  State  and  War.  At  the 
■commencement  of  the  march  the  horse  upon  which  Adjutant  Mer- 
riman  was  mounted  fell  upon  the  pavement,  by  which  the  Adjutant 
was  injured  so  as  to  be  disabled  from  duty  for  a  few  days.  Dur- 
ing his  temporary  illness  Ensign  Albert  C.  Eddy  very  creditably 
performed  the  duties  of  Adjutant  of  the  Regiment. 

During  the  following  days  the  work  of  consolidating  and  organ- 
izing the  Regiment  was  carried  forward  with  great  expedition  by 
the  proper  officerfi,  and  nothing  of  moment  occurred  till  Thursday, 
May  2.     On  that  day,  at  12  H.,  the  Regiment  was  paraded  before 
the  east  front  of  the  Patent  Office,  and  in  the  presence  of  his  Ex- 
cellency, Governor  Sprague,  and  a  large  concourse  of  spectators, 
an  American  flag  was  raised  upon  the  building  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  attended  by  several  members  of  the  Cabinet. 
On  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  the  Regiment  was  marched  to 
the  Capitol  grounds,  and  was  there  mustered  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States  for  the  duration  of  three  months.    The  ceremo- 
ny was  performed  in  the  most  impressive  manner  by  Major  J. 
McDowell,  U.  S.  A.,  assisted  by  General  G.  R.  Thomas.    The  oath 
of  allegiance  was  as  follows : 

"I ,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  bear  true  allegiance 

to  the  United  States  of  America,  and  that  I  will  serve  honestly  and 
faithfully,  against  all  their  enemies  or  opposers  whatsoever,  and 
observe  and  obey  the  orders  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  orders  of  the  officers  appointed  over  me,  according  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  armies  of  the 
United  States." 

The  officers  and  men  of  the  wbole  Regiment  repeated  the  oath  in 
concert,  and  the  eleven  hundred  voices  rose  in  one  volume  upon 
the  air.  It  was  at  the  hour  oi  sunset,  and  this  memorable  day  in 
our  annals  closed  in  a  manner  suitable  to  the  solemnity  of  the  oc- 
casion by  which  it  had  been  marked. 

The  Providence  Marine  Corps  of  Artillery  arrived  at  Washing- 
ton this  day,  by  way  of  the  river  Potomac,  apd  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon, May  7,  the  company  under  command  o6  Captain  Charles  H. 
Tompkins,  was  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States. 
The  ceremony  took  place  in  the  court  yard  of  the  Patent  Office, 
and  was  performed  by  Major  McDowell  and  General  Thomas. 
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On  Wednesday,  May  8th,  orders  were  received  for  the  encamp- 
ment of  the  Begiment,  and  a  suitable  place  was  selected  in  the 
north-eastern  suburb  of  the  city.  Private  DeWitt  of  Company  C, 
was  detailed  to  act  as  engineer,  and  under  his  direction  the  camp 
W8S  located  upon  a  fine  slope  of  land  belonging  to  the  estate  of 
Mr.  Keating.  Work  was  immediately  commenced,  and  the  camp- 
was  arranged  Avith  every  regard  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  the 
command.  Huts  for  officers  and  men  have  been  built  under  the 
saperintendence  of  Colonel  William  Goddard,  and  Lieutenant  Wil- 
liam R.  Walker,  of  Company  E,  to  whose  judicious  oversight  and 
unflagging  efforts  I  am  much  indebted.  The  first  range  of  huts 
was  read^"  by  Tuesday,  May  14,  and  Company  D  marched  out  and 
occnpied  the  ground.  This  company  was  followed  by  others,  day 
by  day,  as  the  huts  were  erected,  until  Saturday,  May  18th,  when 
the  entire  Regiment  had  reached  the  ground,  and  were  encamped 
in  the  following  order,  from  right  to  left:  Companies  A,  E,  C,  I, 
F,  K,  B,  G,  H  and  P.  The  camp  was  flanked  upon  the  right  by 
the  battery  of  the  Marine  Artillerj^and  Mr.  Keating's  house,  upon 
the  summit  of  the  hill,  commanding  a  view  of  many  miles  in  circuit, 
and  noted  for  the  healthiness  of  its  site,  was  occupied  for  the  use 
of  the  Hospital.  On  Sunday,  May  19,  Divine  service  was  held  upon 
the  camp  ground,  and  thus,  under  the  best  auspices,  life  in  camp 
commenced.  By  general  order  No.  9,  the  cantonment  was  named 
Camp  Sprague,  **in  honor  of  his  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island.''  At  the  date  of  this  Report,  the  camp  is 
in  good  order,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Colonel  of  this  Begi- 
ment to  strengthen  it  in  every  manner  to  secure  the  safety  and 
well-being  of  the  command. 

May  lOtb,  Major  John  S.  Slocum  and  Surgeon  P.  L.  Wheaton, 
were  "detached  for  special  service  at  Providence,  and  left  Wash- 
ington for  their  place  of  destination.  Both  gentlemen  have  been 
of  the  utmost  assistance  to  me  in  the  direction  of  the  affairs  of  the 
regiment.  Major  Slocum  has  been  indefatigable  in  all  respects, 
and  to  Dr.  Wheaton's  admirable  arrangements,  carried  out  by 
himself  and  his  assistants,  in  the  medical  department,  the  good 
health  of  the  command  has  been  mainly  due.  Major  Joseph  P. 
Baich  arrived  at  headquarters  on  the  9th  of  May.  He  had  pre- 
viously come  to  Washington  with  Lieut.  Col.  Pitman,  to  whom  he 
bad  proved  himself  a  valuable  coadjutor.  He  had  afterwards  re- 
tnnied  to  Providence,  but  leaving  again  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
day  upon  which  he  arrived  there,  bad  reached  headquarters  in 
teason  to  take  the  place  left  vacant  by  the  departure  of  Major 
Slocum*     His  promptness  and  fidelity  deserve  all  praise. 

On  the  16th  day  of  May,  Ensign  Levi  Tower,  of  company  E, 
was  detailed  with^  detachment  of  twenty-five  privates  and  one 
sergeant,  selected  worn  companies  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  H,  I,  and  E, 
for  boat  service,  under  secret  orders.  The  detachment  still  re- 
mains in  the  city,  but  with  distinct  quarters  from  this  camp,  and 
is  ready  to  depart  at  a  minute's  notice. 
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In  closing  this  report,  I  cheerfiiUy  bear  testimony  to  the  gene- 
ral good  conduct  and  character  of  the  men  composing  this  regi- 
ment. It  is  with  the  greatest  satisfaction,  that  I  can  commend 
them  to  the  favor  and  generosity  of  the  people  of  the  State,  whoso 
honor  they  are  engaged  in  upholding,  and  whose  good  name  they 
are  determined  to  maintain.  It  is  with  especial  gratitude  to  Him 
who  guides  the  destinies  of  His  children  with  a  Father's  care,  that 
I  am  able  to  report  the  command  in  the  enjoyment  of  health  and 
life.  No  death  has  occurred  in  the  midst  of  us,  through  accident 
or  disease.  But  one  man,  James  Sweeney,  of  the  Marine  Corps 
of  Artillery,  has  been  seriously  injured,  and  he  is  now  rapidly  re- 
covering under  the  excellent  organization  of  the  medical  depart- 
ment. His  wounds,  caused  by  the  premature  discharge  of  a  can- 
non which  he  was  engaged  in  loading,  are  speedily  healing,  and. 
assisted  by  the  patience  and  good  nature  which  he  manifests  in 
his  confinement,  he  will,  without  doubt,  soon  resume  his  duties  in 
the  ranks  of  his  company.  No  dangerous  disease  has  at  all  ap- 
peared among  us,  and  the  average  of  sickness  of  any  kind  has 
been  exceedingly  small.  We  look  to  Him,  whose  care  is  over  us 
alike  in  sickness  and  in  health,  to  guide  us  in  safety,  and,  after 
having  enabled  us  to  discharge  our  duty  with  fidelity,  to  return  us 
to  our  homes,  or  to  endear  our  memory  to  our  friends. 

The  power  of  d  eath,  if  it  has  been  mercifully  kept  from  us,  has 
yet  been  manifested  in  a  signal  manner  in  the  ranks  of  our  fellow- 
soldiers.  The  colonel  commanding  the  Tlst  regiment  of  New 
York,  has  been  stricken  down,  and  we,  with  others,  have  been 
called  to  lament  the  departure  of  a  gallant  officer  and  a  true  man. 
It  was  no  more  than  what  my  regard  for  his  worth  could  dictate, 
that  I  should  offer  to  the  Tlst  the  escort  of  this  regiment  upon  tho 
occasion  of  the  funeral  of  Col.  Vosburgh.  Upon  the  21st  day  of 
May,  at  noon,  the  mournful  ceremony  was  performed,  and  this 
regiment,  with  the  12th  and  the  69th  regiments  of  New  York,  and 
a  company  of  U.  S.  Marines,  marched  in  sad  procession 'from  the 
Navy  Yard  to  tho  railroad  station  in  Washington,  with  all  that 
was  mortal  of  one  whom  we  had  learned  to  hold  in  high  esteem. 
The  officers  and  men,  under  my  command,  would  express  their 
sympathy,  with  the  grief  of  their  brethern  in  arms,  and  bear  our 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  a  brave  and  meritorious  soldier. 

You  will  allow  me,  sir,  to  offer  you  my  thanks  for  the  unwaver- 
ing confidence;  which  you  have  reposed  in  me,  and  the  generous 
support  which  you  have  invariably  afforded  me.  I  would  also 
express  my  high  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance  which 
has  been  rendered  me  by  the  gentlemen  of  your  staff,  who,  upon 
all  occasions,  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  aid  me  in  the 
duties  of  my  position. 

Trusting  that  the  1st  regiment  of  Rhode  Island  Detached  Militia 
will  answer  the  high  expectations  of  their  State  and  country^,

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  STATE,  ACCOMPANY- 
ING THE  SIXTH  VOLUME  OF  THE  COLONIAL  EEC- 
OKDS. 

I  ha?e  the  honor  to  lay  before  the  Honorable  General  Assembly^ 
the  sixth  volume  of  the  Rhode  Island  Colonial  Records,  which 
embraces  thirteen  years  of  our  annals,  viz:  from  the  year  1757  to 
the  year  1769,  both  inclusive.  The  struggle  between  Great  Brit- 
ain and  France  for  the  ascendancy  in  North  America,  the  beginning 
of  which  was  narrated  in  the  previous  volume  of  these  records,  is 
continued  in  this ;  indeed  the  history  of,  and  correspondence  con- 
nected with  this  important  event,  constitutes  the  larger  portion  of 
ite  matter.  In  the  several  campaigns  against  the  French  on  the 
northern  frontier,  the  troops  of  Rhode  Island  took  an  active  part, 
as  the  correspondence  of  the  principal  actors  in  these  events  will 
show.  The  letters  of  General  Lord  Amherst,  General  Abercrombie^ 
Lord  Loudoun,  Admirals  Colville  and  Durell,  the  Commissioners 
of  Trade  and  Foreign  Plantations,  William  Pitt,  the  Earls  of  Hills* 
borough  and  Egremont,  etc.,  etc.,  are  quite  numerous  in  this  vol- 
ume. Among  other  topics  of  interest  to  which  it  has  reference, 
are  the  campaigns  against  Canada,  and  the  French  fortresses  at 
William  Henry,  Ticonderoga,  Oswego,  Niagara,  etc. 

The  particulars  connected  with  the  convention  of  British  Colo* 
Dies  at  New  York,  in  the  year  1765,  in  which  Rhode  Island  took 
part,  with  the  instructions  from  the  respective  colonies,  to  their 
Commissioners ;  the  resolutions  passed ;  the  report  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  convention — ^together  with  the  memorials  to  the  King, 
and  the  two  Houses  of  Lords  and  Commons — will  be  found  at 
length  in  this  volume. 

The  important  paper  drawn  up  by  Stephen  Hopkins,  by  order  of 
fte  Greneral  Assembly,  in  1764,  entitled  ^'The  Rights  of  the  Colo- 
nies Examined,"  is  printed  at  length  in  this  volume.  This  cele- 
brated essay  was  printed  in  Providence  at  the  time  it  was  present- 
ed to  the  Assembly,  and  afterwards  printed  in  London,  where  it 
produced  a  lively  sensation.  The  events  connected  with  the  pas- 
sage of  the  famousStamp  Act,  by  the  British  Parliament,  the  re- 
sistance to  which  was  but  a  foreshadowing  of  the  more  serious  re- 
sistance which  followed  a  few  years  later,  also  took  place  during 
the  period  included  in  this  volume,  and  are  duly  recorded  therein. 
The  originals  of  nearly  all  these  letters  and  documents  are  among 
the  archives  of  the  State* 
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I  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  this  volume  be  distributed  in  the 
same  mannner  as  the  previous  volumes  Avere,  viz :  to  the  present 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  several  towns,  public  libra- 
ries and  officers  of  the  State,  and  to  public  institutions  in  other, 
States  in  conformity  with  the  accompanying  resolution. 

I  beg  leave  further  to  suggest  that  the  previous  volumes  of  the 
Colonial  Records,  2,  3,  4  and  5,  of  which  copies  remain,  be  also 
distributed  to  the  members  of  the  present  General  Assembly. 

The  Tthvolumeof  the  Records,  already  commenced,  begins  vrith 
the  year  1770,  and  will  include  a  considerable  portion  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  Revolution.  In  examining  the  files  in  the  Secretary's 
office,  I  find  them  exceedingly  deficient  in  the  correspondence  of 
that  important  period,  for  which  deficiency  I  can  only  account  by 
supposing  the  Governors  to  have  retained  the  correspondence 
themselves.  This  discovery  was  made  in  examining  the  several 
works  wherein  the  official  letters  of  the  period  have  been  printed, 
such  as  the  American  Archives,  Washington's  Letters,  Sparks' 
Correspondence  of  the  Revolution,  and  a  celebrated  Avork  publish- 
ed in  London,  during  the  Revolution,  called  "the  Remembrancer." 
In  these,  are  numerous  letters  from  General  Washington  to  Gov- 
ernor Cooke,  atid  from  Governor  Cooke  to  Washington.  Letters 
from  Generals  Lafayette,  Rochambeau,  Greene,  Sullivan,  and  other 
officers  of  distinction,  all  connected  with  Rhode  Island  history,  and 
with  important  events  transpiring  within  the  State. 

To  print  our  Colonial  Records  without  documents  like  these, 
which  add  so  much  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  the  State,  wonld  do 
it  great  injustice,  besides  reflecting  on  the  editor,  whose  aim  has 
been,  in  compiling  these  records,  to  preserve  for  futurity,  in  these 
printed  pages,  all  these  precious  memorials  of  its  history.  I  have 
therefore  employed  persons  to  copy  from  the  books  referred  to, 
and  from  other  sources,  upwards  of  1000  manuscript  pages,  all  of 
which  will  be  printed  with  the  Colonial  Records,  and  the  manu- 
script be  preserved  among  the  State  Archives.  I  beg  leave  to  ask 
that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  defray  the  expenses  of  making 
these  copies.

REPORT  OF  TflE  INSPECTORS  OF  FERRIES. 

To  the  Honorable  Generci  Assembly,  May  Session,  1861^ 
The  Inspectors  of  Ferries  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That  there  has  been  much  complaint  in  relation  to  Bristol  Ferry, 
for  a  lone  time,  from  the  fact  that  the  proprietors  of  the  ferry  on 
the  island,  use  their  ferry  boat  for  other  purposes,  and  suffer  it  to 
^  away  from  the  ferry  often,  and  for  a  long  time ;  thus  greatly 
hindering  and  incommoding  persons  desirous  ofpassing  that  way. 

And  that  there  has  been  complaint  often  made  of  the  proprie- 
tors of  the  West  ferry  on  Jamestown,  that  the  boats  frequently 
^t  aground  there,  from  neglect  to  have  the  sand  which  is  washed 
m  around  the  wharf,  cleared  away. 
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And  the  inspectors  are  of  opinion,  that  the  ferrymen  between 
NarragaDsett  and  Newport,  do  not  put  their  boats  off  from  the 
ferries  as  soon  and  as  often  as  they  should ;  and  that  although 
they  may  comply  with  the  letter  of  the  law,  they  do  not  live  up 
to  the  spirit  of  it. 

If  some  of  these  causes  of  complaint  are  not  removed  by  the 
proprietors,  the  committee  will  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  recom- 
mend further  legislation  at  the  next  session  of  the  Assembly.

At  tbe  last  January  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  under- 
ngned  were  appointed  a  joint  select  committee  to  whom  was 
referred  the  following  resolution,  viz :  ''  Resolved,  that  the  sum 
of  five  thoujBand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
l>y  the  General  Assembly,  upon  the  order  of  the  State  Auditor, 
to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  the 
eeteral  military  companies  whose  petitions  are  now  before  the 
House,  under  the  direction  of  a  commission  composed  of  members 
of  this  House  and  such  as  the  Honorable  Senate  may  join,  and 
with  power  to  apportion  the  same  to  the  several  companies  above 
referred  to,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  draw  their  orders  on 
tbe  State  Auditor,  and  report  their  doings  at  the  next  May  session 
oi  the  General  Assembly."

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REPORT  OP  THE  STATE  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND 

MEASURES. 

To  ^  Excellency  WUliafn  Sprague,  Governor  of  Rhode  Island: 

Sir: — ^As  considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past 
jear,  in  the  way  of  sqppljing  the  different  towns  of  the  State 
with  Standards  of  Weights  and  Measures,  I  deem  it  proper  at  this 
time  to  report  to  your  Excellency  my  proceedings  in  that 
direction. 

At  the  time  of  my  appointment  to  the  ofiSce  of  State  Sealer,  in 
Jnnelast,  seven  towns,  viz:  Warren,  Coventry,  North  Providence^ 
Newport,  Richmond^  Westerly  and  Bristol,  were  supplied  with 
sets  of  standard  Weights  and  Measures.-  The  city  of  Providence 
had  also  a  set  similar  to  those  furnished  the  towns. 

Ad  order  bad  been  sent  to  E.  Howard  &  Co.,  for  a  set  for  South 
Kingstown.  This  set  was  afterwards  received  by  me  and  for- 
warded to  the  town. 

I  have  also,  on  application  of  the  towns,  caused  thirteen  sets  to 
be  constructed  for  the  towns  of  Burrillville,  Middletown,  Cumber- 
land, Barrington,  Portsmouth,  Scituate,  Hopkinton,  Charlestown, 
Exeter,  Johnston,  Foster,  North  Kin^town,  and  Smithfield. 
These  sets  of  standards  were  exactly  similar,  in  all  respects,  to 
those  selected  by  my  predecessor.  Prof.  Caswell.  I  believe  the 
selection  was  judiciously  made  and  moreover,  it  is  important  that 
nniformity  in  the  sets  throughout  the  State  should  be  observed. 

The  whole  expense  to  the  State  of  the  above  fourteen  sets,  in- 
ckding  their  transportation  from  Boston,  was  $2174  27  ;  averag- 
ing $155  30  each  town. 

I  have  received  from  the  State  Auditor,  drafts  on  the  Oeneral 
Treasurer,  for  this  amount.

BiEAB  Sib  : — Since  I  last  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you,  I  have 
liad  another  larger  model  of  my  Cannon  made,  which  is  1^  inches 
%>are,  and  26  inches  in  length,  and  I  am  happy  to  say,  that  this 
ODodel  fully  meets  my  expectations.  It  has  been  shown  to,  and 
tested  by,  various  gentlemen  interested  in  the  military  of  our 
.State,  and  by  each  and  all,  it  has  been  approved.  I  regretted  ex- 
ceedingly that  the  absence  of  your  Excellency  prevented  yoa 
from  examining  and  testing  the  advantages  proved  to  be  in  my 
patent.  As  I  am  convinced  that  all  that  I  claim  for  my  cannon 
will  be  found  there.  I  am  very  desirous  that  my  own  native 
.State  of  Rhode  Island,  should  have  the  first  battery.  I  have  de- 
olined  showing  it  to  the  military  authorities  of  our  neighboring- 
.States,  until  Rhode  Island  should  first  decide  whether  she  wanted 
it  or  oot.  I  am  convinced  that  the  larger  the  piece  is,  the  more 
'Satis&ctorily  it  will  work,  and  am  therefore  quite  anxious  that  a 
piece  capable  of  forcing  a  six  or  an  eight  pound  ball,  should  be 
made.  In  order  to  accomplish  this,  an  expenditure  of  some  $800 
to  $1200  will  be  required.  I  therefore  make  the  following  pro- 
position :  "That  a  committee  be  appointed,  either  by  your  Excel- 
3ency  or  by  the  Honorable  Legislature,  to  test  my  model ;  said 
committee  being  authorized  (if  in  their  discretion  the  model 
proves  satisfactory,)  to  draw  from  the  State  Treasury,  such  a  sum 
as  may  be  required  to  make  this  larger  model,  not  exceeding 
$1200;  and  in  consideration  of  said  appropriation,  I  hereby  agree 
to  furnish  to  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  one  battery  complete,  of 
fiuch  a  size  as  they  ma}^  direct,  at  precisely  its  cost ;  thereby  hav- 
ing the  matter  solely  decided  upon  the  actual  merits  of  my  gun. 
Aud^  I  would  further  state,  that  I  should  be  extremely  happy  to 
show  and  test  my  gun  before  the  members  of  the  Honorable  Legis- 
lature, at  such  a  place  and  time  as  they  may  direct."

The  General  Assembly  convened  at  Providence  on 
Thursday,  the  eighth  day  of  August^  1861,  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  proclamation  of  the  Governor  hereto  an- 
nexed, and  adjourned  on  Saturday,  the  tenth  of  August 
following,  to  meet  again  at  Providence,  accc^^ng  to  laiv, 
on  the  second  Monday  in  January,  1862. 

PROCLAMATION 

By  His  Excellency,  William  Sprague,  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Ehode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations. 

Whereas,  it  has  become  necessary  in  the  present  ex- 
igencies of  the  country  that  new  exertions  and  sacri- 
fices for  the  common  good  should  be  made  by  the  peo- 
ple of  this  State  and  other  loyal  States,  and  that  this 
State  should  forthwith  raise  new  reffiments  of  infantry 
and  new  companies  of  artUlery  in  support  of  the  geni 
ral  Government; 

And  whereas,  in  view  of  this  necessity,  the  Militia 
law  of  the  State  requires  revisal  and  amendment^  inas- 
much as  the  bounty  for  enlistment  here  by  law  provided 
is  now  rendered  less  necessary  by  the  increased  pay  of 
volunteers,  while  it  imposes  a  heavy  burthen  upon  the 
property  and  resources  of  the  people  of  this  State,  and 
tends,  by  the  superior  advantages  thereby  conferred 
upon  troops  enlisted  here,  to  create  dissatisfaction 
amongst  troops  enlisted  in  other  States ; 

And  whereas,  this  is  deemed  by  me  an  extraordinary 
occasion  in  which  it  is  proper  to  convene  the  General 
Assembly,  at  a  time  not  provided  by  law,  to  consider  the 
above :  now,  therefore,  I,  WILLIAM  SPRAGUE,  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence 
Plantations,  in  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested,  do  is- 
sue this  my  Proclamation,  convening  the  General  As- 
sembly of  this  State  to  meet  at  the  State  House  in 
Providence,  on  Thursday,  the  eighth  instant,  at  11 
o'clock  A.  M.,  and  do  hereby  call  upon  the  members  of 
both  Houses  thereof  to  assemble  in  their  respective 
Houses  at  the  time  and  place  aforesaid. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand 
and  affixed  the  seal  of  the  State,  at  Providence,  this 
sixth  day  of  August,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-one.

Section  1.    Said  section  is  hereby  ametided  by  strik-  J^**^  "^ 
ing  out  the  words  ^  a  resident  of  this  State "  in  the  first 
line  thereof  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

^  If  any  person  against  whom  there  is  or  shall  be 
cause  for  any  action  hereinbefore  enumerated  in  favor 
of  a  resident  therein,  shall  at  the  time  such  cause  ac- 
crue, be  without  the  limits  of  this  State,  or  being  with- 
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in  said  State  at  the  time  such  cause  accrue,  shall  go  out 
of  said  State  before  said  action  shall  be  barred  by  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  shall  not  have  or  leave 
property  or  estate  therein,  that  can  by  the  common  and 
ordinary  process  of  law  be  attached,  then  the  person 
entitled  to  such  action  may  commence  the  same  within 
the  time  before  limited,  after  such  person  shall  return 
into  this  State,  in  such  manner  that  an  action  may  i^ith 
reasonable  diligence  be  commenced  against  him  by  the 
person  entitled  to  the  same."

Section  1.  Sjrria  H.  Vaughn,  John  J.  Reynolds,  Al- 
len M.  Thomas,  Nicholas  N.  Spink,  Isaac  HaD,  Alfred  B. 
Chadsey  and  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name 
oi  the  Wickford  Branch  Bailroad  Company,  and  by  tiiat 
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name  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  make,  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  renew  or  alter  at 
pleasure ;  and  shall  be  and  are  hereby  vested  with  all 
the  powers,  privileges  and  immunities  which  are,  or  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  into  eflfect  the  purposes  and  objects 
of  this  act  as  hereafter  set  forth.  And  the  said  corpora- 
tion are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  locate,  lay 
out  and  construct,  and  finally  complete  a  railroad,  com- 
mencing at  some  point  or  points  within  ten  miles  of  the

At  the  end  of  the  time 
allowed  for  the  filing  of  such  claims  for  damages,  the 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  having  previ- 
ously given  notice  to  all  parties  interested,  of  the  time

And  if  said 
corporation,  or  any  person  interested,  shall  be  dissatis- 
fied with  the  estimate  of  said  commissioners,  applica- 
tion may  be  made  by  said  dissatisfied  party,  at  the  next 
term  of  said  Court  of  Common  Pleas  after  the  return  of 
such  report,  and  after  its  publication  as  aforesaid,  for  a 
jury  to  hear  and  finally  determine  upon  the  amount  of 
damages  to  be  assessed  in  the  case  complained  of; 
which  said  application  shall  be  heard  and  tried  under 
the  direction  of  the  Court,  by  a  jury,  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  appeals  are  heard  in  said  Court.  And  if  the 
party  injured  in  his  or  her  estate,  apply  for  such  jury, 
and  fail  to  obtain  such  increase  of  damages,  such  party 
shall  be  liable  for  all  legal  costs  arising  after  the  entry 
of  such  application  for  a  jury ;  and  such  Court  shall 
enter  judgment  and  issue  execution,  accordingly.  And 
if  such  corporation  apply  for  a  jury  and  fail  to  obtain 
diminution  of  damages,  it  shall  in  like  manner  be  liable 
for  costs,  and  the  said  Court  may  enter  judgment  and 
issue  execution  for  the  same.  And  if  within  sixty 
days  after  the  said  corporation  shall  have  entered  upon 
the  land  of  any  person,  and  commenced  the  construe^  , 

tion  of  said  road,  and  said  damages  are  not  appealed 
from,  it  shall  not  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  the  damages,  i 

if  any,  so  assessed  in  manner  aforesaid,  by  said  commis- 
sioners or  such  jury,  such  person  on  whose  land  opera- 
tions are  so  commenced,  may  have  an  action  of  debt 
against  said  corporation  in  any  Court  proper  to  try  the 
same,  to  recover  such  damages,  and  execution  from 
whatever  Court  the  same  may  issue,  for  damages  as- 
sessed as  aforesaid,  and  costs,  shall  be  in  common  form, 
and  may  be  levied  upon  the  goods,  estate  and  lands  of 
said  corporation ;  and  the  report  of  said  commissioners, 
when  accepted  and  recorded,  and  not  appealed  from,  in 
manner  aforesaid,  or  the  verdict  of  a  jury  returned  and 
recorded,  shall  forever  be  a  bar  to  any  other  action 
conmienced  for  damages  against  said  corporation,  on 
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account  of  the  injury  for  which  said  damages  were 
awarded,  other  than  is  herein  provided.  And  said  com- 
missioners shall  be  allowed  in  all  cases  three  dollars  a 
day  for  their  services. 

Sec.  7.     The  commissioners   appointed   to   estimate 
dami^es,  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  one  in  writing, 
whose  lands  or  materials  may  be  reported  as  located 
for  the  use  of  said  railroad,  require  the  said  corporation 
to  give  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  commission- 
ers for  the  payment  of  all  such  damages  as  shall  be 
finally  aw^aided  by  said  commissioners  or  a  jury,  for 
the  land  or  materials  of  the  person  so  requesting,  re- 
ported as  located  as  aforesaid,  and  for  all  costs  which 
may  be  by  him  recovered  against  said  corporation ;  and 
all  right  and  authority  of  said  corporation  to  enter  up- 
on, or  use,  said  land  or  materials,  except  for  making 
surveys,  shall  thereupon  be  suspended  until  said  corpo- 
ration shall  give  such  security. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  land  or  other  property  of  any  mar- 
ried weman,  infant,  or  person  wn  compos  mentis^  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  railroad,  the  hus- 
band of  such  married  woman,  and  the  guardian  of  such 
infant,  or  person  non  compos  mentis^  may  release  all  dam- 
ages in  relation  to  the  land  or  estate  to  be  taken  or  ap- 
propriated as  aforesaid,  as  they  might  do  if  the  same 
were  holden  by  them  in  their  own  rights  respectively ; 
provided,  the  same  be  done  with  the  advice  and  direc- 
tion of  the  Court  of  Probate  in  the  town  where  such 
land  or  property  may  lie. 

Sec.  9.  If  said  railroad,  in  the  course  thereof,  shall 
cross  any  private  way,  the  said  corporation  shall  so 
construct  said  railroad  as  not  to  obstruct  the  safe  and 
convenient  use  of  said  private  way ;  and  if  said  railroad 
shall  not  be  so  constructed,  the  party  aggrieved  shall 
be  entitled  to  his  action  on  the  case  in  any  Go\xri  pro- 
per to  try  the  same,  and  shall  recover  his  reasonable 
damages  for  said  injury.  And  if  said  railroad  shall,  in 
the  course .  thereof,  cross  any  highway  or  bridge,  the 
said  railroad  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  impede 
OR  obstruct  the  safe  and  convenient  use  of  said  highway 
or  bridge.  And  the  suid  corporation  shall  have  power 
to  raise  or  lower  such  highway  or  bridge,  so  that  the 
railroad  may  pass  under,  over,  or  across  the  same ;  and 
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if  said  tjorporation  shall  raise  any  highway  or  bridge^ 
and  shall  not  so  raise  or  lower  the  same,  a^  to  be  satis- 
factory to  the  proprietors  of  the  same,  or  the  town 
council  of  the  town,  such  proprietor,  or  the  town  coun- 
cil, may  require  such  alteration  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary, in  writing ;  and  if  the  corporation  shall  refuse 
or  unreasonably  neglect  to  make  the  same,  such  pro- 
prietor or  town  council  may  file  their  complaint  with 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  said  county ;  and  if 
said  Court  shall  adjudge  that  said  alteration  is  reason- 
able and  proper,  they  shall  decree  that  the  same  be 
made  by  the  said  corporation,  and  render  judgment  ac- 
cordingly ;  and  in  case  said  corporation  shall  neglect  to 
comply  with  said  judgment  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  said  Court,  thfe  proprietor,  or  the  said  town  council,

Sec.  10.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  said  corporation  from  com- 
mencing the  construction  of  their  road,  or  constructing 
the  same  on  the  lands  of  any  person,  or  from  taking 
or  using  the  land  or  materials  of  any  person  for  the 
construction  or  security  of  said  railroad,  before  the  dam- 
ages for 'taking  and  using  said  land  and  materials  shall 
have  been  estimated  or  assessed  by  the  commissioners 
or  a  jury  ;  and  in  case  of  the  taking  and  using  before 
the  estimate  and  assessment  of  damages,  the  damages 
shall  be  assessed  by  the  commissioners  or  a  jury,  and 
like  proceedings  had  with  the  same  efiect  as  if  said  as- 
sessment had  been  made  before  the  taking  and  using  of 
said  land  or  materials ;  said  corporation  first  giving  se- 
curity for  the  payment  of  such  damages  as  herein  be- 
fore provided. 

Sec.  11.  Said  corporation,  after  having  located,  jor 
reported  as  located,  or  taken  and  used  lands  or  materials 
for  the  uses  of  their  said  road,  shall  have  power,  if  they 
shall  find  it  necessary  or  expedient,  to  alter  the  location 
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and  vary  the  direction  of  their  said  railroad^  and  to 
make  a  new  location  of  the  same,  in  whole,  or  in  part, 
in  irhich  case  report  shall  be  made  and  damages  for 
land  or  material  so  taken,  or  located  and  proposed  to  be 
taken  for  the  uses  of  said  railroad  shall  be  estimated 
and  assessed,  and  like  proceedings  in  all  respects  had 
with  like  eflFect,  as  if  said  railroad  or  the  portion  therc^of 
located  anew,  had  not  before  been  located ;  provided, 
hbirever,  that  the  time  allowed  by  this  act  for  completing 
the  said  railroad  shall  not  be  extended  in  consequence 
of  said  alteration. 

Sbc.  12.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to 
erect  a  wliarf  or  wharves,  and  to  build  and  own  steam- 
boats or  ferryboats,  and  to  connect  their  railroad  with 
the  railroad  of  the  railroad  company,  on  the  eastern 
shore  of  the  Providence  River  or  Narragansett  Bay,  and 
to  establish  and  collect  toll,  freight,  ferriage  or  fare  for 
the  transportation  of  persons  or  property. 

Sec.  13.  In  case  of  any  new  location,  the  said  cor- 
poration may,  in  their  report  thereof,  state  what  portion 
of  their  former  location  has  been  abandoned,  specifying 
the  person  or  persons  whose  land  or  materials  in  whole 
or  in  part  have  been  abandoned  in  consequence  of  such 
new  location ;  and  if  the  land  or  materials  of  any  per- 
son before  reported  as  located  shall  not  have  been  taken 
and  used,  all  proceedings  for  the  estimate  or  assessment 
of  damages  in  favor  of  such  person  shall  stop ;  said  cor- 
poration first  paying  to  every  such  person  whose  land 
or  materials  lociited  shall  have  been  abandoned  as  afore- 
said, his  costs  and  reasonable  expenses,  if  any,  incurred 
in  prosecuting  for  damages  up  to  the  time  of  such  aban- 
donment^ said  costs  and  expenses  to  be  taxed  by  the 
court  to  whom  the  new  location  is  reported.  If  the 
land  or  materials  of  any  person  before  reported  as  lo- 
cated, have  been  taken  or  used  by  said  corporation  as 
the  site  of,  or  in  constructing  and  seciu^ing  their  said 
railroad,  and  the  assessment  of  damages  for  the  same  is 
then  pending  before  the  commissioners  or  a  jury,  then 
upon  such  new  location  and  abandonment  as  aforesaid, 
said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  give  said  aban- 
donment in  evidence  in  diminution  of  damages,  paying 
coBts^  if  the  question  of  damages  is  pending  before  a 
jury  on  appeal,  notwithstanding  a  diminution  of  dam-^ 
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ages  in  consequence  of  such  abandonment,  then  first 
given  in  evidence ;  or  if  the  commissioners  or  a  jury 
have  finally  assessed  the  damages,  said  corporation,  in 
case  of  a  new  location,  and  abandonment  as  aforesaid, 
shall  have  a  right  to  a  revision  of  the  assessment  of 
damages  and  to  a  re-assessment  of  the  same  by  petition 
to  the  commissioners,  in  order  that  the  diminution  of 
damages  in  consequence  of  said  abandonment  may  be 
considered  with  right  of  appeal  and  upon  like  terms  to 
either  party  as  in  other  cases.  The  filing  of  such  peti- 
tion for  revision  of  damages  and  notice  to  the  person 
or  persons  affected  thereby,  shall  perpetually  stay  all 
actions  or  rights  of  action  for  the  recovery  of  damages 
first  assessed,  the  said  corporation  first  making  tender 
of  the  taxed  costs  in  such  action  if  any  be  pending  in 
the  clerk's  office  of  the  court  where  the  same  may  be 
pending  up  to  the  time  of  such  tender. 

Sec.  14.  In  all  proceedings,  whether  in  law  or 
equity,  in  which  said  corporation  shall  be  a  party,  the 
leaving  an  attested  copy  of  the  writ,  summons  or  other 
process,  with  any  director  of  said  corporation,  or  with 
the  Treasurer  or  Agent  of  said  corporation,  at  their 
usual  place  of  business,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  thereof;  and  all  execu- 
tions that  shall  issue  against  said  corporation,  may 
be  levied  on  the  property  of  said  corporation  of  every 
description. 

Sec.  15.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of 
said  corporation  shall  be  holden  at  Wickford,  in  said 
North  Kingstown,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  in 
each  year,  and  until  the  first  annual  meeting  under  this 
act,  John  J.  Reynolds,  Allen  M.  Thomas,  Nicholas  N. 
Spink,  Isaac  Hall,  and  Alfred  B.  Chadsey,  shall  be  di- 
rectors of  said  corporation  with  power  to  fill  any  va- 
cancy in  their  number ;  and  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  if  they  shall  see  proper,  at  any  time  pre- 
vious to  said  annual  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing 
directors  as  is  provided  in  this  act,  at  which  meeting  di- 
rectors shall  be  chosen  by  ballot ;  each  proprietor  or 
owner  of  one  share  being  a  member  of  the  corporation, 
and  each  member  being  entitled  to  as  many  votes  as 
he  has  shares ;  provided  that  no  member  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  vote  upon  more  than  one-fourth  part  of  the  whole 
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ntnnber,  unless  as  proxy  for  other  members.  A  majority 
of  the  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  call  the  first 
meeting  of  said  corporation,  by  giving  notice  of  the 
time  and  place,  twenty  days  before  the  time  mentioned 
in  said  notice,  by  publishing  the  same  in  one  of  the 
newspapers  printed  in  the  county  of  Washington,  and 
one  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Providence. 
Sbc.  16.  If  the  stock  shall  not  have  been  subscribed 
for,  the  company  organized,  and  location  of  the  route 
filed  with  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  said  county 
of  Washington,  previous  to  the  first  day  of  January, 
1864,  or  if  the  stock  being  so  subscribed,  the  company 
organized,  and  location  made  as  aforesaid,  the  corpora- 
tion fail  to  complete  their  said  railroad  before  the  first 
day  of  January,  1866 ;  in  either  of  the  before  men- 
tioned cases,  this  act  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect.

B  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assenthly  as  foUows : 

Section  1.  Until  it  shall  be  otherwise  provided  for 
by  law,  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Secretary, 
may  call  meetings  of  the  corporation,  giving  seven 
days'  notice  thereof,  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the 
city  of  Newport 

Sec.  2.  Said  Company  may  cross  at  grade,  Washing- 
ton and  Bridge  streets,  in  the  city  of  Newport,  Greene 
Lane,  in  Middletown,  and  the  way  leading  from  the 
west  road  to  the  shore  north  of  Amasa  Manton's,  in 
Portsmouth ;  and  they  may  run  their  trains  or  locomo- 
tives over  all  parts  of  their  road  as  now  located  or  to  be 
located ;  but  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Newport 
shall  have  power  to  make  all  reasonable  ordinances 
regulating  the  speed  of  the  locomotives  in  the  compact 
parts  of  the  city,  and  providing  for  the  safety  of  the 
public,  with  the  same  power  as  to  penalties,  which  they 
have  to  prescribe  penalties  for  the  violation  of  other 
city  ordinances. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Company  may,  by  leave  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas,  at  any  regular  or  special  term  there- 
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of,  amend  any  report  of  location  or  re-location  when 
made,  or  file  any  additional  or  supplementary  report ; 
and  if  from  such  amendment  or  additional  or  supple- 
mentary report,  or  by  motion  or  otherwise,  it  shaU  ap- 
pear to  the  Court  that  any  person  interested  in  any  of 
the  lands  taken  by  said  company,  has  not  been  duly 
notified;  or  that  any  person  has  become  interested 
therein  since  any  former  report,  said  Court  shall  order

Pratidedy  the  Court  may,  in  case  of  mistake 
or  accident,  allow  frirther  time  for  the  filing  of  such 
claim,  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  in  addition  to  the 
said  first  thirty  days.  The  proceedings  on  such  claims 
when  filed,  shall  be  similar  to  those  in  cases  of  claims 
filed  under  the  location  or  new  location  of  the  said  road. 

Sec.  4.  Within  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this

Sec  6.  Said  Newport  and  Fall  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany may  contract  with  any  other  corporation,  whose 
Sad  may  comiect  with  the  terminus^of  ite^ilroad 
at  the  State  line,  or  with  any  corporation  which  may 
lease  or  contract  to  run  such  other  company^s  railroad, 
for  such  corporation,  to  perform  aU  the  transportation 
of  persons  and  jQreight  over  said  Newport  and  Fall 
River  Railroad  Company's  road ;  but  the  said  Newport 
and  Fall  River  Railroad  Company  shall  in  such  case  be 
liable  for  all  damage  done,  or  injury  sustained,  on  their 
railroad,  or  the  use  thereof  in  the  same  manner  and  to 
the  same  extent,  they  would  be  liable  if  they  per- 
formed such  transportation  themselves.

Vcted  and  Resoloed,  That  the  prayer  of  said  petition 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted ;  that  the  said  New 
York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  Company  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  authorized  to  borrow  money,  and 
to  issue  their  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $300,000,  bear- 
ing interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the 
board  of  directors  shall  direct ;  which  said  bonds  shall 
be  transferable ;  shall  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the 
company  and  ^gned  by  the  President  and  Treasurer 
thereof;  shall  be  in  sums  not  less  than  $500,  and  shall 
be  payable  in  not  less  than  one  year,  nor  more  than 
twenty  years,  from  the  date  thereof;  and  the  legal 
holders  of  the  same  shall  be  authorized  to  enforce  the 
coUecdon  of  the  sam^  and  pursue  any  legal  measures 
therefor  in  their  own  names  respectively.    And  for  the 
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security  of  the  payment  of  said  bonds,  the  said  com- 
pany are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  a  mortgage  deed 
to  any  person  or  persons  or  trustees,  of  all  tihie  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments  belonging  to  them;  of 
the  bed  of  their  road,  iron  rails  and  other  fixtures  con-

Protidedj  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  give  said  company  banking  privileges,  or  to 
empower  them  to  issue  any  paper  to  be  used  as  a  cir- 
culating medium.

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EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS. 

The  following  statement  of  his  proceedings  since  the  August 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  was  read  by  His  Excellency 
Governor  Sprague,  Tuesday,  January  14th,  1862 : — 

Senators : — 

On  your  assembling  again  togetlier,  for  the  transaction  of 
important  business,  intimately  related  not  only  to  the  State's 
weifere,  but  to  the  nation's  prosperity,  it  would  give  me  great 
pleasure,  were  it  in  my  power,  to  communicate  to  you  and  to  the 
gentlemen  composing  the  other  branch  of  the  General  Assembly, 
such  full  details  of  the  transactions  of  the  past  year  as  would 
enable  you  at  once  to  perceive  our  present  condition  anTl  pros- 
pective necessities.  I  am  prevented,  however,  from  doing  this 
in  a  formal  manner,  by  the  fact  that  all  matters  of  public  interest 
which  in  other  States  are  reported  to  the  Executive,  are  in  this 
presented  directly  to  the  legislature.  Nevertheless,  the  extra- 
ordinary powers  and  duties  imposed  upon  me  by  the  Assembly 
at  its  last  two  sessions,  make  it  proper  that  I  should  call  your 
attention  to  a  few  important  subjects  which  will  claim  your  con- 
sideration. 

The  military  appropriations  of  the  State  are  amongst  these 
subjects,  and  will,  of  course,  receive  your  early  consideration. 
It  would  seem  desirable  to  put  that  portion  of  these  appropria- 
tions which  were  expended  for,  but  have  not  yet  been  assumed 
by,  the  general  government  in  the  form  of  a  funded  debt,  and  to 
make  a  similar  provision  for  our  proportion  of  the  taxes  already 
assessed,  or  to  be  assessed,  by  the  federal  authority.     It  would 
not  seem  to  be  wise  in  us,  at  a  time  when  but  few  branches  of 
our  industry  are  realizing  their  usual  prosperity,  to  overburden 
the  people  with  heavy  taxation.     Our  present  sacrifices  are  even 
more  for  posterity  than  for  ourselves ;  and  we  cannot  doubt  that 
those  who  may  come  after  us,  and  who  will  be  equally  able,  will 
also  be  equally  willing  to  share  the  pecuniary  burdens  which  they 
involve. 

Should  this  policy  be  deemed  practicable  and  prudent,  it  can 
be  established  by  authorizing:  the  sale  of  the  State's  bonds  to  the 
highest  bidder,  or  by  requiring  our  moneyed  institutions  to  place 
a  percentage  of  their  capital  at  the  disposal  of  the  State,  either  as 
a  permanent  investment  in  bonds,  or  by  discounting  notes  for 
temporary  uses.  Either  of  these  methods  would  probably  ac- 
complish the  desired  end  without  injury  to  the  State's  credit  or 
serious  detriment  to  any  of  its  interests. 

Owing  to  the  mixed  nature  of  the  accounts  of  the  First  Regi- 
ment for  three  months  service,  I  have  not  been  able  to  present 
them  in  a  satis&ctoiy  form  to  the  general  government.     In  con- 
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formitj  with  a  resolution  of  the  Assembly  at  its  last  session, 
authorizing  the  employment  of  an  agent,  the  services  of  the  Hon. 
J.  R.  Bullock  have  been  secured,  and  he  will  soon  enter  upon 
the  duty  of  arranging  and  settling  these  accounts.  His  labors, 
in  connection  with  the  systematic  and  energetic  efforts  of  General 
Frieze,  whom  I  have  appointed  to  the  office  of  Quartermaster 
General,  recently  vacated  by  the  resignation  of  General  Stead, 
will,  I  trust,  secure  an  early  and  satisfactory  arrangement  with 
the  general  government.  I  have  already,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
General  Treasurer's  report,  collected  about  forty  one-hundredths 
of  the  indebtedness  of  the  United  States  to  this  State. 

I  have  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
retiring  Quartermaster  General,  and  to  take  an  inventory  of  the 
military  property  of  the  State.  Their  report  will  be  laia  before 
you. 

The  Adjutant  General  will  give  you  an  account  of  the  num- 
ber of  troops  now  in  the  federal  service  from  this  State.  With 
few  exceptions,  Rhode  Island  has  just  cause  to  be  proud  of  the 
reputation  of  both  the  officers  and  the  men  she  has  sent  to  the 
field.  Her  artillery  is  second  to  none  in  the  service.  It  is  at 
present  on  both  sides  of  the  Potomac,  with  General  Burnside,  and 
at  home.  Her  cavalry  bids  fair  to  become  in  the  highest  degree 
creditable  to  itself  and  to  the  community  from  which  it  was  en- 
listed. It  remains  here  for  the  present,  but  will  soon  move  to  a 
more  active  field  of  labor.  Her  Second  Regiment  remains  at 
Washington,  and  maintains  a  proud  pre-eminence.  The  Third 
has  been  organized  as  an  artillery  regiment,  and  is  now  before 
the  enemy  at  Beaufort.  The  Fourth  has  recently  been  ordered 
to  join  General  Bumside's  expedition,  and  I  hazard  nothing  in 
saying  that  it  will  reflect  honor  upon  the  State  whenever  it  may 
be  brought  in  contact  with  the  enemies  of  our  government.  A 
battalion  of  the  Fifth  Regiment  is  also  in  this  expedition,  and  I 
have  confidence  that  it  will  act  well  its  part  in  the  hour  of  trial. 
The  Sixth  Regiment,  but  recently  authorized  for  home  service, 
is  yet  to  be  filled.     The  regiments  already  raised  have  been  re-  ^ 

quired  to  be  filled  to  the  maximun  standard. 

At  the  request  of  a  committee  of  the  National  Guards,  I  have 
appointed  a  commission  to  suggest  such  alterations  in  our  military 
laws  as  may  be  deemed  called  for  by  the  character  of  the  present 
contest  witfi  rebellion,  and  by  our  local  necessities.  The  result 
of  their  deliberations  will  be  laid  before  you.  Except  as  afford- 
ing schools  of  instruction,  our  militia  law,  as  it  exists  at  present, 
has  not  performed  the  most  desirable  service.  It  should  be  so 
altered  that  the  State  will  have  at  its  command,  in  any  exigency 
which  may  arise,  a  small  and  well  drilled  and  officered  corps,  to 
be  filled,  should  this  be  found  necessary,  by  a  system  of  appor- 
tionment among  the  several  towns.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
organization  of  tne  enrolled  militia  is  desirable,  both  to  be  entirely 
unconnected  with  the  present  chartered  companies. 
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Dnrmg  the  past  year  large  numbers  of  the  people  of  the  State 
have  formed  themselves  into  companies  for  military  instruction* 
Some  of  these  companies  have  been  furnished  with  arms,  re* 
sponsible  parties  becoming  sureties  for  their  safe  keeping  and  re- 
turn. The  armories  of  the  State  are  now  exhausted,  and  it  is 
necessary  that  authority  should  be  given  to  make  purchases  of 
arms,  if  it  is  deemed  desirable  to  furnish  them  to  such  as  exhibit 
a  willingness  to  perfect  themselves  in  their  use. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  subject  of  introducing 
military  exercises  and  instruction  into  our  common  schools.  I 
can  perceive  no  serious  objections  to  such  a  change,  but  much 
that  may  commenid  it  to  your  consideration  and  favor. 

Our  coast  defences  are  receiving  the  attention  of  Congress, 
and  I  have  reason  to  expect  that  oefore  your  session  is  far  ad- 
vanced you  will  be  called  upon  to  act  with  reference  to  proposi- 
tions which  will  be  submitted  to  you  by  the  general  government. 

I  transmit  herewith  a  correspondence  with  the  Secretair  of 
the  Treasury.  It  is  desirable  that  an  early  answer  should  be 
ghren  to  his^communication. 

I  also  transmit  copies  of  letters,  accompanying  the  resolutions 
of  the  Assembly,  to  the  &milies  of  deceased  o&cers  of  the  first 
and  second  regiments,  and  to  the  survivors  in  those  regiments. 

I  have  made  appointments  as  follows  to  fill  vacancies  in  the 
Court  of  Magistrates  in  the  city  of  Providence :  Francis  Col- 
well,  jr.,  vice  Edwin  Metcalf ;  and  Caesar  A.  Updike,  vice  Wm. 
SanfonL  Both  the  retiring  magistrates  are  now  in  the  United 
States  service.  Military  vacancies,  growing  out  of  resignations 
or  other  causes  incident  to  the  service,  have  been  filled  at  vari- 
ous times. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  I  have  issued  my 
proclamation  announcing  the  change,  recently  confirmed  by  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court,  in  the  boundary  line  between  this 
State  and  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  laid  before  you,  and 
you  will  take  such  measures  as  you  deem  most  fitting  to  welcome 
to  our  jurisdiction  those  citizens  of  the  neighboring  common-^ 
wealth  residing  upon  the  territory  which  this  arrangement  trans- 
fers to  us. 

The  duties  of  the  executive  have  been  largely  increased  during 
the  past  year  by  the  necessity  for  the  organization  of  regiments 
without  the  assistance  of  authorized  agents  of  the  United  States, 
and  by  his  desire  to  be  in  the  field  with  and  care  for  the  interests 
of  our  troops.  It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  say,  however,  that  the 
gen^nl  government  is  now  systematizing  the  work  of  raising 
regiments,  and  otherwise  lessening  the  labors  and  perplexities  of 
Slate  officialst 

I  need  not  say  that  it  will  give  me  great  pleasure  during  your 
session  to  answer  any  inquiries  made  by  Senators  in  relation  to 
matter?  which  have  or  may  hereafter  come  under  my  obs^rva^ 
tian.

Executive  Department, 
Providence,   October  4,  1861. 
Colonel : — 

I  take  pleasure  in  communicating  to  you  an  official  copy  of 
the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  recent 
special  session  in  this  city.  They  remind  you  that  while  Rhode 
Island  mourns  for  her  gallant  dead,  and  would  keep  fresh  in  her 
memory  the  heroism  of  those  brave  officers  and  soldiers  who  took 
their  lives  in  their  hands  only  to  lay  them  down  on  the  field  of 
battle,  she  also  cherishes  a  pleasant  remembrance  of  the  not  less 
gallant  services  of  yourself  and  those  of  your  brave  associates  in 
the  recent  conflict,  who  live  to  struggle  yet  longer  with  the 
enemies  of  our  cherished  Union.  In  communicating  these  reso- 
lutions to  the  members  of  your  regiment,  you  can  safely  assure 
them  that  they  speak  the  sentiments  and  come  directly  from  the 
hearts  of  the  people  of  Rhode  Island.  As  an  approval  of  your 
conduct  and  theirs  in  an  hour  of  severe  trial,  they  are,  next  to 
the  consciousness  of  ha^'ing  discharged  your  duty  with  fidelity, 
the  highest  reward  which  you  can  receive  for  the  sacrifices  you 
have  made.  I  only  regret  that  your  brave  and  patriotic  leader. 
Col.  Slocum,  whose  duties  so  early  devolved  upon  you  and 
whose  place  you  so  well  filled  at  the  Battle  of  Manassas ;  the 
equally  gallant  Major  Ballou,  whose  whole  heart  was  enwrapped 
in  a  desire  to  render  some  service  to  his  country  and  her  injured 
flag,  and  the  other  feithful  officers  and  soldiers  who  have  gone  to 
the  undiscovered  region,  cannot  be  with  you  and  your  regiment, 
to  share  the  pleasure  which  I  am  sure  you  will  derive  from  this 
cordial  approval  of  your  labors  in  defence  of  our  government  and 
our  homes.  i 

Say  to  the  Second  Regiment,  in  my  behalf,  that  they  are,  I 
trust,  to  meet  the  enemy  and  stand  between  them  and  their  own 
mothers  and  sisters,  wives  and  children.  Let  every  soldier  think, 
when  he  strikes,  that  it  is  in  their  defence  ! 

Let  him  think  of  our  revolutionary  fathers,  and  remember  that 
they  struggled  in  a  like  cause — ours  is  but  a  continuation  of 
theirs.  As  the  Second  Battery  formed  a  part  of  the  Second 
Regiment  at  the  time  to  which  these  resolutions  refer,  you  will 
please  transmit  a  copy  of  them  and  of  this  communication  to  its 
present  commander,  Capt.  Tompkins.

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LETTER  FROM  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  TREAS- 
URY, RELATIVE  TO  THE  DIRECT  TAX. 

Treasury  Department, 
November  29, 1861. 

Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  of  act  6th 
August,  1861,  levyincr  a  direct  tax,  and  apportioning  it  among 
the  several  states.  The  amount  apportioned  to  tne  state  of 
Rhode  Island,  Ls  $116,963  66  2-3. 

The  53d  section  of  the  act  provides  that  any  state  or  terri- 
tory and  the  District  of  Columbia  may  lawfully  assume,  assess, 
collect,  and  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States  the  di- 
rect tax,  or  its  quota  thereof,  imposed  by  this  act  upon  the 
8tate,  territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  its  own  way 
and  manner,  by  and  through  its  own  officers,  assessors  aifd  col- 
lectors ;  and  any  such  state,  teiritoryor  district,  which  shall  give 
notice  by  the  governor,  or  other  proper  officer  thereof,  to  the  sec- 
retary of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  on  or  before  the  second 
Tuesday  of  Fel)ruary  next,  of  its  intention  to  assume  and  pay, 
or  to  assess,  collect  and  pay,  into  the  treasury  of  the  United 
States,  the  direct  tax  imposed  by  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
deduction  of  fifteen  per  centum  on  the  quota  of  direct  tax  appor- 
tioned to  such  state ;  provided,  however,  that  the  deduction  shall 
only  be  made  to  apply  to  such  part  or  parts  of  the  same,  as  shall 
have  been  actually  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States 
on  or  before  the  last  day  of  June,  in  the  year  to  which  such  pay- 
ment relates. 

Will  you  inform  me,  at  the  earliest  practicable  period,  whether 
the  authorities  of  Rhode  Island  will  assume  and  pay  the  amount 
of  direct  tax  so  apportioned  to  that  state,  by  the  existing  law  ? 
and,  also,  whether,  in  case  of  any  change  in  the  law  by  which  a 
different  and  perhaps  larger  amount  shall  be  apportioned  to  the 
state,  the  authorities  will  probably  assume  and  pay  it  ?

A  PROCLAMATION,  BY  THE  GOVERNOR,  RELA- 
TIVE TO  THE  EASTERN  BOUNDARY  OF  THE 
STATE. 

State  of  Rhode  Islakd  and 
Providence  Plantations. 
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Whereas,  due  information  has  been  given  to  me,  that  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States  has,  at  its  present  December 
term,  entered  a  decree  in  the  suit  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts against  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  in  relation  to  the 
eastern  boundary  of  this  state,  establishing  and  finally  confirming, 
as  such  eastern  boundary,  a  conventional  line  between  said  Com- 
monwealth and  State,  as  follows :  J 

Beginning  at  Burnt  Swamp  Comer  (so  called),  in  Wrentham,  1 

in  latitude  42^  01'  08"  north,  longitude  71°  23'  13"  west  of  ^ 

Greenwich,  being  the  north-easterly  corner  of  Rhode  Island. 

Thence  in  a  straight  line,  to  the  centre  of  a  stone  monument, 
in  the  division  line  between  Attleborough  and  Pawtucket,  on  the 
easterly  bank  of  the  Blackstone  river,  being  in  latitude  41*^  68', 
86"  north,  longitude  71°  23'  14"  west. 

Thence  easterly,  by  the  northerly  line  of  the  town  of  Paw- 
tucket, to  a  point  where  said  line  intersects  the  highest  water 
mark  on  the  easterly  side  of  Farmer's  or  Seven  Mile  River, 
which  point  is  shown  on  accompanying  sheet  marked  "  A,"  and 
designated  as  "  Bound  No.  1 ;"  being  in  latitude  41°  58'  54" 
north,  longitude  71°  20'  40"  west. 

From  Dound  No.  1,  the  line  runs  southerly,  following  the 
water  mark  on  the  easterly  side  of  Farmer's  or  Seven 
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Mile  River,  as  designated  in  said  sheet  marked  *'  A/'  to  its  junC' 
tion  with  the  highest  water  mark  on  the  southerly  and  east- 
erly side  of  Ten  Mile  River,  at  a  point  designated  as  '^  Bonnd 
No.  3." 

From  bound  No.  3,  the  line  runs  southerly,  following  the 
highest  water  mark  on  the  southerly  and  easterly  side  of  said 
Ten  Mile  River,  as  shown  on  sheet  marked  "  A,"  to  a  point  de- 
signated as  ^*  Bound  No.  18 ;''  said  last  point  being  at  the  most 
Bootherly  bend  c£  Ten  Mile  River,  in  said  line  of  highest  water 
mark. 

The  line  of  "  highest  water  mark,"  as  shown  on  sheet  "  A,"  is 
defined  by  offsets  at  right  angles  to  straight  lines  shown  on  said 
plan  in  blue  ink,  from  bouna  No.  1,  and  passing  through  points 
designated  as  bounds  numbered  2  to  18,  inclusive. 

From  bound  No.  13,  the  line  runs  southerly,  being  a  straight  line 
to  the  centre  of  a  stone  pier  in  the  middle  of  Runnings  River,  on 
the  north  side  of  road  leading  by  Luther's  store. 

Thence  through  the  centre  or  middle  of  said  Runnin's  River, 
as  the  same  is  at  low  water,  to  a  point  where  such  line  intersects 
the  dividing  line  between  Barrington  and  Seekonk ;  being  in 
latitude  41°  46'  28",  longitude  W  19'  28". 

Thence  north-easterly,  following  the  dividing  line  between     * 
Barrington  and  Seekonk,  to  a  point  at  the  northerly  extremity  of 
the  dividing  line  between  Barrington  and  Swanzey,  in  latitude 
41°  W  34",  longitude  71°  19'  80^'. 

Thence  in  a  straight  line  south-easterly  to  the  centre  of  a  cop^     \ 
per  bolt  in  King's  Rock,  so  called,  and  well  known,  near  an  an- 
cient monument  on  said  King's  Rock,  being  on  the  west  side  of 
the  road  leading  from  Warren  to  Swanzey.     This  point  is  in 
latitude  41°  45'  22"  .98,  longitude  71°  16'  30"  .76. 

From  King's  Rock,  the  line  follows  the  dividing  line  between 
Warren  and  Swanzey,  to  Mount  Hope  Bay;  running  in  a 
atrai^t  line  south-easterly,  to  a  point  on  the  Birch  Swamp 
Farm,  in  latitude  41°  45'  08",  longitude  71°  15'  68"  .5. 

Thence  in  a  straight  line  to  Mount  Hope  Bay,  passing 
through  the  centre  of  a  copper  bolt  in  a  boulder,  in  line  of  ex- 
treme high  water,  at  Toweset,  to  low  water  line  of  said  bay. 
This  bolt  is  in  latitude  41°  42'  45"  .27,  longitude  71°  13' 54"  .70. 

From  Toweset,  the  line  runs  south-easterly,  crossing  Mount 
Hope  Bay,  to  the  westerly  end  of  line  dividingr  Fall  River  and 
Tiverton,  where  the  same  intersects  low  water  line  of  said  Mount 
H^ie  Bay. 

Thence  easterly,  following  said  dividing  line  between  Fall 
River  and  Tiverton,  passing  through  the  middle  of  a  town  way 
on  the  north  side  of  farm  belonging  to  John  Chase ;  and  through 
the  southerly  end  of  Cook  Pond,  in  a  line  passing  through  me 
middle  of  a  highway,  eight  rods  wide. 

Thence  running  southerly,  through  the  centre  of  said  eight- 
rod  faigfawi^,  to  a  point  in  line  with  the  stone  wall  on  northerly 
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side  of  farm  of  Edmund  Estes.     This  wall  is  easterly  of  the  Staf- 
ford road,  so  called. 

Thence  running  easterly,  in  line  with  said  wall,  to  a  point  in 
line  of  highest  water  mark,  on  the  westerly  shore  of  South  Wa- 
tuppa  Pond;  which  point  is  shown  on  accompanying  sheet, 
marked  "  B,"  and  designated  as  "  Bound  A." 

From  bound  "A,''  the  Hne  runs  southerly,  following  the 
highest  water  mark  on  westerly,  side  of  South  Watujipa  Pond, 
and  of  Sawdy  Pond,  and  of  the  streams  connecting  said  ponds, 
as  shown  on  said  sheet  marked  "  B,"  to  a  point  designated  as 
*'  Bound  F ;"  said  last  point  being  at  the  most  southerly  end  of 
Sawdy  Pond,  in  said  line  of  highest  water  mark.  The  line  of 
**  highest  water  mark,"  as  shown  on  sheet  "  B,"  is  defined  by 
offsets  at  right  angles  to  straight  lines  from  bound  "  A ;"  and 
passing  respectively  through  points  designated  **  B  "  to  "  F,"  in- 
clusive ;  and  on  the  South  Watuppa  rond  is  also  the  line  that 
would  be  traced  by  a  level  thirteen  (13)  inches  above  a  bolt  in 
stone-work,  on  westerly  side  of  water-way  in  gate-house  of  reservoir 
dam  of  "  Watuppa  Reservoir  Co.,"  on  Quequechan  River.  On 
Sawdy  Pond,  the  highest  water  mark  is  the  line  that  would  be 
traced  by  the  level  of  an  iron  bolt  driven  in  west  side  of  flume, 
to  saw -mill,  at  northerly  end  of  said  Sawdy  Pond. 

From   bound  "F,"   the   line  runs   south-easterly;   being  a 
straight  line  to  tlie  monument,  known  as  '*  Joe  Sanford's  bound," 
being  the  centre  of  a  copper  bolt  in  stone,  on  land  of  Joseph 
'    Tripp ;  and  is  in  latitude  of  41°  35'  37'',  longitude  71°  08'  13". 

From  Joe  Sanford's  bound,  the  line  runs  southerlv,  following 
westerly  the  line  of  the  town  of  Westport,  to  tlie  Atlantic 
ocean  ;  passing  easterly  of  Quicksand  Pond,  through  the  centre 
of  a  bound  known  as  Peaked  Rock,  situated  in  latitude  41°  29' 
68'S  longitude  71°  07'  31". 

The  first  pouit  in  this  line  southerly  of  Sanford^s  bound,  is  on 
the  north  side  of  mill  dam  at  Adamsville,  85.68  feet  easterly  of 
straight  line  from  Sanford's  to  Peaked  Rock. 

The  second,  is  113.94  feet  easterly  of  said  straight  Hne ;  and 
is  on  the  easterly  side  of  road  leading  from  Adamsville  to  the 
ocean. 

The  third  is  234.48  feet  east  of  said  straight  line  on  the  road 
leading  to  Little  Compton,  by  Philip  Simmons's  house. 

The  whole  of  the  line  thus  described,  is  shown  on  a  plan 
herewith  presented;  wliich,  with  sketches  ''A"  and  "B,"  is 
made  a  part  of  this  report,  and  attested. 

Now  therefore,  I,  William  Spraoue,  Governor  of  the  state 
of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  in  conformity  to 
the  second  section  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
state,  passed  on  the  eighth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1860,  entitled 
"An  Act  providing  for  an  adjustment  of  the  eastern  boundary 
of  the  state,  and  for  a  boundary  by  agreement ;"  and  of  an  act 
in  addition  to  and  in  amendment  of  the  same,  passed  at  the 
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January  session,  1861,  do  hereby  make  known  unto  the  good 
people  of  the  state,  the  entering  of  said  decree,  and  the  special 
confirmation  thereof,  by  said  court ;  and  that  the  said  decree 
will,  by  the  terms  thereof,  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  March, 
A.  D.  1862  ;  from  and  after  which  time,  the  line  sibresaid  will 
be  established  as  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  this  state. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereto  set  my  hand  and  af- 
fixed the  seal  of  the  state,  at  Providence,  this  twenty- 
first  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1861,  and  of  the  Inde- 
pendence of  the  United  States,  the  eighty-sixth.

REPORT    OF   THE    COMMISSIONERS  APPOINTED 
BY  THE  GOVERNOR,  ON  THE  MILITIA. 

To  His  Excellency  William  Sprague: 

The  committee  appointed  by  Your  Excellency  by  General 
Orders  No.  1,  to  consider  what  changes  are  advisable  in  the 
present  militia  system  of  the  state,  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
they  have  prepared  a  bill  embodying  a  system  of  organization 
for  the  militia  which  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

The  plan  which  the  bill  proposes  to  establish,  and  the  principal 
features  wherein  it  differs  from  the  system  now  in  force,  are  as 
follows : 

Under  the  existing  law,  a  distinction  is  made  between  the 
*'  enrolled  militia,"  and  the  '^  active  militia."  In  the  former 
class  are  included,  with  certain  exceptions,  all  persons  who  by 
law  are  liable  to  perform  military  duty  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States ;  while  tlie  latter  class  comprehends  only  those  who  are 
attached  to  the  several  chartered  and  voluntary  military  organi- 
zations existing  in  the  state.  The  enrolled  militia  are  bound 
to  perform  no  militaiy  duty  except  upon  occasions  of  special 
emergency,  and  are  entitled  to  have  the  active  militia  first 
called  into  service.  The  effect  of  this  system  has  necessarily 
been  to  discourage  a  general  proficiency  in  military  knowledge  ; 
and  although  many  of  the  chartered  and  voluntary  military 
or^nizations  have,  from  the  zeal  and  tastes  of  the  members  of 
which  they  are  composed,  cultivated  great  proficiency  and  per- 
fection in  military  exercises,  yet  such  knowledge  is  confined  to 
small  bodies  of  men,  and  is  not  disseminated  throughout  the  peo- 
ple at  large.  As  a  natural  result  of  a  system  which  exempted 
the  great  body  of  the  people  of  the  state  from  the  performance 
of  military  duty,  except  upon  the  happening  of  what  has  hereto- 
fore been  considered  an  improbable  contingency,  your  committee 
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found  that  the  requirements  of  the  law  relative  to  the  annual  en* 
roUment  of  the  citizens  of  the  state  liable  to  perform  military 
duty  had  been  generally  neglected,  so  that  at  this  time  there  ex- 
ists no  such  lists  of  those  who  may  be  liable  to  render  military 
service  as  the  law  contemplates  there  shall  be. 

Your  committee  propose  to  abolish  this  distinction  between  en- 
rolled and  active  militia,  and  to  require  from  all  persons  not  ex- 
empted by  the  provisions  of  the  bill  the  performance  of  military 
duty  at  stated  times.  They  are  aware  that  a  similar  system  in 
this  particular  has  already  been  tried  and  abandoned  in  the 
state  ;  but  they  conceive  that  its  failure  was  due  in  part  to  the 
inherent  defects  in  the  details  of  the  act  by  which  it  was  estab- 
lished, and  principally  to  the  fact  that  any  necessity  for  a  rigid 
enforcement  of  its  provisions  was  too  soon  lost  sight  of. 

The  duty  of  causing  a  complete  enrollment  of  the  militia  to  be 
made  annually,  is  by  the  bill  assigned  to  the  town  councils  and 
boards  of  aldermen  of  the  several  towns  and  cities,  instead  of  I 

being  required  of  the  assessors  of  taxes,  as  is  now  the  law ;  ' 

and  a  penalty  should  be  visited  upon  each  town  and  city  for  the 
neglect  of  this  duty,  sufficient  to  secure  its  proper  observance. 

These  rolls  are  required  to  be  exposed  to  view  for  a  stated  pe- 
riod of  time,  sufficiently  long  to  constitute  reasonable  notice  to 
all  persons  named  therein  of  the  fact  of  their  enrollment — and 
copies  of  them  are  required  to  be  returned  to  the  Adjutant  Gen-  - 

eral  of  each  brigade,  in  order  that  he  may  have  the  means  of  1 

comparing  them  with  the  rolls  of  the  several  regiments  aad 
companies  within  the  brigade,  and  be  able  to  report  to  the  Ad- 
jutant General  of  the  state  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have 
escaped  being  enrolled  in  any  particular  company. 

Your  committee  believing  that  the  system  will  be  more  effec- 
tually carried  out  if  each  person,  after  his  enrollment  for  the 
first  time,  is  permitted  to  select  for  himself  the  company  or  arm 
of  the  service  with  which  he  prefers  to  be  connected,  have  en- 
deavored to  so  frame  the  bill  as  to  afford  as  far  as  practicable 
to  each  individual  this  reasonable  privilege. 

The  chief  difficulty  which  the  committee  encountered  was  the 
devising  of  some  acceptable  means  by  which  the  charters  and 
organization  of  the  several  military  companies  already  organized 
could  be  preserved,  and  their  relations  to  the  rest  of  the  mili- 
tia when  organized  into  companies  and  regiments  be  such  as 
not  to  engender  confusion  and  discord.  Your  committee  fiiUy 
appreciate  the  great  service  which  those  chartered  organizations 
have  heretofore  rendered  to  the  state,  and  were  not  anmind- 
ful  of  the  probability  that  upon  the  return  of  peace  and  pros- 
perity they  would  naturally  survive  any  compulsory  system  of 
military  organization  which  our  present  necessities  compel  us  to 
adopt. 

These  companies  are,  however,  by  their  respective  charters, 
quite  dissimOar  in  the  principle  of  their  organization.     Some  are 
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allowed  company  officers  only.;  others  are  officered  as  if  they  at  ere 
r^ments;  while  in  one  instance,  the  commanding  officer  has  the 
rank  of  lieut.  colonel.  It  is  tnie  that  the  law  now  in  force 
grants  to  each  company  accepting  the  provisions  of  the  act, 
a  regimental  organization,  and  thereby  removes  this  diversity 
which  exists  in  the  charters  of  the  respective  companies ;  but 
in  no  one  instance  does  the  rank  and  file  of  any  such  regiment, 
on  paper,  come  up  to  one-fourth  of  the  minimum  number  of 
men  required  for  a  regiment  in  fact  in  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  and  as  it  was  proposed  to  establish  a  coniormity 
between  the  military  system  of  the  state  and  that  of  the  United 
States ;  and  it  was  uncertain  whether  all  the  chartered  com- 
panies would  be  able  to  increase  their  numbers  to  the  required 
standard,  it  became  manifest  to  your  committee,  that  to  make 
the  chartered  companies  as  such,  with  their  regimental  organiza- 
ations,  a  part  of  the  active  militia,  would  be  destructive  of  uni- 
formity, and  be  liable  to  be  productive  of  serious  confusion. 

The  plan  which  is  embodied  in  the  bill  was  adopted,  afker 
various  other  propositions  had  been  discussed  and  rejected. 
It  proposes  to  allow  each  chartered  company  to  retain  its  char- 
ter organization,  and  all  its  corporate  privileges  and  rights,  and 
gives  to  each  liberty  to  increase  its  number  of  men  to  the  mini- 
mum standard  for  a  reoriment  in  the  same  arm  of  the  service  in 
the  army  of  the  United  States. 

In  addition  to  its  charter  organization,  each  company  is,  how- 
ever, required  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  other 
companies  of  the  militia  to  form  an  organization  in  conformity 
with  that  prescribed  by  the  bill,  and  which  will  be  a  regiment- 
al, a  battalion  or  a  company  organization,  according  to  the  num- 
ber of  men  which  it  has  upon  its  rolls.  A  person  exercising  an 
office  under  the  charter  organization,  may,  without  any  incompat- 
ibility, hold  a  commission  to  an  office  under  the  militia  or- 
ganization ;  but  no  officer  commissioned  by  virtue  of  an  election 
to  an  office  under  the  charter  of  his  company,  can,  as  such  offi- 
cer, exercise  any  command  at  any  time  when  the  men  who  com- 
pose bis  company  are  required  to  perform  any  duty  under  tlie 
provisions  of  the  bill.  In  this  way,  your  Excellency  will  per- 
ceive that  every  encouragement  is  given  to  the  various  char- 
tered companies  to  continue  their  organization,  and  to  increase 
the  number  of  men  upon  their  rolls,  while  at  the  same  time 
the  incongruity  will  be  avoided  of  having  a  company  of  perhaps 
only  fifty  men,  commanded  by  a  colonel  and  attended  by  a  full 
regimental  staff,  form  a  part  of  a  brigade  which  is  otherwise  com- 
posed of  regiments  of  the  regulation  standard. 

Under  the  existing  law  the  composition  of  a  regiment  differs 
materially  from  its  composition  as  established  in  the  army  of  the 
United  States.  It  is  highly  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  con- 
formity between  the  system  of  this  state  and  that  of  the  United 
States  in  this  respect.     Your  committee  have,  therefore,  framed 

the  bill  so  as  to  accomplish,  as  far  as  possible,  that  result. 
8 
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The  bill  proposes  to  reduce  the  number  of  brigades  to  two, 
and  to  leave  their  organization,  as  well  as  the  division  of  the  mi- 
Utia  into  regiments  and  companies,  to  the  governor,  who  will 
naturally  arrange  them  with  regard  to  the  convenience  of  the 
men  interested,  but  who  will  not  be  restricted  by  mere  geograph- 
ical lines  in  organizing  the  brigades  to  the  best  advantage. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  to  abolish  the  office  of  commissary 
general,  and  to  require  the  duties  of  tliat  officer  to  be  performed 
by  th§  quartermaster  general.  In  all  other  respects  the  staff* 
department  of  the  state  is  organized  as  provided  by  the  law  now 
in  force.  The  tenure  of  office  of  all  officers  to  be  elected  by  the 
General  Assembly  remains  the  same  as  now ;  but  it  is  proposed 
that  the  commissions  of  all  field  officers,  captains  and  subalterns 
of  companies  be  granted  for  the  term  of  three  years,  in  order 
that  there  may  not  be  a  change  at  the  same  time  in  the  officers 
of  the  line,  general  officers  and  heads  of  the  staff  department. 

One  great  cause  of  the  failure  of  the  system  which  was  estab-  ' 

lished  by  the  act  of  1840,  and  which,  in  some  respects,  is  simi- 
lar to  the  system  now  proposed,  is  doubtless  due  to  the  fact  that 
by  that  act  each  member  of  the  militia  was  bound  to  provide,  at 
his  own  expense,  the  arms  and  equipments  required  by  law,  and 
no  provision  was  made  by  the  state  for  obtaining  suitable  armo- 
ries or  places  where  each  company  of  militia  could  assemble 
and  be  instructed  in  the  manual  of  arms.  As  a  necessary  con- 
sequence, there  was  every  possible  diversity  in  the  equipment  of  || 
the  troops,  and  an  entire  absence  of  all  pride  or  ambition  in  ex- 
ercises  with  the  rudiments  of  which  the  rank  and  file  were  to- 
tally unfamiliar.  Your  committee  have  therefore  provided  that 
suitable  armories  shall  be  furnished  for  the  use  of  the  militia  by 
each  town,  the  expenses  of  the  same  to  be  borne  by  tlie  state  : 
and  that  the  arms  and  equipments  which  are  or  may  be  in  the 
possession  of  the  state  shall  be  ratably  distributed.  They  hope 
that  tney  have  so  guarded  these  provisions  that  no  unnecessary 
or  unreasonable  expense  will  be  inflicted  upon  the  state,  and 
that  a  ready  means  of  making  all  parties  who  receive  any  por-  1^ 
tion  of  the  public  property  accountable  fur  its  proper  use,  and 
prompt  return  upon  demand,  is  secured. 

It  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  require  but  two  occasions  for 
field  duty  in  each  year — one  to  consist  of  trainings  by  companies, 
and  the  other  by  regiments.  Provision,  however,  is  made  for 
exercising  the  troops  which  are  conveniently  located  in  brigade 
movements,  upon  the  day  assigned  for  the  regimental  training ; 
and  the  days  for  the  reviews  of  the  several  regiments  are  to  be 
so  arranged  by  the  brigadier  general  commanding  as  to  enable 
him  to  superintend  the  exercises  of  each  regiment  in  his  brigade. 

It  will  be  seen  that  a  complete  system  of  reports,  through 
the  proper  channels,  is  established,  so  that  the  chief  of  the  staff 
department  will  at  all  times  be  able  to  know  the  number  of  men 
upon  the  roll  of  each  company,  the  number  who  have  performed 
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the  militaiy  duty  required  of  them,  and  the  number  who  have 
incurred  any  fine.  The  paymaster  general  is  required  to  ob- 
tain the  list  of  persons  who  have  incurred  any  fine  or  penalty 
from  the  returns  in  the  hands  of  the  adjutant  general,  and  is 
charged  with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  the  commanding  ofiicer  of 
each  company  accounts  to  him  for  all  fines  which  so  appear  to 
be  due  from  his  command.  The  amount  of  all  the  fines  for 
non-attendance  upon  any.  military  training  or  parade  required 
by  the  bill  is  reported  in  blank ;  a  majority  of  your  committee, 
however,  are  in  tkvor  of  recommending  the  adoption  of  a  pen- 
alty sufficiently  severe  to  secure  proper  attention  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  law.  A  provision  is  reported,  authorising  the  comr 
manding  officer  of  each  company  to  send  for  any  delinquent  who 
may  fiul  to  appear,  and  to  compel  him  to  perform  military  duty 
or  be  placed  under  ari*est  during  the  parade,  and  this  provision 
may  perhaps  obviate  the  necessity  of  as  severe  a  pecuniary  penal- 
ty as  would  otherwise  be  ad\'isable. 

The  list  of  persons  and  classes  of  persons  who  are  exempt 
firom  the  performance  of  military  duty  has  been  considerably  re- 
duced, and  provision  is  made  for  voluntary  service  fi:om  those 
who  are  exempt  fix)m  duty  on  account  of  age  or  otherwise ;  but 
those  persons  otherwise  not  liable  to  perform  duty,  who  volun- 
tarily enroll  themselves,  are  subject,  during  the  year  fi)r  w^hich 
they  enroll  themselves,  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  bill. 

AH  compensation  firom  the  state  treasury  for  military  service, 
except  for  the  services  of  certain  officers,  is  by  the  bill  abolished. 
The  State  will  save  thereby  at  least  six  thousand  dollars  annu-^ 
ally,  which  will,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  go  far  to- 
ward paying  the  expense  of  the  armories ;  and  this  sum,  with 
the  avails  fix>m  the  rigid  collection  of  fines,  will,  it  is  hoped,  ena- 
ble the  system  proposed  to  be  administered  as  economically  to 
the  treasury  as  the  system  has  been  which  it  is  designed  to  su- 
persede. 

No  important  alterations  have  been  made  upon  the  subject  of 
courts  martial,  except  that  no  necessity  is  perceived  for  any 
provision  for  division  courts  martial ;  and  the  existing  law  has 
been  changed  in  that  respect.  In  addition  to  the  chapter  upon 
^'  courts  of  inquiiT,"  a  provision  is  reported  for  the  appointment 
of  a  board  of  officers  whose  duty  shall  be  not  only  to  examine 
into  and  report  upon  the  manner  in  which  the  business  of  the 
various  officers  is  conducted,  but  who  shall  have  power  to  sum- 
mon before  them,  for  examination,  any  officer  who  is  charged 
with  being  incompetent  or  unfit  to  discharge  his  duty  properly, 
and  report  their  conclusions  to  the  governor,  who  may,  if  he 
deems  proper,  suspend  any  officer  toward  whom  the  report  of 
such  board  is  adverse— «nci  shall,  if  such  officer  demands  it,  sub- 
mit his  case  to  the  decision  of  a  court  martial. 

Your  Excellency  is  aware  that  this  state  has^sufiered  much 
interference  in  the  recruitment  of  its  various  regiments  and 
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batteries  in  consequence  of  inducements  held  oat  br  persons 
from  other  states  to  the  citizens  of  this  state  to  enlist  in  or- 
ganizatiorrs  forming  by  the  authority  of  other  states.  The  bill 
proposed  declares  it  to  be  an  oflFence,  punishable  by  fine,  for  any 
person  not  deriving  his  authority  from  •  the  United  States,  to 
induce  any  person  to  enlist  in  any  body  of  trooj)s  to  be  organized 
by  the  autliority  of  any  other  state,  unless  such  foreign  recruit- 
ing officer  has  a  warrant  from  tiie  governor  of  this  state* 

To  enable  the  bill,  if  it  shall  be  adopted,  to  go  into  operation, 
it  is  provided  that  a  special  enrollment  be  made  at  an  early  day  ; 
and  the  governor  is  empowered  to  make  all  necessary  appoint- 
ments of  officers  to  hold  their  offices  until  a*  regular,  election  can 
be  had,  and  to  make  such  orders  and  regulations  as  may  be- 
come necessary  to  initiate  the  system. 

Your  committee,  in  conclusion,  regret  that  the  necessity  for 
preparing  the  whole  ktw  anew,  has  delayed  them  so  long  in 
presenting  to  your  Excellency  the  result  of  their  labors.

REPORT. 

The  principal  ground  formerly  leased  for  private  oyster  beds^ 
tras  that  portion  of  the  public  land  covered  by  tide  water  com- 
monly known  as  Great  Bed,  For  some  time  prior  to  the  year 
1860,  the  increase  of  the  star-fish,  or  five-fingers,  had  been  very 
rapid,  until,  in  that  year,  they  became  so  numerous  and  so  de^ 
structive  as  to  render  an  entire  abandonment  of  the  ground 
necessary.  Very  many  citizens  of  the  State  are  engaged  in  the 
oyster  business,  and  depend  on  it  for  support,  and  it  became 
essential  that  some  new  ground  should  be  found,  where  a  suflS- 
cient  number  of  beds  could  be  leased  to  justify  the  expense  of 
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employing  a  watchman,  with  the  State  watch-boat,  and  where 
there  would  be  less  liability  to  the  attacks  of  the  star-fish.  It 
was  believed  that  this  end  could  be  attained  where  there  was 
more  f5resli  water  than  in  the  vicinity  of  Great  Bed*  Diamond 
Bed,  lying  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  above  Field's  Point,  and 
off"  Devil's  Hand  Rock,  was  accordingly  platted,  and  sixty  or 
aeventy  beds  leased.  The  oystermen  commenced  planting  there 
in  the  fall  of  1860«  The  experiment  has  proved  an  almost  total 
fidlure.  The  star-fish  have  not  been  particularly  troublesome, 
but  the  mud  and  the  eel  grass,  which  seems  to  be  unusually 
Inxariant  in  that  vicinity,  have  choked  up  and  destroyed  the 
oysters.  There  is  scarcely  an  ovsterman  who  has  not  lost  largely* 
Many  have  surrendered  their  leases,  and  in  one  instance,  a  bed 
on  which  the  lessee  had  planted  more  than  two  huadred  bushels 
of  oysters,  was  sold  for  fifty  cents.  The  Commissioners  believe^ 
that  if  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  State  to  foster  and  encourage  the 
planting  of  oysters  within  the  land  covered  by  tide-water  of  the 
State,  a  change  is  imperatively  demanded,  or  the  business  of 
planting  oysters  must  almost  entirely  cease. 

The  Commissioners  have  given  much  attention  to  the  matter^ 
and  the  views  embodied  in  this  report  are  the  result  of  consider^ 
able  inquiry  and  investigation. 

Under  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  the  Commissionei*s  are  for- 
bidden to  lease  any  ground  as  a  private  oyster  bed  ''  which  is  or 
shall  be  at  the  time  of  the  application  a  natural  oyster  bed."  The 
statute,  however,  does  not  declare  what  shall  be  deemed  and  taken 
to  be  a  natural  oyster  bed,  nor  has  any  tribunal  in  the  State  ever 
defined  the  term.  No  two  oystermen,  so  iar  as  the  experience  of 
the  Commissioners  goes,  agree  upon  a  definition.  It  seems  to  be 
admitted  by  almost  if  not  quite  all,  that  oysters  will  ^'  set  and 
grow  naturally  "  in  any  part  of  the  river.  Some  claim,  how- 
ever, that  any  spot  of  ground  heretofore  known  and  having  the 
reputation  of  '*  an  old  established  oyster  bed,"  is,  within  the 
meaning  of  the  statute,  a  natural  bed.  In  deciding  upon  the 
applications,  which,  by  reason  of  the  fiiilures  on  Diamond  Bed, 
have  been  very  numerous,  the  Commissioners  have  always  granted 
the  lease  where  there  has  been  no  opposition  to  the  application* 
They  have  believed  that  the  purpose  of  the  law  by  which  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  was  created,  is,  to  encourage  and  pro- 
mote  the  planting  of  oysters,  and  after  the  advertisement  required 
by  law  had  been  made,  they  have  concluded  that  if  there  were 
any  valid  objection  to  the  granting  of  the  lease,  it  would  have 
been  made  known.  In  cases  where  there  has  been  opposition, 
(and  they  would  state  that  the  only  ground  of  opp<^ition  has 
been,  that  the  place  applied  for  was  a  natural  oyster  ground,) 
they  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  firom  the  best  evidence  given 
before  them,  under  oath  or  otherwise,  and  from  examination,  all 
the  &cts  connected  with  the  ground ;  and  though  such  ground 
may,  at  some  former  period,  have  produced  oysters  naturally. 
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yet,  if  it  has  not  so  produced  them  for  many  years  to  an  extent 
safficient,  in  the  view  of  the  Commissioners,  to  make  the  ground 
valuable  to  the  public  as  an  oyster  fishery,  they  have  leased  the 
bed.  The  language  of  the  statute  is,  ^^  ground  which  is  or  shall 
he^attiie  time  of  the  application^  a  natural  oyster  ground."  The 
Commissioners  have  not  considered  that  ^'  has  been "  is,  or  is 
intended  to  be,  included  in  ^^  is  '^  or  ^^  shall  be,"  and  that  such 
ground  is  not,  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute,  natural  oyster 
ground.  An  appeal  lies  from  their  decision,  and  any  person 
aggrieved  may  claim  it.  None  lias  ev^  been  taken,  though  if 
one  had  been,  the  term  ^'  natural  oyster  bed  "  might  have  been 
judicially  defined  for  the  guidance  of  the  Commissioners.  The 
majority  of  the  present  board  do  not  pretend  to  a  practical  ac- 
quaintance with  the  oyster  fishery,  nor  to  more  than  a  very  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  the  habits  and  growth  of  shell  fish.  One  of 
their  number,  however,  who  has  been  a  Commissioner  for  many 
years,  was,  for  a  long  period,  personally  engaged  in  the  business, 
and  the  others  have  relied  much,  in  their  action,  upon  the  large 
and  varied  information  upon  the  subject  which  his  extensive  ex- 
perience has  enabled  him  to  acquire. 

But,  to  avoid  any  question  hereafter^  and,  at  the  same  time, 
to  promote  and  encourage,  in  a  proper  manner,  the  gi*owth  of 
oysters,  to  add  to  the  wealth  of  the  State  and  to  increase  its 
revenue,  the  Commissioners  would  respectfully  recommend  to 
the  General  Assembly  to  authorize  the  leasing  of  all  the  ground 
covered  by  tide-water  in  the  State,  with  certain  special  excep- 
tions hereinafter  mentioned. 

They  are  satisfied  that  the  capabilities  of  waters  of  this  Stat«, 
for  the  production  of  as  fine  oysters  and  in  as  large  quantities  as 
anywhere  in  the  world,  are  unsurpassed.  And  they  are  also 
satisfied  that,  under  a  proper  system,  such  oysters  can  be  raised 
and  sold  for  as  low  a  price  as  anywhere  in  the  world.  The 
natural  beds  are  free  to  the  public  from  the  loth  of  September 
till  the  15th  of  May.     Either  the  number  of  oysters  on  them  is  j 

very  small,  or  they  are  free  to  some  persons  at  all  seasons,  for,  I 

after  the  15th  of  September,  it  rarely  requires  more  than  three  } 

or  four  days  to  remove  from  them  all  oysters  that  are  fit  for  the 
market.  Under  the  present  system,  native  oysters  which  have 
not  been  planted  on  some  private  bed  rarely  attain  a  proper 
growth  on  the  natural  bed. 

The  capital  invested  in  the  Chesapeake  oyster  fisheries  alone 
is  estimated  to  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  fifteen  millions  of  dol- 
lars. The  amount  is  proportionally  large  in  New  Jersey,  New 
York  and  elsewhere.  In  Rhode  Island,  with  facilities  and 
advantages  unsurpassed  by  any  State,  and  with  finer  oysters, 
(for  the  value  of  Providence  River  oysters  in  New  York  and 
Boston  is  too  well  known  to  need  more  than  a  reference  here,) 
the  Commissioners,  after  carefiil  inquiry,  cannot  discover  that, 
at  the  utmost,  more  than  $20,000  or  $30,000  has  ever  been 
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invested  in  oyster  fishing.  Yet  men  of  means  are  not  wanting 
who  wonid  willingly  invest  their  capital  in  this  business,  if  the 
State  would  simply  extend  to  it  the  same  measure  of  protection 
and  encouragement  which  is  extended  to  other  branches  of  in- 
dustry. In  other  States  all  ground,  without  reference  to  its 
natural  qualities,  is  freely  sold  and  leased  for  the  purpose  of  the 
fishery,  and  all  the  protection  thrown  by  the  law  round  the  titles 
to  real  estate  is  given  to  purchasers  and  lessees,  in  the  enjoyment 
and  profitable  cultivation  of  their  oyster  grounds. 

The  Commissioners  consider  and  believe  that  the  grounds  now 
free  to  the  public  as  oyster  fisheries  are  practically  useless  to  that 
same  public.  How  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  are  in 
the  habit  of  catching  their  own  oysters?  How  many  more 
would  be  able  to  buy  them,  if  from  the  beds  now  free  to  every- 
body five  times  the  quantity  were  produced,  and  the  price 
brought  down  from  one  dollar,  or  a  dollar  and  half,  to  from  fifty 
to  seventy-five  cents  per  bushel  ? 

A  business  which  may  be  made  to  involve  $15,000,000,  is  cer- 
tainly most  important  to  the  State,  and  worthy  of  every  possible 
encouragement ;  and  it  is  assuredly  a  true  policy  to  afford  every 
possible  facility  for  its  successful  prosecution.  It  is  the  firm  be- 
lief of  the  Commissioners,  that  if*  all  the  land  in  the  State  cov- 
ered by  tide  water,  except  the  natural  oyster  beds  in  Seekonk 
River,  which,  because  the  oysters  spawn  there,  should  be  left  free 
for  the  purposes  of  transplanting  to  private  beds,  were  leased  to 
oystcrmen  who  would  plant  and  carefully  cultivate  thereon  this 
delicious  shell  fish,  it  would  not  require  five  years  to  make  the 
oyster  fisheries  of  Providence  River  and  Narragansett  Bay  as 
extensive,  as  important  and  as  productive  as  any  in  the  world. 
A  new  source  of  support  would  give  employment  to  large  num- 
bers of  deserving  men,  and  the  State  would  be  benefited  in  ways 
too  numerous  and  too  obvious  to  be  mentioned. 

The  rent  of  the  oyster  beds,  under  the  present  system,  is 
merely  nominal,  and  a  source  of  no  revenue  to  the  State.  It  is 
about  one  dollar  per  bed.     There  are  thousands  of  acres  of 

g*ound  covered  by  tide  water,  in  the  State,  for  which,  as  the 
onmussioners  believe,  fifty  dollars  per  acre,  annually,  could 
easily  be  obtained.  If  one  hundred  acres  of  such  ground  were 
leased,  $5,000  would  be  added  every  year  to  the  treasury  of  the 
State,  to  say  nothing  of  the  increase  of  property  subject  to  taxa- 
tion by  reason  of  the  larger  investment  of  capital  and  its  increase. 
The  Commissioners  herewith  present  to  the  consideration  of  the 
General  Assembly  an  act  which  embodies  some  of  the  changes 
they  have  to  suggest  in  the  present  law.  It  is  impossible,  within 
the  limits  of  a  report,  to  say  all  that  might  be  said  in  its  favor. 
The  subject  can  be  more  fully  discussed  before  anv  Committees 
to  which  the  General  Assembly  may  refer  it.  'f'he  Commis- 
sioners have,  of  course,  no  personal  interest  in  the  passage  of  the 
act,  except  as  they  are  citizens  of  Rhode  Island,  and  as  such. 
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desirous  of  doing  anything  in  their  power  to  foster  and  encourage 
the  industry  of  her  people,  and  increase  her  wealth  and  pros- 
perity. They  reiterate  their  belief,  however,  that  if  the  law  re- 
mains as  it  now  is,  the  business  of  oyster  planting  must,  in  a 
great  measure,  be  abandoned.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  STATE,  AC^ 
COMPANYING  THE  SEVENTH  VOLUME  OF  THE 
COLONIAL  RECORDS. 

To  the  Homrahle  Grcneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island: 

The  Secretary  of  State  has  the  honor  to  lay  before  your  hon- 
orable body,  the  seventh  volume  of  the  Colonial  Records,  which 
begins  with  the  year  1770,  and  ends  with  the  session  of  1776.  i 

So  voluminous  are  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Assembly  in  y 

the  latter  year,  which  is  that  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
that  it  was  found  impossible  to  include  them  all  in  this  volume. 

The  events  which  took  place  in  the  Colony  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  Declaration  of  Independence,  are  of  deep  interest, 
and  are  given  at  length  in  the  volume,  accompanied  by  the  let- 
ters and  documents  connected  therewith.  The  most  important 
of  these  events  is  the  destruction  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's 
schooner  Gaspee,  in  Narragansett  Bay,  in  June,  1772.  The 
history  of  this  event,  accompanied  by  the  correspondence  which  j 

grew  out  of  it,  the  action  of  the  General  Assembly  thereon,  and  \ 

the  official  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  commission  of  in» 
quiry  appointed'  by  King  George  the  Third  upon  the  same,  are 
given  at  length.  The  documentary  portion  of  this  history  is 
more  complete  than  any  before  published.  For  several  of  these 
documents,  the  Secretary  is  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  the  Hon. 
George  Bancroft,  who  furnished  him  copies  of  those  in  his  pos- 
session, which  are  transcripts  from  the  originals  in  the  British 
State  Paper  Office,  in  London.  .  These  valuable  papere,  together 
with  those  refen'ed  to,  are  bound  together  among  the  public 
archives  in  the  Secretary's  office. 

This  volume  also  contains  a  large  number  of  letters  from 
General  Washington  to  Governor  Cooke  of  Rhode  Island; 
others  from  John  Hancock,  Gen.  Schuyler,  Governor  Trumbull 
and  others,  all  of  which  show  the  important  position  of  tho 
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Colony,  and  the  great  exertions  it  made  immediately  preceding, 
and  daring  the  first  year  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 

This  volume  also  contains  the  act  repealing  the  act  to  secure 
the  allegiance  of  the  Colony  of  Rhode  Island  to  Great  Britain, 
passed  on  the  4th  of  May,  1776,  two  months  before  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence  by  the  United  Colonies  on  the  4th  of  July 
following. 

The  Secretary'  deems  it  proper  to  state  that  he  believes  an- 
other volume  will  complete  these  records  to  the  close  of  the 
Revolntionarv  War. 

The  Secretary  begs  leave  to  recommend  that  this  volume  be 
distributed  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  in  the  Union ; 
to  the  various  public  institutions  and  libraries  in  this  State  and 
in  other  States,  as  well  as  in  Europe :  also  to  the  present  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  in  accordance  with  the  accom- 
ponying  resolution. 

The  Secretary  would  also  suggest  the  propriety  of  illustrating 
the  eighth  volume  of  the  Colonial  Records,  now  going  through 
the  press,  with  the  portraits  of  General  Nathaniel  Greene  and 
Commodore  Hopkins,  two  of  the  most  distinguished  Rhode 
Island  officers  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  expense  of  engrav- 
ing which  will  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  each.

To  the  Honorcible  General  Assembly: — 

Geittlemen:  —  In  compliance  with  chapter  76  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  the  Eighth  Annual  Report,  relating  to  the  Registry  of 
Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  in  Rhode  Island,  during  the  year 
1860,  is  respectfiilly  submitted. 

A  committee  of  the  Rhode  Island  Medical  Society  has  annu- 
ally been  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  such  assistance 
as  may  be  necessary  in  executing  the  provisions  of  the  law. 
With  the  approval  of  this  committee,  the  returns  were  placed  in 
the  hands  of  Edwakd  A.  Crane,  M.  D.,  of  Providence,  the

writer  of  the  last  report,  who  has  superintended  the  work  of 
tabulation  and  contributed  the  remarks  which  follow. 

Many  interesting  facts  and  important  principles  are  presented 
in  connection  with  the  vital  movements  of  our  populations,  in 
the  present  report,  while  the  results  of  registration  are  becoming, 
from  year  to  year,  more  valuable,  as  the  field  of  observation  is 
extended,  and  the  returns  increase  in  accuracy  and  completeness. 

Although  the  returns  are  made  more  complete  every  year, 
there  are,  nevertheless,  some  towns  in  which  there  is  still  room 
for  improvement.  The  lar^r  cities  and  towns  are,  in  all  their 
parts,  far  more  complete  than  those  whose  population  is  small, 
and  in  which,  it  is  to  be  supiK>sed,  the  returns  would  be  more 
complete.  Thus,  th6  cities  of  Providence  and  Newport,  and  the 
large  and  populous  towns  of  Smithfield,  North  Providence,  War- 
wick and  Cumberland,  exhibit  a  completeness  in  their  details 
which  might  be  adduced  as  examples  for  some  of  the  smaller 
towns  to  follow. 

The  records  of  marriages  are  more  perfect  than  the  other  re- 
tui*ns,  but  not  entirely  so.  These  are  made  by  the  clergy  and 
by  them  given  to  the  town  clerks.  But  it  is  in  the  records  of 
births  and  deaths  that  the  returns  are  most  deficient.  I  had 
occasion,  last  year,  to  mention  the  incompleteness  of  the  returns 
fi*om  the  town  of  Scituate,  and  regret  that  I  am  compelled  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  again  to  the  defi- 
ciencies apparent  in  the  returns  of  deaths  in  this  town.  With  a 
population  of  4,251,  Scituate  returns  but  twenty-three  deaths, 
among  which  are  but  four  infants.  This  number  is  plainly  erro- 
neous, for,  if  the  mortality  in  this  town  is  in  the  same  ratio  to 
that  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  it  should  be  about  sixty-four. 
Again,  the  towns  of  Jamestown^  Middletown  and  New  Shore- 
ham  return  an  aggregate  of  but  eight  deaths  hi  the  year,  from  a 
population  amounting  to  nearly  3000,  a  number  which  is  evi- 
dently short  of  the  actual  mortality. 

There  are  also  a  few  towns  which  have  failed  to  return  the  J 

names  of  the  children  bom ;  this  may  be  no  &ult  of  the  town  I 

clerks,  but  is  probably  owing  to  the  feet  that  the  children  had 
not  received  their  names  wlien  the  returns  were  made.  The 
towns  of  Exeter,  Westerly  and  New  Shorehara  are  most  defi- 
cient in  this  respect,  the  former  not  having  returned  the  name 
of  a  single  child  born  during  the  year.  In  this  case,  we  can 
hardly  suppose  none  of  the  children  wei'e  named  when  they 
were  registered,  but  that  it  was  owing  to  the  neglect  of  the  per- 
son who  made  the  registration.  I  have  written  to  the  town 
clerks  whose  returns  of  births  are  so  incomplete,  and  begged  them 
to  correct  them,  if  possible,  even  at  this  late  day,  that  the  names 
of  the  children  bom  may  be  recorded. 

The  importance  of  a  complete  registration  is  now  greater  than 
ever.  When  the  present  war  is  over,  and  the  widows  and  child- 
ren of  those  who  have  laid  down  their  lives  in  defence  of  their 
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country,  apply  for  pensions  and  bounty  lands,  the  registration 
returns  must  be  resorted  to  for  the  evidence  requir^  by  the 
government,  of  marriages  and  births.  So  in  the  distribution  of 
property  of  deceased  persons,  these  returns  are  of  the  utmost 
importance.  Had  our  present  admirable  system  of  registration 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  been  in  operation  during  the  war 
of  the  revolution,  and  that  of  1812,  some  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  would  have  been  saved  to  the  people  of  this  State,  and 
hundreds  of  families,  which  for  years  struggled  in  adversity, 
would  have  been  made- comfortable  during  their  lives.  Already 
these  records  have  been  resorted  to,  to  prove  marriages  where 
parties  have  been  killed  in  the  existing  rebellion,  whose  fiimilies 
have  applied  for  pensions.

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committees  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatiyes,  Geo.  B.  Holmes  on  the  part  of 
the  House,  and  Geo.  Lewis  Cooke  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
were  appointed  a  Committee  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
Quartermaster  General,  Adjutant  General,  Paymaster  General, 
State  Auditor  and  General  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result  of 
their  labors  to  the  General  Assembly.  This  Committee  have 
made  a  careful  examination  of  these  accoimts,  and  present  the 
following  statements  as  the  result  of  their  investigations,  viz. :

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The  loan  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  May  ses- 
sion, 1861,  not  being  required,  the  General  Treasurer  has  not 
made  use  of  the  same.  The  entire  indebtedness  of  the  State  has 
been  paid  off;  and  it  is  thought  the  above  balance  of  $52,495  95, 
18  ample  to  meet  the  ordinary  demands  of  the  treasury  for  the  - 
fiscal  year  ending  April  30, 1862. 

The  following  pages  refer  solely  to  the  accounts  of  the  State 
for  war  purposes.  It  will  be  seen  that,  after  charging  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  with  what  properly  belongs  to  tneir 
•account,  there  is  a  balance  amounting  to  $123,116  45,  which  the 
State  will  be  obliged  to  assume,  unless  the  government  shall  al- 
low any  portion  of  the  same.  The  amount  of  bounty  paid  to 
non-commissioned  officers  and  privates,  exceeds  the  above  bal- 
ance by  about  $22,000  ;  but  the  apparent  discrepancy  is  owing 
to  the  tact  that  the  State  was  in  possession  of  a  considerable 
amoxmt  of  military  property,  which  has  been  furnished  to  the 
government,  and  charged  in  account. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  undersigned  were  appointed  by  His 
Excellency  the  Governor,  a  committee  to  transfer  the  accounts 
of  Quartermaster  General  Stead  to  the  newly  appointed  Quar- 
termaster General  Lyman  B.  Frieze,  and  a  copy  of  their  certifi- 
cate is  herewith  attached,  marked  E.  Also,  that  in  the  ex- 
amination of  the  Paymaster  General^s  account,  the  sum  of 
fifty-one  dollars  is  due  to  him  (see  certificate  herewith  attached, 
marked  L)  for  vouchers  omitted  to  be  charged  in  his  account.

having  been  by  the  Legislature  properly  left  to  the  Executive  of 
the  State,  in  whose  integrity  and  patriotism  our  citizens  place 
the  most  entire  confidence.

The  enrolled  Militia,  (which  comprises  all  persons  between 
the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five,  liable  to  be  enrolled  by  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,)  for  the  year  1861,  numbers  20,283, 
showing  an  increase  over  the  enrollment  of  1860,  of  1,742.  A 
more  careful  enrollment  has  been  made  this  year  than  formerly ; 
still  there  have  not  been  that  care  and  attention  given  to  it,  by 
some  of  the  assessors  of  taxes,  which  its  importance  demands* 
In  case  of  a  draft  being  made  upon  the  militia,  it  is  necessary 
that  the  enrollment  shall  be  full  and  accurate.

The  general  returns  show  a  falling  off  of  company  parades 
during  the  past  year.  This  is  caused  by  the  fact,  that  in  or- 
ganizing the  regiments  of  volunteers,  great  numbers  have  enlisted 
from  the  regular  companies,  causing  a  temporary  suspension  of 
company  drills.  At  no  time,  however,  has  the  organization  of 
the  active  militia  been  seriously  disturbed,  but  has  been  sustained 
by  the  temporary  appointment  of  oflicers  to  fill  vacancies  ;  thus 
keeping  it  at  all  times  in  a  state  to  perform  any  duty  required. 

I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  abandoning  the  regimental 
organization  of  the  companies,  and  consolidating  the  several 
companies  into  regiments  and  battalions,  to  be  officered  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Regulations  of  the  Army  of  the  United 
States.  Most,  if  not  all,  would  most  willingly  accept  the  change, 
and  many  of  them  desire  it.  It  seems  absurd  to  meet  companies 
of  not  more  than  thirty  or  forty  men,  parading  the  streets  with 
full  regimental  organizations. 

Companies  never  foil  to  elect  their  full  complement  of  field 
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and  staff  oiiicers;  and  I  have  witnessed  parades  where  the 
officers  and  band  outnumbered  the  rank  and  file. 

I  wonld  most  respectfully  advise,  if  such  a  change  should  be 
effected  in  the  militia  law,  that  the  organization  of  the  several 
regiments  be  made  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  a 
bo^nl  of  military  officers,  to  be  selected  by  your  Honorable  body* 

I  would  also  recommend  the  reduction  of  the  five  brigades  to 
two ;  making  the  troops  in  the  Eastern  District  of  the  State 
constitute  the  first  brigade,  and  those  in  the  Western  District 
the  second  brigade,  as  in  my  judgment  two  would  be  sufficient 
for  all  practical  purposes. 


THE  NATIONAL  GUARD. 

Within  the  last  four  months  many  of  our  citizens,  realizing  the 
great  importance  that  every  man  capable  of  bearing  arms  shoul<i 
be  acquainted  with  the  use  of  the  same,  and  the  movements  of 
troops  in  the  field,  have  formed  themselves  into  military  associa- 
tions without  charters,  denominated  the  ^^  National  Guard." 
And  I  am  indebted  to  William  £.  Hamlin,  Esq.,  the  Secretary 
of  the  general  association,  for  the  following  returns,  received  by 
him  from  different  parts  of  the  State,  showing  the -strength  of 
the  same : —

Many  of  the  companies  are  without  arms  and  equipments,  and 
I  would  advise  the  immediate  purchase  of  a  number  sufficient  to 
furnish  every  man  belonging  to  the  association.  The  number  is 
constantly  increasing,  and,  with  proper  encouragement  from  the 
State,  we  may  soon  have  a  formidable  force  prepared  for  any 
emergency;  and  it  becomes  us,  with  rebellion  raging  in  our 
country,  together  with  threats  from  abroad,  to  be  prepared  to 
meet  our  enemies  wherever  they  may  appear.  It  may  be  found 
necessary  to  commission  the  officers — in  fact,  if  they  should  ever 
be  called  into  active  service,  it  would  be  absolutely  necessary. 

On  the  30th  of  November,  the  National  Guard  and  many  of 
the  companies  of  the  Active  Militia,  made  a  joint  parade  in  the 
city  of  Providence,  and  notwithstanding  the  day  was  cold, 
stormy,  and  in  every  way  disagreeable,  the  whole  line  numbered 
about  2,130,  of  which  1,608  were  members  of  the  "  National 
Guard."     The  line  was  reviewed  by  His  Excellency  the  Grov- 
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emor,  accompanied  by  a  full  staff.  The  appearance  made  was 
in  every  way  creditable  ;  the  field  movements  and  ^rill  with  the 
mnskets  showed  a  proficiency  not  surpassed  by  those  older  in 
service. 

The  necessity  of  having  at  all  times  in  our  arsenal  and  armo- 
ries a  stand  of  5,000  arms,  and  the  necessary  equipments,  is  too 
apparent,  to  be  more  than  mentioned  in  this  Report.  The  fitting 
out  of  our  volunteers  has  almost  entirely  drained  the  State  of  what 
few  of  these  articles  we  possessed  ;  and  it  is  no  more  than  just,  that 
when  we  have  men  eager  and  willing  to  learn  the  use  of  the 
same,  we  should  at  least  be  able  to  furnish  them. 


RHODE  ISLAND   VOLtJNTEERS. 

The  Rebellion  of  1861  was  inaugurated  on  the  12th  day  of 
April  last,  by  the  attack  on  Fort  Sumter,  in  Charleston  Harbor^ 
by  the  Confederates,  (the  fort  being  garrisoned  by  a  handful  of 
United  States  troops,  who  fought  gallantly,  and  finally  surren- 
dered to  the  superior  force  brought  against  them.)  The  news 
broke  upon  the  country  with  great  force,  and  measures  were  at 
once  taken  by  the  authorities  tp  provide  for  the  safety  of  the 
National  Capital,  which  soon  became  threatened  by  the  Con- 
federates. 

On  the  15th  of  April,  the  President  of  the  United  States 
issued  a  proclamation^  calling  upon  the  States  to  furnish  75,000 
men,  to  serve  for  a  period  of  three  months.  The  call  was  roost 
nobly  responded  to.  On  the  16th  of  April,  upon  the  receipt  of 
the  proclamation.  His  Excellency  the  Governor  caused  to  be 
issued  his  General  Order  No.  1,  calling  upon  the  several  military 
companies  in  the  State  to  assemble  at  headquarters  in  Providence, 
the  next  day,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  to  proceed  to 
Washington*  The  companies  promptly  reported  with  full  ranks, 
and  at  once  commenced  the  organization  of  the  First  Regiment. 

Col.  Ambrose  E.  Burnside,  a  graduate  of  West  Point,  and  an 
adopted  citizen  of  Rhode  Island,  then  residing  in  New  York, 
was  in\dted  by  Gov.  Sprague  to  take  command  of  the  same.  He 
accej)ted  the  appointment,  leaving  his  business  at  a  moment's  no- 
tice ;  and  all  will  bear  testimony  to  the  industry  and  fidelity 
with  which  he  then,  and  afterwards,  performed  his  trust.  A 
sufficient  number  having  reported,  the  Regiment  was  made  up 
firom  the  following  companies :

The  Regiment  having  its  full  complement,  the  remaining  com- 
panies reporting,  not  being  required,  were  dismissed,  and  re- 
turned to  their  several  headquarters. 

On  the  20th  of  April,  the  First  Detachment^  fally  armed,  uni- 
formed and  equipped,  embarked  for  Washington.  The  Battery 
of  Light  Artillery,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Charles  H. 
Tompkins,  completely  mounted  and  equipped,  left  for  Washing- 
ton, via  Easton,  (Penn.,)  on  the  18th. 

The  Second  Detachment  of  the  First  Regiment  embarked  on 
the  24th  of  April.  Thus,  in  nine  days  from  the  time  the  procla- 
mation of  the  President  was  issued,  a  full  Regiment  and  Battery 
were  on  their  way  to  Washington. 

The  President  having  subsequently  called  for  an  additional  num- 
ber of  troops,  to  serve  for  a  period  of  three  yeai*s,  or  during  the  war, 
other  regiments  and  batteries  were  raised  ;  and  from  that  time 
the  State  lias  been  actively  engaged  in  organizing  and  forwarding 
them  to  tlie  *'  seat  of  war." 

On  the  12th  of  September,  instructions  were  received  from  the  / 

Secretary  of  War,  authorizing  Gov.  Sprague  to  raise  additional  I 

batteries  of  Light  Artillery',  to  be  consolidated  into  a  Regiment  1 

consisting  of  eight  batteries,  denominated  the  "  First  Regiment 
Rhode  Island  Light  Artillery."  With  the  exception  of  Battery 
H,  now  nearly  full,  they  have  all  been  raised  and  sent  forward. 

The  following  regiments,  to  serve  for  three  years  or  during  | 

the  war,  have  been  raised,  organized  and  equipped  since  the  first  , 

of  June  last. 

Second  Regiment^  under  the  command  of  Col.  John  S.  Slo- 
cum.  embarked  for  Washington,  June  19th,  and  is  now  stationed 
at  "  Camp  Brightwood,"  near  Washington.  Col.  Slocum  hav- 
ing been  killed  at  the  battle  of  Bull  Run,  while  gallantly  leading 
his  regiment.  Captain  Frank  Wheaton,  of  the  United  States  ar- 
my, and  acting  Lieutenant  Colonel,  was  appointed,  and  is  now 
in  command. 

Third  Regiment^  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Col.  Christo- 
pher Blanding,  left  Providence,  to  join  Gen.  Sherman's  Division, 
at  Fort  Hamilton,  New  York,  on  the  7th  of  September.  The 
regiment  is  now  stationed  at  Port  Royal,  South  Carolina,  under 
the  command  of  Colonel  Nathaniel  \V  .  Brown. 

Fourth  Regiment^  under  the  command  of  Col.  J.  I.  McCarty, 
embarked  for  Washington,  October  5th,  and  is  now  stationed  at 
Camp  California,  near  Alexandria,  Va.,  under  the  command  of 

Col.  Isaac  P.  Rodman,  late  Captain  in  the  Second  Regiment.*

The  quota  of  troops  for  Rhode  Island,  on  the  call  for  500,000, 
amounts  to  4,057.  Rhode  Island  has  already  forwarded,  in  her 
own  regiments,  5,124,  showing  an  excess  over  her  quota  of 
1,067,  or  a  little  more  than  twenty-six  per  cent. 

As  far  as  my  observation  extends,  no  Stat^  has  done  better, 
and  I  know  of  none  which  has  done  as  well. 

Orders  have  been  issued  increasing  the  Third  Regiment  to 
twelve  companies,  and  constituting  it  a  Regiment  of  Heavy 
Artillery.  Recruiting  is  now  progi'essing  for  the  two  additional 
companies.  By  instructions  fropi  the  War  Department,  General 
Orders  No.  103  were  issued  on  the  28th  of  December,  for  the 
raising  of  a  Sixth   Regiment,  to  be  used  for  the  defence  of  the 
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State.     There  is  no  doubt  of  its  being  recruited  before  many 
weeks.

The  First  Regiment  Rhode  Island  Detached  Militia  and  First 
Battery,  having  served  their  three  months  enlistment,  returned 
to  Providence.  The  former,  on  the  28th  of  July,  and  were 
mustered  out  of  service  on  the  2d  day  of  August.  The  latter,  on 
the  31st  of  July,  and  were  mustered  out  of  service  on  the  6th  of 
August. 

The  First  and  Second  Regiments,  and  Second  Battery,  per- 
formed gallant  service  at  the  hattle  of  "  Bull  Run,''  while  the 
First  Battery  was  actively  employed  with  General  Patterson's 
Division  at  Harper's  Ferry  and  elsewhere.  It  is  unnecessary 
for  me  to  remind  your  Honorable  Body  of  the  bravery  displayed 
by  the  troops  sent  from  this  State*  it  is  sufficient  to  say,  that 
the  noble  reputation  achieved  by  the  blood  of  her  sons  on  pr&> 
vious  occasions,  has  been  well  sustained  by  our  volunteers. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  His  Excellency  Gov- 
ernor Sprague,  for  the  diligence  displayed  in  organizing  and 
forwarding  the  Rhode  Island  troops.  His  whole  time  and  ener- 
gies have  been  devoted  to  the  work,  and  he  has  the  proud  satis-* 
liction  of  knowing  that  no  troops  were  sent  into  the  field  better 
equipped  and  disciplined  than  our  own.  Not  only  was  it  his 
pride  to  forward  them  expeditiously,  but  he  was  ever  willing  to 
accompany  them,  sharing  alike  their  hardships  and  dangers.

REPORT. 

From  an  examination  of  the  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of 
the  late  Quartermaster  General,  I  find  that  there  has  been  ex- 
pended since  the  fifteenth  (15)  of  April,  1861,  in  organizing, 
arming,  equipping  and  transporting  troops,  under  the  proclama- 
tion of  the  President,  and  the  orders  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  fourteen  thousand  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents  ($614,225  61— see  sched- 
ule A,)  all  of  which,  I  think,  is  clearly  chargeable  to  the  United 
States,  together  with  an  additional  stun  for  which  the  State  has 
become  liable,  and  which  will  appear  in  the  proper  schedule. 


J 
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The  excess  of  expenditure  in  arming,  equipping,  transporting 
and  subsisting  the  First  Regiment  and  Battery,  over  that  of  any 
other,  must  be  attributed,  in  part,  to  the  hurried  manner  of  theu" 
organization,  in  the  anxiety  to  meet  the  call  of  the  Government 
for  troops,  and  in  part  to  the  great  outlay  for  subsistence,  (the 
United  States  not  being  in  a  condition  to  ramish  it,)  while  tfiey 
were  quartered  at  the  Patent  Office  Building,  in  Washington, 
and  at  Camp  Sprague. 

In  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  still  continues  to  furnish  its  troops  in  the 
field,  as  well  as  those  which  are  being  organized  at  home,  with 
all  the  necessary  supplies  allowed  by  the  United  States  Regula- 
tions, when  it  is  actually  impossible  to  obtain  the  same  from  the 
United  States  Quartermasters.  The  health  and  comfort  of  our 
troops  demand  ^at  such  a  course  should  be  pursued. 

Nearly  every  other  State  has  been  aided  by  a  United  States 
Assistant  Quartermaster,  while  Rhode  Island  has  relied  exclu- 
sively, in  organizing  and  equipping  her  troops,  upon  the  State 
officers. 

The  accounts  against  the  United  States  are  now  being  made 
up,  and  will  soon  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State  agent  for 
settlement. 

I  cannot  close  my  Report  to  your  Honorable  Body,  without 
calling  attention  to  the  necessity  of  providing  this  State  with 
some  suitable  place,  to  be  usedLas  an  Arsenal.  The  room  now 
occupied  by  the  State  for  that  purpose,  in  the  Armory  of  Provi- 
dence Marine  Corps  Artillery,  is  altogether  inadequate ;  and  I 
am  consequently  obliged  to  deposit  a  large  portion  of  the  military 
stores  in  another  building,  unsafe  and  unsuited  for  the  property 
placed  in  my  charge.

FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

Notwithstanding  the  disastrous  state  of  busmess  during  a 
large  part  of  this  year,  the  whole  establishment  has  again 
supported  itself,  and  earned  a  small  surplus  in  addition. 
The  profits  of  the  State  Prison,  over  and  above  its  expenses, 
were  $1,685  48  ;  the  expenses  of  the  Jail,  over  and  above 
its  earnings,  were  $1,608  80, — showing  a  small  net  profit  of 
$76  68. 

The  causes  of  the  greater  profit  of  the  State  Prison  over 
the  County  Jail  have  been  too  frequently  stated  by  the 
Board  to  require  repetition  at  this  time.    This  year  these 


Causes  have  been  more  active  than  ever  before.  No  work 
whatever  conld  be  found  for  Jail  prisoners  sentenced  for 

less  than  sixty  days,  though  diligently  sought  for  by  the 
Board.  The  whole  were  therefore  kept  in  enforced  and 
cheerless  idleoess.  It  is  remarkable,  that  under  such  de- 
pressing influences,  the  health  of  this  portion  of  the  Jail  has 
remained  so  good.

The  report  of  the  Physician  shows  that  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  prison  and  jail  has  been  remarkably  good. 
During  the  summer,  the  cells  of  the  old  prison  were  un- 
healthily full;  yet,  by  care  and  vigilance,  any  unusual 
amount  of  sickness  was  avoided.  Were  it  not  for  the  pre- 
sent condition  of  afiairs,  involving  great  expenditures  on 
behalf  of  the  State,  the  Board  of  Inspectors  would  urge 
again  upon  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  de- 
plorable condition  of  the  old  wing  of  the  prison,  and  recom- 
mend its  immediate  reconstruction.  But  they  refrain  for 
the  present  from  pressing  any  recommendation  that  would 
require  an  unusual  demand  upon  the  treasury  of  the  State  ; 
and  will  endeavor,  until  the  return  of  happier  times,  to  ren- 
der the  condition  of  the  prisoners  necessarily  confined  in 
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this  part  of  the  prison  as  tolerable  as  circumstances  will 
permit 

In  this  endeavor,  they  would  be  aided  by  the  General 
Assembly  if  it  should  see  fit  to  abolish  arrest  and  imprison- 
ment for  debt  for  all  sums  under  twenty  dollars.  By  la^k^ 
ing  such  a  law  apply  to  future  contracts  only,  no  injustice 
would  be  worked  to  the  creditor,  while  the  debtor  could  not, 
as  at  present,  be  ^  confined  in  prison,  there  to  languish  to 
no  man's  advantage."  The  chief  result  of  this  change  would 
be,  that  all  purchases  for  small  amounts  would  be  strictly 
for  cash.  That  this  would  be  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the 
poor,  by  enforcing  habits  of  foresight  and  economy,  can 
scarcely  be  doubted,  while  the  relief  now  obtained,  by  this 
class,  in  their  ability  to  purchase  small  necessaries,  on  credit, 
at  exorbitant  prices,  would  be  much  more  economically 
afforded  them  bv  loans  from  the  "  Pawner's  Bank,"  which 
certain  benevolent  persons  now  desire  to  establish. 

The  moral  and  religious  condition  of  the  prisoners  will 
appear  from  the  report  of  the  Chaplain.  It  is  believed  to 
be  as  good  this  year  as  in  any  preceding  year.  The  good 
effects  of  the  library,  and  the  supply  of  gas  in  the  evening, 
for  the  purpose  of  reading,  are  also  apparent.  The  disci- 
pline of  the  prison  is  excellent ;  no  corporal  punishment  has 
been  inflicted  for  several  years,  and  the  punishment  of  soli- 
tary confinement  has  been  required  in  but  a  few  cases,  and 
for  a  period  in  no  case  exceeding  36  hours,  during  this  year. 
This  desirable  state  of  the  prison,  as  well  as  its  satisfactory 
financial  condition,  is  due  to  the  good  sense,  firmness  and 
humane  disposition  of  the  Warden,  of  whose  character  and 
conduct  the  Board  again  desire  to  express  their  high  esti- 
mation and  perfect  satisfaction. 

The  Board  invite  the  General  Assembly,  during  its  pre- 
sent session,  to  visit  the  prison  either  collectively  or  indi- 
vidually. They  believe  that  tliey  will  perceive  that  the 
money  of  the  State  has  been  judiciously  expended  on  the 
shops  and  buildings,  that  the  prisoners  are  healthful^  and 


industrioasly  employed,  and  iiiat  the  cleanliness  and  venti- 
lation of  every  portion  of  the  establishment,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  old  wing,  are  unexceptionable.  A  more 
careful  investigation,  the  Board  believe,  would  show  that  - 
the  objects  had  in  view  by  the  General  Assembly,  in  the 
punishment,  instruction  and  reformation  of  its  criminals,  and 
their  preparation  to  re-enter  civil  society,  with  the  ability 
to  acquire  an  honest  livelihood,  are  as  effectually  accom- 
plished in  this  prison  as  in  any  prison  in  the  land.  But  that 
all  has  been  done  that  may  be  done,  they  certainly  are  far 
irom  asserting.  Much  yet  remains  to  be  accomplished ;  but 
that  much  has  been  accomplished,  within  the  last  twenty 
years,  will  be  evident,  hy  comparing  the  present  condition 
of  the  jail  with  its  condition  in  1840>  as  described  in  the 
report  of  the  Warden  for  that  year,  from  which  the  follow- 
ing is  an  extract  :— 

^  There  are,  at  this  time,  confined  in  said  jail  50  persons, 
from  the  age  of  tiffht  years  to  sixty,  who  daily  and  hourly 
receive  lectures  from  the  best  professors  of  villainy  in  the 
land,  upon  the  very  crimes  of  larceny,  burglary,  highway 
and  post  office  robbery,  arson,  &c.,  and  the  lad  of  seventeen, 
who  enters  the  jail,  trembling  under  the  penalty  of  one 
dollar  fine  for  resisting,  perhaps,  a  real  or  imaginary  insult, 
remains  there  until  the  horrid  imprecations  and  clanking 
chains  of  older  viUams  become  sweet  music  in  his  ears,  and 
he  is  discharged,  a  promising,  swaggering  candidate  for  the 
penitentiary  or  the  gallows. 

"  The  jail  being  situated  in  a  retired  spot,  and  its  walls 
firee  of  access  to  any  one,  the  inmates  are  constantly  sup- 
plied with  saws,  knives,  files,  keys,  lamps,  matches,  and  the 
like ;  and  the  man  who  to-day  is  thoroughly  searched  and 
deprived  of  everything  of  the  kind,  to-morrow  finds  his  cell 
converted  into  a  well-ftimished  machine-shop.  One  great 
source  of  degradation,  in  said  jail,  is  the  free  and  constant 
communication  kept  up  day  and  night  between  the  males 
and  females  therein  confined,  an  evil,  however,  admitting  of 
no  remedy  under  the  present  construction  thereof,"

PHYSICIAN'S  EEPORT. 


To  ihe  Honorable  the  General  Assanhhf  of  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island^  &c. : — 

The  undersigned,  having  discharged  the  duties  of  Phy^ 
sician  to  the  Rhode  Island  State  Prison  and  Providence 
County  Jail,  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1861,  has 
the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  the  sanitary  condition  of 
these  institutions  has  been  very  good  during  the  entire  year. 

There  has  been  but  little  sickness  originating  within  the 
prisons,  the  greater  part  of  medical  treatment  having  been 
required,  as  reported  in  past  years,  for  diseases  affecting  the 
prisoner  at  the  time  of  his  admission. 

No  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  State  Prison  department, 
and  only  one  in  the  County  Jail.  Charles  Leonard  died 
January  12th,  1861,  of  "  typhoid  pneumonia."  His  previous 
habits  of  dissipation  had  so  much  impaired  his  constitution 
a«  to  leave  but  little  power  of  recovery  from  a  severe  attack 
of  disease.  He  was  unwell  at  the  time  of  his  commitment, 
;and  had  been  in  jail  two  months. 

The  average  number  of  persons  confined  in  the  State 
Prison,  during  the  year,  was  about  75 ;  in  the  County  Jail, 
125 ;  and  in  both,  200.  In  the  city  of  Providence,  accord- 
ing to  the  Registration  Report,  for  the  year  1855,  there  was 
one  death  for  every  67  persons  living,  between  the  ages  of 
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20  and  70  years.  When  the  previous  habits  of  the  inmates 
of  the  State  Prison  and  Jail  are  taken  into  consideration, 
there  would  seem  to  be  good  reason  to  be  quite  well  satis- 
fied with  the  eflfect  of  the  hygienic  influences  which  sur- 
round them  while  here.

CHAPLAIN'S  BEPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the   General  Assetnblff  of  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island^  &c, : — 

It  becomes  my  duty  again  to  present  to  you  a  brief  re-* 
port  of  the  religious  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the  Prison, 
We  still  continue  to  use  the  same  means,  and  to  put  forth 
the  same  ejfforts,  for  the  moral  improvement  of  the  prisoners, 
that  we  did  when  we  last  reported  to  you. 

During  a  greater  portion  of  the  year,  eleven  classes,  com* 
posed  of  the  State  prisoners,  have  spent  an  hour  on  Sunday 
morning,  before  the  regular  service,  in  the  study  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures.  The  numbers  who  avail  themselves  of  this 
opportunity  for  Bible-class  instruction,  is  larger  than  during 
any  previous  year.  Many  of  the  members  of  these  classes 
conmiit  to  memory  select  portions  of  the  Scriptures,  thus 
profitably  employing  their  minds  during  the  week,  when 
alone  in  their  cells.  This  service  being  voluntary  on  the 
part  of  the  prisoners,  their  attendance  would  seem  to  indi- 
cate, to  some  extent,  their  interest  in  it.  In  carrying  out 
these  eflforts  for  the  moral  and  spiritual  benefit  of  the  pris- 
oners, we  have  the  continued  co-operation  of  an  intelligent 
and  pious  corps  of  teachers,  some  of  whom  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  school  for  the  past  seven  years.     From  the 

experience  thus  attained,  they  are  well  qualified  to  perform

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the  duties  of  teachei*s*.  At  the  clo.se  of  this  set*vice,  all  the 
prisoners  are  then  a.^seiubled,  to  whom  a  plain  and  practical 
discourse  is  then  delivered,  in  language  adapted  to  their 
tjomprehension.  A  serious  and  fixed  attention  is  given  to 
the  word  preached,  and  the  deep  emotions  of  the  heart  are 
often  manifested  in  tears.  That  these  devotional  exercises 
exert  upon  their  minds  a  healthful  and  elevating  influence, 
lio  one  acquainted  with  prison  life  can  for  a  moment  doubt 
New  views  of  life  and  of  duty  are  presented  to  these  men, 
many  of  whom,  under  these  influences,  put  forth  new  efforts 
to  curb  and  control  their  evil  passions,  and  resolve,  for  the 
time  being  at  least,  to  become  better  members  of  the  coni- 
niunitv*  Their  orderlv  conduct  and  cheerful  obedience  to 
the  rules  of  the  prison  give  evidence  of  this. 

The  percentage  of  those  who  have  been  discharged  and 
have  been  recommitted,  is  much  less  than  is  generally  sup- 
po«edi  A  very  large  ^proportion  of  those  who  have  been 
inmates  of  this  State  Prison,  are  now,  as  citizens  of  the  com- 
munity', leading  industrious  and  honest  lives,  clearly  indicat- 
ing to  those  who  have  charge  of  such  institutions,  that  the 
reformaiiuu  of  ike  penson^  not  hwuan  aiijf'erlugj  should,  in  all 
cases,  be  the  object  of  imprisonment  for  the  commission  of 
crime.  Those  prisoners  wlio  manifest  a  desire  to  lead  a 
different  and  a  l^etter  life,  should  have  the  hearty  sjanpathy 
and  encouragement  of  all  right-minded  persons.  How  often 
have  discharged  prisoners,  from  want  of  such  sympatliy  and 
assistance,  discouraged  and  disappointed,  returned  to  their 
old  habits  of  dissipation  and  crhne.  They  leave  the  prison 
with  good  resolutions  and  high  purposes  for  the  future ;  but 
being  met  everywhere  wntli  distrust  and  contempt,  without 
employment  and  without  means  of  support,  they  are  again 
led  away  by  their  old  associates  in  crime. 

The  reading  furnished  by  the  library  is  a  source  of  plea- 
sure and  profit  to  all  the  prisoners  who  can  read.  It-s  use 
has  begotten  in  many  of  them  a  thiret  for  knowledge,  and 
a  desire  for  personal  improvement  The  library  contains 
quite  a  number  of  valuable  and  well  selected  volumes  in 
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history,  biogi*aphy,  travels,  general  literature  and  morals, 
the  study  of  which  is  wen  adapted  to  expand  the  intel- 
lect and  improve  the  heart.  Such  reading  develops  and 
strengthens  the  moral  feelings,  occupies  the  mind  and  calls 
it  off  from  brooding  over  present  afflictions,  and  opens  a 
door  for  hope  and  prospective  usefulness.  As  frequent 
additions  are  made  to  the  library,  it  is  of  sufficient  extent 
and  variety  to  give  a  pretty  wide  scope  to  thought  The 
prisoners,  diuing  the  long  winter  evenings,  with  well  lighted 
cells,  peruse  these  works  with  interest,  and  from  the  ques- 
tions they  propose  on  the  subjects  treated,  and  the  opinions 
they  form  of  the  authors,  it  is  evident  'they  read  with  under- 
standing and  profit.

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The  public  are  not  probably  aware  of  the  very  large  interest 
which  our  citizens  have  in  the  safety  of  Insurance  Companies  do- 
ing business  in  this  State.  In  addition  to  the  amount  of  risks 
which  they  have  in  our  home  companies,  the  amount  of  risks  which 
the  people  of  Rhode  Island  had  in  the  foreign  Insurance  Compa- 
nies doing  business  in  this  State  in  the  year  preceding  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  1862,  was  eleven  millions  two  hundred  and 
tweniy-five  ihausand  nine  hundred  and  eleven  dollars.  And  the 
amount  of  premiums  which  they  are  now  paying  annually  for  this 
amount  of  insurance  to  foreign  companies  is  ovte  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-three  Thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty  dollars — about  as  much 
as  the  whole  amount  of  the  expenses  of  our  State  government,  de- 
ducting the  amount  paid  for  schools.  This  is  a  very  large  amount 
paid  by  the  citizens  of  the  State  for  insurance  protection  to  foreign 
companies,  the  number  of  which,  doing  business  in  this  State,  has 
moro  than  doubled  during  the  last  four  years,  and  the  greatest  vig- 
ilance should,  it  seems  to  us,  be  exercised,  and  the  greatest  care 
taken,  to  see  that  the  insured  have  the  security  for  which  they  pay 
their  money.  The  State  will  receive  in  taxes  upon  foreign  Insur- 
ance Companies  the  present  year,  two  thousand  four  huiidred  and 
seveTUy'Six  dollars  and  forty  cents. 

The  statements  in  the  returns  of  the  companies  which  hold  char- 
ters from  this  State  are  entirely  satisfactory.  The  returns  of  the 
home  Slock  Companies  show  that  their  capitals  are  all  invested  in 
Bank  Stocks,  which  are  not  only  known  to  be  sound,  but  which 
can  be  readily  converted  into  cash  to  meet  losses.  The  Banks  in 
which  their  investments  are  made  and  the  number  of  shares  in  each 
are  named,  as  they  should  be.  The  home  Mutual  Companies  are  also, 
we  think,  safely  conducted,  since  the  deposit  notes  of  the  insured, 
generally  about  one- tenth  of  the  risks  taken, — which  have  been 
decided  to  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  insured — together  with  the 
amount  of  cash  premiums  received,  constitute  a  safe  guarantee 
against  loss,  imposition  and  unjust  exiictions. 

The  statements  of  the  Foreign  Companies  all  in  terms  and  upon 
their  face,  comply  with  the  laws  of  the  State.  We  have  no  doubt 
that  they  are  generally  sound  companies,  with  ample  resources. 
But  in  some  few  of  these  foreign  companies,  a  very  large  proportion  of 
the  investments  are  stated  in  the  returns,  to  consist  of  * 'mortgages" 
and  '^personal  securities.*' 
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Mortgages  and  personal  securities  are  very  general  terms,  and 
their  value,  of  course,  depends  upon  the  character  of  such  securi- 
ties. They  may  be  worth  what  they  purport  to  be,  or  nothing. 
These  are  generally  the  shape  and  garb  that  fictitious  capital  assumes 
in  the  statements  of  Insurance  Companies,  and  should  be  regarded » 
in  the  absence  of  positive  knowledge,  as  badges  of  weakness.  Mort- 
guges  upon  good  improved  real  estate,  to  the  amount  of  one-half  or 
two- thirds  of  its  market  value,  we  consider  are  the  very  best  kind  of 
security  for  Savings*  Institutions,  and  for  Life  Insurance  Companies 
having  large  accumulated  capitals,  and  which  have  a  large  amount 
of  funds  upon  which  they  have  good  reason  to  believe  they  will  not 
be  called  upon  to  draw,  either  for  deposits  of  the  one  class  or  for 
the  losses  of  the  other — and  no  suspicion  can  rest  upon  such  in- 
vestments, since  it  is  known  that  the  trustees  or  directors  of  such 
corporations  can  have  no  inducement  to  invest  in  any  other  than 
the  most  substantial,  safe,  and  solid  securities.  But  the  case  is 
different  with  small  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Companies  of  lim- 
ited capital.  We  can  conceive  of  no  good  reason  why  such  an  In- 
surance Company,  which  may  need  its  investments  to  meet  sudden 
and  unexpected  losses,  and  especially  one  which  wishes  to  establish 
a  good  credit  to  do  business  upon  in  other  States,  which  would 
seem  to  require  a  statement  of  its  investments  in  stocks,  whose 
value  can  be  known  everywhere,  and  estimated  at  a  single  glance, 
should  invest  its  cash  capital,  if  cash  capital  it  really  has,  in  secu- 
rities inconvenient  of  conversion  into  available  funds,  and  the  value 
of  which  the  public  can  never  know  except  by  a  rigid  scrutiny  into 
such  investments.  We  can  easily  conceive  why  a  company  of  ir- 
responsible men  should  resort  to  such  contrivances,  by  which  to 
make  money,  without  capital.  It  is  very  easy  for  ten  or  twenty 
such  individuals  to  meet  and  organize  an  Insurance  Company,  ap- 
point a  treasurer,  an«l  borrow  a  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  specie 
of  some  broker  or  bank  for  a  day  or  two  to  swear  by, — that  their 
capital  stock  was  paid  in,  in  cash — and  then  send  back  the  borrow- 
ed specie  and  substitute  worthless  mortgages  and  personal  securi- 
ties made  by  theraselues.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  is  the 
hi&tory  of  some  Insurance  Companies,  a  very  large  proportion  of 
whose  capitals  are  represented  to  consist  in  mortgages  and  person- 
al securities,  though  not  perhaps  in  all  of  them.  Our  home  Stock 
Companies,  wo  believe,  do  not  represent  among  their  investments 


a  single  dollar  of  '^mortgages"  or  ''personal  securities/'  '  Their 
capitals  stand  out  in  clean,  open  investments  in  stocks  whose  mar- 
ket value  is  known  everywhere — ^at  home  and  in  other  States,  and 
which  do  not  require  the  services  of  a  lawyer  for  a  week  to  ascer- 
tain the  value  of  their  investments. 

The  real  cash  value  of  mortgages  and  personal  securities,  repre- 
sented in  the  returns  of  an  Insurance  Company,  cannot  be  accurately 
and  satisfactorily  ascertained,  except  by  a  careful  examination  of 
them  in  t)ie  hands  of  the  companies  holding  them  ;  an  examination 
of  the  mortgaged  property,  where  it  is  located,  and  personal  inquiry 
into  the  responsibility  of  the  individuals  whose  securities  are  held, 
where  they  reside. 

The  very  limited  compensation  paid  to  the  undersigned  will  not 
allow  ns  to  go  ourselves  or  send  one  of  our  board  into  other  States 
to  examine  personally  into  the  real  cash  value  of  the  mortgage  and 
personal  securities  stated  in  insurance  returns.  This  is  the  course 
taken  in  some  other  States,  where  a  larger  expenditure  is  paid  to 
ensure  safety  to  the  citizens  in  the  protection  for  which  they  pay 
their  money.  In  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  for  instance,  we  have 
the  statement  of  the  State  Auditor  of  that  State,  that  the  following 
salaries  and  official  expenses  were  paid  to  their  Board  of  Insurance 
Commissioners,  in  the  year  1861 :

The  number  of  Foreign  Insurance  Companies  doing  business  in 
Massachusetts  is  52,  and  the  number  of  Foreign  Companies  now 
doing  business  in  this  State,  is  41. 

This  board  has,  in  some  instances,  required  some  Foreign  Insur- 
ance Companies  to  furnish  evidence  of  the  value  of  their  mortgage 
securities,  and  bring  witnesses  from  another  State  for  that  purpose. 
But  the  only  safe  course,  it  seems  to  us,  in  cases  of  doubt,  is  to 
visit  the  City  or  Town  Clerk's  and  Assessor's  offices  and  examine 
the  mortgage  securities—  see  the  property  mortgaged — and,  if  the 
doubtful  investments  consist  of  * 'personal  securities/'  examine  the 
securities,  see  what  they  are,  by  whom  given,  and  {^certain  the  re- 
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sponsibilitj  of  the  perFons  who  gave  them.  This  is  what  individu- 
als, careful  of  their  personal  interests,  do,  to  satisfy  themselves  in 
relation  to  securities  which  they  take  themselves,  and  we  know  of 
no  reason  why  equal  care  should  not  be  taken  to  protect  the  inter- 
ests of  our  farmers  and  other  citizens  who  rely  for  information  upon 
the  published  statements  of  Foreign  Insurance  Companies,  doing 
business  in  this  State.  When  they  are  paying  annually  nearly  one 
hundred  and  twentypfour  thousand  dollars  to  foreign  Insurance 
Companies  alone  for  the  insurance  of  their  property,  the  protection, 
for  which  they  pay  their  money,  should  be  unfailingly  true.  And 
when  it  is  considered  that  these  companies  have  at  risk  from  thirty 
to  t>ixty  times  the  amounts  of  their  stated  capitals,  it  can  be  readily 
understood  how  important  it  is  that  the  policy  holders  in  this  State 
should  have  the  benefit  of  cash  or  available  resources  at  least  to  the 
amount  of  their  stated  capitals. 

We  have  been  led  to  make  these  remarks  in  consequence  of  the 
unfavorable  experience  which  we  have  had  in  relation  to  the 
statements  of  mortgage  securities  in  the  returns  of  Fire  and  Marine 
Insurance  Companies.  The  Trident  Insurance  Company^  in  its  re- 
turn of  Dec.  31,  1858,  represented  its  capital  actually  paid  in,  to  be 
9153,200,  invested  as  follows  :

When,  a  few  weeks  afterwards,  we  were,  by  an  act  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  passed  at. the  January  Session,  1859,  authorized  to 
examine  into  the  affairs  of  home  companies,  we  visited  the  office  of 
the  company  in  this  city,  we  could  find  nothing  available ;  the  Rail- 
road bonds  had  been  taken  away  by  the  Treasurer,  and  the  mort- 
gage of  9142,000  was  found  to  be  worthless,  purporting  to  be  on 
land  in  some  Western  State,  which  was  probably  either  fictitious 
or  never  owned  by  the  mortgagors.  We  made  complaint  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  asked  for  an  injunction  th  be  issued,  and  a  re- 
ceiver appointed,  which  were  done,  and  we  are  informed  that  the 
Receiver  appointed  by  the  Court,  never  collected  a  dollar  from  the 
assets  of  the  Company. 

Another  instance  of  the  little  reliance  to  be  placed  upon  insur- 
ance returns  of  Companies  which  state  the  greater  part  of  their  in- 
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vestments  to  be  in  mortgage  securities,  occurred  in  the  case  of  the 
State  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  New  Haven.  This 
Company  maintained  an  agency  in  this  State  during  the  years 
1859  and  i860.  VVe  are  informed  by  the  gentleman  who  acted  as 
its  agent,  that  he  commenced  closing  off  the  business  of  the  agency 
in  February,  1861,  by  declining  to  issue  policies  or  renewals  after 
the  first  day  of  that  month,  on  learning  that  the  Company  was  not 
prepared  to  make  its  statement  at  once,  in  compliance  with  our 
law  ;  though  assured  that  this  would  speedily  be  done,  after  a  fresh 
subscription  and  payment  of  stock,  to  remedy  the  effect  of  some 
heayy  losses.  Assurances  were  at  the  same  time  given  of  the  en- 
tire safety  of  policy  holders,  notwithstanding  some  severe  losses  to 
the  Company ;  assurances  which  were  supported  by  the  payment 
of  a  heavy  loss  at  this  agency  of  82332,  about  one  month  later,  in 
March  9th,  1861.  At  this  time  the  agent  was  desired  to  resume 
business,  but  declined  to  entertain  the  subject  till  the  promised  ar- 
rangements should  be  fully  completed. 

About  five  months  after  this  suspension  of  business  by  the  Rbode 
Island  agent,  the  Company  gave  notice  to  its  policy  holders,  of  its 
embarrassed  condition,  and  took  measures  for  a  general  suspension 
of  business ;  recommending  a  surrender  of  outstanding  policies,  the 
unearned  premiums  thereon  to  be  adjusted  in  the  final  settlement 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Company.  In  consequence  of  the  more  timely 
action  of  the  agent,  already  stated,  this  event  found  comparatively 
few  of  the  policies  outstanding  in  this  State,  and  those  few  having 
^nerally  but  a  short  time  to  run.  The  small  sums  which  were 
due  for  unearned  premiums  on  these  policies,  are  the  only  claims 
of  our  citizens  upon  this  Company  ;  all  losses  at  this  agency  hav- 
ing been  fully  paid. 

This  Company,  w^hile  doing  business  in  this  State,  stated,  in  its 
sworn  returns,  that  its  capital  was  $200,000,  of  which  $138,100 
was  represented  to  be  invested  in  mortgages.  The  President  of  the 
Company  was  represented  to  us  by  gentlemen  in  this  city,  whq 
knew  him,  to  be  a  very  respectable  citizen  of  New  Haven,  who 
with  the  Secretary,  in  both  of  the  years  1859  and  I860  swore,  that 
the  capital  stock  was  paid  in,  in  cash.  The  returns,  in  both  years, 
vrere,  upon  their  face,  quite  satisfactory,  and  if  the  s^tements  coi^t 
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Bared  br  promptly  urging  their  claims.  On  visiting  the  office  in  Julj,  tre 
learned  from  the  acting  president  and  several  f*{  the  directors,  who  gave  us 
access  to  the  books  and  such  vouchers  of  assets  as  were  on  hand,  that  an 
extraordinary  scries  of  losses  in  the  State  of  New  York  had  drawn  heavily 
on  the  company,  and  absorbed  the  most  available  of  the  assets.  What  was 
left  we  found  consisted  of  the  $138,100  of  mortgages,  nearly  all  nol  on  city 
property^  but  on  twenty-four  thousand  acres  of  land  lying  in  the  mountain- 
ous wildemesd  of  Northern  Now  York,  of  little  other  than  historical  value, 
as  holding  the  body  of  that  honored  patriot  whose  soul  is  now  marching  on, 
and  some  $30,009  of  stockholders'  notes,  which  the  directors  pretended  had 
b$en  secured  by  collaterals  of  stock,  but  only  the  absent  secretary  knew  what 
had  become  of  those  collaterals,  or  indeed  of  other  stocks  and  bonds  which 
should  have  been  on  hand,  if  the  statements  filed  in  our  office  had  ever  been 
true.  The  blame  of  the  unaccountable  condition  of  the  company's  assets 
was  emphatically  laid  on  die  absconding  secretary,  and  two  or  three  New 
York  stockholders,  who,  it  jMsemed,  owned  a  majority  of  the  stock.  But  as 
the  notes  were  said  to  be  good,  and  the  highly  respectable  directors  promised 
to  see  to  their  immediate  collection,  to  settle  with  the  Massachusetts  claim- 
ants promptly,  to  cancel  outstanding  policies  and  give  scrip  for  return  pre> 
mium  which  would  bo  paid  as  soon  as  the  affairs  of  the  company  could  bo 
wound  up,  we  took  their  word  for  it,  and  in  the  card  which  we  published 
giving  the  results  of  our  inquiry,  awarded  to  the  New  Haven  directors  an 
innocence  to  which  we  found  afterwards  they  had  very  little  claim. 

The  losses  were  not  settled ;  on  the  contrary,  letters  were  received  by  our 
claimants  from  persons  employed  by  New  Haven  stockholders  who  owed 
the  company,  telling  them  the  concern  was  hopelessly  bankrupt,  and  offer- 
ing to  pay  one  hundred  dollars  for  a  good  claim  of  two  thousand  dollars,  or 
at  about  that  rate.  Kesolved  fully  to  understand  this  new  game,  we  visited 
New  Ha^en  again,  and  then,  outside  of  the  office,  by  inquiry  of  corporations 
whose  stocks  the  State  Fire  Insurance  Company  had  professed  to  own,  we 
discovered  what  tho  directors  had  careful! v  concealed  from  us  on  the  former 
occasion,  as  well  as  from  Mr.  Brewster  when  he  examined  the  office,  and 
from  the  public  at  large,  though  it  is  hardly  possible  that  any  one  of  their 
own  number  could  have  been  ignorant  of  it,  that  at  least  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars of  the  stocks  never  belonged  to  the  State  Fire  Insurance  Company  at 
all.*  They  were  merely  hired  for  a  single  year  to  swear  by  !  During  that 
year  they  were  sworn  by  twice,  at  least,  for  the  special  satisfaction  of  the 
simple-hearted  people  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  use  of  them  cost  the  com- 
pany about  two  thousand  dollars,  or  a  thousand  dollars  for  each  oath.  The 
lenders,  who  got  four  per  cent,  for  allowing  their  stocks  to  be  so  used  for  a 
single  year,  without  any  risk  whatever,  were  told  that  they  were  wanted  as 
ft  ••  temporary  guarantee,"  or  "  preferred  stock  ;*'  for  the  shrewdest  finan- 

*CertifieaieB  of  most  of  the«e  stock*  tiere  made  directly  tn  the  company  for  tiie  sake  of 
appearances,  but  in  »ome  cases  tUis  precaution  was  neglected.  And  in  one  or  two  cases, 
which  arrested  the  attention  of  Mr.  Brewster,  the  esplauatiou  was  ^iven  that  some  gentle- 
men who  were  not  quite  ready  to  pay  fur  their  stock  in  cash,  had  left  these  eertiflcates  with 
liie  company  till  tbey  u-vre  so. 
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cien  in  entering  into  little  arrangements  of  this  sort,  need  to  be  amused  and 
quieted  with  some  kind  of  euphemism.  Before  the  1st  of  April,  18G1,  every 
dollar  of  those  that  had  most  dazzled  us  among  the  sworn  assets  of  the  State 
Fire  Insurance  Company  was  safe  home  again  where  it  belonged,  having  an- 
swered the  whole  purpose  for  which  it  was  hired.  The  company,  without 
these  fifty  thousand  dollars,  might  have  gone  on  prospsrously,  if  it  had  had 
extraordinary  good  luck.  The  painstaking  directors  were  disappointed  in 
this  respect,  and  we  think  they  richly  deserved  to  be." 

Fortunately  tot  those  citizens  of  our  own  State  who  paid  their 
money  to  this  Company  for  what  they  supposed  to  be  good  pro- 
tection for  the  risks  taken  in  Rhode  Island,  they  have  sustained  no 
losses.  There  are  a  few  claims  for  unearned  premiums,  but  the 
losses  which  happened  during  the  year  1800,  were  paid,  and  the 
risks  taken  in  this  State,  we  are  informed,  have  all  expired  or 
nearly  so. 

There  are  a  few  foreign  Insurance  Companies  whose  returns  are 
puhlished  in  this  report  in  relation  to  whose  mortgage  investments 
we  are  now  making  a  rigid  enquiry,  and  have,  through  their  agentf^^ 
proposed  such  searching  questions  as  must,  if  truly  answered  un- 
der oath,  probe  their  resources  to  the  bottom.  Upon  the  answers 
which  we  receive,  we  shall  act.  We  are  determined  to  do  all  in 
our  power  to  render  secure  the  insurance  which  our  citizens  pay 
for  and  ought  to  have.

AN  ACT  TO   INCORPORATE  THE  A.  &  W.  8PRAGUE  MANUFAC- 
TURING COMPANY. 

H  is  enacted  hy  the  General  Asaemb^  asfoUaws : 

Section  1.  Byron  Sprague,  William  Sprague  and 
Amasa  Sprague,  and  their  associates,  successors  and  as- 
signs,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  poUtic, 
under  and  by  the  name  of  the  A.  &.  W.  Sprague  Manu- 
facturing Company,  for  manufacturing  and  printing 
purposes ;  and  by  tiiat  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession ;  and  are  made  capable  in  law  to  have,  possess, 
receive,  hold,  enjoy  and  retain  to  them,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  estates  and  property,  real,  personal  and 
mixed ;  and  the  same  to  manage,  let,  grant,  bargain, 
sell,  convey  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure ;  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended 
against,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  of  equity,  and  before 
all  tribunals  whatever ;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  and  renew  at 
pleasure ;  with  power  to  make  and  put  in  execution  all

Byron  Sprague,  William  Sprague,  Am- 
asa  Sprague  and  Thomas  A.  Whitman,  and  their 
associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  creat- 
ed a  body  corporate  and  politic,  under  and  by  the 
name  of  the  Quidnick  Co.,  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses; and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession ;  and  are  made  capable  in  law  to  have,  possess, 
receive,  hold,  enjoy  and  retain  to  them,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  estates  and  property,  real,  personal  and 
mixed ;  and  the  same  to  manage,  let,  grant,  bargain, 
sell,  convey  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure ;  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended 
against,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  of  equity,  and  before 
all  tribunals  whatever ;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  and  renew  at 
pleasure  ;  with  power  to  make  and  put  in  execution  all 
such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  government  of  said  Corporation,  not  re- 
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pugnant  to  law  or  this  act  of  incorporation ;  and  gen* 
erally  to  do  and  execute  all  acts,  matters  and  things 
which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  privi- 
leges herein  granted 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall

M  is  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembfy  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Byron  Sprague,  Arthur  M.  Kimball,  Am- 
asa  Sprague  and  James  S.  Anthony,  their  associates, 
successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  constituted  and  cre- 
ated a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of 
the  Union  Screw  Co.,  for  manfacturing  screws,  and 
other  manufacturing  purposes  connected  therewith; 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession ; 
and  are  made  capable  in  law  to  have,  possess,  re- 
ceive, hold,  enjoy  and  retain  to  them,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  estates  and  property,  real,  personal  and 
mixed ;  and  the  same  to  manage,  let,  grant,  bargain, 
sell,  convey  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure  ;  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended 
against,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  before 
all  tribunals  whatever ;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  and  renew  at 
pleasure ;  and  shall  have  power  to  make  and  put  in  exe- 
cution such  by-laws  and  recrulations  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  government  of  said  Corporation,  not 
repugnant  to  law  or  this  act  of  incorporation ;  and  gen- 
erally to  do  and  execute  all  acts,  matters  and  things 
which  may  be  necessary  to  cany  into  effect  the  powers 
and  privuiges  herein  granted.  .         ^ 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall 
not  exceed  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
fixed  in  amount  by  a  vote  of  the  Company ;  and  to 
be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.

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provided,  however,  that  no  stockholder  who  may  yfrnh 
to  dispose  of  his  stock,  shall  be  allowed  to  transfer  any 
share  or  shares  of  the  capital  stock  in  said  Corporation, 
without  first  giving  the  refusal  of  the  same  to  the  Cor- 
poration, at  the  price  for  which  he  is  willing  to  selL 

Ssc.  3.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  said 
Corporation  holden  in  the  city  of  Providence,  on  the 
third  Wednesday  of  July,  in  each  year,  for  the  choice 
of  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  who  shall 
respectively  hold  their  offices  during  one  year,  and  un- 
til oliiers  are  chosen  in  their  stead,  unless  removed  by 
death,  incapacity,  or  by  a  vote  of  the  Corporation ;  and 
at  any  legal  meeting,  said  Corporation  may  elect  such 
officers  as  may  be  judged  necessary ;  and  declare  any 
offices  vacant,  and  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  happen  in

The  Grand  Committee  re-assembled  at  35  o'clock,  and 
were  called  to  order  by  Grovemor  Sprague,  when  the 
select  committee  appointed  to  count  tibe  votes  for  gen- 
eral officers,  presented  the  following  report  : 

The  select  committee  appointed  to  count  the  votes 
for  general  officers,  presented  the  following — 

REPORT: 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Grov- 
emor, is  11,264 ;  and  that  5,633  votes  are  necessary  to 
a  choice.  That  11,199  electors  voted  for  William 
Sprague,  of  Providence ;  that  65  electors  voted  scatter- 
ing. They  further  report  that  the  said  William 
Sprague  is  elected  Governor  by  a  majority  of  11,134 
votes  over  all  others. 
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That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Lieu- 
tenant Governor,  is  11,156 ;  and  that  5,579  votes  are 
necessary  to  a  choice.  That  11,100  electors  voted  for 
Samuel  G.  Arnold,  of  Middletown ;  and  that  56  electors 
voted  scattering.  They  further  report  that  the  said 
Samuel  G.  Arnold  is  elected  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  a 
majority  of  11,044  votes  over  all  others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Secre- 
tary of  State,  is  11,250 ;  and  that  5,626  votes  are  neces- 
sary to  a  choice.  That  11,214  electors  voted  for  John 
R  Bartlett,  of  Providence ;  and  that  36  electors  voted 
scattering.  They  further  report  that  the  said  John  R. 
Bartlett  is  elected  Secretary  of  State,  by  a  majority  of 
11,178  votes  over  all  others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Attor- 
ney General,  is  10,842 ;  and  that  5,422  votes  are  neces- 
sary to  a  choice.  That  10,763  electors  voted  for  Wal- 
ter S.  Burges ;  and  that  79  electors  voted  scattering. 
They  further  report  that  Walter  S.  Burges  is  elected 
Attorney  General,  by  a  majority  of  10,684  votes  over 
all  others. 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  voting  for  Gen- 
eral Treasurer,  is  11,242 ;  and  that  5,622  votes  are  ne- 
cessary to  a  choice.  That  Samuel  A.  Parker,  of  New- 
port, received  11,227  votes;  and  that  15  electors  voted 
scattering.  They  further  report  that  Samuel  A.  Parker 
is  elected  General  Treasurer,  by  a  majority  of  11,212 
votes  over  all  others.

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FINAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COUNSEL  FOR  RHODE 
ISLAND,  IN  THE  SUIT  BROUGHT  AGAINST  THE 
STATE  BY  THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSA- 
CHUSETTS. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Oavemar  of  Rhode  Island  : 

The  undersigned,  who  have  heretofore  acted  as  Counsel  for 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  m  the  suit  brought  against  said  State 
by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  in  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  respectiully  submit  their  final  report : 

This  cause  was  brought  to  a  conclusion  by  a  final  decree  en- 
tered in  the  same,  by  the  Supreme  Court,  on  the day  of 

December  last,  to  take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  March,  1862. 
This  decree  was  entered  by  consent ;  and  was  framed  by  the 
Counsel,  under  the  authority  conferred  upon  them  by  the  legis- 
latures of  the  contending  States. 

It  has,  also,  been  subsequently  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of 
both  States ;  and  laws  have  been  passed  to  meet  the  altered  cir- 
cumstances of  the  persons  affected  by  the  decree ;  and  it  has 
been  quietly  and  peaceably  executed  ;  and  the  boundaries  be- 
tween the  States,  upon  this  long-disputed  line,  been  finally  es- 
tablished. 

We  submit  herewith,  a  copy  of  the  record  of  said  case,  as 
printed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  A  number  of  copies  have  been  placed  by  us  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State.  In  connection  with  the  record,  there 
are  some  fiicts  which  we  deem  it  proper  to  state,  in  order  to 
iurnish  a  complete  history  of  the  settlement  of  this  ancient 
litigation. 

When  we,  as  Commissioners  under  the  authority  of  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  General  Assembly,  opened  negotiations  with  the 
Counsel  and  Commissioners  in  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  we  were  met  by  them  in  a  liberal  and  accommo- 
dating spirit,  which  evinced  a  sincere  desire  to  bring  the  contro- 
versy to  an  amicable  conclusion.  Acting  in  concert,  we  procured 
the  passage  of  an  act  of  Congress  authorizing  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  United  States  to  give  the  assent  of  the  United 
States  to  the  adoption  of  a  conventional  line  of  boundary  in  the 
proposed  adjustment  between  the  States.  We  then  examined 
the  boundary  line  itself,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  best 
mode  of  adjustment  would  be  found  in  establishing  a  new  boun- 
dary line,  which  would  best  smt  the  conveniences  and  wishes  of 
the  people  to  be  affected  by  the  change.  In  Fall  River  and  its 
vicinity,  there  was  a  general  desire  that  the  line  should  be  so 
run  as  to  place  them  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts ;  while  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Providence,  the  desire  was  equally  great  to 
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be  transferred  to  Rhode  Island.  Our  earlier  investigations  were 
made  quietly,  and  from  such  information  as  we  could  procure 
from  residents  along  the  line,  without  any  general  canvassing  or 
agitating  the  subject  of  the  proposed  change.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, the  Commissioners  agreed  upon  a  conventional  line, 
and  reported  it  to  the  authorities  of  each  State  in  January, 
1860. 

As  soon  as  this  line  was  generally  known  to  the  people  upon 
the  border,  it  was  found  that  it  did  not  give  the  satisfitction 
which  had  been  expected.  The  principle  upon  which  the  Com- 
missioners had  agreed,  was  founa  to  be  correct ;  but  they  had 
not  carried  it  far  enough  in  its  application.  The  new  line  was 
too  inconveniently  near  the  old  one  to  avoid  all  the  evils  which 
had  been  felt  from  that ;  and  thus  could  not  promise  the  prospeo- 
tive  benefits  which  should  be  derived  from  the  establishment  of 
a  line  free  from  all  the  old  objections.  Amid  the  discussions 
which  had  arisen  from  the  agitation  of  the  subject  before  the 
people  and  the  legislatures,  the  Commisssioners  again  met  and 
agreed  upon  a  new  line,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Greneral  As- 
sembly, at  their  session,  in  January,  1860.  This  line  was  sub- 
sequently ratified  by  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  a  decree  entered  in  the  case  in  conformity  thereto  in 
the  month  of  January,  1861.  This  line  has  also  received  a  rati- 
fication from  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  and  is  the  line 
now  established  by  me  final  decree  of  the  Supreme  Court 

We  can  now  state  with  gratification,  that  this  controversy 
which  has  been  the  subject  of  litigation  and  negotiation  between 
the  two  communities  as  colonies  and  States  for  more  than  one 
hundred  and  forty  years,  is  definitely  and  satisfactorily  settled. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  the  January  session,  1862,  re- 
specting the  new  boundary,  it  has  been  discovered  that  there 
were  some  cases  not  provided  for ;  and  a  supplemental  act  has 
been  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  a  copy  of 
which  we  annex.  We  suggest  that  a  similar  act  should  be 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly. 

We  herewith  submit  the  taxation  of  costs  made  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  under  the  decree,  showing  that  the  State 
of  Rhode  Island  is  liable  to  pay  the  sum  of  thirty-nine  hundred  and 
fifty-one  64  1-2-00  dollars,  to  the  clerk,  engineer  and  others,  as 
appears  in  detail  in  the  bill  of  costs.  It  is  necessary  that  an  ap- 
propriation should  be  made,  to  provide  for  these  expenses.  The 
State  of  Massachusetts  has  made  an  appropriation  for  the  pay- 
ment of  her  share.  It  is  also  necessary  that  monuments  should 
be  set  up  at  the  angles  of  the  lines  where  the  surveyors  have  set 
up  stakes,  or  other  temporary  bounds.  Unless  this  should  be 
done  during  the  coming  summer,  these  temporary  guides  may 
be  removed  and  destroyed,  and  an  entire  re-survey  of  the  line 
would  be  required  before  the  monuments  could  be  set  in  the 
proper  places.    We  are  informed  by  the  engineers  that  the  sum 
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of  five  hundred  dollars  will  cover  the  portion  of  expense  charge- 
able to  the  State  for  the  monuments  and  the  setting  of  the  same, 
in  case  they  are  not  obliged  to  make  a  re*«urvey. 

We  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  Your  Excellency  and  of 
the  Genend  Assembly  to  the  statements  of  accounts  herewith 
submitted.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONER  OF  THE  NARRA- 

GANSETT  TRIBE  OF  INDIANS. 


To  the  Son,  0-eneral  Assembly 

of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island: 


Mat  Session,  1862. 


The  Commissioner  of  the  Narragansett  tribe  of  Indians  in  the 
town  of  Charlestown,  respectfully  makes  the  following  report : 

Perhaps  not  more  than  two  hundred  persons  are  now  recog- 
nized as  belonging  to  the  tribe ;  and  not  all  of  these  reside  upon 
Indian  land,  or  in  the  town  of  Charlestown.  Not  one  Indian  of 
pure  blood :  and  very  few,  if  any,  half-bloods  are  left.  A  very 
c<»isiderable  number,  doubtless,  if  not  all,  have  a  greater  or  less 
admixture  of  Indian  blood ;  but  in  a  variety  of  cases,  the  African 
blood  predominates. 

A  manifest  improvement  is  believed  to  have  taken  place  with- 
in the  last  twenty-five  years.  Several  comfortable  houses  have 
been  built  within  that  period  ;  a  number  of  which  are  painted, 
and  of  very  respectable  appearance. 

It  is  believea  that  a  much  greater  proportion  of  the  members 
of  the  tribe  can  read  and  write,  than  could  do  so  twenty,  or  even 
ten  years  ago.  Arithmetic  and  geography  are  also  taught  in 
their  school ;  and  several  of  the  younger  members  have  already 
made  considerable  proficiency  in  these  branches.  It  is  safe  to 
say,  I  think,  that  a  majority  of  them  have  no  lack  of  the  neces- 
saries of  life  ;  and  not  a  few  of  them  have  their  tables  liberally 
supplied,  not  only  with  these,  but  also  with  luxuries.  In  a 
word,  they  live  better,  dress  better,  and  are  better  educated  than 
formerly,  lUid  what  is  of  still  greater  importance,  they  are  more 
temperate.  Very  many  of  them  are  industrious ;  but  few  are 
disposed  to  cultivate  much  land ;  preferring  to  work  out  by  the 
day,  on  the  farms  of  neighboring  white  inhabitants.  In  conse- 
quence of  this,  only  a  small  part  of  their  lands  is  under  cultiva- 
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tion ;  the  larger  portion  either  lying  waste,  or  having  grown  over 
with  brush  or  wood  of  a  larger  growth.  A  considerable  number 
of  the  more  industrious  and  enterprising  work  at  stone  masonry, 
for  which  business  they  show  great  adaptation.  Several  othei's 
are  noted  for  their  skill  in  building  stone  fences  ;  and  still  others 
apply  themselves  to  the  business  of  fishing,  in  its  season.  Bas- 
ket making  is  not  an  extinct  art  among  them  ;  but  during  the 
winter  season  is  prosecuted  to  some  extent  by  several  persons  of 
both  sexes. 

I  may  add  here,  that  they  have  recently  erected  a  commodi- 
ous and  substantial  house  of  worship.  It  is  built  of  stone,  and  is 
of  good  appearance.  I  may  also  add  that  the  school  house  has 
been  recently  repaired,  and  is  in  good  order.  The  public  lands 
of  the  tribe  consist  of  a  cedar  swamp,  containing  six  hundred  or 
eight  hundred  acres  ;  which,  owing  to  wasteful  and  improvident 
management  for  at  least  half  a  century,  is  now  very  sparsedly 
covered  with  cedar  and  other  kinds  of  timber.  Could  this 
swamp  remain  untouched  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  it  would 
doubtless  become  heavily  timbered,  and  eventually  be  found  the 
most  valuable  property  of  the  tribe.  The  other  tracts  of  land 
belonging  to  the  tribe,  are  the  Fort  Neck  lot,  of  some  two  hun- 
dred acres,  and  the  Phillips  wood  lot. 

The  first  of  these  is  very  pleasantly  situated  on  the  Post 
Road  ;  and  is  bounded  southerly  by  the  Salt  Pond.  It  contains 
the  ruins  of  an  ancient  fort,  and  the  graves  of  several  of  the 
Ninegrets  the  last  of  the  royal  line  of  this  tribe.  The  Phillips 
lot  contains  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  acres ;  some  part  of 
which  is  well  wooded,  but  a  considerable  part  has  been  clean  cut. 
The  public  lands  of  the  tribe  are  by  no  means  profitable  ;  and 
no  doubt  is  entertained  that  a  part  of  them  at  least,  might  be 
sold,  and  the  proceeds  invested  in  stocks,  that  would  pay  a  much 
higher  rate  of  interest.  But  it  is  perhaps  questionable  if  such  a 
coui*se  would  be  best. 

The  instability  of  most  kinds  of  property  other  than  real  es- 
tate, is  every  day  becoming  more  apparent.  If  this  tribe  is  to 
remain  longer  upon  their  native  soil,  they  seem  to  require  some 
permanent  capital  to  meet  their  current  expenses. 

The  business  of  the  tribe  is  conducted  by  a  Council,  elected 
by  the  tribe ;  whose  powers  and  duties  (aside  from  those  of  the 
Commissioner,  which  seem  to  be  quite  limited,  and  to  a  consid- 
erable extent  advisory),  are  the  settlement  of  the  estates  of  de- 
ceased persons,  renting  the  public  or  tribe  lands,  granting  per- 
mits to  individual  members  to  cut  cedar,  or  other  timber  from 
the  public  cedar  swamp,  selling  wood  from  such  lands  as  have 
reverted  to  the  tribe  by  extinction  of  heirs,  approbating  leases 
between  parties  in  certain  cases,  as  when  one  or  the  other  is 
deemed  incompetent,  &c.,  &c.  These  powers  and  duties  are 
held  and  exercised  by  virtue  of  ancient  usage,  and  the  acknow- 
ledged regulations  of  the  tribe.     The  public  moneys  of  the  tribe 
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arising  from  rents  of  public  or  tribe  lands,  are  said  to  be  applied 
to  the  support  of  their  paupers,  and  for  funeral  expenses  of  per- 
sons whose  friends  are  unable  to  defray  the  same. 

The  Council  fees  are  also  paid  from  this  frind. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commissioner,  as  prescribed  by 
Statute,  are  as  follows  (the  duties  of  the  Commissioner,  as  relat- 
ing to  ijtiose  exercised  by  the  Council,  are  only  advisory)  : 

^^  He  shall  superintend  the  affiurs  of  the  tribe ;  shall  bring  in 
his  own  name,  all  actions  in  behalf  of  the  tribe,  shall  settle  all 
controversies  among  its  membei*s  relating  to  their  estates,  real  or 
personal,  or  to  any  other  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
General  Assembly  ;  and  shall  enforce  all  laws  made  for  the  pre- 
vention of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  among  the  members  of 
the  tribe,  and  for  the  protection  and  security  thereof.  He  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  report  to  the  General  Assembly  the  condition 
of  the  tribe,  and  any  other  &cts  relating  thereto. 

He  shall  bring  in  his  own  name,  any  action  necessary  to  re- 
cover damages  for  flowage  or  other  trespass,  done  by  any  Indian 
or  other  person  whatever,  to  any  land  belonging  to  the  tribe,  or 
to  any  Indian  land,  the  owner  of  which  may  be  under  age,  ab- 
sent or  unknown. 

He  may  compromise  any  such  action,  and  receive  the  dam- 
ages for  the  benefit  of  whom  it  may  concern." 

The  Commissioner  is  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that,  so  far  as 
he  is  aware,  the  relations  between  the  members  of  the  tribe 
and  himself,  have  hitherto  been  amicable ;  and  that  he  has  been 
able  to  settle  all  controversies  which  have  arisen  during  the  time 
he  has  held  the  office  of  Commissioner ;  and  that  no  suits  at  law 
have  been  brought  during  that  period,  either  in  behalf  of,  or 
against  the  tribe.

REPORT  OP  THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Q-eneral  Assemblt/  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  at  the 
January  session^  A.  D.  1862 : 

The  undersigned.  Railroad  Commissioners,  have  the  honor  to 
report,  that  they  met  at  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor,  in  the 
city  of  Providence,  on  the  10th  day  of  June,  1861,  for  the  pur- 


pose  of  oivanization ;  luTiiig  been  elected  by  your  honorable 
body,  at  tne  May  session.  Daniel  C.  Hiscox,  of  Washington 
county,  was  chosen  chairman ;  and  William  J.  Miller,  secre- 
tary. The  Superintendents  of  the  Bereral  Railroads,  chartered 
wiUiin  this  State,  were  notified  of  our  organisition. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissionera  on  the  13th  of  August, 
the  death  of  Daniel  C.  Hiscox,  chairman  of  the  Board,  was  an- 
nounced. Whereupon,  John  Gould,  of  Middletown,  was  elect- 
ed chairman. 

At  a  meeUng,  held  on  the  4th  of  November,  Samuel  Rodman, 
of  South  Kingstown,  appeared  as  Commissioner,  having  been  ap- 
pointed by  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Daniel  C.  Hiscox. 

No  general  examination  of  the  Railroads  was  had  until  bll,  as 
we  were  informed,  at  our  first  meeting,  that  the  usual  spring  ex- 
aminations had  been  made  by  the  ola  Board  of  Commissionera. 
We  commenced  on  the  6tn  of  November,  hj  examining  the 
Railroad  tracks  and  crossings,  in  the  ^Hcinity  of  the  general  de- 
pot, at  the  Cove ;  converung  with  the  gate-tenders,  as  to  their 
duties  and  instmctions.     Found  eveiy  tiling  satisfitctoiy. 

On  the  7th  of  November,  took  a  special  train  on  the  Worces- 
ter Railroad,  accompanied  by  Earl  P.  Mason,  Esq.,  President, 
and  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Taber.  Passed  over  the  road  to 
the  State  line,  and  found  it  in  good  order.  Returned  to  Provi- 
dence at  4  1-2  o'clock,  P.  MT,  and  dedded  to  make  a  more 
thorough  examination  of  the  two  bridges  at  Valley  Falls,  at 
some  future  day. 

On  the  8th  of  November,  examined  the  bridge  of  the  Boston 
Railroad,  at  India  Point ;  and  tested  its  strengUi  by  the  passing 
of  a  heavy  locomotive  over  it  several  times.  After  which,  took 
hand-cars  on  the  Bristol  Railroad;  and  accompanied  by  the  Su- 
perintendent, Mr.  Stone,  and  the  road  master,  Mr.  Boyden, 
passed  over  the  entire  length  of  the  i*oad,  to  Bristol.     Found  the 
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On  the  16th  and  21st  of  November,  in  boats,  passed  under 
and  examined  the  railroad  bridges  over  the  Cove  and  river  in 
this  city.  Found  them  in  a  safe  condition,  and  the  piles  on 
which  they  are  built,  sound  and  firee  from  worms. 

On  the  lOth  of  December,  took  a  train  to  Valley  Falls, 
and  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  railroad  bridges  on 
the  Worcester  road,  at  that  place.  These  bridges  are  not 
covered,  and  have  been  in  wear  ever  since  the  road  was 
built.  They  are  weather-worn,  and  show  many  marks  of 
decay.  We  had  felt  some  anxiety  in  relation  to  them,  and 
had  previously,  during  the  season,  visited  them  several  times* 
Om*  ei^aminations  of  this  day,  satisfied  us  that  these  bridges 
are  stronger  and  more  substantial  than  their  impearance  indi- 
cates ;  and  for  the  present  are  safe  for  travel.  The  officers 
of  the  road  assiu^  us  they  intend  to  re-place  these  bridges 
by  new  and  substantial  structures,  early  in  the  coming  sea- 
son.    This  should  certainly  be  done. 

This  completed  our  examination  of  the  roads. 

We  have  also  to  report,  that  we  have  received  official  no- 
tice of  four  railroad  accidents,  since  entering  upon  our  duties. 
The  first  occurred  on  the  1st  of  August,  on  the  Hartford 
Road,  near  Greene's  Station.  The  name  of  the  person  in- 
jured was  Horace  N.  Withey,  residing  with  his  mother,  in 
Foster,  near  the  Coventry  line.  Eight  witnesses  were  exam- 
ined, and  the  testimony  clearly  indicated  that  no  blame  should 
attach  to  the  employees  of  the  road.  They  first  discovered 
the  individual  Iving  on  the  track;  but  not  in  time  to  stop 
the  train  until  it  had  passed  entirely  over  him,  causing  inju- 
ries which  proved  &tal.  He  was  demented  by  sickness,  be- 
ing subject  to  fits,  ^'  &lling  in  them,"  as  one  of  the  witnesses 
testified.  The  accident  occurred  on  Thursday  morning,  Au- 
gust 1st,  at  about  9  o'clock;  and  Withey  survived  until 
about  1  o'clock,  on  Saturday  morning,  August  3d.  He  re- 
ceived all  the  attention  from  the  officers  of  the  road,  that  his 
case  demanded.    He  was  24  years  of  age. 

The  second  accident  occurred  on  the  9th  of  September, 
at  about  6  1-4  o'clock,  P.  M.,  on  the  Bristol  Road,  on  ^^  Bow- 
ers Cove."  William  M.  Pearce,  while  standing  or  walking 
near  the  rails,  was  struck  by  the  passing  train,  and  knockea 
down  the  embankment,  receiving  a  severe  fracture  of  the  hip 
bone.  He  was  seen  by  the  engineer  to  cross  the  track  and 
step  outside  the  rails,  before  the  train  came  up ;  and  the  latter 
was  not  aware  that  he  had  been  struck,  until  informed  by  the 
person  on  the  other  side  of  the  locomotive.  The  train  was 
stopped  and  backed  to  the  place  of  the  accident,  and  the  injured 
man  taken  on  board,  and  carried  to  WaiTen,  where  he  re- 
ceived proper  medical  attention,  at  the  expense  of  the  Rail- 
road Company.  The  man  was  intoxicated.  One  of  the  Com- 
missioners was  on  the  train  at  the  time  of  the  occurrence, 
and  at  once  inquired  into   all   the  circumstances  of  the  case. 
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The  injared  man  had  no  one  but  himself  to  blame.  The  case 
was  so  plain,  that  any  further  investigation  bj  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  was  deemed  necessary. 

The  third  accident  occurred  on  the  28th  of  September,  at 
15  minutes  past  1  o'clock,  P.  M.,  at  the  ^  High  House  Cross- 
ing," on  the  Stonin^n  Railroad.  Ten  witnesses  were  exam- 
ined in  this  case ;  and  the  following  fiicts  were  elicited : 

Silas  S.  Hathaway,  a  farmer,  of  Cranston,  was  on  his  way  to  the 
shore,  with  a  horse  and  wagon,  for  sea-weed,  and  arrived  at  the 
crossingat  the  moment  of  the  passing  of  the  ^^  Greenwich  special " 
train  to  rrovidence,  causing  a  collision.  Mr.  Hathaway  was  thrown 
from  the  wagon,  and  badly  injured ;  the  horse  had  a  leg  broken, 
and  was  afterwards  killed  ;  and  the  wagon  was  made  a  complete 
wreck.  There  is  a  long  and  deep  cut  below  the  crossing,  en- 
tirely concealing  the  train  from  view  from  the  road  by  which 
Mr.  Hathaway  was  approaching  it.  The  testimony,  as  to  the 
blowing  of  the  whistle,  and  ringm^  of  the  bell,  as  notes  of  warn- 
ing, on  approaching  the  crossing,  by  the  train,  is  somewhat  con- 
flicting ;  and  your  Commissioners  are  unable  to  decide  the  point. 
The  employees  on  the  train  and  one  passenger  testify  positively 
to  both ;  while  two  other  witnesses,  whose  testimony  seems  to 
be  entitled  to  entire  credence,  and  who  were  in  positions  so  near 
the  road,  that  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  the  whistle  being 
sounded  without  their  hearing  it ;  and  one  of  whom  had  his 
attention  called  to  the  approaching  train  by  his  little  boy, 
state  that  they  heard  neither  the  whistle  or  bell,  until  at  the 
crossing,  they  heard  the  whistle,  or  as  one  testified  '^  ttvo  toots," 
to  "  break  up."  This  "  High  House  Crossing  "  is  much  used, 
and  is  an  important  and  dangerous  one ;  and  your  Commis- 
sioners are  unanimously  of  the  opinion,  that  other  safe-guards 
for  the  protection  of  the  public,  should  be  placed  there. 

The  fourth  accident  occurred  on  the  Providence  and  Worces- 
ter Road,  between  Pawtucket  and  Central  Falls  Stations,  on 
Saturday  evening,  October  19th,  resulting  in  severe  injuries  to 
Ann  Ferguson,  residing  at  Valley  Falls.  Three  witnesses  were 
examined.  The  &cts  elicited  were,  that  the  woman  was  drunk, 
lying  upon  the  track  of  the  road,  and  was  run  over  by  a  horse- 
car,  driven  by  two  hand-cars,  on  which  certain  employees  of 
the  road  were  returning  to  Central  Falls,  from  their  labors  of 
the  day.  The  weather  was  stormy,  and  it  was  so  near  dark, 
that  an  object  upon  the  road  could  be  seen  only  a  short  distance 
ahead.  As  soon  as  the  woman  was  discovered,  efforts  were 
made  to  stop  the  cai*s,  but  were  not  successful,  until  one  of  the 
wheels  of  the  horse-car  had  passed  over  her.  We  exonerate  the 
employees  of  the  road  from  all  responsibility  for  the  accident. 

In  all  the  cases  investigated,  we  visited  the  localities  where 
the  accidents  occurred,  before  proceeding  to  an  investigation 
of  them. 

Tour  Commissioners  cannot  close  this  Report,  without  calling 
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attention  to  the  &ct,  that  three  of  the  fonr  accidents  recorded 
by  us,  were  occasioned  by  the  individuals  walking  upon  the  track 
of  the  roads.  This  practice  is  so  general,  that  we  are  not  pre- 
pared to  recommend  legislation  to  prohibit  it ;  nevertheless,  we 
cannot  but  regard  it  as  dangerous  and  reprehensible.  It  is  also 
a  source  of  great  anxiety  and  embarrassment  to  the  officers  of 
the  trains.  If  those  who  still  persist  in  the  practice,  would,  on 
seeing  or  hearing  an  approaching  train,  promptly  step  outside 
the  rails,  they  would  relieve  the  engineers  of  their  fears,  and 
save  themselves  from  peril.

REPORT  OF  THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembltf^ 

at  the  May  Senmn^  A.  i>.  1862 : 

The  undersigned.  Railroad  Commissioners,  have  the  honor  to 
state,  that  since  our  last  Report  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  the 
late  January  session,  we  have  made  a  thorough  examination  of 
the  tracks  and  bridges  of  the  Railroads  lying  within  this  State, 
and  find  them  in  good  condition.  The  long  bridge  at  Valley 
Falls,  on  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad,  about  which 

^our  Commissioners  have  felt  some  anxiety,  is  being  replaced 
y  a  new  and  substantial  structure ;  and  the  small  bridge,  at  the 
same  place,  is  to  be  strengthened  and  repaired.  These  improve- 
ments will  put  the  Worcester  Road  in  excellent  order.    * 

The  **  High  House  Crossing,"  on  the  Providence  and  Ston- 
ington  Railroad,  in  the  town  of  Warwick,  regarded  by  vour 
Commissioners  as  dangerous,  can  be  rendered  comparatively 
safe,  by  taking  off  the  bank  above  and  below  said  crossing. 
This,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Railroad  assures  us,  shful 
promptly  be  done.  The  town  of  Warwick,  at  a  very  moderate 
expense,  could  close  up  this  crossing,  without  inconvenience  to 
the  public. 

Your  Commissioners  have  recommended  to  the  Stonington 
and  Hartford  Railroads,  that  a  gate  should  be  placed,  or  a  nag- 
man  stationed,  at  the  street  crossing  in  the  city  of  Providence, 
which  leads  to  the  Bumside  Rifle  Factory.  The  Hartford  Road 
has  responded,  by  expressing  its  readiness  to  co-operate  with

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the  Stonington  Road,-  in  placing  a  flag-man  at  said  crossing. 
The  Stonington  Road  has  not  yet  acquiesced  in  the  re- 
commendation. 

Since  our  last  Report,  we  have  heen  notified  of  three  Railroad 
accidents. 

The  first  occurred  on  the  19th  of  March,  1862,  near  Paw- 
tucket,  on  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad.  Charles  Hol- 
land, brakeman,  was  knocked  from  the  top  of  a  car,  while  pass- 
ing under  a  bridge,  and  several  cars  passed  over  him,  killing 
him  instantly.  No  blame  attaches  to  the  Company  for  his 
death. 

The  second  accident  occurred  on  the  7th  of  April,  1862,  on 
the  Providence  and  Hartford  Railroad,  near  Benedict  Pond,  in 
Cranston.  John  Fitzpatrick,  residing  on  Fenner  Avenue,  in 
Providence,  stepped,  or,  as  the  evidence  went  to  show,  staggered 
upon  the  track,  in  front  of  the  engine,  when  the  train  was  going 
at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  miles  per  hour.  He  was  instantly 
killed.     It  was  the  afternoon  passenger  train  from  Hartford. 

The  third  accident  occurred  on  the  80th  April,  on  the  Boston 
and  Providence  Railroad,  near  the  Webster  street  crossing,  in 
the  city  of  Providence.  A  boy,  about  six  years  old,  named 
William  Sheridan,  standing  too  near  the  tracuc,  was  struck  by 
the  locomotive,  and  received  a  severe  but  not  dangerous  scalp 
wound.  The  engineer  did  not  discover  the  child  in  time  to 
stop  the  train.

CHAPTER  419. 

OF  THE  ENROLLMENT  OF  THE  MILITIA, 

iZ  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembfy  asfottaws : 

Section  !•  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  councils  Syj^J^ 
of  the  several  towns,  and  the  boards  of  aldermen  of  the  ^^  »^^ 
several  cities,  to  cause  to  be  made  out  in  the  month  of 
April,  and  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  thereof  in  each 
year,  a  roll  of  the  names  of  all  persons  Uving  within 
the  respective  limits  of  such  towns  or  cities,  between 
the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  who  are  liable 
to  be  enrolled  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
who  are  not  exempted  from  the  performance  of  military 
duty  by  the  provisions  of  this  title ;  which  list  shall  be 
arranged  alphabetically,  and  shall  be  delivered  into  the 
hands  of  the  clerks  of  the  several  towns  and  cities,  who 
shall  seasonably,  and  before  the  third  Monday  of  May 
following,  record  such  roll  in  a  book  specially  toT)e  kept 
for  that  purpose.

teers;  and  the  body  of  every  officer,  non-commissioned 
oflScer,  private,  and  musician,  who  shall  be  mustered  in- 
to the  service  of  the  United  States,  as  a  part  of  the

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  councils 
of  the  several  towns,  and  the  boards  of  aldermen  of  the 
several  cities,  to  cause  to  be  made  out,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  of  may  in  each  year,  a  roll  of  the  names 
of  all  persons  living  within  the  respective  limits  of  such 
towns  or  cities,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty- 
five  years,  who  are  liable  to  be  enrolled  by  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  who  are  not  exempted  from  the 
performance  of  military  duty  by  the  laws  of  this  State  or 
of  the  United  States,  which  list  shall  be  arranged  al- 
phabetically, and  shall  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of 
the  clerks  of  the  several  towns  and  cities,  who  shall 
seasonably  and  before  the  first  Monday  of  June  follow 
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ing,  record  such  roll  in  a  book  specially  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose. 

Sec.  2..  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  clerks  of  the  several 
towns  and  cities,  after  recording  the  names  of  the 
persons  so  enrolled,  to  forthwith  expose  copies  of  such 
rolls  to  view,  by  causing  the  same  to  be  posted  up  in 
their  respective  offices ;  in  three  or  more  public  places 
in  their  respective  towns,  in  each  ward  of  their  respect- 
ive cities  and  voting  districts,  and  which  roll  shall  be 
open  to  the  examination  of  any  person  at  all  reasonable 
hours. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  returns  of  the  militia  so  enrolled 
shall  be  transmitted,  on  or  before  the  second  Monday 
of  June  in  each  year,  by  the  clerks  of  the  several 
towns  and  cities,  to  the  brigade  inspector  for  the  dis- 
trict within  which  such  town  or  city  is  situated,  who

Every  town  or  city  whose  town  council  or 
board  of  alderman  shaU  neglect  or  refuse  in  due  time 
to  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  or  roll  of  all  persons  lia- 
ble to  be  enrolled  in  the  miUtia,  within  the  limits  of 
the  town  or  city  for  which  such  town  council  or  board 
of  aldermen  is  elected,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
place  the  same  in  due  time,  in  the  hands  of  the  town 
or  city  clerk  for  record  and  return,  shall  be  liable  for 
every  such  offence,  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  by  indictment  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  in  the  county  in  which  such  town  or  city 
is  located. 

Sec.  5.  Any  town  or  city  clerk,  who  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  record  said  list  or  roll  of  names,  or  to  make 
due  return  of  the  same  to  the  brigade  inspector,  or  to 
post  up  the  same  as  required  by  section  two  of  this  act, 
shall  for  every  such  refusal  or  neglect,  be  Uable  to  a 
fine  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  county 
where  such  offender  lives.

cial and  executive,  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States ;  the  members  of  both  Houses  of  Congress  and 
their  respective  officers;  all  Custom  House  Officers 
with  their  clerks ;  all  Post  officers  and  stage  drivers 
who  are  employed  in  the  care  and  conveyance  of  the 
mail  of  the  Post  Office  of  the  United  States ;  all  ferry- 
men employed  at  any  ferry  on  the  Post  road;  all  in- 
spectors of  exports ;  all  pilots  and  all  mariners  actual- 
ly employed  in  the  sea  service  of  any  citizen  or  mer- 
chant within  the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  Persons  of  the  following  descriptions  only, 
and  that  for  so  long  only  as  they  shall  remain  of  such  de- 
scription, shall  be  exempted  from  the  performance  of 
miUtary  duty,  to  wit :  The  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
CoMct  and  Court  of  Common  Pleas ;  the  Secretary  of 
state  ;  the  Attorney  General,  the  General  Treasurer, 
the  State  Auditor,  the  Sheriff  of  each  county ;  town 
and  ci€y  Clerks  ;  persons  employed  in  the  Butler  Hos- 
pital having  the  imediate  charge  of  insane  persons,  not 
exceeding  one  attendant  to  eight  of  the  patients  in 
said  hospital,  the  two  physicians  regularly  employed  at 
said  Butler  Hospital ;  the  warden  of  the  State's  prison ; 
the  superintendant  and  assistant  superintendant  of  the 
Beform  School ;  and  all  persons  belonging  to  the  Society 
of  Friends,  commonly  called  Quakers ;  provided,  how-

The  rolls  of  the  two  Houses  were  separately  called,  when  a 

Juorum  of  both  answered  to  their  names.  The  Governor  stated 
lie  purpose  for  which  the  two  Houses  had  met  in  Grand  Com* 
mittee,  and  read  the  resignation  of  the  Hon.  James  F.  Simmons. 
The  Governor  then  read  that  portion  of  the  law  of  this  State, 
which  provides  for  the  manner  of  electing  a  Senator  of  the 
United  States.  Ballots  were  distributed  to  each  of  the  members. 
Mr.  Updike,  of  Providence,  nominated  His  Honor  Lieutenant 
Governor  Samuel  G.  Arnold,  as  a. candidate  for  the  vacancy 
in  the  United  States  Senate  from  this  State.

term  of  ofSce  expiring  on  the  fourth  of  March  next. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Van  Slyck,  the  Grwd  Committee  rose  and 
the  two  houses  separated, 
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Commniiication  from  His  Excellency,  Oov.  Sprague,  relative 
to  the  enrollment  in  this  State,  the  proposed  Draft,  the  troops 
fiimished  by  the  State,  correspondence  with  the  War  Depart- 
ment, etc.

I  submit  to  the  two  Houses,  Orders  from  the  War  Department, 
which  will  explain  to  you  the  course  which  I  have  found  it  my 
duty  to  pursue,  in  relation  to  the  Draft  of  men  in  this  State  for 
the  Army  of  the  United  States.  If  my  course  of  action  hereto- 
fore has  not  been  understood,  it  wiU  be  plainly  perceived  on  a 
perusal  of  these  despatches,  that  I  have  acted  as  the  circumstances 
required  under  the  orders  of  superior  authority,  the  Hon.  Secre- 
tary of  War. 

In  his  despatch  of  August  5th,  1862,  marked  (A),  he  issues 
Orders  for  a  Draft,  and  states,  also,  that  any  surplus  nun^r  of 
men  our  State  may  have  ftimished  heretofore,  over  and  above 
her  quota,  should  oe  credited  to  her  in  making  the  Draft. 

The  despatch  of  July  7th,  names ,  one  Regiment  as  a  part  of 
our  quota,  and  which  by  a  verbal  communication  made  to  me  by 
the  Department,  I  was  assured  was  all  that  would  be  required  of 
our  State  in  the  call  for  three  hundred  thousand  Volunteers.  At 
that  time  with  two  Regiments  of  Infantry  and  a  Battery  in  the 
field  for  three  month's  service,  our  number  of  men  in  the  field 
amounted  to  all  that  should  have  been  required  of  us  in  a  levv 
of  eleven  hundred  thousand  troops,  as  per  statement  of  the  Aa- 
jutant  General  of  Rhode  Island,  marked  No.  1.,  and  two  hun- 
dred twenty-seven  men  in  excess. 

The  de^^tch  of  August  14th,  marked  (C),  while  giving  or- 
ders respecting  the  Draft  to  be  made,  informs  us,  that  m  contrar 
diction  to  that  marked  (A),  no  surplus  heretofore  ftimished  by 
the  State  will  be  placed  to  her  credit. 

The  despatch  marked  (D),  states  the  number  of  men  to  be 
raised  to  fill  up  the  old  Regiments  of  the  State,  in  obedience  to 
the  call  for  five  hundred  thousand  for  three  years'  service. 

The  despatch  marked  (E),  states  our  quotas  for  each  of  the 
calls  for  Volunteers  and  drafted  MOitia,  and  in  the  despatch  of 
August  27th,  marked  (F),  we  are  informed  by  the  Secretary  of 
War,  that  Volunteers  will  not  be  accepted  for  nine  months'  ser- 
vice in  the  place  of  drafted  men.  During  all  this  time  inquiries 
have  almost  daily  been  made  by  the  War  Department,  as  to  the 
progress  we  were  making,  relative  to  the  Draft. 

The  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  has  this  day  desired  me  to 
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unite  with  him  in  a  request  to  the  War  Department,  to  give 
credit  in  the  Draft,  for  Seamen  who  have  enUsted  in  the  Naval 
Service  of  the  United  States  from  the  several  States.  To  this 
request  I  shall  accede. 

One  motive  of  my  action  in  procuring  the  acceptance  of  all 
the  Rhode  Island  Volunteers  I  could,  was  to  prevent  the  neces- 
sity of  a  Draft  in  this  State.  And  it  will  be  seen  by  the  state- 
ments, herewith  submitted,  that  had  the  War  Department  acted 
as  at  first  proposed,  such  would  have  been  the  result.  I  am  still 
desirous  to  prevent  that  necessity,  and  willing  to  assume  any 
responsibility  in  the  matter  that  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

1  submit  these  documents  to  your  consideration,  with  a  request 
that,  should  you  deem  it  proper,  you  will  pass  a  bill  empowering 
me  to  receive  Volunteers  for  nine  months'  service,  as  substitutes 
for  those  who  may  be  drafted,  who  may  be  unable  to  procure 
substitutes  for  themselves,  and  are  not  desirous  of  entering  the 
service.  I  would  also  suggest  that  the  State  authorities  be  em- 
powered to  offer  the  same  amount  of  assistance  to  the  fiuniUes  of 
persons  enlisted  from  other  States,  into  the  Raiments  of  this 
State,  as  is  or  may  be  allowed  in  those  States  to  the  families  of 
soldiers  enlisted  into  Regiments  of  such  States. 

I  also  suggest  that  the  Commissioner  to  be  appointed  under 
an  Act  now  before  the  Assembly,  be  a  permanent  officer,  with  a 
salary  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars,  to  attend  to  all 
claims  of  discharged  soldiers,  and  to  superintend  the  obtaining 
the  pay  of  soldiers,  and  the  distribution  of  the  same  among  their 
fiimilies  through  the  Allotment  Commissioners. 

In  order  to  come  to  a  more  speedy  conclusion  as  to  the  matter 
now  in  discussion,  I  respectfidly  suggest  that,  as  three  hundred 
dollars  has  been  submitted  as  a  proper  amount  of  bounty  for  the 
three  years  service,  this  amount  be  assumed  by  the  State  for  all 
towns  which  have  paid  bounties  of  that  amount  and  upwards, 
under  the  call  for  three  hundred  thousand  Volunteers,  and  the 
actual  expenditure  of  those  towns  which  have  paid  less  than  the 
said  sum,  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  Commissioner  before  men-> 
tioned,  and  the  bonds  of  the  State  be  issued  to  them  for  the 
same. 

I  also  respectfully  request  that  the  Assembly  take  up  the  Mili- 
tary Bill,  and  either  by  amendments  or  as  a  whole,  pass  the 
same.  This  will  give  to  the  State  some  efficient  system  upon 
which  to  base  future  operations.

Sir  :  —  The  following  Order  has  this  day  been  issued  —  Or- 
dered fii-st,   that  a  Draft  of  three  hundred  thousand  (800,000) 
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men  be  immediately  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
to  serve  for  nine  months,  unless  sooner  discharged.  The  Secre- 
tary of  War  will  assign  the  quotas  to  the  States  and  establish 
regulations  for  the  Draft.  Second,  that  if  any  State  shall  not  b^ 
the  eighteenth  (18th)  of  August,  furnish  its  quota  of  the  addi- 
tional three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  Volunteers,  authorised 
by  law,  the  deficiency  of*  Volunteers  in  that  State,  will  also  be 
made  up  by  special  Draft  from  the  Militia.  The  Secretary  of 
War  will  establish  regcdations  for  that  purpose.  Instructions 
will  be  sent  in  a  few  days.  The  whole  number  of  troops  sent 
by  the  several  States  will  be  estimated  and  apportioned,  and  any 
surplus  Aimished  by  a  State  above  its  proportion  will  be  credited 
to  the  Draft.

TO  EXAMINE  INTO  THE  CONDITION  OF  THE 
MERCANTILE  BANK,  IN  THE  CITY  OF  PROVI- 
DENCE. 

Provtoence,  August  26, 1862. 

To  the  Honorable  general  Adsembhf : 

The  undersigned)  Special  Commissioners,  appointed  by  the 
Governor  of  the  State,  on  the  14th  of  July  last,  to  examine  the 
condition  of  the  Mercantile  Bank  of  Providence,  hereby  report : 

That  in  pursuance  of  such  appointment,  and  having  been  duly 
engaged  to  the  &ithfiil  performance  of  the  duties  thereof,  we  im- 
mediately proceeded  to  the  examination  of  #he  affairs  and  condi- 
tion of  said  Bank  Upon  a  careful  and  thorough  investigation  of 
the  condition  and  proceedings  of  said  Bank,  we  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  situation  of  the  Bank  was  altogether  unsafe  and 
onsatis&ctory,  that  a  majority  of  the  stock  of  the  Bank  had  been 
purchased  by  residents  of  New  York  city,  with  the  view  of  con- 
trolling the  affairs  of  said  institution.  We  at  once  directed  that 
all  the  bills  of  said  bank,  both  those  which  had  been  executed 
and  redeemed,  and  those  which  had  been  printed  and  not 
signed,  should  be,  together  with  the  plates  of  said  Bank,  deliv- 
ered to  Mr.  Charles  T.  Robbins,  the  cashier  of  the  Merchants 
Bank  of  Providence,  for  safe  keeping,  which  was  done,    We  ar^ 
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ranged  with  the  cashier  of  said  Bank,  who  had  acted  with  great 
integrity  and  firmness  in  resisting  any  improper  conduct  on  the 
part  of  the  New  York  purchasers,  to  inform  ns  if  any  movement 
should  be  made  to  defraud  the  public  through  this  institution. 

Having  thus  effectually  guarded  and  protected  the  public  in- 
terest in  the  matter,  we  felt  at  liberty  to  entertain  the  following 
proposition  of  the  innocent  stockholders  of  the  institution,  which 
was  to  purchase  the  stock  which  had  been  transferred  to  the  New 
York  men,  to  appoint  a  new  and  satis&ctory  Board  of  Directcnrs, 
with  a  view  to  place  the  affairs  of  the  Bank  in  such  a  healthAiI 
condition,  as  would  comimand  the  public  confidence,  and  give  to 
the  institution  a  high  and  respectable  standing  in  the  community. 
In  accordance  witli  this  proposition,  the  stock  which  had  been 
purchased  by  non-residents,  has  been  transferred  to  citizens  of 
this  State,  of  undoubted  responsibility  and  high  personal  charac- 
ter, a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  has  been  held,  and  the  follow^ 
ing  new  Board  of  Directors  has  been  elected,  viz:  Amasa 
Sprague,  William  H.  Reynolds,  John  A.  Gardner,  William  W. 
Paine,  J.  Lippitt  Snow,  Albert  Cook,  and  George  B.  Holmes, 
and  at  a  meeting  subsequent,  the  Board  of  Directors  elected 
Amasa  Sprague,  Esq.,  President,  and  W.  P.  Moulton,  Esq., 
Cashier. 

The  Board  of  Directors  have  also  ordered  an  assessment  of 
sixty  thousand  dollars,  which  is  sixty  per  cent,  upon  the  capital 
stock,  with  a  view  to  bring  the  af&irs  of  the  Bank  into  an  active 
and  healthful  condition. 

We  would  add,  in  conclusion,  that  we  are  of  the  opinion,  that 
the  Bank  is  now  in  safe  and  responsible  hands,  and  that  its  affairs 
will  be  conducted  in  future  in  a  manner  to  command  the  public 
confidence  and  benefit  the  interests  of  its  stockholders.

March  last,  exercised  jurisdiction  for  taxation^  and  for  other  pur^ 
poses,"  respectfiilly 

REPORT:

That  they  were  severally  engaged  to  the  fidthftd  performance 
of  thehr  duties ;  they  appointed  one  freeholder  in  each  of  said 
towns  to  assist  them  in  making  said  valuation,  and  conformed  in 
their  proceedings  to  the  law  of  this  State,  passed  May,  A.  D. 
1855,  under  which  the  valuation  of  the  towns  in  this  State,  in 
Chapter  12,  Title  III,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  was  made,  and 
now  present  the  following,  as  the  valuation  hy  them  made : 

The  whole  value  of  the  ratable  property  in  the  town  of  Paw-

Mr.  Elisha  R.  Potter,  of  South  Kingstown,  from  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  presented  the  following 

REPORT. 

August  271^,  1862,  ordered  by  the  Benate  to  be  printed. 

By  resolution  of  the  City  Council  of  Newport,  passed  on  the 
4th  of  March,  1862,  their  Senator  was  instructed  to  endeavor  to 
procure  the  alteration  or  repeal  of  so  much  of  the  charter  of  Brown 
University,  as  exempts  the  property  of  the  President  and  Profess- 
ors from  taxation,  the  said  Council,  stating  that  in  their  opinion 
there  was  no  justifiable  reason  for  such  an  exemption,  especially 
at  a  time  like  the  present,  when  all  kinds  of  property  must  be 
necessarily,  and  probably  heavily  taxed  for  the  support  of  Gov- 
ernment and  preservation  of  the  Union. 

On  the  5th  of  March,  1862,  the  Resolution  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary  jfor  consideration. 

At  February  Session,  1764,  the  college  was  incorporated.  The 
title  of  the  act  is,  "  an  act  for  the  establishment  of  a  colfege  or 
university  within  this  colony." 

The  section  under  which  this  controversy  arises  is  as  follows : 
^'  And,  furthermore,  for  the  greater  encouragement  of  this  semi- 
nary of  learning,  and  that  the  same  may  be  amply  endowed  and 
enfranchised  with  the  same  privileges,  dignities  and  immunities, 
enjoyed  by  the  American  Colleges  and  European  Universities, 
we  do  grant,  ordain  and  declare,  and  it  is  hereby  granted,  ordained 
and  declared,  that  the  college  estate,  the  estates,  persons  and  fami- 
lies of  the  President  and  Professors  for  the  time  being,  lying  and 
within  the  colony,  with  the  persons  of  the  tutors  and  students, 
daring  their  residence  at  the  college,  shall  be  freed  and  exempted 
from  all  taxes,  serving  on  juries  and  menial  services;  and,  that 
the  persons  aforesaid,  shall  be  exempted  tiom  bearing  arms,  im- 
presses and  military  services,  except  in  case  of  an  invasion."  Sub« 
flequently  the  name  of  Brown  University  was'  given  to  the  Insti*- 
tution^  in  order  to  commemorate  the  generous  donations  of  Hoi), 


Nicholas  Brown.  Two  questions  present  themselves,  the  power 
of  the  Legislature  to  repeal  these  exemptions,  and  the  propriety 
of  doing  so.    The  former  of  these  questions  we  will  first  consider. 

We  suppose  there  could  be  little  doubt  of  the  right  to  repeal  it, 
unless  the  Legislature  is  restrained  by  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  United  States  Constitutions  from  interfering  with  it,  on  the 
ground  that  the  charter  is  a  contract  with  the  corporation. 

Since  the  year  1663,  there  has  always  existed  a  declaration  of 
rights  in  this  State,  which  was  modified  and  enlarged  in  1S22,  bat 
it  contains  nothing  affecting  the  present  question. 

Our  present  constitution  which  took  effect  in  1843,  provides  in 
its  declaration  of  rights,  that  "  AH  laws  should  be  made  for  the 
good  of  the  whole  ;  and  the  burdens  of  the  State  ought  to  be  fair- 
ly distributed  among  its  citizens."  In  section  12  of  the  same  de- 
claration it  also  provides,  that  no  ^<  expost-facto-iaw  or  laws  im- 
pairing the  obligation  of  contracts  shall  be  passed."  This  seems 
to  have  been  adopted  from  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
which  provides,  Art.  1,  sec.  2,  that  no  State  shall  pass  any  ''  ex- 
post-facto-law  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts." 

The  provision  about  expost-facto  laws  relates  only  to  criminal 
or  penal  legislation. 

It  seems  very  strange  that  the  provision  about  contracts  which 
has  become  of  so  much  importance,  should  have  been  so  little  no- 
ticed at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  U.  S.  Constitution. 

The  authors  of  the  Federalist,  (No.  44,)  barely  allude  to  it 
Hamilton  in  No.  32  says :  "  With  the  sole  exception  of  duties  on 
imports  and  exports,  the  individual  States  possess  an  indepen- 
dent and  uncontrollable  authority  to  raise  their  own  revenues 
for  the  supply  oftheir  own  wants;  and,  any  attempt  on  the  part 
ofthe  National  Government  to  abridge  them  in  the  exercise  of  it, 
would  be  a  violent  assumption  of  power  unwarranted  by  any 
article  or  clause  of  its  constitution." 

And  nowhere  in  that  work,  or  in  the  debates  at  the  time,  was  the 
meaning  ever  given  to  this  clause  which  was  afterwards  fastened 
upon  it.  It  was  undoubtedly  intended  to  remedy  the  evils  which 
had  grown  out  of  the  paper  money  system,  the  legal  tender  laws, 
and  the  various  laws  interfering  with  the  remedies  on  private  con- 
tracts, which  had  grown  out  of  the  distresses  of  the  Revolution. 
And  so  Judge  Tucker,  whose  edition  of  Blackstone  was  published 
in  1803,  considers,  see  vol.  1,  Part  1,  appendix,  "  On  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States,"  page  311.  But  that  a  charter  was  to 
be  deemed  a  contract,  and  to  be  considered  irrepealable,  was 
never  then  imagined.  As  an  evidence  of  this,  we  may  yefer  to 
the  fact,  that  the  charters  of  our  two  first  banks,  the  Providence 
Bank  and  the  Bank  of  Rhode  Island  are  published  among  the 
public  statutes  of  the  fetate,  in  the  Digest  of  1798. 

And  the  fact  that  a  charter  was  not  then  considered  a  contract 
is  certainly  important.  Contemporaneous  construction  is  always 
allowed  to  have  considerable  weight  in  deciding  these  questions 


of  construction.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in 
Briscoe  vs.  Bank  of  Kentucky,  (11  Peters,  318)  say — "  A  uniform 
course  of  action,  involving  the  right  of  the  exercise  of  an  impor- 
tant power  by  the  State  government  for  half  a  century,  and  this 
almost  without  question,  is  no  unsatisfactory  evidence  that  the 
power  is  rightly  exercised."  . 

And  so  great  was  the  mischief  caused  by  the  construction  put  on 
this  clause  by  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court,  that  in  nearly  all  the 
charters  granted  after  those  decisions  were  made,  an  express  pro- 
vision has  been  inserted  making  them  repealable  like  all  other  pub- 
lic acts. 

Judge  Story  had  even  gone  so  far,  as  to  hold  that  a  salary  fixed 
by  law  was  a  contract.    4  Wheaton,  694. 

There  is  another  consideration,  which,  if  the  presnt  case  should 
ever  come  before  a  judicial  tribunal,  seems  entitled  to  some 
weight. 

At  the  time  the  college  charter  was  granted  in  1764,  the  Legis- 
lature of  Rhode  Island  possessed  all  legislative  power,  subject 
only  to  the  provision  contained  in  the  charter  that  the  laws  should 
not  be  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  England.  With  this  exception 
they  possessed  the  full  legislative  power  over  all  the  business  and 
property  of  the  colony. 

Was  the  charter  considered  a  contract  at  the  time  it  was  made  ? 
Was  it  not  then  taken  by  the  college  subject  to  the  repealing 
power  the  Legislature  then  possessed  ?  and  if  it  was  not  a  con- 
tract then,  is  it  fair  to  apply  to  it  the  provision  of  the  United 
States  Constitution  since  made. 

We  shall  hereafter  quote  the  opinion  of  Chief  Justice  Redfield 
of  Vermont,  and  which  will  be  probably  admitted  as  sound  law, 
that  the  American  legislatures  possess  all  the  powers  of  the  Brit- 
ish Parliament  (subject  to  the  limitations  of  their  constitutions,) 
and  that  Parliament  possessed  full  power  to  legislate  upon  char- 
ters and  to  repeal  them  at  pleasure. 

Chief  Justice  Marshall  also  in  the  Dartmouth  College,  case 
4,  Wheaton  651,  holds  the  same  opinion.  "  By  the  Revolutioui 
the  duties,  as  well  as  the  powers  of  government  devolved  on 
the  people  of  New  Hampshire.  It  is  admitted  that  among  the 
latter  was  comprehended  the  transcendent  powers  of  parliament, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  Executive  Department.  It  is  too  clear 
to  require  the  support  of  argument,  that  all  contracts  and  rights, 
respecting  property,  remained  unchanged  by  the  Revolution. 
The  obligations  then,  which  were  created  by  the  charter  to 
Dartmouth  College,  were  the  same  in  the  new,  that  they  had 
been  in  the  old  government*  The  power  of  the  government 
was  also  the  same..  A  repeal  of  this  charter  at  any  time 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  present  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  would  have  been  an  extraordinary  and  unprecedented  act 
of  power,  but  one  which  could  have  been  contested  only  by  the 
restrictions  upon  the  legislature,  to  be  found  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  State." 


Blackstonc,  (in  Commentaries,  vol.  1,  p.  90,)  says : 

"  Acts  of  Parliament  derogatory  from  the  power  of  subsequent 
legislatures,  bind  not  *  *  *  because  the  legislature  being  in  truth  the 
sovereign  power,  is  always  of  absolute  authority ;  it  acknowl-* 
edges  no  superior  upon  earth,  which  the  prior  legislature  rouf$t  have 
been,  if  its  ordinances  could  bind  a  subsequent  parliament;  and 
upon  the  same  principle  Cicero  in  bis  letters  to  Atticus  treats  with 
a  proper  contempt  these  restraining  clauses  tvhich  endeavor  to  tie 
up  the  hands  of  succeeding  legislatures.  When  you  repeal  the 
law  itself,  (says  he,)  you  at  the  same  time  repeal  the  prohibiting 
olause  which  guards  against  repeal."  (  Cic»  ad  AU,<i  lib.  3,  ep.  23.) 
Misquoted  in  Bank  of  Ohio  vs.  Knoop,  16  Howard,  398. 

Of  course  then,  before  the  Revolution  and  before  there  was  any 
constitutional  restriction,  our  legislature  had  this  full  power  over 
charters,  and  the  college  took  the  charter  knowing  this  power  re- 
sided in  the  legislature  and  took  it  subject  to  that  condition. 
Even  if  the  charter  was  a  contract,  this  power  to  repeal  was  a  part 
of  the  contract,  it  was  the  condition  on  which  they  took  the  grant 
of  the  franchise.  If  it  was  a  contract,  and  this  condition  of  re- 
peatability was  a  part  of  the  contract,  then  the  U.  S.  Constitution 
cannot  fairly  be  applied  to  alter  its  terms.  If  it  was  not  consider- 
ed a  contract  then,  can  the  provision  in  the  constitution  be  ap- 
plied to  it  at  all  ?  And  that  it  was  not  considered  a  contract 
£lt  the  time  seems  not  to  admit  of  much  doubt.  And  even 
when  the  constitution  was  made,  few  of  it  framers  probably  ever 
imagined  that  a  charter  could  be  considered  a  contract  to  come 
within  the  prohibition.  Even  Judge  Story  seems  to  admit  this, 
Commentaries,  vol.  3,  §  1389;  and  see  Judge  Marshall  in  Dart- 
mouth College  case  4,  Wheaton  644.  It  is  comparatively  a  new 
construction,  and  it  may  be  doubted  whether  even  Judge  Story 
himself,  ever  supposed  the  meaning  of  this  clause  could  be 
stretched  so  as  to  authorize  one  legislature  to  grant  a  perpetual 
exemption  from  taxes  beyond  the  power  of  a  succeding  legislature 
to  repeal,  tor  he  says  in  his  commentaries  published  in  1833,  vol. 
3,  §  1386:  "  That  the  framers  of  the  constitution  did  not  intend 
to  restrain  the  States  in  the  regulation  of  their  civil  institutions 
adopted  for  internal  government,  is  admitted;  and  it  has  never 
been  so  construed." 

We  cannot  very  well  come  to  any  conclusion  upon  this  subject 
without  taking  a  historical  view  of  the  cases  which  have  been 
decided  upon  this  paragraph  of  the  constitution,  which  forbids 
any  State  passing  any  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts. 
'These  decisions  comprise  several  classes  of  cases,  and  in  read- 
ing them  it  may  be  well  to  keep  in  view  the  distinction  between 
a  grant  of  land,  or  a  regular  treaty  made  by  a  State,  or  a  law 
which  interferes  with  a  private  contract  on  the  one  hand,  and 
those  laws  which  profess  to  yield  up  a  portion  of  the  sovereign 
power,  as  the  power  of  taxing,  or  of  taking  property  for  public 
use,  on  the  other  hand.  In  regard  to  the  first  class  of  cases  there  can 
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be  no  doubt ;  if  the  State  has  made  a  grant  of  land  or  an  authorised 
treaty,  it  ought  not  to  try  to  recall  it  Nor  ought  they  to  inter- 
fere in  a  private  contract.  But  the  second  class  of  cases  stands 
on  an  entirely  different  ground ;  and  we  may  fairly  argue  that 
the  people  have  delegated  their  sovereign  legislative  power  to  the 
legislature  to  be  exercised,  but  not  to  be  surrendered  ;  and  that 
the  legislature  exceeds  its  power  when  it  Undertakes  to  surrender 
that  trust. 

The  famous  Yazoo  case  of  Fletcher  vs.  Peck,  A.  D.  J  810,  was 
the  first  important  case  in  the  history  of  these  decisions.  This 
was  a  case  where  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  had  granted  a  tract 
of  land,  and  then  undertook  to  repeal  the  grant.  But  even  here 
Chief  Justice  Marshall  makes  a  distinction.  '^  The  principle  as-* 
serted  (says  he)  is  that  one  legislature  is  competent  to  repeal 
any  act  which  a  former  legislature  was  competent  to  pass ;  and, 
that  one  legislature  cannot  abridge  the  powers  of  a  succeeding 
legislature."  "  The  correctness  of  this  principle,  so  far  as  respects 
general  legislation,  can  never  be  controverted.  But  if  an  act  be 
done  under  a  law,  a  succeeding  legislature  cannot  undo  it.  When 
then  a  law  is  in  its  nature  a  contract,  a  repeal  of  the  law  cannot 
divert  these  rights  ;and  the  act  of  annulling  them,  if  legitimate,  is 
rendered  so  by  a  power  applicable  to  the  case  of  every  individu- 
al in  the  community."  6th  Cranch,  135;  and,  in  the  same  case, 
Judge  Johnson  in  delivering  his  opinion,  while  agreeing  in  the 
decision,  adverts  to  the  distinction  we  have  mentioned,  and  seems 
to  have  had  some  foresight  of  the  dangers  of  the  doctrines  ad- 
vanced.    Fletcher  vs.  Peck,  6th  Cranch,  143. 

Judge  Johnson. — "  I  do  not  hesitate  to  declare  that  a  state 
does  not  possess  the  power  of  revoking  its  own  grants.  But  I  do 
it  on  a  general  principle,  on  the  reason  and  nature  of  things  ;  a 
principle  which  will  impose  laws  even  on  the  Deity 

*^  A  contrary  opinion  can  only  be  maintained  upon  the  ground 
that  no  existing  legislature  can  abridge  the  powers  of  those  which 
will  succeed  it.  To  a  certain  extent  this  is  certainly  correct ;  but 
the  distinction  lies  between  power  and  interest,  the  rifr^t  of  juriS" 
diction  and  the  right  of  soil.  The  right  of  jurisdiction  is  essentially 
connected  to,  or  rather  identified  with  the  national  sovereignty. 
To  part  with  it  is  to  commit  a  species  of  political  suicide.  In 
fact  a  power  to  produce  its  own  annihilation  is  an  absurdity  in 
terms.  It  is  a  power  as  utterly  incommunicable  to  a  political  as 
to. a  natural  person.  But  it  is  not  so  with  the  interests  or  prop- 
erty of  a  nation.  Its  possessions  naturally  are  in  no  wise  neces- 
sary to  its  political  existence ;  they  are  entirely  accidental,  and 
may  be  parted  with  in  every  respect  similarly  to  those  of  the  indi- 
viduals who  compose  the  community.  When  the  legislature  have 
once  conveyed  their  interest  or  property  in  any  subject  to  the  in- 
dividual, they  have  losi  all  control  over  it,"  &c.,  &c. 

The  next  case  which  is  usually  quoted  in  this  connexion,  it 
New  Jersey  vs.  Wilson,  7  Cranch  104,  decided  A.  D.,  1812. 


The  Legislatare  of  New  Jersey  in  1758,  while  sabject  to  no 
constitutional  limitations,  had  made  a  treaty  with  an  Indian  tribe 
by  which  they  exempted  a  certain  tract  of  land  from  taxation. 
The  Court  decided  that  this  was  a  contract  the  legislature  could 
not  repeal.  There  was  no  appearance  for  the  State,  and  the  case 
was  not  argued  at  all.  Judge  Catron,  (16  Howard,  401)  says 
that  the  question  of  one  legislature  having  the  power  to  abridge 
the  power  of  the  succeeding  legislature  was  not  raised  there,  and 
Judge  Parker,  10  New  Hampshire,  138,  makes  the  same  remark. 
The  taxing  power  had  indeed  been  surrendered  but  it  had  been 
done  by  a  treaty  made  at  a  time  when  the  State  had  a  right  to 
make  such  a  treaty,  which  seems  to'  distinguish  this  case  from 
others. 

See  the  case  of  Armstrong  vs.  Treasurer  of  Athens  County,  16 
Peters,  290,  in  which  Judge  Catron  comments  on  this  case  of 
New  Jersey  vs*  Wilson. 

The  next  cases  in  order  were  Terret  vs.  Taylor,  9  Cranch,  43, 
and  Pawlet  vs.  Clarke,  9  Cranch,  292,  decided  A.  D.  1815. 
These  were  cases  of  grants  of  land,  and  the  Court  decided  the 
Legislature  had  no  power  to  revoke  them. 

The  next  case  involving  the  power  of  State  Legislatures  as  to 
taxation,  (but  not  involving  the  question  of  contract,)  was  McCul- 
loch  vs.  Maryland,  decided  A.  D.  1819.    4th  Wheaton,  428. 

The  State  of  Maryland  had  taxed  the  U.  S.  Branch  Bank.  It 
was  a  conflict  of  jurisdiction,  and  the  Court  decided  that  the 
Bank  was  one  of  the  constitutional  means  of  the  general  govern- 
ment for  carrying  into  effect  the  powers  vested  in  it,  and  as  such 
the  State  had  no  right  to  tax  it.  The  sovereign  power  of  the 
State  did  not  extend  to  it.  We  refer  to  this  case  principally  to 
quote  the  language  of  Chief  Justice  Marshall,  .showing  that  he 
considered  the  power  of  taxation  as  essential  to  the  existence  of 
government  and  as  one  of  the  incidents  of  sovereignty. 

Judge  Marshall. — **  It  is  admitted  that  the  power  of  taxing  the 
people  and  their  property  is  essential  to  the  very  existence  of  gov- 
ernment, and  may  be  legitimately  exercised  on  the  objects  to 
which  it  is  applicable,  to  the  utmost  extent  to  which  the  govern- 
ment may  choor^e  to  carry  it.  *  *  *  The  people  of  a  State,  therefore, 
give  to  their  governmeut  a  right  of  taxing  themselves  and  their 
property  ;  and,  as  the  exigencies  of  government  cannot  be  limited, 
they  prescribe  no  limits  to  the  exercise  of  this  right,  resting  confi- 
dently on  the  interest  of  the  legislator  and  on  the  inilence  of  the 
constituents  over  their  representative  to  guard  them  against  its 
abuse  *  *  *  It  is  an  incident  of  sovereignty  and  is  co-extensive 
with  that  to  which  it  is  an  incident.  All  subjects  over  which  the 
sovereign  power  of  a  State  extends  are  objects  of  taxation,  &c." 

But  the  great  and  leading  case  on  this  question,  is  that  of  Dart- 
mouth College,  also  decided  A.  D.  1819,  4th  Wheaton,  518. 
Dartmouth  College  was  incorporated  A.  D.  1769,  and,  in  1816, 
the  Legislature  of  New   Hampshire  passed  an  act  altering  the 


charter  to  which  act  the  college  corporaticm  did  not  give  their  as- 
sent. The  court  here  decided  that  the  charter  constituted  a  con- 
tract which  the  Legislature  could  not  alter  without  the  consent  of 
the  corporation. 

On  reading  the  report  of  this  case  one  cannot  avoid  observing  the 
industry  and  ability  with  which  it  was  argued  by  the  counsel  for 
the  college,  and  the  half-heartedness,  or  want  of  interest  manifes- 
ted by  the  counsel  for  the  state.  We  can  only  account  for  it  by 
supposing  that  the  act  of  the  legislature  was  really  so  objection- 
able in  its  provisions  that  the  counsel  did  not  feel  very  anxious  to 
defend  it;  and  that  the  court,  from  the  intrinsic  equity  of  the  case 
itself,  felt  a  great  desire  to  declare  the  act  void,  but  in  doing  so 
laid  down  principles  of  which  they  themselves  could  not  fore- 
see the  possible  future  applications. 

But  a  few  years  before  this,  A.  D.  1815,  the  case  of  Portland 
Bank  vs.  Apthorp  had  been  decided  in  Massachusetts,  (12  Mass. 
252,)  involving  the  question  of  the  right  to  tax  the  banks  for  their 
privileges,  and  no  one  thought  of  referring  to  this  clause  of  the 
constitution  as  having  any  connection  with  it. 

Several  ca^s  have  come  before  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court,  involving  questions  of  taxing  property  which  had  been  by 
charter  exempted  from  taxation. 

In  1845  the  case  of  Gordon  vs.  Tax  Court,  &c.  was  decided. 
3  Howard  144.  The  corporation  had  constructed  a  road  &c.,  and 
in  consideration  of  that  had  been  exempted  from  any  further  tax. 
The  Court  say  that  the  charter  was  a  franchise  ;  that  if  the  cor- 
poration had  paid  a  bonus  for  it,  the  legislature  could  not  by  a 
tax  add  to  the  price  of  it ;  they  construed  the  exemption  to  ex- 
tend not  only  to  the  franchise,  but  to  the  stockholders.  This,  in 
fact,  was  the  question  contested.  There  was  no  attempt  to  tax 
the  franchise.  Judge  Catron  of  the  same  court  afterwards  (16 
Howard,  402)  says  the  only  question  at  issue  in  it  was  the  con- 
struction of  the  statute,  and  yet  the  case  is  generally  quoted  as  de- 
ciding the  whole  question. 

Afterwards  in  the  case  of  the  State  Bank  of  Ohio  vs.  Knoop, 
(16  Howard,  369,)  when  the  charter  in  *  question  had  prescri- 
bed a  particular  rate  of  tax,  the  court  held  it  a  contract  which 
the  Legislature  of  Ohio  could  not  alter.  But  it  is  to  be  ob- 
served that  three  of  the  judges  dissented  from  the  decision, 
and  Judge  Taney  agreed  to  it,  but  not  for  the  reasons  given  by 
the  majority.  At  the  same  time  the  court  decided  the  case  of 
Life  Insurance  Company  vs.  Debolt,  (16  Howard,  416,)  involving 
the  right  of  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  to  interfere  with  a  rule  of 
taxation  prescribed  by  a  charter.  The  court  did  indeed  decide 
the  case  against  the  State,  but  the  judges  disagreed  very  much 
in  their  reasons  for  the  decision.  It  might  be  said  that  they  all 
dissented. 

In  the  case  of  the  Providence  Hank  vs.  Pitman,  the  same  Court, 
while  intimating  that  an   exemption  of  charter  from  taxation 


might  be  held  good,  decided  there  was  no  exemption  in  that  case, 
and  hold  thefollowinglangnageasto  the  importanceof  this  pover 
of  taxation.     Providence  Bank,  4  Peters,  561. 

"  That  the  taxing  power  is  of  vital  importance  ;  that  it  is  essen- 
tial to  the  existence  of  government ;  are  truths  which  it  cannot 
be  necessary  to  reaffirm.  They  are  acknowledged  and  asserted 
by  all.  It  would  seem  that  the  relinquishment  of  such  a  power 
is  never  to  be  assumed.  We  will  not  say  that  a  State  may  not 
relinquish  it;  that  a  consideration  sufficiently  valuable  to  induce 
a  partial  release  of  it  may  not  exist;  but  as  the  whole  community 
is  interested  in  retaining  it  undiminished,  that  community  has  a 
right  to  insist  that  its  abandonment  ought  not  to  be  presumed,  in 
a  case  in  which  the  deliberate  purpose  of  the  State  to  abandon  it 
does  not  apjiear." 

It  has  always  been  considered  by  many  of  the  members  of  the 
Bar,  that  the  Supreme  Court  in  their  decision,  misapprehended 
the  question  in  the  case.  Whose  fault  it  was,  it  is  now  of  no  use 
to  consider. 

These  are  the  principal  cases  decided  in  the  United  States 
Court,  affecting  the  right  of  a  legislature  to  repeal «an  exemption 
from  taxation  granted  by  charter;  and  the  remarks  we  have  made 
may  serve  to  indicate  the  degree  of  authority  to  be  attached  to 
them.  The  judges  have  never  been  unanimous  upon  it,  and  some  of 
them  have  delivered  very  able  dissenting  opinions. 

The  cases  on  this  question,  decided  in  the  State  Courts,  have  ^ 

been  very  differently  decided,  thus  seeming  to  leave  the  matter 
in  a  very  unsettled  state.  And  many  eminent  members  of  the 
legal  profession  have  been  of  opinion  that  the  courts  have  gone 
too  far  in  holding  (so  far  as  they  have  held)  a  charter  exemption 
from  taxation  to  be  irrepealable. 

Professor  Greenleaf,  of  the  Law  School  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, gives  us  his  opinion  as  follows, — Greeuleafs  Cruise, 
vol.  3,  title  27,  §  29,  note.  <*  In  regard  to  the  position  that 
the  grant  of  the  franchise  of  a  ferry,  bridge,  turnpike  or  rail- 
road, is  in  its  nature  exclusive ;  so  that  the  State  cannot  inter- 
fere with  it  by  the  creation  of  another  similar  franchise,  tend- 
ing materially  to  impair  its  value;  it  is  with  great  deference 
submitted,  that  an  important  distinction  should  be  observed  be- 
tween those  powers  of  government  which  are  essential  attributf^s 
of  sovereignty,  indispensable  to  be  always  preserved  in  full  vigor, 
such  as  the  power  to  create  revenue  for  public  purpose,  to  provide 
for  the  common  defense,  to  provide  safe  and  convenient  ways  for 
the  public  necessity  and  convenience,  and  to  take  private  proper- 
ty for  public  uses  and  the  like ;  and  those  powers  which  are  not 
thus  essential,  such  as  the  power  to  alienate  the  lands  and  other 
property  of  the  State,  and  to  make  contracts  of  service,  or  of  pur- 
chase and  sale,  or  the  like.  Powers  of  the  former  class  are  esen- 
tial  to  the  constitution  of  society,  as  without  them  no  political 
comrapnity  can  well  exist,  and  necessity  requires  that  they  should 


continue  unimpaired.  ,  They  are  entrusted  to  the  legislature  to  be 
exercised,'  not  to  be  bartered  away :  and,  it  is  indispensable,  that 
each  legislature  should  assemble  with  the  same  measure  of  sov- 
ereign power  which  was  held  by  its  predecessors.  Any  act  of  the 
legislature  disabling  itself  from  the  future  exercise  of  powers  en- 
trusted to  it  for  the  public  good  must  be  void,  being  in  effect  a 
covenant  to  desert  its  paramount  duty  to  the  whole  people.  It  is, 
therefore,  deemed  not  competent  for  a  legislature  to  covenant 
that  it  will  not,  under  any  circumstances,  open  another  avenue 
for  the  public  travel  within  certain  limits  or  a  certain  term  of 
time;  such  covenant  being  an  alienation  of  sovereign  powers  and 
a  violation  of  public  duty."  But  if  a  legislature  has  availed  it-r 
self  of  private  capital  to  make  a  road,  they  ought  not  to  interfere 
with  the  privilege  without  full  indemnity. 

Judge  Redfield  (late  Chief  Justice  of  Vermont)  expr^^ses  him-^ 
self  on  the  subject,  thus:  ^'  In  a  late  case  in  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Vermont  (27  Vt  Rep.  140),  a  doubt  is  expressed  in  regard  to 
the  entire  soundness  of  the  principle  of  legisls^tive  exemptions  of 
corporations  from  taxation.  It  may  be  sound,  perhaps,  within 
certain  limits,  and  so  far  as  it  can  be  clearly  shown  to  have  formed 
an  essential  ingredient  in  the  consideration  which  induces  the 
corporators  to  accept  their  charter  and  undertake  the  offices  thereby 
created.  If  it  were  apparent  that,  without  the  exemption,  the 
company  would  not  have  accepted  their  charter,  it  might  with 
great  propriety  be  urged  that  the  indispensable  condition  of  its 
existence  should  be  held  inviolable,  even  by  the  legislature." 

And  he  goes  on  to  observe,  that  the  opinion  of  Judge  Catron 
in  Bank  of  Ohio  vs.  Knoop,  the  decision  of  the  vState  Court  of 
Ohio  in  that  case,  and  of  the  New  Hampshire  Superior  Court  in 
.  Brewster  vs.  Hough,  that  a  legislature  has  no  power  to  grant  a 
perpetual  exemption  from  taxation,  seems  the  '*  sounder  view  of 
the  law.  And,  as  we  have  elsewhere  said,  we  would  not  be  sur- 
prised to  find  hereafter  this  whole  subject  of  the  right  of  a  State 
legislature  to  exempt  corporations  by  their  charter  from  taxation 
brought  in  question,  or,  at  aU  events,  limited  to  exemption  from 
special  taxation.     But  the  law  at  present  is  probably  otherwise." 

'^  It  seems,  too,  that  upon  principle  an  exemption  of  this  char- 
acter is  not  an  essential  franchise  of  the  corporation,  and  is  there- 
fore necessarily  ten^porary  in  its  character,"  &c.,  &c.  Kedfield  on 
Railways,  526,  note. 

In  Thorpe  vs.  Rutlapd,  27  Vermont,  140,  Chief  Justice  Redfield 
says  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Court : — 

<<It  has  never  been  questioned,  so  far  as  I  know,  that*the  Ameri* 
can  Legislatures  have  the  same  unlimited  power  in  regard  to 
legislation  which  resides  in.  the  British  Parliament,  except  where 
they  are*  restrained  by  written  constitutions.  That  must  b^ 
conceded  I  think  to  be  a  fundamental  principle  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  American  States.  The  people  must  of  course  possess 
all  legislative  power  originally.  l%ey  have  committed  this  in 
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the  most  general  and  unlimited  manner  to  the  several  State  legis- 
latures, saving  only  such  restrictions  as  are  imposed  by  the  Con* 
stitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  particular  State  in  ques- 
tion. 

"  It  is  conceded  on  all  hands  that  the  Parliament  of  Great 
Britain  is  competent  to  make  any  law  binding  upon  corporations, 
however  much  it  may  increase  their  burdens  or  restrict  their  pow- 
ers, whether  general  or  organic,  even  to  the  repeal  of  their  charters. 
*  •  *  And  if  as  we  have  shown  the  several  State  legislatures  have 
the  same  extent  of  legislative  power,  (with  the  limitations  named,) 
the  inviolability  of  these  artificial  bodies  rests  on  the  same  basis 
in  the  American  States  with  that  of  natural  persons." 

*^  It  has  been  questioned  how  far  one  legislature  could  in  this 
manner  abridge  the  general  power  of  every  sovereignty  to  impose 
taxes  to  defray  the  expense  of  public  functions.  It  seems  to  me 
there  is  some  ground  to  question  the  right  of  the  legislature  to  ex- 
tinguish by  one  act,  this  essential  right  of  sovereignty.  I  would 
not  be  surprised  to  find  it  brought  into  general  doubt  But  at 
present  it  seems  to  be  pretty  generally  acquiesced  in.  But  all 
the  decisions  in  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  allowing 
the  legislature  to  grant  irrevocably  any  essential  prerogative  of 
sovereignty,  require  it  to  be  upon  consideration,  and  in  case  of  cor- 
porations, contemporaneous  with  the  creation  of  the  franchise. 
Similar  decisions  in  regard  to  the  right  of  the  legislature  to  grant 
perpetual  exemption  from  taxation  to  corporations  and  property, 
the  title  to  which  is  derived  from  the  State,  have  been  made  by  this 
Court,  (13  Vermont,  626;  and  in  some  of  the  other  States,  11 
Conn.  261,  and  cases  cited  ;  24  Miss.,  386.)  But  these  cases  do 
not  affect  to  justify  even  this  express  exemption  from  taxation,  be- 
ing held  inviolable,  except  upon  the  ground  that  it  formed  a  part* 
of  the  value  of  the  grant,  for  which  the  State  received  a  stipulated 
fee  or  consideration." 

This  case  involved  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  legislature 
to  pass  a  law  making  railroads  liable  for  injuries  done  to  cattle. 
The  court  sustained  the  law. 

A  question  may  arise  what  are  the  essential  incidents  of  a  cor- 
poration, which  belong  to  it  as  such,  and  form  a  part  of  the  con- 
tract of  incorporation.  And  here  Judge  Redfield  quotes  Chief 
Justice  Marshall,  in  the  Dartmouth  College  case  (4  Wheaton), 
and  then  goes  on  to  say,  "  Certain  things  it  is  agreed  are  essential 
to  the  beneficial  existence  and  successful  operation  of  a  corpora- 
tion, such  as  individuality  and  perpetuity,  (when  the  grant  is  un- 
limited) ;  the  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  have  a  common  seal 
and  to  contract,  and  in  the  case  of  a  railway,  to  have  a  common 
stock ;  to  construct  and  maintain  its  road,  and  to  operate  the  same 
for  the  common  benefit  of  the  corporators.  Certain  other  things, 
as  incidental  to  the  beneficial  use  of  these  franchises,  are  necessa- 
rily implied.  But  there  is  a^wide  field  of  debatable  ground  out- 
ride of  all  these.     It  is  conceded  that  the  powers  expressly,  or  by 
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necessary  implication,  conferred  by  the  charter,  and  which  are  esA 
sential  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  corporation  are  inviolable." 
And  then  he  further  quotes  Judge  Marshall  in  the  Providence  Bank 
case,  (4  Peters,  514).  ^'  The  great  object  of  an  incorporation  is  to 
bestow  the  character  and  properties  of  individuality  on  a  collected 
and  changing  body  of  men.  Any  privileges  which  may  exempt  it 
from  the  blunders  common  to  individuals,  do  not  flow  necessarily 
from  the  charter,  but  must  be  expressed  in  it  or  they  do  not  exist" 

The  case  of  the  right  of  eminent  doTnainj  as  it  is  called,  or  the 
right  to  take  private  property  for  public  use,  seems  to  be  of  a  kin- 
dred nature  with  the  right  of  taxation — (or  rather  the  right  of  tax- 
ation may  be  considered  as  a  branch  of  the  right  of  eminent  do- 
main. In  both  cases  private  property  is  taken  for  public  use)i 
After  a  long  struggle  the  courts  have  decided  that,  although  the 
charter  is  a  contract,  yet  the  property  of  the  corporation  and  the 
franchise  itself  may  be  taken  by  the  legislature  for  public  use,  on 
paying  compensation,  and  that  this  right  of  eminent  domain^  a 
right  to  take  private  property  for  public  use,  is  one  of  the  sove- 
reign powers  which  one  legislature  cannot  grant  away  or  contract 
not  to  exercise. 

"  A  State,  (says  Chief  Justice  Taney,)  onglft  never  to  be  pre- 
sumed to  surrender  this  power,  [the  right  of  eminent  domain,]  be- 
cause like  the  taxing  power^  the  whole  community  have  an  interest 
in  preserving  it  undiminished."  Charles  River  Bridge  case,  11 
Peters,  644. 

In  the  West  River  Bridge  case,  A.  D.  1848,  (6  Howard,  607),  a 
bridge  built  under  a  charter  had  been  taken  for  a  highway.  The 
bridge  company  relied  on  their  charter  being  a  contract,  but  the 
United  States  Court  held  that  under  the  right  of  eminent  domain 
the  bridge  could  be  so  taken.  Judge  Daniels  delivered  the  opin- 
ion of  the  court :  <^  No  State,  it  is  declared,  shall  pass  a  law  im- 
pairing the  obligation  of  contracts ;  yet,  with  this  concession  con- 
stantly  yielded,  it  cannot  be  justly  disputed  that  in  every  political' 
sovereign  community  there  inheres,  necessarily,  the  right  and  duty 
of  guarding  its  own  existence,  and  of  protecting  and  promoting 
the  interests  and  welfare  of  the  community  at  large.  This  power 
and  this  duty  are  to  be  executed,  not  only  in  the  highest  acts  of 
sovereignty  and  in  the  external  relations  of  government;  they 
reach  and  comprehend  likewise  the  interior  polity  and  relations  of 
social  life,  which  should  be  regulated  with  reference  to  the  advan- 
tages of  the  whole  society.  This  power,  denominated  the  emi- 
nent^ domain  of  the  State,  is,  as  its  name  imports,  paramount  to 
all  private  rights  vested  under  the  government,  and  these  last  are, 
by  necessary  implication,  held  in  subordination  to  this  power,  and 
must  yield  in  every  instance  to  its  proper  exercise." 

^'  In  our  country  it  is  believed  that  the  power  was  never,  or  at 
any  rate  rarely,  questioned,  until  the  opinion  seems  to  have  ob- 
tained that  the  right  of  property  in  a  chartered  corporation  was 
more  sacred  and  intangible  than  the  same  right  could  possibly  be 
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in  the  person  of  the  citizen ;  an  opinion  which  must  be  without 
any  grounds  to  rest  on,  &c.,  &c. 

"  These  decisions  (referring  to  them)  sustain  clearly  the  follow* 
ing  positions  comprised  in  this  summary,  given  by  Chancellor 
Walworth,  (3  Paige,  73),  when  he  says  that,  "notwithstanding  the 
grant  to  individuals,  the  eminent  domain,  the  highest  and  most 
exact  idea  of  property,  remains  in  the  government,  or  in  the  ag- 
gregate body  of  the  people  in  their  sovereign  capacity ;  and  they 
have  a  right  to  resume  the  possession  of  the  property  in  the  man- 
ner directed  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  whenever 
the  public  interest  requires  it.  This  right  of  resumption  may  be 
exercised,  not  ohly  where  the  safety,  but  where  the  interest^  or 
even  the  expediency  of  the  State  is  concerned  !  In  these  posit- 
ions, containing  no  exception  with  regard  to  property  in  a  fran- 
chise, (an  exception  which  we  should  deem  to  be  without  warrant 
in  reason),  we  recognizs  the  true  doctrines  of  the  law  as  applica- 
ble to  the  cases  before  us." 

Many  other  decisions  have  been  made  upon  this  subject  of  em- 
inent domain,  and  in  favor  of  the  right  of  the  State.  lu  Babcock 
vs.  Lebanon,  11  I^ew  Hampshire,  19,  the  court  sustained  th^  tak- 
ing of  a  turnpike  for  a  highway.  The  Charles  River  Bridge  case, 
in  11th  Peters  Reports,  420,  is  one  of  the  most  important.  Case 
of  the  Northern  Railroad,  7  Foster,  183,  that  one  railroad  may 
take  the  track  of  another  for  compensation.  In  the  case  of  the 
Plscataqua  Bridge,  7  New  Hampshire,  35,  the  same  principle  was 
involved.  The  case  in  3  Denio,  474,  relates  to  blowing  up  a 
building  to  prevent  the  spread  of  a  fire.  See  also  the  case  of  the 
Enfield  Toll  Bridge,  17  Connecticut,  40. 

In  Gozzle  Vs.  Corporation  of  Georgetown,  (6  Wheaton,  593), 
the  streets  of  Georgetown  had  been  graded,  and  persons  had 
built  on  the  faith  of  it ;  and  the  right  of  the  corporation  to  alter 
the  grades  was  disputed,  and  it  was  claimed  as  a  contract  and 
unalterable.  The  court,  however,  (Judge  Marshall  giving  the 
opinion),  decided  otherwise :  "  A  corporation  can  make  such 
contracts  only  as  are  allowed  by  the  acts  of  incorporation.  The 
power  of  this  body  to  make  a  contract,  which  should  so  operate  as 
.  to  bind  its  legislative  ciipalcities  forever  thereafter,  and  disable  it 
from  enacting  a  by-law,  which  the  legislature  enables  it  to  enact, 
may  well  be  questioned.  We  rather  think  the  corporation  cannot 
abridge  its  own  legislative  power." 

Does  not  the  reasoning  here  apply  to  a  State,  as  well  as  to  a 
city  corporation. 

In  1  Foster,  New  Hampshire  Reports,  393,  it  is  decided  that  a 
town  cannot  grant  an  exemption  from  taxation. 

In  Episcopal  Church  vs.  City  of  New  York,  (7  Cowen,  584), 
the  city  had  conveyed  land  for  burial  purposes  and  covenanted  for 
its  quiet  enjoyment.  The  city  afterwards  made*  a  by-law  prohib* 
iting  interments  there,  and  it  was  held  good.  See,  also,  5 
Cowen,  538. 
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In  the  State  courtd  a  number  of  cases  have  been  decided  of 
charter  exemption  from  taxation,  but  not  with  sufficient  uniformity 
to  have  much  weight  attached  to  them.     Tn  some  of  them  the 
question  seems  to  have  been  merely  a  question  of  constraction^ 
and  not  involving  a  right  to  repeal  an  exemption  once  granted. 

In  Handy  vs.  Waltham,  (7  Pick.,  108),  Massachusetts  had  by 
statute  exempted  certain  estate  of  Harvard  College  from  taxes, 
and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  had  confirmed  the  privileges  of 
the  college.  The  court  said  the  exemption  could  not  be  repealed* 
But  this  seems  to  have  been  a  question  of  construction,  and  the 
present  question  does  not  appear  to  have  been  raised. 

In  1S39  the  case  of  Brewster  vs.  Hough  was  decided  in  New 
Hampshire.  The  Legislature  had,  in  17o0,  exempted  by  statute 
certain  lands  of  Dartmouth  College.  The  case  was  finally  deci- 
ded on  the  ground  that  the  exemption  was  merely  temporary. 
Chief  Justice  Parker  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court :  "  It  may 
Well  be  doubted,  whether  the  legislature  of  1780  could,  by  any 
proceeding  which  they  might  adopt,  make  a  contract  with  the  citi- 
Ssens  of  the  State  for  the  permanent  exemption  of  any  portion  of 
the  property  lying  within  the  government  *  *  *  That  form 
of  government  could  not  from  its  nature,  and  the  present  consti- 
tution does  not  contain  any  express  grant  of  authority  from  the 
people  empowering  the  legislature  to  make  6uch  a  contract." 

"  The  power  of  taxation  is  essentially  a  power  of  sovereignty, 
or  eminent  domain  ;  and  it  may  well  deserve  consideration,  wheth- 
er this  power  is  not  inherent  in  the  people,  under  a  republican 
government ;  and  so  far  inalienable  that  no  legislature  can  make 
a  contract  by  which  it  can  be  surrendered,  without  express  au- 
thority for  that  purpose  in  the  constitution,  or  in  some  other  way 
leading  directly  from  the  people  themselves."  • 

**  To  bold  that  the  legislature  cannot  make  a  grant  whereby 
the  property  shall  be  exempted  from  public  use,  and  to  hold  also 
that  they  cannot  contract  to  exonerate  the  property  of  the  citizens  • 
from  taxation,  and  thereby  bind  future  legislatures,  by  no  means 
indicates  an  opinion  that  the  legislature  have  a  right  to  rescind  or 
abrogate  grants  of  land  and  franchises,  or  contracts,  lawfully  en- 
tered into  by  a  preceding  legislature.  The  doctrine  is  well  set- 
tled, that  legislatures  may  make  grants  of  some  kinds,  which 
come  properly  within  the  denomination  of  contracts,  and  sucb 
contracts,  when  made,  are  as  inviolable  as  the  contracts  of  an  in- 
dividual." 

*'  It  is  as  essential  that  the  public  faith  should  be  preserved  invi- 
olate as  it  is  that  individual  grants  and  contracts  should  be  main- 
tained and  enforced.  But  there  is  a  material  difference  between 
the  right  of  a  legislature  to  grant  lands,  or  corporate  powers,  or 
money,  and  a  right  to  grant  away  the  essential  attributes  of  sov- 
reignty,  or  rights  of  eminent  domain.  These  do  not  seem  to  fur- 
nish the  subject  matter  of  a  contract"  Brewster  vs.  Hough,  10 
New  Hampshire,  139. 
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For  crtticisrnB  on  this  opinion  see  American  Law  Magazine  tar 

1846,  Art  4. 

Among  the  other  cases  decided  in  the  State  Courts  on   qiiea* 
tions  of  exemption  from  taxation  by  statute,  or  charter,  are  the 
following:     In  Osborne  vs.  Humphrey,  7   Conn.,  335,  a  law  of 
1802  had  exempted  parsonages,  &c.  from  taxation,  and  the  land 
had  been  leased  for  999  years.     The  act  was  rep^ed  1821,  and 
the  repeal  was  held  void.     Atwater  vs.  Woodbridge,  6  Conn.,  223| 
is  a  similar  case.     In  11  Conn.,  251,  is  a  case  of  ministry  land 
exempted  by  statute  from  taxation,  and  the  exemption  was  held 
good.    Judge  Church,  however,   disi^ented,  and  delivered  a  very 
able  opinion,  reviewing  all  the  cases,  and  especially  commenting 
on  the  two  cases  in  6  Conn.,  2230and  10   Conn.,  490,  in  which 
cases  he  says  this  question  of  the  power  of  the  legislature  was 
not  raised.     1  Metcalf,  538,  was  a  question  of  exempting  meeting 
houses,  but  seems  to  relate  to  the  construction  of    the   act.    4 
Metcalf,  564,  seems  also  a  question  of  construction.     State  vs. 
Branin.  3  Zabriskie,  484,  also  relates  to  the  construction  of  a  stat- 
ute.    So  in  State  vs.  Tunis,  3  Zabriskie.     In  the  case  of  Morris 
Railroad,  3  Zabriskie,  529,  the  charter  was  repealable.     In  the 
case  of  the  Easton  Bank,  10  Barr  (Pa.)  Reports,  442,  a  rate  of  tax 
had  been  prescribed  in  the  charter,  but  no  stipulation  that  there 
should  be  no  further  tax,  and  the  court  upheld  the  additional  tax. 

In  13  Vermont,  225,  ministry  land  had  been  exempted  by 
statute,  and  afterwards  leased,  and  the  exemption  was  held  good. 
In  the  cases  in  Oh^D— Debolt  vs.  Ohio  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany, 1  Ohio,  564 ;  Mechanics  Bank  vs.  Deholt,  I  Ohio,  581 ; 
Toledo  Bank  vs.  Boyd,  1  Ohio,  622;  and  Piqua  Branch  of 
State  Bank  vs.  Knoop,  in  same  volume,  the  court  deny  the 
right  of  fhe  legislature  to  grant  perpetual  exemptions,  and  sus- 
tain their  opinion  by  long  and  able  arguments.  In  Ohio  vs.  Com** 
mercial  Bank  of  Cincinnati,  7  Ohio,  125,  the  rate  of  tax  was 
fixed  in  the  charter,  and  the  court  seem  to  hold  it  a  contract  the 
legislature  could  not  alter,  but  Judge  Catron,  (10  Howard,  400), 
says  this  was  merely  a  case  of  construction  of  a  statute,  and  that 
the  constitutional  question  was  not  raised.  See  also  what  Judge 
Campbell  says,  10  Howard,  413. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  also,  that  in  very  few  of  these  cases  was 
the  State  a  party,  or  concerned  in  the  contest ;  and  in  some  of 
them  the  doctrine  of  contract  is  tacitly  assumed  without  argu- 
ment.    As  see  17  Conn.,  93. 

In  a  recent  case,  Pennsylvania  Canal  Commissioners  vs.  Pa. 
Railroad  Co.,  decided  June,  1857,  Chief  Justice  Lewis  gives  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  cases  on  this  question  and  concludes 
that,  in  the  absence  of  any  constitutional  authority,  a  State  legisla- 
ture has  no  power  to  sell,  surrender,  alienate  or  abridge  any  of  the 
rights  of  sovereignty,  such  as  the  right  of  taxation,  so  as  to  bind 
future  legislatures,  and  any  contract  to  that  eiTect  is  void.  Al- 
though the  court  refer  as  authorities  to  some  of  the  Ohio  cases, 
which  had  been  reversed  in  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  yet 
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the  decision  of  the  Pennsylvania  court  itself,  and  the  reasons  they 
give  for  it,  are  entitled  to  no  little  weight,  and  show  that  the  cur- 
rent of  legal  opinion  is  berginning  to  change  upon  this  subject. 
See  5  Law  Register,  623.     Redfield  on   Railways,  §  229,  page  531. 

There  was  probably  a  reason  why  the  courts  formerly  leaned 
strongly  in  favor  of  protecting  corporations  against  the  power  of 
the  legislatures.  There  were  comparatively  few  corporations,  and 
there  was  a  strong  popular  prejudice  against  them,  G^nd  they  need- 
ed the  aid  of  the  courts  to  preserve  their  existence.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  there  is  hardly  an  individual  but  is  interested  in  some 
corporation,  and  it  is  rather  the' legislature  which  needs  protection 
against  the  influence  of  combined  corporations. 

If  a  legislature  can  irrevocably  exempt  a  corporation  from  taxa- 
tion, they  can  do  the  same  with  a  town.  For  services  to  the 
State,  they  might  exempt  an  individual,  and  his  descendants,  for- 
ever. For  a  sum  paid  down  b/  way  of  commutation,  they  might 
exempt  an  individual,  or  a  city,  forever— or,  they  may  exempt  a 
part  of  the  land  in  a  town  forever. 

Have  the  people  ever  given  them  such  a  power  ? 

In  many  cases  the  courts  have  sustained  acts  of  legislatures, 
which  divested  rights  of  individuals.  <'  It  is  clear,  says  Chief 
Justice  Taney,  that  this  court  has  no  right  to  pronounce  an  act 
of  the  State  Legislature  void,  as  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  from  the  mere  fact  that  it  divests  antecedent 
vested  rights  of  property.  •  •  •  Nor  are  we  aware  of  any  de- 
cision of  this,  or  any  Circuit  Court,  which  has  condemned  such  a 
law  upon  this  ground,  provided  its  edect  be  not  to  impair  the  ob- 
ligation of  a  contract."     Charles  River  Bridge  case,  11  Peters,  540. 

We  have  remarked  that  Judge  Story  Vent  so  far  as  to  consider 
a  salary  fixed  by  law,  a  contract  the  legislature  couid  not  alter, 
the  courts  have  since  decided  to  the  contrary.  See  8  Howard, 
163 ;  10  Howard,  395 ;  6  Howard,  548.  So  it  h'as  been  decided 
The  legislature  may  release  a  penalty  although  the  informer  may 
have  an  interest  in  it:  10  Wheaton,  246;  6  Peters,  404.  It  is  dif- 
ficult to  see  the  distinction  between  these  cases  and  those  where 
an  exemption  from  taxation  is  claimed  by  virtue  of  a  repealed 
statute.  The  case  of  a  charter,  however,  it  would  be  contended 
by  some,  did  not  stand  upon  the  same  ground. 

The  charter  of  the  college  was  granted  at  a  time  when  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State  had,  comparatively,  little  wealth,  and  when  sala- 
ries were  small,  professors  poor,  and,  even  with  the  exemption 
from  tax,  the  professor's  salary  did  not  more  than  comfortably 
support  him.  Circumstances  have  changed,  and  professors  are 
now  among  our  most  wealthy  men. 

For  several  years  the  college  had  no  professor,  and  for  twenty 
years  they  had  but  one  professor.  The  President's  salary  was  a 
mere  trifle. 

Even  if  the  charter  is  to  be  considered  a  contract,  it  would  be 
fall  compliance  with  the  spirit  of  the  contract  to  exempt  $0,000 
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worth  of  property  from  taxation ;  that  being  the  amount  usoally 
held  by  professors  in  old  times. 

According  to  the  letter  of  the  charter  an  officer  may  hold  any 
amount  of  property  in  trust  for  others.  And  the  danger  of  secret 
trusts  may  be  great  hereafter.  If  the  present  officers  are  above 
suspicion,  there  is  no  harm  in  it,  and  it  implies  no  disrespect  to 
them,  to  guard  against  the  future. 

Some  of  the  committee  were  of  opinion  that  it  would  be 
better,  as  a  mark  of  respect  and  as  the  legislature  do  not  wish 
even  to  appear  to  do  anything  to  the  injury  of  the  college,  to 
make  the  act  Conditional,  and  to  request  the  consent  of  the  corpo* 
ration  to  it.  If  they  refused,  it  would  still  be  in  the  power  of 
the  legislature  to  repeal  the  exemption  unconditionally.  But  the 
majority  of  the  committee  think  best  to  report  the  bill  uncondit- 
ionally, having  full  confidence  in  the  patriotism  of  the  officers  of 
the  college,  and  not  doubting  but  that  they  are  willing,  especially 
in  a  crisis  like  the  present,  to  bear  their  just  share  of  the  burdens 
of  the  State. 

The  Committee  do  not  mean  to  say  that  the  legal  question  is 
free  from  all  difficulty,  but  they  believe  the  courts  will  hesitate 
long  before  they  deny  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  interfere  in 
the  present  case. 

They  respectfully  report  the  following  bill : 
AN  ACT  to  amend  the.  charter  of  Brown  University  by  repeal* 
ing  so  much  thereof  as  exempts  the  estates,  persons,  and  fami- 
lies of  the  President  and  professors  thereof  from  taxation. 
Whereas,  in  times  of  public  danger  all  persons  ought  to  bear 
their  share  of  the  public  burdens  in  proportion  to  their  ability,  and 
this  General  Assembly  have  full  confidence  in  the  patriotism  of 
the  said  President  and  Professors,  and  in  their  willingness  to  bear 
their  proper  share  of  the  taxation  necessary  for  the  preservation  of 
our  Union  and  Constitution,  therefore 
JC  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

So  much  of  the  act  entitled  ^'  An  act  for  the  establishment  of  a 
college  or  university  within  this  colony,"  passed  at  February  ses- 
sion, A.  D.  1764,  as  exempts  the  estates,  persons  and  families  of 
the  President  and  Professors  of  said  institution,  now  known  as 
Brown  University,  from  taxation,  is  hereby  repealed. 

NoTK. — It  will  be  seen  that  this  bill  does  not  affect  at  all  the  college  prop- 
erty, but  only  that  of  the  college  officers.  Even  on  the  ground  of  contract 
it  can  be  hardly  supposed  that  the  exemption  of  the  officers  was  one  of  the 
essentials  of  the  charter,  without  which  the  college  would  not  have  ac- 
cepted it. 
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CHAPTER  444. 

fFMsed  Mnch  18, 1868.] 

AN  ACT  TO  BE6ULATE  AND  RESTRAIN  SALES  OF  INTOXICA- 
TING LIQUORS. 

It  is  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Section  1.    No  person  shall  hereafter  sell  within  this  aaiM  tebid- 
State,  any  ale,  wine,  rum,  or  other  strong  or  malt  liquors,  **°  ^"^ 
or  any  mixed  liquors,  a  part  of  which  is  ale,  wine,  rum,  or 
otherV-g  orldt  iiqf or,  «»1«.  h.  be  .  Urid^t  of  the 
town  in  which  the  sale  is  made,  and  shall  have  complied 
with  all  the  conditions  hereinafter  specified,  viz. :  He 
shall  on  some  day  preceding  such  sale,  and  within  a  year 
of  such  sale,  have  filed  in  the  town  clerk's  oflBce  of  said 
town,  a  notice  of  his  intention  to  sell  the  aforesaid  li- 
quors or  any  of  them,  and  specifying  whether  he  intends* 
to  sell  in  quantities  less  than  three  gallons,  or  without 
restriction  as  to  quantity,  and  he  shall,  at  the  time  of 
filing  such  notice,  pciy  into  the  town  treasury,  if  he  de- 
sires to  sell  in  less  quantities  than  three  gallons,  the 

sum  of  fifty  dollars ;  and  if  without  restriction  as  to 

quantity,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars;  of  which 
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sums  one  quarter  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  town,  and  the 
remainder  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury ;  he  shall 
also  have  filed  in  the  town  clerk's  office  of  tiie  town,  a 
bond,  executed  to  the  town  council,  in  the  sum  of  two 
■"'^'  hundred  dollars,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approv- 
ed of  by  said  council,  or  in  case  of  their  refusal  to  ap- 
prove or  neglect  to  act  thereon,  then  by  the  Supreme 
Court  or  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  or  by  a  judge  there- 
of, at  any  time  in  any  county,  and  which  approval, 

coDdittoBi  shall  be  had  before  any  sale  is   made  under   this  act; 

of  bond,  conditioned  to  maintain  good  order  in  his  house  and 
possessions,  not  to  sell  or  suffer  to  be  sold  in  his  house 
or  on  his  possessions,  any  of  the  aforesaid  liquors  or 
drinks  on  Sunday ;  that  he,  will  not  sell  or  permit  the 
same  to  be  sold  to  minors,  or  to  any  person  in  a  state 
of  intoxication,  or  to  an  habitual  drunkard,  knowing 
him  to  be  such ;  or  knowingly  to  any  person  adver- 
tised by  any  town  council  as  an  habitual  drunkard,  or  to 
whom  he  has  been  forbidden  by  any  town  council  to 
sell ;  that  he  will  not,  knowingly,  sell  or  permit  to  be 
sold,  any  of  the  aforenamed  liquors  or  drinks  to  any 
member  of  the  Narragansett  Indian  tribe,  knowing  him 
to  be  such ;  or  to  any  minor  after  he  shall  have  been 
forbidden  to  sell  to  such  minor  by  his  parents  or  guar- 
dian, or  either  of  them ;  or  to  any  person  under  guar- 
dianship, after  he  has  been  forbidden  by  such  person's 
guardian ;  and  will  not  knowingly  suflFer  any  person  to 
become  intoxicated  in  his  house  or  on  his  premises. 
And  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  in 
greater  quantities  than  that  expressed  in  his  notice  of 
intention  aforesaid,  or  in  more  than  one  place  in  said 
town.    And  the  town  clerk  shall  keep  posted  up  in 

M«m«  to  iM  some  conspicuous  place  in  his  office  the  names  of  all 

pMtod  up.  persons  who  have  complied  with  these  provisions,  with 
the  dates  of  their  compliance. 

pwaitiM.  S£C.  2.  Any  person  having  complied  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  first  section,  who  shall  sell,  or  who  shall 
on  his  possessions  sufier  to  be  sold  i;ny  of  said  liquors, 
in  any  quantity  greater  than  those  specified  in  his  no- 
tice of  intention  to  sell,  or  contrary  to  the  terms  of  his 
bond,  or  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 
offence,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by 
indictment  or  by  complaint  before  any  justice  of  the 
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peace.  And  if  any  person  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  or 
costs  under  this  act  shall  not  "pay  the  same,  the  town 
clerk  shall  deliver  his  bond  to  the  attorney  general,  for 
suit ;  and  judgment  shall  be  rendered  and  execution 
issue  for  double  the  amount  of  fine  and  costs,  together 
with  the  costs  of  suit  on  the  bond.  And  on  such  sen- 
tence, and,  also,  whenever  it  shall,  after  reasonable  no- 
tice to  such  person,  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
town  council  of  the  town,  that  he  has  violated  the  pro-JST^i.

REPEAL  OF  TITLE  XIX,  CHAPTER  126,  OF  THE  REVISED  STAT- 
UTES. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

i?pJbijr*  Section  1.  All  Institutions  for  Savings  may,  and 
****^  shall  hereafter,  invest  their  receipts  in  such  public 
stocks  of  any  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any 
bank  stock,  or  in  notes  or  bonds  of  any  town  or  city, 
or  in  such  corporate  stocks  or  bonds  as  they  may  deem 
safe  and  secure ;  or  they  may  discoimt  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Sections  24  and  25,  of  said  act, 
the  notes,  bonds  or  drafts  of  individuals,  or  corpora- 
tions, with  two  other  responsible  endorsers,  sureties  or 
iBtends  guarantors :  or  the  notes,  bonds  or  draftis  of  individuals 
or  corporations,  secured  by  the  public  notes,  or  by  the 
bonds  or  stocks  aforesaid,  or  by  mortgage  of  real 
estate. 

Sec.  2.    Section  56,  of  Chapter  273,  of  the  Public 
Laws,  is  hereby  repealed,  %

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CHAPTER  446. 

[Passed  February  19, 1868.] 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OP  CHAPTER  117,  TITLE  XVm,  OF  THE 
REVISED  STATUTES  "  OF  AUCTIONEERS." 

It  is  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.    All  auctioneers  elected  or  appointed  in 
any  town,  shall  qualify  themselves  by   giving  bonds,  Bond*, 
and  taking  out  a  license  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
their  election  or  appointment 

Sec.  2.  Any  auctioneer  elected  or  appointed,  andJJ^i 
qualified  according  to  law  in  any  town,  may  sell  real  i„;S>JIIn! 
and  personal  estate  in  any  other  town  in  the  county 
in  which  he  shall  have  been  so  elected  or  appointed ; 
provided,  such  other,  town  shall  have  failed  to  elect  or 
appoint  an  auctioneer ;  or  if  the  auctioneer  elected  or 
appointed  by  s^uch  town,  shall  have  .failed  to  qualify 
himself  according  to  law  within  ten  (10)  days  after  his 
election  or  appointment. 

Sec.  3.  Any  auctioneer  having  made  sales  in  any 
other  town  than  the  town  in  which  he  is  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, shall  make  returns  of  such  sales  to  the  town  or z«t«iii,. 
in  which  they  shall  have  been  made,  in  the  same  manner

Hesoived,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be,  and  2!Srii^^T 
he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  appointed  on  the  part  of 
the  State,  to  transfer,  assign,  and  set  over  to  tlie  Cor- 
poration of  Brown  University,  in  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence, the  scrip  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Governor, 
or  which  may  hereafter  come  into  his  possession  from 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  under  and  by 
virtue  of  a  Resolution  passed  by  this  General  As- 
sembly, at  its  present  session,  upon  receiving  from  the 
said  Corporation  or  its  duly  authorized  agent,  the  fol- 
lowing stipulations ;  which  stipulations  shall  be  as  and 
for  a  perpetual  agreement,  by  and  between  said  Cor- 
poration and  State  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  in  form 
substantially  as  follows,  that  is  to  say :

1.     To   provide  a   College   or  Department  in   said  Agrfeoitmi 
University,,  the  leading  object  whereof  shall  be,  without^**'**** 
excluding  other  scientific  and  classic  studies,  and  in- 
cluding military  tactics,  to    teach    such   branches  of 
learning  as   are   related   to  Agriculture  and  the  Me- 
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•chanic  Arts,  in  such  manner  as  hereinafter  stated,  in 
order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of 
the  industrial  classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  pro- 
fessions of  life.

representation  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
from  that  class  of  persons  who  otherwise  would  not 
have  the  means  of  providing  themselves  with  the  like 
benefits;  and  that  the  Governor  and  Secretary  of  State 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  instructed  to  select  candidates 
from  the  names  presented,  in  such  manner  as  that 
whenever  for  any  reason  any  town  shall  not  have  re- 
ceived its  just  quota  of  those  admitted  to  said  Univer- 
sity, such  town  shall?  in  the  nomination  of  subsequent 
candidates,  have  priority  over  those  towns  which  have 
received  their  full  quota

ing of  said  river  and  line,"  passed  at  the  January  ses- 
sion, A.  D.  1861.    Therefore — 

Mesolvedy  That  the  assessors  of  taxes  for  the  town 
of  North  Providence  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  author- 
ized to  assess  the  amounts  of  benefits  and  advantages 
over  and  above  the  losses  and  damages,  as  apportion- 
ed and  reported  by  the  Commbsioners  appointed 
by  and  under  an  act  entitled  ^  An  act  to  establish  the 
boundary  between  Providence  and  North  Providence

COMPANY."  •^^^'  •*^* 

It  is  eruicted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Granite  Bank  of  Pascoag,  a  corpora- 
tion duly  created  by  the  General  Assembly,  for  the 
Huntsville  Mill ;  Augustus  Hopkins,  for  Hopkins  Mill ; 
Carver  Hopkins,  and  Jarvis  J.  Smith,  for  the  Laurel 
Hill  Mill ;  and  Lorenzo  D.  Millard,  for  Saxondale  Mill, 
and  estate ;  *said  Mills  being  on  said  river,  in  Burrill- 
ville,  in  the  County  of  Providence ;  their  associates,  ' 
successors  and  assigns,  owners  of  or  interested  in  said 
Mills,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  of  the  Clear  River  Reservoir  Com- 
pany, for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  maintaining,  enlarg- 
ing and  managing  reservoirs,  Wallum  Pond,  so  called, 
and  any  other  point  or  points,  on  said  river  or  its  trib- 
utaries, above  said  Huntsville  Mills  ;  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  for  said  purposes 
shall  have  power  to  purchase,  hold,  sell,  convey,  in- 
cumber and  manage  real,  personal  and  mixed  estatec^ 
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to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars; 
and  generally  to  have  and  exercise  all  such  powers  as 
are  incident  to  corporations,  and  necessary  to  effectuate 
the  above  objects. 

Sec.  2.  The  business  and  concerns  of  the  corporar 
tion  shall  be  managed  by  an  agent,  and  such  other  offi- 
cers as  said  corporation,  by  a  majority  vote,  shall  ap- 
point, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  othr 
ers  are  appointed  in  their  stead.  The  first  meeting  for 
organizing  and  appointing  agents  and  other  officers, 
shall  be  held  under  a  call  fixing  the  time  and  place, 
issued  by  said  Augustus  Hopkins,  to  each  of  the  mem- 
bers, through  the  Post  Office,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
said  intended  meeting  ;  and  the  agent  shall  call  subse- 
quent meetings  whenever  he  shall  be  thereto  requested 
in  writing,  by  any  two  members  of  the  corporation,  by 
giving  the  members  ten  days'  notice  thereof  in  writing. 

Sec.  3.  Said  corporation  may  admit  from  time  to 
time,  as  members  thereof,  any  proprietor  or  proprietors 
of  any  mill  site  on  said  river,  or  its  branches,  on  such 
terms  as  a  majority  vote  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  4.  At  all  meetings  of  the  corporation,  the  com- 
pany or  person  owning  a  mill-site  or  sites  on  said  river 
or  its  branches,  and  being  a  member  of  the  corpora- 
tion, shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  full  foot  of 
fall  of  the  water  privilege  or  privileges  owned  or  rep- 
resented by  each ;  and  said  owners  and  mill-sites  or 
privileges  shall  pay  in  proportion  to  the  fall  of  their 
respective  privileges ;  and  the  same  shall  constitute  the 
basis  of  taxation  on  each  of  said  mill  estates,  aforesaid ; 
the  same  having  been  duly  ascertained  by  a  survey 
heretofore  made,  as  follows :

person  or  by  proxy,  in  writing,  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  5.     1  ne  agent  shall  keep  the  moneys,  accounts 
and  records  of  the  corporation,  have  the  care  of  the 
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reservoirs  and  their  appurtenances,  and  shall  draw  the 
waters  thereof  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
corporation ;  shall  pay  all  taxes  on  corporation  property, 
and  all  other  costs,  charges  and  incidental  expenses  of  the 
corporation  accrued  or  accruing  under  the  provisions 
of  this  charter,  either  in  the  purchase,  improvement 
or  management  of  the  property  and  affairs  of  the  cor- 
poration. And  whenever  his  account  for  expenditures 
incurred  as  aforesaid,  including  such  sum  as  the  corpo* 
ration  may  allow  by  vote  for  his  annual  services, 
amounts  to  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  upwards, 
he  shall  exhibit  the  same  to  a  committee  of  two  per- 
sons to  be  appointed  by  the  corporation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  examining  and  auditing  the  same ;  and  the 
said  committee  shall  certify,  under  their  signatures, 
the  amoimt  they  deem  to  be  justly  due  him,  in  writ- 
ing, on  said  accoimt ;  and  he  may  then,  if  he  has  not 
sufficient  money  of  the  corporation  in  his  hands  to 
liquidate  and  pay  the  same,  assess  the  same,  or  so  much 
thereof,  as  is  necessary  to  make  up  the  amoimt,  upon 
the  respective  null-sites,  aforesaid ;  and  also  upon  all 
such  mill-sites  on  said  river  or  branches  as  may  at  the 
time  of  such  assessment  be  represented  in  said  corpo- 
ration, in  proportion  to  the  fall  of  their  respective  priv- 
ileges ;  and  the  amounts  so  assessed,  shall  be  severally 
a  lien  on  each  of  said  mill  estates,  to  be  enforced  by 
process  in  equity;  or  he  may  collect  of  each  mill  owner 
the  amount  so  assessed  against  his  estate,  by  an  action 
on  the  case  for  moneys  laid  out  and  expended  to  his 
use.

objects : 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  asfoUorJOS : 

Section  1.  Henry  A.  Robbins,  of  the  Baptist  Church ; 
Thomas  M.  Clark,  of  the  Episcopal  Church;  L3rman 
Whiting,  of  the  Congregational  Church  ;  Benjamin  F- 
Hayes,  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church ;  Edward  B. 
Hall,  of  the  Unitarian  Church ;  Samuel  P.  Upham,  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  ;  Cyrus  H.  Fay,  of  the  Uni- 
versalist  Church ;  Benjamin  F.  Summerbell,  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic^ 
by  the  name  of  the  Hospital  Library  Association,  for

The  officers  of  the  Institute  shall  be  a  Pres- 
ident, two  or  more  Vice  Presidents,  a  Recording  Secre- 
tary, a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  Di- 
rectors, who  shall  together  constitute  an  Executive 
Conmiittee. 

Art.  4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  carry  into 
eflFect  such  measures  fis  the  Institute  may  direct ;  and 
for  this  purpose,  and  to  promote  the  general  object  of 
the  Institute,  may  appoint  Special  Committees,  collect 
and  disseminate  information,  call  public  meetings  for 
lectures  and  discussions,  circulate  books,  periodicals  and 
pamphlets  on  the  subject  of  schools,  school  systems  and 
education  generally,  and  perform  such  other  acts  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient,  and  make  re- 
port of  their  doings  to  the  Institute,  at  its  annual 
meeting. 

Art.  5.  A  meeting  of  the  Institute  shall  be  held  an- 
nually in  the  city  of  Providence,  in  the  month  of  Janu- 
ary, for  the  choice  of  officers,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Executive  Committee  may  designate,  in  a  notice 
published  in  one  or  more  of  the  city  papers;  and  meet- 
ings may  be  held  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  the 
Executive  Committee  may  appoint. 

Art.  6.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed at  any  annual  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present;  and  any  regulations  not  inconsistent 
with  its  provisions,  may  be  adopted  at  any  meeting.

Section  1.  Usher  Parsons,  Joseph  Mautan,  Lewis  Lb 
Miller,  Richmond  Brownell,  Samuel  Bojrd  Tobey^  George 
Capron,  S.  A.  Arnold,  Hervey  Armingt(m,  0.  W.  Fab3rtm, 
George  L.  Collins,  J.  W.  G.  Ely^  W.  Owen  Brown,  and 
their  associates,  who  may  hereafter  be  admitted  mem^ 
bers  of  the  corporation  hereinafter  created,  according  to

Ppovidbnce,  January  8th,  1868, 

To  His  ExedUncy  Q-ovemor  Spragiie : 

Sib  r — In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  visited  the  several 
Institutions  in  other  States,  to  which  this  State  has  sent  its  benefida^ 
ries,  and  now  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report  in  relation  to 
them. 

My  first  visit  waff  to  the  American  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  where  the  State  has,  for  many  years, 
sent  its  deaf  mutes,  and  where  it  had,  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
year  sixteen  beneficiaries  of  this  unfortunate  class. 

I  was  kindly  received  by  the  Principal  of  the  Institution,  tlie  Rev. 
Wm.  W.  Turner,  who  personally  conducted  me  through  the  building 
and  gave  me  an  opportunity  to  examine  every  portion  of  it.  He  also 
presented  me  to  each  dass,  thereby  giving  me  an  opportunity  to  shake 
hands,  and  communicate  with  eveiy  pupil  firom  this  State.  I  also  had 
the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the  proficiency  the  several  pupils  and  their 
classes  had  made  in  the  acquisition  of  knowledge,  and  was  much  grati- 
fied with  the  progress  of  those  fixmi  Rhode  Island.  Most  of  these  I 
had  seen  before  they  were  admitted,  and  can  bear  testimony  of  their 
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state  of  ignorance  of  evei^  thing  except  what  they  had  a  visible  knowl 
edge  of.  But  even  of  things  visible  to  them  tliey  had  but  an  imper^ 
feet  knowledge.  The  world,  of  mind  and  thought  was,  to  them, 
a  blank.  They  knew  that  they  existed,  and  they  supposed  that 
existence  terminated  with  death.  But  that  they  possessed  immor- 
tal souls,  that  there  was  an  existence  beyond  the  grave,  or  that 
there  was  a  Supreme  Being,  the  creator  and  ruler  of  the  Universe, 
they  had  formed  no  conception.  Indeed,  no  ideas  of  these  great 
truths  had  ever  entered  their  minds.  To  witness  these  unfortunate 
fellow  creatures  after  th^  instruction  of  a  few  months,  and  find  them 
able  to  communicate  with  their  fiiends  in  writing ;  or,  after  a  longer 
period  to  be  able  to  receive  instructioh  in  all  branches  of  knowledge, 
and  to  acquire  it  with  greater  &cility  than  those  in  possession  of  all 
their  fiusulties,  was  a  most  gratifying  spectacle. 

On  being  presented  to  one  of  the  classes,  not  the  most  advanced,  a 
few  motions  of  the  fingers  and  hand  firom  Mr.  Turner,  made  known 
who  their  visitor  was.  I  asked  if  they  all  understood.  A  few  more 
motions  were  made  by  their  instructor,  when  each  of  the  twenty  pu- 
pils wrote  my  name  at  length,  adding  to  it,  Secretary  of  State,  of 
Rhode  Island.  Mr.  Turner  next  asked  them  wherer  Rhode  Island 
was.  All  replied  by  writing  upon  the  large  slates  behind  them, 
*^East  of  Connecticut.'*  *^Is  Rhode  Island  a  poor  or  a  wealthy 
State?"  asked  the  teacher.  All  of  them  replied,  *^It  is  a  wealthy 
State."  *^  What  else  can  you  say  of  Rhode  Island  ? "  then  asked 
their  teacher.  Some  said,  *^It  is  rich  in  Manu&ctures,"  or  ^^It 
abounds  in  cotton  and  woolen  Manu&ctories."  Many  said  *^  It  is  a 
patriotic  State ; "  others,  ^^  A  brave  and  patriotic  State."  After  this 
reply,  a  little  girl,  near  whom  I  stood  wrote  upon  the  smaU  slate  be- 
fore her,  *^  Is  William  Sprague  still  Governor  of  Rhode  Island  ?  "  I 
replied  that  he  was.  "  Then,"  said  she,  "  give  my  love  to  him."  I 
beg  your  Excellency,  therefore,  to  consider  this  the  delivery  of  the 
child's  message  to  you. 

The  American  Asylum  is  the  oldest  Institution  of  its  kind  in  the 
United  States,  having  been  forty-five  years  in  existence.  Its  princi- 
pal, the  Rev.  Wm.  W.  Turner,  has  been  Connected  with  it  upwards 
of  forty  years,  as  a  teacher  or  its  principal ;  and  several  of  its  other  in- 
structors, more  than  twenty  years.  The  &culty  and  instructors  em- 
brace fift;een  persons,  in  addition  to  which  there  are  teachers  of  Artio- 
ulation,  of  Drawing  and  of  Penmanship.  There  are  besides  an  at- 
tending physician,  two  stewards,  a  matron  and  two  assistants,  and 
three  masters  in  the  shops  where  trades  are  taught. 
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Every  thing  connected  with  this  excellent  and  useful  Institution 
seems  to  be  conducted  in  the  best  manner,  both  as  it  regards  the  edu- 
cation of  its  pupils,  and  their  instruction  in  useful  trades,  whereby 
they  may  be  enabled  to  earn  their  living  when  they  leave.  The  halls 
for  study  and  recreation,  and  for  eating  and  sleeping  are  large, 
airy,  and  well  ventilated.  Of  the  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  pu- 
pils in  the  Institution  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  there  was  not  one  in  the 
sick  chamber.  The  number  reported  from  Rhode  Island  was  sixteen 
when  the  last  report  was  made.  This  number  has  been  reduced  in 
consequence  of  two  leaving  George  Henry  Lee,  of  Burrillville^  and 
James  Hogan,  of  Providence,  who  had  been  five  years  at  die  Institu- 
tion, and  a  third,  Patrick  Sullivan,  of  North  Providence,  who  was  not 
permitted  by  his  parents  to  return,  from  some  cause  unknown  to  me 
or  to  Mr.  Turner.  Two  others  have  been  admitted  during  the  year, 
•  so  that  the  number  now  at  the  Institution,  supported  by  Rhode  Island 
is  fifteen.     They  are  as  follows :

The  whole  number  of  deaf  and  dumb  in  the  State,  according  to 
the  Census  of  1860,  is  sixty-two,  one  fourth  of  whom  are  at  the  Hart- 
ford Asylum,  receiving  instruction.  It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  this 
number  embraces  all  that  can  be  sent  there.  Those  past  twenty-five 
and  under  ten  years  would  not  be  lit  subjects  for  the  State's  bounty, 
and  there  are,  at  least,  thirty  who  have  had  all  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution,  most,  if  not  all  of  whom  are  now  enabled  to  earn  their 
living. 

The  first  three  named  in  this  list  having  been  reported  as  very  good 
scholars,  who  would  be  greatly  benefitted  by  their  remaining  one  or 
two  years  longer,  you  gave  them  permission  to  remain,  much  to  their 
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joy*  I  learned  that  in  no  instance  does  a  pupil  wish  to  leave^  bat  all 
desire  to  continue  longer,  even  when  the  period  for  which  they  were 
sent  has  ezjored.  The  ages  of  these  three  pupils  are  fiom  twelye  to 
fourteen  years.  It  will  be  evident  that  deaf  mutes,  at  these  early 
ages,  cannot  have  completed  their  education;  indeed,  my  Tiait  to 
them  convinced  me  of  this.  If  youths  with  all  their  senses  perfect^ 
and  with  all  the  appliances  of  modem  schoc^,  do  not  leave  them  uii- 
til  they  are  eighteen  or  twenty  years  of  age,  it  must  be  evident  that 
the  unfortunate  class  in  question,  who  are  deprived  of  the  senses  of 
speech  and  hearing,  cannot  complete  their  education  at  the  early  age» 
of  twelve  and  fourteen.  It  is  after  the  age  of  fourteen  that  young 
people  acquire  most  usefiil  knowledge  at  school,  and  Mr.  Turner  did 
not  hesitate  to  express  lus-opinion,  that  deaf  mutes  would  be  greatly 
benefitted  by  remaining  a  few  years  after  the  latter  age.  As  the 
State  sends  its  beneficiaries  for  five  years,  and  at  the  most  seven,  a 
child  should  not  be  sent  to  this  Institution  until  it  is  ten  or  twdve 
years  of  age,  unless  the  parents  or  fiiends  of  the  pupils  will  continue 
them  there  a  year  or  two  after  they  have  ceased  to  enjoy  the  bounly 
of  the  State,  at  their  own  expense.  This,  I  am  happy  to  add,  has  been 
the  case  in  several  instances. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  great  &cility  with  which  deaf  mutes  aoquire 
knowledge,  I  will  remark,  that  one  of  the  boys  who  was  sent  to  the 
Institution  four  year  ssince,  who  had  not  previously  been  at  school 
or  received  any  instruction,  was  found  upon  returning  to  be  fiur  in 
advance  of  all  his  playmates  and  associates,  who  had  been  several 
years  longer  at  school,  and  who  had  had  the  benefit  of  all  of  their  &- 
culties.    This  &ct  was  stated  to  me  by  the  mother  of  the  boy. 

The  trades  taught  at  the  American  Asylum  are,— cabinet  making, 
shoe-making  and  tailoring.  With  such  a  knowledge  of  these  as  may 
be  obtained  at  the  Institution,  boys  are  generally  enabled  to  earn  thdr 
living.  But  there  are  pupils  who,  possessing  superior  knowledge,  rise 
above  these  occupations  and  fit  themselves  for  places  in  counting  rooms, 
lawyer's  offices,  banks  and  public  offices.  Several  of  this  class  now 
fill  offices  under  the  Government  at  Washington  and  elsewhere. 
Others  are  in  responsible  places  in  Boston.  Being  generally  excellent 
writers^  they  make  good  copyists — ^more  correct,  it  is  said,  than  those 
possessed  of  all  their  senses — ^as  no  sounds  interrupt  them.  In  mgldug 
indexes,  too,  they  are  very  expert. 

In  the  first  part  of  this  report  I  have  said  that  the  deaf  mutes,  before 
entering  the  American  Asylum  for  instruction,  had  no  knowledge  of  a 
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Supreme  Being.  This  has  been  one  ci  the  most  interesting  subjects  of 
enqoiiy  by  their  instructors.  It  has  equally  interested  the  metaphysi- 
cian and  the  theologian ;  and  the  result  of  all  investigations  shows  that 
neither  as  innate,  n6r  as  the  result  of  a  process  of  a  unassisted  reason- 
ing, have  they  any  idea  of  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and  Ruler 
of  the  ITniverse ;  of  their  own  souls ;  of  a  future  state ;  or  of  the  de» 
sign  of  religious  worship.  These  several  points  have  been  investiga- 
ted, and  the  result  made  known  in  the  early  reports  of  the  American 
Asylum.  The  evidence  there  exhiUted,  is  sufficient  to  convince  any 
candid  mind  that  the  deaf  mutes  have  no  such  ideas  unless  directly 
communicated  to  them  by  other  persons. 

**  When  the  deaf  and  dumb,"  say  the  Directors  in  their  last  report, 
*^  are  brought  to  us  for  instruction,  their  mental  feculties  are  but  little 
developed.  TUs  results  from  the  &ct,  that  they  have  no  medium  of 
communication  with  persons  around  them.  With  the  exception  of  a 
few  simple  signs,  expressive  of  their  more  urgent  desires  and  wants, 
and  of  directions  which  their  parents  are  obliged  to  give  them  con- 
cerning their  ordinary  employment,  they  have  no  common  language. 
In  general  they  are  wholly  unacquainted  with  every  thing  outside  of 
the  field  of  their  own  observation.  In  fact,  they  do  not  know  that 
there  is  anything  beyond  their  sensible  horizon.  Of  the  news  of  the 
day ;  of  events  transpiring  in  the  &milies  of  their  immediate  neigh- 
borhood ;  of  the  more  important  affidrs  of  the  State,  of  the  Nation, 
of  foreign  countries, — ^information  which  other  children  gain  firom  the 
conversation  of  older  persons, — ^they  are  entirely  ignorant.  Their 
small  stock  of  knowledge  has  been  acquired  by  observation.  Hence 
we  find  that  their  perceptive  &culties  are  pretty  well  developed,  while 
those  of  reasoning  and  reflection  have  been  but  partially  called  into 
exercise. 

^*  If  little  progress  has  been  made  in  intellectual  improvement,  there 
has  been  still  less  in  moral  culture.  With  the  same  bias  to  evil  and 
sel&indulgence  as  other  children,  they  are  not  influence  by  the  re- 
straints of  public  sentiment,  of  law  and  moral  obligation  in  an  equal 
degree,  because  they  know  nothing  of  law  or  a  law-giver.  After  a 
careful  examination  of  the  most  intelligent  of  our  pupils,  n^e  under 
fiivorable  circumstances  and  at  different  times,  during  a  period  of  mor^ 
than  forty  years,  not  one  has  been  found  who  had  attained  to  the 
knowledge  of  a  Supreme  Being;  of  the  immortality  of  the  soul  and 
of  a  future  retribution  by  any  process  of  reasoning)  ctr  by  imy  innate 
sense  or  impression  on  the  mind-*' 
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"  They  were  equally  ignorant,"  says  Mr.  Weld,  the  late  Principal 
of  the  Asylam,  in  his  report  of  1888,  "  of  the  existence  of  their  own 
sools  and  all  other  spiritual  beings,  as  appeared  from  replies  made 
when  questioned.  ^^  I  did  not  know  that  I  had  a  soul."  ^^  I  had  not 
any  idea  of  my  own  soul,  nor  of  any  spirit  whatever."  '*  I  knew 
nothing  about  my  own  soul  from  my  in&ncy."  *^  I  had  not  any  idea 
of  spirit  till  my  admission  into  the  Asylum."  *^  I  never  conceived 
such  a  thing  as  a  soul,  nor  was  I  ever  conscious  that  my  mind  had 
faculties  and  operations  different  and  distinct  from  those  of  my  body." 
Such  were  the  replies  of  the  deaf  mutes. 

Their  notions  respecting  death  and  a  future  state  were  equally  un-» 
satis&ctory.  i'hey  all  said  that  they  had  the  greatest  horror  of  death<» 
previous  to  their  receiving  instruction.  They  thought  it  strange  that 
man  should  die.  The  idea,  they  said,  was  melancholy  and  terrible  to 
theip  to  be  laid  in  the  cold  ground,  and  there  sleep  eternally  as  beasts 
do.  • 

In  reply  to  the  question  as  to  their  views  of  religious  worship,  they 
all  said  that  they  did  not  know  for  what  purpose  persons  engaged  in 
religious  worship.  They  did  not  know  that  it  was  to  worship  God ; 
but,  as  there  were  churches  everywhere,  which  people  attended,  they 
supposed  it  simply  to  be  a  custom. 

The  Principals  of  the  several  Institutions  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  in 
this  country,  have  taken  pains  to  ascertain  the  views  of  the  more  in- 
telligent and  best  educated  of  their  pupils  upon  these  points,  and  all 
9gree  in  opinion,  from  the  result  of  repeated  experiments,  that  no  deaf 
mute  has  any  idea  of  his  moral  accountability  or  the  existence  of  a 
Supreme  Being.  Mr.  Turner,  the  present  Principal  of  the  Asylum, 
at  Hartford,  makes  the  following  statement :  *^  I  have  never  seen  a 
deaf  and  dumb  person  who  had  originated  the  idea  of  the  Creator, 
the  soul,  the  beginning  of  things,  or  who  had  any  correct  notions  of 
death  or  of  religious  worship.  All  whom  I  have  instructed,  were,  at 
the  time  of  their  being  admitted  into  the  Asylum,  profoundly  ignorant 
of  these  truths," 

I  cannot  refrain  froni  adding  a  short  extract  upon  this  subject  from 
the  "  System  of  Doctrines  "  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Hopkins,  a  dis- 
tinguished' theological  writer  of  Newport,  published  in  1792 : 

"  There  have  been  instances  of  persons  who  have  been  deaf  from 
their  birth  and  consequently  dumb ;  and  afler  they  have  arrived  to 
adult  or  middle  age,  have  been  able  to  hear  and  speak.  And  though 
before  this,  they  attended  public  worship  with  others,  and  appeared 
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very  devout,  and  often  made  those  signs  which  persons  with  whom 
they  conversed  in  this  way  thought  were  expressions  of  their  belief  of 
the  being  of  a  God  and  of  their  piety ;  yet,  when  they  came  to  hear 
and  speak,  they  declared  that  they  never  had  a  thought  that  there  was 
a  God,  until  they  could  hear,  and  were  by  that  means  informed.  And 
there  never  has  been  an  instance  of  any  such  person's  declaring  that 
he  had  any  belief  or  thought  of  the  existence  of  a  God  before  he  could 
hear  and  speak." 

The  system  of  education  adopted  at  the  Hartford  Institution  is  that 
which  accomplishes  the  best  results.  The  letters  and  compositions  of 
the  pupils,  which  are  published  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  institu- 
tion, furnish  the  best  evidence  of  this.  "  T^he  general  information 
they  gain  and  the  knowledge  of  books  they  acquire,"  says  the  late  re^ 
port  of  the  Director,  *'  are  not  confined  to  matters  of  history,  art  and 
science,  or  to  their  social  and  civil  relations  merely.  Their  moral  and 
religious  obligations  are  included.  The  duties  they  owe  to  God  and 
their  fellow-men  are  well  understood,  and  they  clearly  comprehend 
the  requirements  of  the  Divine  law  and  the  way  of  salvation. 

I  consider  it  a  most  fortunate  thing  for  Rhode  Island,  that  its  peo- 
ple have  the  privilege  of  sending  its  unfortunate  children,  who  are  de- 
prived of  hearing  and  speech,  to  so  excellent  an  institution,  and  at  such 
a  moderate  cost.  The  American  Asylum,  under  the  careful  manage- 
ment of  its  Board  of  Directors,  has,  chiefly  by  public  grants,  and  well' 
invested  monies,  accumulated  a  large  fund,  the  income  of  which  is  ap- 
plied to  the  support  of  the  institution ;  thereby  greatly  lessening  the 
cost  of  education.  Of  this  fund,  Rhode  Island  enjoys  the  same  advan- 
tages as  the  pupils  from  Connecticut.  The  actual  cost  of  boarding, 
educating  and  teaching  trades  to  each  pupil,  is  one  hundred  and 
eighty  dollars  per  year,  or  about  $3,50  per  week,  which  cannot  be 
called  high  when  we  take  into  accoimt  the  large  corps  of  instructors 
necessary  to  teach  the 'deaf  and  dumb.  But  the  income  from  the  in- 
vested frmd,  so  much  reduces  the  expenses  of  the  institution,  that  the 
charge  for  pupils  is  but  one  hundred  dollars  a  year ;  a  cost  so  moder- 
ate, that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  town  in  the  State  to  see  that  this 
class  of  its  children  is  educated,  and  thereby  enabled  to  earn  their 
own  living.  Without  this  they  must  become  burdens  to  society,  be- 
sides being  deprived  of  the  great  blessings  vrhich  attend  an  education. 
The  State,  by  law,  appropriates  $2,500  a  year,  and  can  only  support 
twenty-five  beneficiaries  at  the  various  institutions  for  the  blind,  the 
deaf  and  dumb,  and  the  feeble-minded,  This  number  is  generally 
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fall.  To  show  you  to  what  extent  the  Ammcan  Asylum  is  sapport^ 
ed  in  New  England,  I  annex  the  following  summary  of  its  pupils,  as 
per  its  last  report

The  numher  of  schools  for  deaf  and  dumb  has  been  rapidly  increas- 
ing of  late  years.  Thirty  years  ago,  the  number  of  European  Institu- 
tions for  the  deaf  and  dumb  was  about  one  hundred  and  eighteen,  con- 
taining, at  most  thirty-three  hundred  pupils.  Ten  years  ago,  the  number 
was  estimated  at  one  hundred  and  eighty,  and  the  pupils  at  six  thousand. 
Of  European  Institutions,  there  are  now  about  eighty,  mostly  small 
ones,  in  Germany ;  forty-five  in  France ;  and  twenty-two  in  the  Brit- 
ish isles.     There  are  also  two  or  three  schools  in  British  America. 

The  number  of  American  Institutions  has  also  steadily  increased. 
The  American  Asylum,  as  I  have  before  observed,  is  the  oldest,  hav- 
ing been  opened  in  1817.  The  New  York  Institution  was  opened 
in  the  same  year,  and  that  in  Pennsylvania  in  1820.  That  in  Ken- 
tucky in  1823 ;  that  of  Ohio  in  1829 ;  and  that  of  Virginia  in  1889. 
In  the  latter  year,  the  six  Institutions  contained  four  hundred  and  six- 
ty-six pupils,  with  thirty-four  teachers.  In  1860,  according  to  the  Cen- 
sus, there  were  twenty-two  institutions,  having  one  hundred  and  thirty 
teachers  and  two  thousand  pupils. 

The  New  Tprk  Institution  is  the  largest  in  the  country,  and  prob- 
ably in  the  world,  having  three  hundred  and  ten  pupils.  Next  to  this 
ranks  the  American  Asylum,  in  Hartford,  with  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  pupils.  The  Southern  Instituions  are  comparatively  small. 
The  Texas  Institution  may,  at  some  Aiture  time  become  a  prominent 
one,  as  it  has  been  endowed  by  its  Legislature  with  a  grant  of  100,000 
acres  of  land.  I  have  elsewhere  stated  that  all  the  New  England 
States  sent  their  beneficiaries  to  Hartford.  New  Jersey  sends  her's 
to  New  York  and  Philadelphia ;  Maryland  and  Delaware  send  their^s 
to  PbUadelphia,  or  to  the  Institution  at  Washington. 
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From  Hartford,  I  went  to  Brattleboro*,  to  visit  the  Vermont  Asy- 
lum for  the  Insane,  where  the  State  has  twentjHsix  beneficiaries.  Dr. 
Rockwell,  the  Superintendent,  conducted  me  personally  through  the 
spacious  buildings  appertaining  to  the  Institution,  and  gave  me  an  op- 
portunity to  inspect  every  portion  of  it.  Its  arrangements  are  upon 
the  most  approved  plan  for  the  comfort  of  its  numerous  inmates.  By 
the  direction  of  Dr.  RockweU,  I  was  enabled  to  see  all  the  benefici- 
aries from  Rhode  Island,  who  appeared  as  well  as  such  unfortunates 
could,  under  the  circumstances.  All  is  done  for  their  well-bdng  that 
is  possible. 

The  Vermont  Asylum  stands  in  the  skirts  of  the  beautifiil  town  of 
Brattleboro',  surrounded  by  extensive  grounds,  and  enclosed  in  an  am- 
phitheatre of  hilk.  The  inmates  are  permitted  to  ride  or  walk  with- 
in these  grounds,  where  they  are  quite  secluded  from  the  public  gaze. 
A  more  healthy  spot  is  not  to  be  found  in  New  England,  and  I  be- 
lieve the  number  of  patients  cured  or  improved  is  as  large  as  at  any 
similar  Institution  in  the  country.  It  is  on  a  very  extensive  scale, 
and  is  capable  of  receiving  five  hundred  patients.  The  following  is  a 
list  of  tlie  beneficiaries  from  Rhode  Island  at  the  Vermont  Asylum :

Two  have  died  during  the  year,  viz :  Bridget  Murphy,  sent  from 
the  Butler  Hospital,  in  1858,  and  Eric  Smith,  of  Glocester. 
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Several  of  the  foregoing  were  taken  from  the  Bufler  Hospital,  that 
Institution  being  ftill.  Of  these,  some  are  set  down  to  Providence, 
who  really  belong  to  other  towns.  The  number  at  the  Vermont  Asy- 
lum, is  large,  which  is  owing  to  the  low  rate  at  which  they  are  sup- 
ported. A  few  weeks  ago,  and  since  my  visit  to  the  Brattleboro'  Hos- 
pital, a  portion  of  its  buildings  have  been  burned.  By  a  letter  lately 
received  from  the  Superintendent,  I  learn  that  the  patients,  though 
somewhat  crowded,  are  very  comfortable,  and  that  the  buildings  will 
be  restored  at  the  earliest  possible  day. 

At  the  State  Lunatic  Hospital,  Worcester,  the  State  has  the  follow- 
ing  beneficiaries :

I  paid  a  visit  to  this  Institution  a  few  weeks  since  in  company  with 
one  of  the  visitors  of  the  Butler  Hospital.  We  were,  by  the  Super- 
intendent, conducted  through  the  building,  where  we  found  every- 
thing in  the  finest  possible  condition.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  New 
England,  and  like  the  Vermont  As^/lum,  is  upon  an  extensive  scale, 
having  accommodations  for  nearly  five  hundred  patients.  I  saw  the 
beneficiaries  from  Rhode  Island,  as  well  as  those  who  are  supported 
by  their  friends,  of  which  there  are  several. 

Besides  the  Insane  supported  by  the  State  at  the  Institutions  men- 
tioned, there  are  two  who  are  taken  care  of  by  their  friends  or  others 
in  the  State,  who  receive  one  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  their  support, 
being  the  same  amount  that  is  paid  to  the  Butler  Hospital,  and  the 
Institutions  at  Brattleboro'  and  Worcester.  The  following  are  the 
names  of  the  persons  so  supported :

It  is  proper  here  to  remark,  that  the  inmates  of  the  Insane  Hospitals 
at  Brattleboro'  and  Worcester,  as  well  as  the  two  above  named  indi- 
viduals, belong  to  the  class  known  as  Insane  paupers,  whose  support 
is  chargeable  to  the  towns  in  which  they  belong.  These  paupers  have 
been  placed  at  the  Institutions  named,  upon  the  certificates  of  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  their  respective  towns,  made  under  oath^ 
that  their  families  or  friends  are. unable  to  support  them. 

At  the  Butler  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  seventy-nine  receive  as^ 
tance  from  the  State.  The  patients  here  are  chiefly  Insane  paupers, 
placed  there  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  various  cities  and 
towns  in  the  State.    These  persons  are  admitted  upon  warrants  issued 
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by  the  Govenior,  after  the  Overseers  of  Poor  have  stated,  on  oath, 
that  their  families  or  friends  are  nnable  to  support  them.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  for  me  to  enter  into  any  particulars  regarding  this  excellent 
Institution.  It  is  among  us,  and  receives  weekly  visits  from  regular- 
ly appointed  boards  of  visitors,  who  visit  every  room,  see  every  pa- 
tient, and  thoroughly  inspect  the  buildings.  Annual  reports  are  also 
made,  so  that  the  public  are  made  ftdly  acquainted  with  the  condition 
of  its  inmates.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  inmates  for  whose  sup*- 
port  the  State  contributes.  The  first  ten  are  beneficiaries,  being  sup- 
ported partly  by  the  State  and  partly  by  their  friends.  The  remain- 
der are  paupers,  for  whose  support  the  State  pays  one  hundred  dol- 
lars a  year ;  the  balance  being  paid  by  the  cities  or  towns  to  w^hich 
they  belong.

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The  beneficiaries  here  have  always  been  greatlj  benefitted  by  the 
education  they  receive.  They  are  not  only  taught  to  read,  but  trades 
are  taught  them  by  which  they  are  enabled  to  support  themselves  in 
part,  if  not  entirely.  Doct.  Howe,  the  Superintendent,  in  his  report 
on  these  pupils,  says  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  paid  by  the 
State,  is  entirely  inadequate  to  defray  their  annual  expenses,  and  asks 
that  the  State  may  increase  the  sum  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
Since  1855,  eight  pupils,  beneficiaries  firom  this  State,  have  graduated 
from  the  Perkins  Institution. 

According  to  the  late  Census,  there  are  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island 
eighty-five  persons  who  are  blind.  This  being  the  &ct,  our  people 
have  greatly  neglected  this  most  unfortunate  portion  of  our  communi- 
ty, in  providing  for  the  education  of  but  ten,  even  when  the  State  is 
willing  to  contribute  so  liberally  towards  it.  The  proportion  of  blind 
to  our  population  is  one  in  every  two  thousand  and  fifty-four  inhabi- 
tants, which  is  about  the  same  average  as  in  the  States  of  New  York, 
Vermont,  New  Hampshire,  Maryland,  Virginia,  Georgia  and  Tennes- 
see. In  Nortii  and  Soutii  Carolina  and  Kentucky,  the  average  is 
greater,  while  in  the  Western  States  it  is  much  less.  This  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  &ct  that  emigrants  to  new  countries  do  not  take 
the  blind  with  them.  The  average  of  Uind  in  the  whole  United 
States,  is  one  in  every  2,470  inhdbitentB.

INSTRUCTIONS 


TO  THK 


COMMISSION  APPOINTED  TO  VISIT  THE   INVALIDS 

AND  WOUNDED  SOLDIERS. 


Dr.  Lloyd  Morton,  (who  will  associate  with  him,  Mrs.  Albert 
Dailej,)  is  hereby  appointed  a  Commission  to  proceed  to  Washington, 
on  a  tour  g£  inspection,  having  in  view  the  wel&re  of  the  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers  in  hospital  or  otherwise,  belonging  to  Rhode  Island 
Regiments. 

The  Commission  will  be  charged  with  the  following  duties : — 

1st.  To  procure  from  the  Secretary  of  war,  an  order  for  the  re- 
moval of  sick  and  wounded  Rhode  Island  soldiers  to  the  United  States 
Hospital  at  Portsmouth  Grove, — similar  to  that  given  to  Assistant 
Surgeon  James  Harris,  dated  July  5th,  1862,  and  directing  the  trans- 
fer of  invalid  and  wounded  soldiers  to  Providence. 

2d.  To  visit  the  United  States  Hospitals  in  and  around  the  city 
of  Wasington,  and  especially  that  in  Alexandria,  and  wherever  else 
Rhode  Island  soldiers  may  be  situated,  with  the  particular  object  of 
finding  out  their  condition.  The  Commission  will  extend  its  invest!- 
gatioQ  to  all  regiments  in  the  fields  (as  &r  as  practicable,)  and  make 
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a  report  of  eac6  case  to  this  Department,  to  be  presented  to  the 
Legislature  at  its  coming  Session. 

3d.  The  Commission  is  particularly  charged  with  the  transfer  to 
the  hospital  at  Portsmouth  Grove,  of  all  wounded  and  invalid  soldiers 
belonging  to  Rhode  Island  regiments,  from  the  different  hospitals  as 
above  directed ;  and .  is  ordered  to  perform  this  duty  with  the  greatest 
care,  having  in  view  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  disaUed. 

4th.  To  procure  the  discharge  of  every  soldier  found  to  be  unfit- 
ted for  farther  service ;  and,  also,  to  cause  the  removal  to  said  hospi- 
tal, of  all  those  cases  where  health  can  be  better  restored  within  the 
State,  and  whose  services  will  become  sooner  available  to  the  govem- 
meilt. 

ABDITIONAL  INSTRUCTIONS  TO   DR.   MORTON. 

Before  entering  upon  your  tour  of  medical  and  hospital  duty,  (con- 
cerning which  you  have  been  otherwise  instructed,)  except  incident- 
ally, or,  as  it  may  la^r  in  your  route,  to  which  these  instructions 
carry  you,  you  will  proceed  with  all  possible  diligence  and  dispatch  to 
Acquia  Creek,  on  the  Potomac  River«  and  having  obtained  permission 
of  General  Bumside  to  enter  his  lines,  you  will  at  once  do  so,  and 
will  lose  no  time  in  visiting  the  2d,  4th  and  7th  Reghnents  R.  I. 
Infantry,  and  the  several  Batteries  of  the  1st  R.  I.  Artillery,  now 
comprising  a  portion  of  the  '^Army  of  the  Potomac,"  and  consisting 
of  Batteries  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  G  and  H ;  and  also  the  1st  Regiment 
R.  I.  Cavalry,  also  comprising  a  portion  of  said  army. 

On  reaching  these  regiments  and  batteries  you  will  ascertain,  by  per- 
sonal inspection  and  careful  inquiry,  of  privates  as  well  as  officers,  what 
their  present  condition  is,  with  reference  to  clothing  and  hospital  stores ; 
whether  the  men  have  shoes,  caps,  shuts,  drawers,  coats*  or  jackets, 
pants,  blouses  or  over-coats,  suitable  for  winter  use,  in  the  climate  of 
Virginia ;  what  number  are  without  either  of  these  necessary  articles ; 
how  long  they  have  been  without  them ;  how  recently  others  have 
been  supplied  with  them ;  and,  especially,  whether  suffering  has  re- 
sulted, or  is  now  resulting  to  Rhode  Island  soldiers,  in  consequence  of 
neglect  to  furnish  them  with  any  of  these,  articles.  Should  yotJ  find 
that  such  suffering  has  existed  or  does  now  exist,  you  will  ascertain 
whether  it  is  or  was  attributable  in  any  degree,  to  the  neglect  of 
any  officer  of  either  of  these  regiments  or  batteries  to  make  requisi- 
tions for  supplies,  or  to  make  proper  representations  of  the  condition 
oif  their  men  to  brigade  or  other  superior  officers,  and  communicate 
the  nan^d  of  any  such  Hhode  Isliuid  officer  in  your  report  to  nie. 


INSTRUCTIONS  TO   COMMISSSIONER.  6 

You  will  also  inform  yourself  as  to  hospital  stores  which  should 
belong  to  each  regiment  and  battery,  and  the  usual  course  taken  in 
caring  for  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers. 

You  will  also  asceitain  whether  the  men  comprising  these  regiments 
and  batteries,  or  any  portion  of  them,  have  suffered  or  are  now  suf-  . 
fering  for  want  of  wholesome  food ;  whether  they  have  been  obliged 
to  subsist  upon  less  than  half  rations,  and  if  so,  for  how  long  a  time, 
and  under  what  circumstances. 

•  Yqu  will  also  ascertain,  by  inquiry  of  the  proper  officers,  whether 
our  soldiers  are  promptly  paid  by  the  Government  as  required  by  its 
regulations,  and,  if  not,  when  they  were  last  paid,  to  what  time,  and 
how  long  they  may  have  had  to  serve  at  any  time  without  payment. 

Having  obtained  this  information,  and  made  careful  memoranda  of 
the  same,  you  will  communicate  the  same  to  this  Department  with 
all  possible  dispatch,  and  then  enter  upon  the  duties  of  your  commis- 
sion.

PHYSICAL  CONDITION  OF  THE  MODE  ISLAND  EEGIMENTS, 

NOW  IN  THE  FIELD,  IN  VIRGINIA  AND  IN  THE  VICINITY 

OF  WASHINGTON,  &c. 


Agreeable  to  instructions  received  from  the  Adjutant  General's  o& 
fice,  dated  December,  1862,  and  marked,  ^^additiandl  rngtructionSy^ 
after  mj  arrival  in  Washington,  I  proceeded  to  Falmouth,  Va.,  to 
visit  the  several  regiments  of  in&ntry,  cavalry  and  artillery,  raised 
and  recruited  in  Rhode  Island,  and  at  once  commenced  the  investi- 
gations as  suggested  in  those  additional  instructions. 

On  the  night  of  my  arrival  at  Falmouth,  (the  18th  of  December, 
1862,)  I  visited  the  7th  Regiment,  R.  I.  Y.,  which  I  found  encamped 
near  Falmouth,  in  General  Sumner's  Division.  The  regiment  had 
suffered  severely  at  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  and  as  the  list  of  the 
killed,  wounded  and  missing  of  this  re^ment  had  been  forwarded  to 
the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  I 
did  not  deem  it  proper  to  send  another  list,  but  at  once  commenced  to 
ascertain  the  physical  condition  of  the  regiment. 

Between  five  and  six  hundred  men  reported  for  duly,  on  that  day. 
I  could  not  ascertain  the  exact  number,  as  the  regiment  was  going 
out  on  picket  duty  that  night,  and  everything  was  in  a  state  of  con« 
fiision. 

The  regiment  had  not  been  paid  off  since  leaving  Rhode  Island, 
though  the  muster  and  pay  rolls  had  been  sent  in  on  the  last  of  Oc- 
tober. 
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The  men  were  very  well  supplied  with  the  necessary  clothing  for  a 
campaign  in  Virginia,  during  the  winter  season,  with  the  exception  o 
pantaloons  and  shoes,  both  of  which  were  needed  to  some  extent,  no^ 
because  correct  requisitions  had  not  been  sent  to  the  proper  authori* 
ties,  and  the  articles  sent  for  issued  to  the  regiment,  but  in  conse- 
quence of  the  quality  of  the  articles  themselves.  A  pair  of  shoes  will  not 
last  more  than  four  or  five  days  on  a  march,  and  the  pantaloons  wear 
out  in  a  very  short  time.  The  difference  in  the  appearance  of  different 
men  was  very  marked — some  looked  neat  and  tidy,  while  others 
were  in  a  shabby  condition,  which  most  be  attributed  to  the  charac- 
ter of  the  men  themselves,  rather  than  to  the  issue  of  clothing. 

The  rations  were  good  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  and  perhaps  in  as 
great  a  variety  as  the  circumstances  of  the  cajse  would  admit  of.  The 
men  subsisted  on  half  rations  only  on  a  march. 

The  hospital  department  of  this  regiment  was  in  as  good  a  con- 
dition as  it  was  possible  for  it  to  be,  in  the  field,  and  immediately  sub- 
sequent to  an  engagement.  There  was,  however,  a  lack  of  medical 
officers.  Dr.  Harris  being  entirely  alone.  Assistant  Surgeon  Sprague 
was  absent  on  furlough,  sick,  and  Assistant  Surgeon  Gaylord  was  also 
absent  on  fiirlough,  and  had  sent  in  his  resignation.  There  was  no 
difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  the  necessary  medicines  and  hos<» 
pital  supplies. 

On  Dec.  19th,  I  visited  the  12th  Kegiment,  R.  I.  V»,  which  I  fovaiA 
in  the  same  brigade  with  the  7th,  and  encamped  near  by.  This  reg- 
iment had  suffered  severely  in  battle^  and  had  sent  to  Rhode  Island  a 
list  of  their  killedi  wounded  and  missing.  Eight  hundred  and  ten 
(810)  men  reported  for  duty  that  day,  and  I  was  informed  the  nuniJber 
was  increasing  daily,  as  those  missing  were  continually  coming  in. 
The  loss  of  this  regiment  will  not  be  sp  great  as  at  first  supposed. 

TUb  regiment  had  not  been  paid  ^ff  since  mnatered  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States. 

The  men  were  in  yetj  good  condition  as  to  clothingy  with  tib? 
exception  of  blankets,  a  great  number  of  which  bud  been  loot  or  left 
upoQ  the  late  battle*>field.    Requisitions  for  blankets  ha^e  been  aent 

forward* 
The  rations  issued  to  tbia  rf^gim«nt  were  good  nod  in  ^nffioieol 

quantity. 

The  hospital  departanent  was  deficient  in  almost  every  article,  and 
hid  been  in  that  condition  since  leaving  their  camps  neajr  Washiogtonu 
Still,  I  could  not  learn  it  could  be  attributed  to  the  neglect  of  §Bf 
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officer  of  the  regiment.  Dr.  Carpenter  was  alone  in  charge  of  this 
department,  Assistant  Surgeons  King  and  Hutchinson  havuig  been 
detailed  to  serve  in  the  general  hospital  extemporized  after  the  battle. 

On  the  same  day,  (the  19th  of  December,)  I  visited  the  2d  Regi- 
ment, R.  I.  v.,  in  Franklin's  Division.  A  list  of  their  loss  in  battle 
had  been  sent  to  Rhode  Island.  Four  hundred  and  eighty-one  (481) 
men  reported  for  duty  that  day. 

This  regiment  had  recently  been  paid  off,  for  a  period  of  four 
months.  A  very  little  of  their  pay  had  been  sent  home,  as  most  of 
the  men  had  purchased  boots  of  the  sutlers  at  $10  per  pair. 

The  article  of  clothing  most  complained  of,  was  that  of  shoes.  No 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  them,  but  they  were  worthless 
when  received,  and,  besides,  would  not  fit.  Most  of  the  sizes  sent 
were  sevens  and  eights,  while  the  sizes  most  needed  were  fives,  sixes, 
elevens  twelves  and  thir teens.  The  men  suffered  severely  for  want 
of  clothing  while  encamped  at  Downing's  Hill,  Oct.  21st. 

The  rations  issued  to  this  regiment  were  good  and  in  sufficient 
quantity. 

The  hospital  department  was  in  very  good  condition,  and  there  was 
but  very  little  sickness  among  the  men,  attributed  by  the  Surgeon, 
Dr,  Carr,  to  the  feet  that  the  regiment  had  been  sifted  completely  of 
its  worthless  material. 

Upon  the  whole,  this  regiment  was  in  very  good  condition,  and  ap- 
peared equal  to  any  I  saw. 

One  great  complaint  was  made  of  the  loss  of  recruits.  A  very  large 
percentage  of  the  recruits  sent  to  the  regiment,  deserted  before  arriv- 
ing at  the  camp. 

On  the  following  day  (20th  Dec.)  I  saw  the  4th  Rpg.  R.  I.  V., 
which  was  encamped  a  short  distance  from  the  2d,  in  Summer's  Divi- 
sion. The  number  of  their  loss  in  battle  had  been  sent  to  Rhode 
island.  Four  hundred  and  forty-eight  (448)  men  reported  for  duty  on 
that  day. 

This  regiment  had  not  been  paid  since  July  last.  The  muster  and 
pay  rolls  for  August  and  September  had  not  been  sent  in,  because  the 
blank  rolls  could  not  be  obtained. 

Clothing  was  being  issued  to  the  n^en  on  the  day  I  visited  them,  and 
by  the  following  day,  all  the  men  would  be  well  clothed. 

The  ra  ions  issued  this  regiment  have  been  good  and  in  abundance. 

The  hospital  department  was  in  very  good  condition.  The  only 
difficulty  at  any  time  in  procuring  hospital  supplies^  was  lack  pf  tnuQ^ 
portation. 
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On  the  same  day  (20th  of  Dec.)  1  endeavored  to  visit  the  batteries, 
bat  found  them  so  situated  and  stationed  along  the  bank  of  the  Rappa- 
hannock, guarding  the  passage  of  that  river,  it  was  impossible  for  me  to 
visit  them  personally.  I,  however,  obtained  the  following  information 
from  Col.  Tompkins,  who  very  kindly  oflfered  me  every  facility  possible, 
in  the  prosecution  of  my  object. 

nATTERY  A. 

On  the  31st  of  December,  four  months'  pay  will  be  due  this  battery. 
Tlie  muster  and  pay  rolls  have  been  sent  in.  The  only  excuse  the 
paymaster  gives  for  not  paying  the  men,  is  want  of  means. 

Within  the  past  fortnight  the  men  of  this  battery  have  been  sup- 
plied with  clothing  throughout. 

hattert  b. 

The  men  of  this  battery  have  served  the  same  length  of  time  with- 
out pay,  as  Battery  A,  and  for  the  same  reason.  Clothing  also  issued 
to  the  men  on  the  same  day  with  the  men  of  Battery  A. 

BATTERY  C. 

The  men  of  this  battery  have  not  been  paid  off  since  the  30th  of 
June  last,  for  what  reason  I  am  unable  to  say.  They  are  well  sup- 
plied with  clothing,  with  a  few  exceptions,  and  on  their  return  to 
camp  the  articles  they  require  will  be  issued  to  them. 

BATTERY  I). 

The  men  belonging  to  this  battery  have  been  paid  up  to  31st  of 
October.  The  men  are  in  need  of  a  few  articles  of  clothing,  requisi- 
tions for  which  are  being  made,  but  Capt.  Buckly  not  having  assumed 
the  command  of  this  battery  until  within  a  day  or  two  previous  to  the 
battle  of  Fredericksburg,  probably  accounts  for  the  delay  in  not  fur- 
nishing the  men  with  necessary  clothing. 

BATTERY  E. 

The  mei^  of  this  battery  were  paid  off  one  day  before  the  battle, 
and  were  supplied  with  clothing  on  the  18th  of  Dec. 

BATTERY  G. 

The  men  of  this  battery  have  not  been  paid  for  four  months,  the 
reasons  for  which  I  am  unaUe  to  give.  Tb®  iQ^n  have  been  newly 
clothed  within  4  fortnight. 
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To  the  artillery  regiment  there  is  at  present  no  medical  officers. 
Dn  Thurston  has  been  detailed  for  hospital  duty  at  Frederick  city, 
Md.,  and  the  assistant  surgeon  Dr.  Merrill,  has  been  detained  in 
Washington  by  order  of  the  Surgeon  General,  who  says  there  is  no 
record  of  his  appointment  in  the  Adjutant  General's  office  at  Wash- 
ington. Col.  Tompkins,  however,  says  his  name  was  forwarded  to 
the  Adjutant  General's  office  on  the  last  muster  roll,  (Oct.  31st, 
1862.) 

The  men  in  this  (artiUery)  regiment  need  socks  and  mittens,  oth- 
erwise  they  have  obtained  from  the  government  all  of  the  clothing 
they  are  entitled  to,  and  a  great  quantity  besides. 

The  men  subsisted  on  half  rations  on  their  march  from  Harper's 
Ferry.  Since  which  time  the  rations  issued  are  good  and  in  sufficient 
quantity. 

On  the  20th  and  21st  of  December,  I  visited  the  first  regiment  of 
R.  I«  Cavalry.  This  regiment  was  encamped  near  Potomac  creek, 
about  half  way  between  Acquia  Creek  landing  and  Falmouth,  Va. 
It  composed  part  of  a  brigade  of  cavalry  under  the  command  of  Brig. 
Genera]  AverrilL 

Five  hundred  and  one  (501)  men  reported  for  duty  on  the  first  day 
I  was  with  the  i*egiment.  Of  this  number  one  hundred  and  fifty 
(150)  were  dismounted  men,  and  the  regiment  is  put  off  from  day 
to  day,  with  promises  of  a  supply  of  horses  which  are  not  forthcom- 
ing. However,  of  these  150  dismounted  men,  fifty  (50)  are  new 
recruits,  and  fifty  (50)  are  exchanged  paroled  prisoners. 

This  regiment  has  not  been  paid  off  for  six  months.  The  mnste]^ 
and  pay  rolls  have  been  promptly  sent  forward.  Since  the  regiment 
was  brigaded,  the  brigadecommissary  has  received  orders  not  to  trust 
any  officer  for  his  necessary  subsistence,  which  certainly  is  a  great 
hardship  for  the  officers. 

The  rations  issued  to  the  men  are  good  and  in  sufficient  quantity. 

On  a  march,  half  rations  as  a  general  thing,  are  issued  to  the  men. 

After  General  Pope^s  return  to  Washington,  the  men  suffered  for  lack 

'of  subsistence,   being  obliged  to  subsist  on  the  devastated  country 

through  which  they  marched. 

Clothing  is  issued  to  this  regiment  in  sufficient  quantity,  but  great 
complaint  is  made  of  the  quality  of  the  articles.  Boots  have  just  been 
issued  to  the  men,  but  they  are  worth  but  little,  fifteen  days'  service 
wearing  them  out. 

Great  trouble  is  experienced  in  this  regiment  in  procuring  the  necea- 
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» 

sary  supplies.  After  sending  forward  proper  requisitions  for  the 
cles  needed,  delay  after  delay  takes  place,  and  when  finally  the  arti- 
cles arrive,  they  are  almost  worthless  ;  this  whole  trouble  has  aiisen 
since  the  regiment  was  attached  to  a  brigade.  No  trouble  was  experi- 
enced in  any  of  these  matters  when  the  regiment  acted  independently. 

A  great  deal  of  fault  is  found  with  the  recruits  sent  to  this  regi- 
ment.  A  greater  part  of  these  are  afflicted  with  some  physical 
disability,  which  renders  them  unfit  for  serrice,  and  I  know  of  no  one 
to  whom  this  fault  should  be  attributed,  but  the  medical  examiner 
in  Providence,  R.  I.,  whoever  he  may  be. 

The  men  of  the  regiment  looked  neat  and  tidy^  and  I  heard  they  had 
learned  to  take  proper  care  of  themselves. 

This  includes  all  of  the  regiments  and  batteries  from  Rhode  Island^ 
which  are  at  present  with  General  Bumside's  army. 

Upon  my  visit  to  these  several  regiments  and  batteries,  I  was  par* 
ticularly  struck  with  the  contrast  between  those  who  had  been  in  the 
field  a  long  time,  and  those  recently  recruited  and  sent  forward.  The 
men  who  had  been  in  service  the  longest,  certainly  looked  the  best ; 
their  clothing  was  in  better  condition,  and  their  whole  appearance 
showed  a  careftil  attention  to  personal  cleanliness,  and  attention  to  the 
preservation  of  every  article  properly  belonging  to  them,  as  well  as 
those  articles  entrusted  to  their  care,  iind  upon  the  preservation  ol 
which  depends  their  eflliciency  as  soldiers. 

I  don't  know  as  I  could  suggest  but  one  or  two  matters  which 
might  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  or  to 
benevolent  individuals  of  that  State,  which  might  inure  to  the  comfort 
and  health  of  our  troops,  and  promote  their  efficiency  in  the  field. 

If  some  way  could  be  devised  to  send  to  the  Rhode  Island  regi- 
ments, vegetables,  (for  instance,  potatoes,onionst  apples<,green  or  dried,) 
I  think  the  health  of  our  troops  would  be  benefitted^  Again,  die  airtides 
of  whidi  they  all  stand  in  need,  are  socks  and  mittens,  both  of  which 
could  easily  be  furmshed  from  Rhode  Island. 

Incidentally,  in  visiting  the  hospitals  in  Washington  and  vicinity,  1 
was  within  a  short  distanoe  of  Battery  H.,  and  the  11th  R.  I.  V* 
of  infismtry,  and  consequently  visited  them. 

I  visited  Battery  H.  on  the  28d  of  December.  It  is  encamped  on 
the  Bladensburg  road,  a  little  East  of  the  Caf^tol.  It  composes  a 
part  of  a  camp  of  instruction  for  ardlleiy . 

This  battery  is  in  fine  condition  with  one  exception.  It  is  in  great 
need  of  men.  Twenty-nine  men  deserted  within  three  days  after 
reaching  Washington.    Not  one  man,  however,  was  a  resident  of 
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Rhode  Island.  The  remaining  men  went  for  nothing,  and  conid  the 
required  number  of  men  be  furnished  to  fill  up  this  battery,  it  would 
be  a  very  eflFective  one. 

On  December  25th,  I  visited  the  11th  regiment  R.  I.  V.,  now  en- 
camped on    Miner's  Hill  in  Virginia. 

On  that  day,  eight  hundred  and  fifly-four  privates  and  non-commis- 
sioned officers  reported  for  duty. 

This  regiment  has  not  been  paid  off  since  leaving  Rhode  Island, 
though  the  muster  rolls  were  promptly  sent  in  on  the  last  of  October. 
No  reason  could  be  assigned  for  non-payment,  excepting  the  shortness 
of  time  at  which  they  would  be  paid  at  that  date. 

Rations  are  good  and  in  sufficient  quantity. 

The  men  were  all  well  clothed  and  generally  in  good  condition,  and 
were  industriously  building  log  huts  for  their  Winter  quarters. 

The  hospital  department  of  this  regiment  is  in  a  very  good  condi- 
tion. The  Surgeon  has  taken  a  wooden  building  near  by,  and  fitted 
it  up  very  comfortably  for  the  sick  of  the  regiment.  In  the  hospital 
there  are  two  or  three  patients  who  should  be  discharged,  and  at  my 
suggestion  the  proper  papers  are  being  made  out. 

The  Surgeon  of  this  regiment  and  the  patients  in  hospitals^  seemed 
to  have  a  dread  of  a  general  hospital,  and  consequently  there  are  a 
number  in  the  regimental  hospital  who  should  be  immediately  sent  to 
some  general  hospital,  where  there  are  fiunlities  for  taking  better  care 
of  the  men. 

I  personally  made  suggestions  to  have  the  men  removed  to  some 
general  hospital,  and  I  doubt  not  it  will  be  done. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  COMMISSIONER. 


To  Hid  EzcdUncy  the  Governor. 

The  instructions  received  by  me  from  the  Adjutant  General's  office^ 
dated  Dec.  1862,  contemplate  two  reports.  The  first,  of  the  physical 
condition  of  our  regiments  actually  in  the  field ;  the  other,  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  hospitals  in  and  around  Washington,  with  a  statement  of 
what  was  actually  effected  with  reference  to  the  removal  of  the  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers  belonging  to  the  regiments  raised  and  recruited 
by  the  State  of  Rhode  Island. 

The  first  report,  dated  Washington,  D.  C,  December  28th,  1862, 
has  already  been  forwarded  to  your  Excellency,  and  some  of  the  sug- 
gestions therein  contained  are  now  being  carried  out.  Yet,  upon  re- 
flection, it  is  deemed  the  better  way  to  give  in  this  document  a  brief 
statement  of  my  proceedings,  in  the  pursuit  of  the  objects  contem- 
plated in  the  mission  entrusted  to  me ;  thus  combining  a  portion  of 
the  former  report  with  my  views  of  the  present  management  of  the 
hospitals  and  the  treatment  of  our  sick,  wounded  and  invalid  soldiei  b. 

On  the  evening  of  the  16th  of  December,  1862,  I  left  Providence 
and  arrived  at  Falmouth,  Va.,  on  the  18th  of  the  same  month,  and 
within  a  few  days  visited  successively  the  following  regiments  of  R.  I. 
soldiers,  then  attached  to  the  army  of  the  Potomac,  viz :  7th,  12th,  2d 
and  4th  regiments  of  infantry,  a  portion  of  the  first  regiment  of  light- 
artillery,  comprising  Batteries  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  G,  and  the  first 
regiment  of  cavarly. 

By  conversation  with  the  men  as  well  as  the  ofiicers,  it  seenjed  to 
me,  a  very  fiiir  opinion  of  their  circumstances  at  that  time,  was  arrived 
at.     It  was  impriK^tioable  to  visit  the  men  of  the  batteries,  as  they 
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were  then  on  duty  guarding  the  passage  of  the  Rappahannock  riTer, 
and  all  information  obtained  with  reference  to  this  regiment  was  kindly 
famished  me  by  Col.  Tompkins. 

The  condition  of  our  soldiers  then  at  Falmouth,  as  a  general  thing,, 
was  as  good  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  would  admit  of,  just  recov- 
ering as  they  were,  irom  the  depression  consequent  upon  the  recent 
battle. 

More  complaint  was  made  of  the  quality  of  the  articles  furnished  by 
Government,  than  of  the  quantity.  As  regards  clothing,  the  one  arti- 
cle of  pants  received  the  most  censure,  still  much  of  ali  the  clothing  is 
made  of  such  poor  material  tliat  a  few  days'  wear  render  it  nearly  worth- 
less. Shoes  of  such  inferior  quality,  that  in  a  short  march  they  become 
useless  and  must  be  thrown  aside. 

The  rations  at  that  time  were  of  good  quality,  the  variety  was  not 
very  great,  yet,  upon  the  whole,  but  little  fault  was  found  with  the 
food.  Whenever  supplies  are  not  forthcoming,  it  seems  to  me,  the 
fault  cannot  be  attributed  to  the  officers  in  command  of  the  regiments, 
nor  to  the  Department  at  Washington,  but  in  some  way  to  interme- 
diate officers,  (brigade  or  divisional).  The  Cavalry  regiment,  in 
particular,  had  no  difficulty  in  procuring  whatever  was  needed,  when 
it  acted  independently,  but  since  it  has  been  brigaded,  a  great  deal  of 
trouble  is  experienced  in  obtaining  necessary  supplies. 

The  recruits  sent  to  our  regiments  are  many  of  them  worthless, 
and,  it  seems  to  me,  a  more  careful  inspection  is  necessary  before  they 
are  accepted  and  mustered  into  the  service.  I  have  yet  to  learn 
of  what  earthly  use  an  unsound  man  is  in  the  military  service  of  ^e 
United  States  Government.  He  is  not  only  a  useless  expense  to  the 
State  and  general  Government,  but  an  actual  burden  to  the  regiment 
to  which  he  belongs— embarrassing  its  movements  and  requiring  a  de- 
tail of  able-bodied  men  to  take  care  of  him. 

I  would  recommend  in  this  connection  (as  I  have  before  done  per- 
sonally) a  request  be  sent  by  your  Excellency,  to  the  Surgeons  in 
charge  of  Medical  Department  of  our  regiments,  to  use  their  best 
endeavors  to  procure  the  discharge  of  those  men  who  are,  and  will  be 
of  no  use  to  the  government,  and  if  any  men  are  sick  in  their  re^- 
mental  hospitals  who  will  not  be  fit  for  duty  within  a  very  short  time, 
to  have  them  sent  to  some  general  hospital. 

The  suggestion  made  in  my  former  report,  to  furnish  our  troops 
with  fresh  vegetables,  is  now,  I  understand,  being  carried  out.  I 
deen^  this  matter  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  hope,  as  soon  as  this 
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supply  is  consTimed,  another  cargo  may  be  forwarded,  and  thus  be 
continued,  so  long  as  a  single  Rhode  Island  soldier  is  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States. 

A  grave  cause  of  complaint  exists  with  reference  to  the  prompt 
payment  of  our  soldiers.  The  commanding  officers  of  our  regiments 
have  sent  in  their  muster  and  pay  rolls  promptly,  with  perhaps  one  or 
two  excepti<ms,  and  the  reason  given  by  the  paymaster  is,  that  he  has 
no  m<mej  in  his  bands  to  pay  the  men. 

Nothing  discourages  and  disheartens  a  soldier  so  much  as  to  be  de- 
prived of  his  well  earned  pay,  month  after  month.  In  some  re^ments 
which  have  not  been  paid  for  six  months,  it  is  a  great  hardship  to  the 
officers,  who  are  obliged  to  pay  the  Brigade  Commissary  cash  for 
articles  necessary  for  their  subsistence. 

Upon  my  return  to  Washington,  it  came  directly  in  my  way  while 
visiting  the  hospitals,  to  see  Battery  H,  and  the  11th  regiment  of 
m&ntry. 

The  same  general  suggestions  apply  equally  to  these  commands,  as 
to  the  regiments  above  specified. 

For  more  minute  particulars  I  refer  you  to  my  former  report, 
dated  Washington,  D.  C,  Dec.  28, 1862. 

To  the  officers  in  command  of  our  regiments  I  am  indebted  for  great 
kindness  and  courtesy,  particularly  to  Cols.  Bliss,  Viall,  Tompkins  and 
Dnffie.  Col.  BUss  needs  no  commendation  from  me,  the  laurels,  won 
at  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  speak  sufficiently  in  his  praise.  Cols. 
Viall  and  Tompkins  afforded  me  every  fiicility  in  the  prosecution  of  my 
olject,  and  from  my  short  intercourse  with  them,  I  ji^dge  them  to  be 
splendid  officers,  and  I  doubt  not  will  do  the  State  great  credit. 

Last,  though  by  no  means  least,  is  Col.  Duffie.  I  made  the  acquain- 
tance of  this  officer  last  summer,  at  Manassas,  and  was  most  happy  to 
renew  it. 

No  one,  seeing  the  efficiency  to  which  he  has  brought  our  regiment 
of  cavalry,  can  for  an  instant  doubt  the  military  skill  and  ability  of  this 
frank  and  generous  soldier. 

On  Dec.  28d,  1862, 1  procured  an  order  from  the  Surgeon  General, 
with  reference  to  the  transfer  of  our  wounded  soldiers  from  the  hospi- 
tals at  Washington,  to  the  hospital  at  Portsmouth  Grove,  a  copy  of 
which  is  herewith  enclosed.  Upon  perusal  of  this  copy,  you  will  per- 
ceiye,  it  does  not  include  the  sick  in  hospitals  previous  to  the  battle  of 
Fredericksburg.  I  at  once  obtained  an  interview  with  the  Secretary 
of  War,  and  used  my  best  endearors  to  have  the  order  extended,  so  as 
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to  include  all  our  sick,  wounded  and  invalid  soldiers,  as  contemplated 
in  my  instructions,  but  was  informed  Ly  Mr.  Stanton,  the  order  was 
peremptory,  and  for  the  present  could  include  none  other  than  those 
wounded  at  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg ;  and  furthermore,  this  order 
had  received  his  hearty  sanction,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief. 

Upon  visiting  the  hospitals,  it  was  ascertained  a  laj]ge  proportion  of 
our  sick  had  been  transferred  to  hospitals  in  Baltimore,  Philadelphia 
and  New  York,  previous  to  the  late  battle,  and  what  few  remained^ 
(always  excepting  the  convalescents,)  were  too  ill  to  be  removed.  Sev- 
enty-«even  (77)  from  those  wounded  at  Fredericksburg,  in  company 
with  others,  mostly  from  New  England,  sufficient  to  make  the  num- 
ber two  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  were  carefully  and  tenderly  embark- 
ed on  board  the  Hospital  Transport  steamer  Daniel  Webster,  and  1^ 
Alexandria,  on  the  evening  of  the  second  (2d)  of  January,  1863, 
for  Portsmouth  Grove,  where  they  arrived  on  the  evening  of  the  5th 
of  the  same  month. 

I  came  a  passenger  on  board  the  steamer,  and  here  cheerftillj  add 
my  testimony,  to  the  assiduous  attentions  given  the  wounded  and  sick, 
by  all  the  officers  on  board,  particularly  Dr.  Hudson,  the  surgeon  in 
charge,  and  Dr.  Tegs,  his  assistant,  than  whom  I  have  rarely  met  more 
intelligent  and  kind  hearted  surgeons. 

A  list  of  these  seventy-seven  (77)  Rhode  Islanders,  has  already  been 
forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General's  office.  If  any  wounded  have 
been  left  behind  in  Washington,  who  should  have  been  included  in 
the  list  of  those  brought  to  Rhode  Island,  it  must  be  attributed  to  the 
great  difficulty  in  collecting  men  from  so  many  hospitals,  (over  60  io 
number,  I  think,)  and  to  the  necessary  hurry  of  departure.  In  my 
tour  of  hospital  duty,  I  visited  and  inspected  to  the  best  of  my  ability, 
twenty-one  (21)  hospitals,  besides  the  convalescent  camps,  and  the 
camps  of  distribution  at  Alexandria. 

A  Ust  of  the  Rhode  Island  patients  in  these  hospitals,  with  the 
names  of  their  diseases,  and  the  situation  of  their  woimds,  is  now  in 
the  Adjutant  General's  office.  Had  not  the  steamer  containing  our 
wounded,  left  so  soon,  I  should  immediately  have  visited  all  the  hospir 
tals  in  Washington.  But  as  it  is,  I  think  a  sufficient  number  have  been 
seen,  to  form  a  comparatively  fair  opinion  of  their  general  management 

All  our  sick  and  wounded  with  whom  I  conversed,  expressed  them- 
selves well  satisfied  with  their  treatment,  and  spoke  in  the  highest  tenns 
of  the  medical  officers,  with  only  a  few  exceptions.    When  we  consid'

er  the  magnitude  of  the  work,  (twenty  thousand  or  more  inmates  of 
the  hospitals  in  Washington  alone,)  is  it  strange  some  complaint  will 
be  made  ? 

The  cooking  arrangements  connected  with  the  hospitals,  are  in 
good  condition,  the  food  abundant  and  of  the  proper  quality. 

Excepting  the  Patent  Oj£ce  Hospital,  I  think  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  every  one  of  these  institutions  is  very  good  and  daily  inn 
proving.  That  portion  of  the  Patent  Office,  now  used  for  a  hospi- 
tal,  is  damp,  cold  and  unhealthy.  In  aU  probabiUty,  the  patients  will 
soon  be  removed  to  a  healthier  location,  and,  I  trust,  the  use  of  that 
building  for  hospital  purposes,  will  for  the  future  be  dispensed  with. 

The  camp  at  Alexandria,  known  as  the  Convalescent  and  Strag- 
glers' Camp,  has  recently  been  divided.  The  convalescents  have  been 
removed  to  a  separate  camp  nearer  Washington,  and  the  name  of  the 
original  camp  changed.  It  is  now  known  as  the  Camp  of  Distribu- 
tion, where  all  soldiers  discharged  from  hospitals,  or  taken  up  as  strag- 
glers, and  fit  for  duty,  are  sent  to  await  the  call  of  their  respective 
corps  commanders. 

The  Convalescent  Camp  I  do  not  think  much  of,  not  that  anything 

is  wrong.  If  a  soldier,  discharged  from  the  hospital,  is  able  to  sleep  on 
the  ground  under  a  common  tent  and  cook  his  own  rations,  he  is  cer- 
tainly  aUe  to  join  his  regiment  and  enter  upon  active  duty.  If  he  is 
not  able  to  join  his  comrades  in  the  field,  he  should  remain  in  a  hos- 
pital, where  he  may  be  properly  administered  to  and  cared  for,  until 
he  has  regained  perfect  health. 

The  registration  of  the  inmates  of  hospitals  is  very  imperfect.  On 
the  list  at  the  office  of  the  Medical  Director,  consoUdated  firom  the 
morning  reports  of  each  hospital,  are  r^btered  what  purports  to  be 
'  the  names  of  men  firom  the  sixth,  (6th)  eighth,  (8th)  ninth,  (9th) 
and  tenth,  (10th)  R.  I.  Regiments.  If  I  am  correctly  informed,  we 
never  had  regiments  in  the  field,  numbered  repectively,  six  (6)  and 
eight  (8). 

The  ninth  (9th)  and  tenth  (10th)  regiments  were  mustered  out  of 
service  by  September  last,  and  there  can  be  no  men  firom  these  regi- 
ments in  hospital.  Again,  names  are  registered  from  our  third  (3d) 
and  fifth  (5th)  regiments.  I  doubt  very  much  whether  any  sick 
firom  either  of  these  regiments  have  been  brought  fi:om  Fort  Royal, 
S.  C,  or  firom  Newbem,  N.  C,  to  be  adoutted  into  hospitals  at  Wash^ 
ington. 
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This  imperfect  r^istration  was  a  great  disappoiiitnient  to  me ;  m  j 
intention  was  to  obtain  a  correct  list  of  onr  soldiers  in  eveiy  hospital, 
for  publication  in  some  of  our  dail  j  papers ;  and  as  I  had  not  time  to 
visit  all  the  hospitals,  it  occurred  to  me  to  make  nse  of  the  Medical 
Director's  list.  The  list  at  the  office  of  the  Sanitary  Commission  is 
but  little  better — ^names  fix)m  the  twenty  first  (21st)  R.  I.  Regiment 
are  there  recorded,*  Accordingly  I  made  arrangements  with  Ppo£ 
Jillson,  of  the  R.  I.  Relief  Association,  to  fisrward  to  the  Adjntant 
Oeneral's  Office,  a  list  which  is  being  made  out  under  the  auspices  of 
that  Association,  compiled  firom  the  reports  of  their  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, i 

If  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  would  make  some  arrangements  widi 
the  above  named  Relief  Association,  by  way  of  compensation,  it  aeems 
to  me  a  correct  list  of  Rhode  Island  soldiers  in  hospitals  coold  he 
weekly  received,  and  published  for  the  informatian  of  those  who  have 
friends  and  relations  in  our  regiments,  and  are  often  at  a  loss  to  leazn 
their  whereabouts.  This  is  a  matter  which  properly  belongs  to  Ae 
State,  and  should  not  be  left  to  be  accomplished  entirely  by  the  Tohmr 
tary  contributions  of  the  benevolent. 

The  policy  of  transferring  the  sick  and  wounded  from  Wadiiiigton 
to  their  respective  States  is,  in  my  x>pinion,  a  doubtfrd  <me.  Could  it 
be  demonstrated  that  the  sick  would  be  better  cared  for  in  a  United 
States  Hospital  estaUished  in  Rhode  Island,  in  Connecticut  or  in  Ver- 
mont, (and  I  believe  the  transfer  is  in  no  case  allowed  unless  the 
United  States  have  a  general  hospital  within  the  State,)  it  would  be 
a  wise  movement.  But  I  believe  the  contrary  is  the  feci.  At  this 
season  of  the  year,  especially,  I  think  our  sick  are  much  better  off  in 

a  climate  like  that  of  Washington,  than  they  would  be  here.    A  veiy 
large  majority  of  the  patients  are  better  cared  for  there  than  they 

would  be  at  their  own  homes. 

This  transfer  works  to  the  peculiar  disadvantage  of  one  class  of • 
patients,  viz. :  those  who  have  suffered  amputation  of  the  leg  or  thigh. 
At  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital,  the  Government  has  established  the  in- 
ventor of  one  of  the  most  perfect  artificial  limbs,  who  is  constantly 
employed  (at  the  expense  of  the  United  States,)  in  fitting  limbs  upon 
those  soldiers  who  have  sufficiently  recovered  from  an  amputation. 
Why,  then,  should  this  class  of  patients  be  deprived  of  this  benefit 
by  being  removed,  and  in  all  probability  discharged  from  the  service, 
in  some  hospital  remote  from  Washington  ? 

In  the  history  of  this  war,  thusfiur,  there  has  been,  in  my  opinion, 
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no  battle  where  the  arrangements  for  taking  care  of  the  wounded 
men,  was  so  well  planned,  and  so  fidthfiilly  executed,  as  at  the  battle 
of  Fredericksburg.

You  are  requested  to  select  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  soldiers  of 
Rhode  Island,  wounded  in  the  battle  at  Fredericksburg,  and  forward  them  to 
Portsmouth  Giroye,  B.  I.,  proTided,  you  have  not  already  filled  up  that  hospital.

OBGANIZATION. 

The  undenigiied,  RaQroad  Commissioiierst  hkre  the  honor  to  report 
to  jaar  Honorable  Body,  that  the  Board  was  organized  in  the  month 
of  Jnne  last,  for  the  current  political  year,  by  the  election  of  General 
John  Oonld,  as  Chairman,  and  Wm.  J.  Miller,  Secretary. 

EXAMINATIONS   OF  THE  ROADS. 

The  usual  Fall  examinations  of  the  several  railroads  in  the  State, 
commenced  on  the  12th  of  November  last,  and  were  concluded  on 
the  20th  of  the  same  month.  These  examinations  werd  very  thorough, 
including  not  only  the  road-bed,  track  and  railroad  bridges,  but  the 
road  and  fium  bridges  over  the  railroad  tracks. 

On  the  morning  of  the  12th  of  November,  at  7  o^clock,  took  a 
special  train  at  the  depot,  to  pass  over  the  Hartford  Railroad,  accom- 
panied by  Mr.  Nott,  the  Superintendent,  and  by  Messrs.  Hammond, 
Scranton  and  Jaques,  comprising  the  Board  of  Bailroad  Commission- 
ers of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  who,  by  previous  arrangement,  had 
arrived  in  Providence  the  evening  before,  for  the  purpose  of  uniting 
with  us  in  the  examination  of  the  road.  Passed  over  the  road  to 
Hartford,  reaching  there  at  night.  Found  the  road  in  fine  run- 
ning order,  and  suggested  some  slight  repairs  to  bridges,  &c,  Ke- 
tumed  to  Providence  on  Thursday,  13th. 

On  Friday,  the  14th,  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  bridges 
over  the  Cove  and  River  in  the  vicinity  of  the  general  depot  in  diis 
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city,  and  also  examined  the  tracks  and  crossings  within  the  city 
limits,  suggesting  such  repairs*and  improvements  as  seemed  necessary* 
In  this  connection,  we  would  state  that  a  flagman  has  been  stationed 
at  tlie  street  crossing  over  the  Stonington  and  Hartford  Roads,  lead- 
ing to  the  new  Bumside  Rifle  Factory,  in  this  city,  recommended 
by  your  Commissioners,  and  referred  to  in  our  Report  to  your  Honor- 
able Body  in  May  last. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  examined  three  road-bridges 
over  the  Boston  and  Worcester  Roads,  at  the  north  end  of  the  dty, 
and  particularly,  the  crossing  on  Charles  street.  This  is  an  impor- 
tant crossing,  on  the  grade  of  the  street,  and  the  Board  were  of  die 
opinion,  that  in  addition  to  the  gate-tender,  there  should  be  a  ga»^ 
light  put  up  at  said  crossing,  to  bum  until  the  last  train  at  night  has 
passed.  This  improvement  has  since  been  made,  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendation  of  your  Commissioners. 

On  the  15th  of  November,  with  a  special  train,  accompanied  by 
Mr.  Folsom,  Superintendent  of  Transportation,  left  the  general  dqx>t 
in  this  city,  and  passed  over  the  Boston  Road  to  the  Seekonk  Junc- 
tion, examining  the  road-bed  and  bridges  within  our  State ;  and  then 
from  said  junction  to  the  India  Point  Depot,  in  Providence,  over  the 
Seekonk  Branch.  Found  road  and  bridges  in  good  order.  Also,  ex* 
amined  the  Railroad  Bridge  at  India  Point,  and  tested  it,  by  having 
the  locomotive  pass  rapidly  through  it  several  times.  It  appeared  to 
be  very  substantial. 

On  Monday,  November  17th,  took  a  special  train  on  the  Worcester 
Railroad,  and  .accompanied  by  Mr.  Taber,  the  Superintendent, 
passed  over  the  road  to  the  State  line,  near  Waterford.  Made  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  track  and  bridges,  including  the  bddges 
over  the  road.  Found  the  first  and  second  road  bridges  over  the 
track  above  Pawtucket,  badly  decayed  and  weak,  and  called  the  at- 
tention of  the  Superintendent  to  them.  The  small  bridge  at  Valley 
Falls,  which  has  been  in  wear  ever  since  the  road  was  built,  is  weather* 
worn  and  decayed.  It  was  the  intention  to  repair  this  bridge  the  past 
season,  but,  on  examination,  it  was  decided  to  build  a  new  bridge  in- 
stead, the  next  season.  In  the  meantime,  the  old  bridge  is  r^ffded 
as  safe.  The  long  bridge  at  Valley  Falls,  referred  to  in  former  Re- 
ports, has  been  replaced  by  a  new  and  substantial  structure,  wdl  pro- 
tected from  the  weather.  The  examination  proved  the  road  to  be  in 
good  condition. 

On  the  1 8th  of  November,  examined  the  Bristol  Railroad,  in  com* 
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pany  with  Mr.  Stone,  the  Superintendent,  suggesting  some  slight  re- 
pairs to  two  road  bridges  over  the  track,  which  seemed  required.  The 
road  was  in  good  runnuig  order. 

On  tha  19th  of  November,  in  carriages,  drove  to  and  examined 
nine  bridges  on  the  Hartford  and  Stonington  Railroads,  in  the  town  of 
Cranston.  One  bridge  over  the  Stonington  Road — the  first  bridge 
west  of  the  Cranston  crossing — was  so  badly  decayed  as  to  demand 
immediate  attention.     AH  the  others  were  in  good  condition. 

On  Friday,  November  20th,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  having,  by  ar- 
rangement, met  at  New  London  the  evening  previous,  took  a  special 
train  at  Groton,  for  the  purpose  of  passing  over.the  Stonington  Road. 
We  were  accompanied  by  Messra.  Hammond  and  Jaques,  two  of  the 
three  Connecticut  Commissioners,  and  by  Mr.  Mathews,  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  road.  The  weather  was  stormv,  and  the  examin- 
ation  of  the  bridges  was  not  as  thorough  as  usual.  This  was  not  es- 
sential, as  our  examinations  on  this  road  in  May  last,  were  very  close, 
and  all  the  bridges  are  of  recent  construction,  very  substantially  built, 
and  well  protected  from  decay.  Examined  the  road  and  farm  bridges 
with  care,  and  found  several  of  them  more  or  less  decayed,  to  which 
the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  was  called.  The  bank  at  the 
"  High-House  Crossing,"  on  this  road,  referred  to  in  our  former  Re- 
ports, has  been  cut  down,  rendering  said  crossing  comparatively  safe. 

This  concluded  the  examinations  of  the  roads.  It  affords  us  plea- 
sure to  state,  that  the  suggestions  of  your  Commissioners  have  gener- 
ally been  promptly  responded  to  by  the  Railroad  officials. 

Casualties. 

There  have  been  seven  casualties  on  the  railroads  within  the  limits 
of  this  State,  since  our  Report  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  last 
May  Session,  six  of  which  have  proved  fatal. 

The  first  occurred  on  the  26th  of  May,  between  5  1-2  and  6  o'clock, 
P.  M.,  on  the  Worcester  Road,  just  above  Eaton's  bridge,  near  Paw- 
tucket.  The  name  of  the  person  injured  was  Philo  Wright,  about  30 
years  of  age.  He  was  a  laborer,  employed  on  road  repairs,  and  resid- 
ed at  Pleasant  View,  near  Central  Falls.  Three  witnesses  were 
examined— one  of  the  persons  employed  with  him  at  the  time  of  the 
accident,  and  the  engineer  and  fireman  of  the  train  that  struck  him. 
He  was  sent  up  the  road  to  pick  up  the  shovels  that  lay  between  the 
two  tracks,  and  was  noticed  by  another  laborer  to  be  too  near  the 
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track  where  the  5  1-2  P.  M.  hoarlj  train  was  coming  np.  He  warned 
him  of  his  danger,  and  beckoned  to  him  to  get  out  of  the  way.  He 
first  stepped  on  the  track,  and  his  companion  beckoned  to  him  again 
to  get  off.  He  did  so,  but  remained  too  near,  and  was  struck  by  the 
locomotive  in  the  back,  and  knocked  on  to  the  other  track.  The 
engineer  saw  him  step  on  the  track,  about  four  rods  ahead  of  the 
engine,  and  blew  the  whistle  for  him  to  get  off.  He  made  an  effort, 
but  had  not  time  to  get  clear  of  the  track,  before  the  engine  struck 
him.  The  fireman  stated  that  he  had  known  him  seven  or  eight  years, 
— that  he  was  a  man  of  good  habits,  but  rather  simple  and  easily 
bewildered.  He  was  taken  to  Centi'al  Falls  on  a  hand  car,  and  £rom 
there  to  lus  home  in  a  wagon.  Doctors  Clapp  and  Perry  attended 
him,  but  he  was  so  badly  injured  that  he  died  between  9  and  10 
o'clock  the  same  night. 

The  second  case  occurred  at  the  Pawtucket  Station,  on  the  7th  of 
July.  Cormick  McGarrell,  a  passenger,  took  the  train  due  at  that 
station  at  4  18  P.  M.,  on  the  Worcester  Road,  and  remained  on  the 
platform  of  the  car,  after  the  train  started,  and  leaned  out  forward  from 
the  opening  at  the  center  of  the  car,  looking  back.  As  the  train 
increased  its  speed,  he  was  seen  to  lurch  forward  and  fall  between  the 
tender  and  car.  The  conductor  of  the  train  was  standing  on  the  plat- 
form at  the  time,  with  his  back  towards  McGarrell.  He  noticed  an 
object  to  his  right  moving,  and  tm*ned  his  head,  and  saw  him  falling. 
He  sprang  for  the  bell  line,  and  stopped  the  train,  which  had  already 
passed  over  him.  He  went  back  and  found  him  lying  on  his  breast, 
his  neck  on  the  rail  and  head  over  on  tlie  outside,  apparently  dead. 
His  body  was  given  in  charge  of  the  Depot  Master. 

The   third  case   occurred  on  the  Boston  Road,  at  the  Pawtucket 
Station,  on  the  4th  of  September.     The  only  witness  examined,  was 
Francis  S.  Belden,  who  stated  that  as  the  4  P.  M.  train  from  Boston 
was  leaving  the  Pawtucket  Station  for  Providence,  he  noticed  a  man, 
with  oi^e  or  both  hands  holding  on  to  the  iron  railing  of  one   of  the  * 
cars,  and  nmning  along  on  the  platform,  evidently  with  the  intention 
of  jumping  upon  the  train.     While  running  in  this  manner,  he  came 
in  contact  with,  or  rather  stumbled  over,  a  boy  from  10  to  12  years  of 
age,  a  cripple,  leaning  on  his  crutch  and  standing  near  the  edge  of  the 
platform.     The  boy  was  thrqwn  down  and  fell  under  the  moving  train, 
the  wheels  passing  over  his  legs,  and  crushing  them  to  a  jelly.     He 
was  taken  up  and  carried  into  the  depot  building,  and  two  physicians 
\^ere  called,  but  he  survived  his  injuries  only  about  four  hours.     He 
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resided  at  VaQey  Falls.  While  at  Pawtucket,  oar  attention  was  called, 
bj  a  citizen  of  that  place,  to  the  platform  in  front  of  the  depot  building. 
He  said  it  was  too  narrow  to  accommodate  the  increased  travel  of  the 
station.  It  was  oflen  the  case  when  trains  arrive,  that  the  platform 
i^as  much  crowded,  and  he  thought  there  was  danger  of  persons  being 
crowded  or  pushed  off  under  the  cars.  The  platform  is  about  eight 
feet  wide.  The  attention  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Worcester 
fioad  has  been  called  to  the  matter 

The  fourth  case  occurred  on  the  Stonington  Railroad,  on  Saturday, 
the  20th  of  September,  near  the  Pawtuxet  River  Bridge.  Mrs.  Roby 
Arnold,  an  old  lady,  residing  near  by,  was  struck  by  the  ^^  Morning 
Accommodation  Train,"  so  called,  on  the  Stonington  Road,  on  its 
return  from  Groton,  and  instantly  killed.  Four  witnesses  were  exam- 
ined— the  engineer  on  the  train,  the  son  of  the  lady  killed,  and  two 
females  who  were  standing  upon  the  bank  at  the  side  of  the  road,  and 
saw  the  occurrence.  Mrs.  Arnold  lefl  the  house  a  short  time  before 
the  train  was  due,  to  go  down  and  get  a  newspaper,  which  was  usually 
thrown  off  the  train  at  that  point  for  her  son.  She  stood  upon  the 
bank,  talking  with  the  two  females  above  referred  to,  until  they  heard 
the  whistle  of  the  coming  train,  when  she  remarked  that  she  would 
step  down  and  take  the  paper.  She  descended  the  bank,  which  was 
quite  steep,  and  stepped  upon  two  narrow  planks  which  spanned  the 
ditch  to  the  road  bed.  One  of  the  females,  as  she  stepped  upon  the 
planks,  warned  her  not  to  attempt  to  cross,  and  about  the  same  time 
the  engineer  discovered  her,  and  fearing  she  might  attempt  to  cross 
the  track  in  front  of  the  train,  sounded  the  whistle.  She  stopped  for 
an  instant,  and  looked  at  the  train,  and  then  crossed  over  the  plank, 
and  stepped  on  to  the  track,  thinking  probably,  as  one  of  the  witnesses 
testifies,  that  she  had  time  to  get  across  the  track  before  the  cars  came 
up.  She  was  about  two-thirds  the  way  over  the  track,  when  the 
locomotive  hit  her.  She  was  thrown  a  great  distance  into  the  ditch, 
and  was  instantly  killed.  She  resided  near  the  road  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  track  from  where  she  was  standing  when  the  train 
approached,  and  the  paper  was  thrown  out  upon  that  side.  Hence 
her  desire  to  pass  across  the  track. 

The  fifth  case  occurred  at  the  Olneyville  Crossing,  on  the  Hartford 
Kailroad,  on  Wednesday,  October  1st.  Michael  Ryan,  a  pedler  of 
jewelry,  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  staggered  and  fell  upon  the  track 
just  in  front  of  a  freight  train,  about  six  o'clock,  P.  M.,  was  struck 
by  the  locomotive,  and  was  so  badly  injured  tliat  he  died  about  7 
o*clock,  on  Friday,  October  8d. 
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The  sixth  case  occurred  on  the  Boston  Road,  on  Saturday  eTeoing, 
November  29th,  near  the  Martin  Street  Crossing,  in  this  city.  A  me 
named  Michael  Bums,  attempted  to  cross  the  track  as  the  3  80  P.  M. 
accommodation  train  from  Boston  was  approaching,  and  was  stnd 
by  the  engine.  He  was  thrown  up  and  lodged  upon  the  rmmiDg 
board  of  the  locomotive,  where  he  remained  until  tlie  train  was  stop- 
ped. Ills  injuries  were  so  serious  that  he  died  in  about  30  minnfes 
after  he  was  struck.  The  engineer  testifies  that  he  saw  a  pena 
crossing  the  track  fi:*om  the  west  side,  just  ahead  of  the  engine,  app 
rently  tr}'ing  to  hurry  across ;  but  it  was  so  nearly  dark,  that  he  cod! 
not  make  out  distinctly  whether  it  was  a  man  or  a  woman.  The  hoi 
light  on  the  engine  was  lighted,  and  the  speed  of  the  train  was  ibGi 
twenty  miles  an  hour. 

The  last  case  we  have  to  notice,  occurred  on  the  Stonington  v 
road,  on  Monday,  January  5th,  1863.     William  H.  Brown,  acolot^ 
man,  about  eighteen  years  of  age,  living  in  South  Kingstown,  hot  h^ 
longing  in  North  Kingstown,  was  returning  to  Providence,  from  tk' 
lough,  where  he  had  a  few  days  before  enlisted  in  the  Xary.    He  a 
walking  on  the  track,  a  short  distance  north  of  Apponang,  when,o^ 
come  by  iatigue  and  over-eating,  he  sank  down,  and,  as  he  states,  fa 
asleep  and  slept  a  little  while.     When  he  awoke,  probably    trover 
by  the  approaching  train,  he  tried  to  move,  but  found  it  almost  imp^ 
sible.     Said  he  was  hag*ridden ;  and,  although  he  knew  the  tivn^ 
coming,  could  not  get  entirely  clear  of  the  track  before  it  canKn^ 
He  said  it  seemed  a  long  time  before  the  train  got  to  hiin — two  boe^  | 
When  the  engineer  first  discovered  him,  he  was  down  upon  his  b^J 
and«  from  his  movements,  he  supposed  it  was  one  of  the  workiDai4 
the  road  **  sighting  "  the  track.     When  within  abont  eighty  roi4 
him,  he  concluded  it  was  not  one  of  the  worionen,  and  blew  the  vi* 
tie  to  brake  up.     The  brakes  were  promptly  applied,  bat  it  «*  ^ 
possible  to  stop  the  train  before  it  hit  liim.     The  train  was  die  )^ 
York  Express,  which  left  Providence  at  12.3i»,  P.  M.     It  wi$ 
ning  about  35  miles  an  hour,  when  the  engineer  blew  the  wfa^de 
brake,  and  some  eight  or  ten  miles  an  hour,  when  the  engine 
him.     He  was  taken  np  and  put  into  the  bao^^age  car,  and  kA  ^ 
Ap|x>naug  Depot,  and  shortly  after  carried  to  the  Warwick  A^, 
where  he  was  attended  and  his  wounds  dressed  bv  Dr.  Ei 
of  Elast  Greenwich.     His  riiihi  hand  was  baJJv  mand^d — theff 
comminuted  fractun^  of  the  bone  of  the  right  arm  abo%~e  tae  t.^ 
and  his  ciJlar-bone  was  brc^Len.     Tha«  was  also  a  severe 
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on  the  right  side  of  his  forehead.  The  Doctor  amputated  his  right 
fore-arm  about  midway  between  the  elbow  and  wrist.  At  last  ac- 
counts he  was  doing  well  and  in  a  fair  way  of  recovery. 

This  completes  the  sad  list  of  casualties — ^more  than  the  usual 
number — ^but  your  Commissioners  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  state, 
that  in  no  instance  have  they  found  occasion  to  censure  theo  fiScers  or 
employees  of  the  railroads.

INSTRUCTIONS 


TO  THS 


COMMISSION  APPOINTED    TO  VISIT    THE  INVALID 

AND  WOUNDED  SOLDIERS. 


Dr.  Lloyd  Morton,  (who  will  associate  with  him,  Mrs.  Albert 
Dailej,)  is  hereby  appointed  a  Commission  to  proceed  to  Washington, 
on  a  tonr  of  inspection,  having  in  view  the  welfare  of  the  sick  and 
wonnded  soldiers  in  hospital  or  otherwise,  belonging  to  Rhode  Island 
regiments. 

The  Commission  will  be  charged  with  the  following  duties  :— 

1st.  To  procure  fi:*om  the  Secretary  of  War  an  order  for  the  re- 
moval of  sick  and  wounded  Rhode  Island  soldiers  to  the  United  States 
Hospital  at  Portsmouth  Grove, — similar  to  that  given  to  Assistant 
Surgeon  James  Harris,  dated  July  5th,  1862,  and  directing  the  trans- 
fer of  invalid  and  wounded  soldiers  to  Providence. 

2d.    To  visit  the  United  States  Hospitals  in  and  around  the  city 
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of  Washington,  and  especially  that  in  Alexandria ;  and,  also,  the  hos- 
pitals in  Philadelphia,  Harrisburg,  Baltimore,  and  wherever  else  Rhode 
Island  soldiers  may  be  situated,  with  the  particular  object  of  finding 
out  their  condition,  and  make  a  report  of  each  case  to  this  Department, 
to  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  at  its  coming  Session. 

8d.  The  Conmussion  is  particularly  charged  with  the  transfer  to 
the  hospital  at  Portsmouth  Grove,  of  all  wounded  and  invalid  soldiers 
belonging  to  Rhode  Island  regiments,  from  the  different  hospitals  as 
above  directed ;  and  is  ordered  to  perform  this  duty  with  the  greatest 
care,  having  in  view  the  comfort  and  wel&re  of  the  disabled. 

4th.  To  procure  the  discharge  of  eveiy  soldier  found  to  be  unfit- 
ted for  &rther  service ;  and,  also,  to  cause  the  removal  to  said  hosp- 
tal  of  all  those  cases  where  health  can  be  better  restored  within  the 
State,  and  whose  services  will  become  sooner  available  to  the  Grovem- 
ment.

To  Mis  MxedUncy  0-avemor  Spragv^ : 

In  conformity  with  your  letter  of  "  Instructions "  to  Dr.  Lloyd 
Morton  and  myself,  bearing  the  date  of  December,  1862,  (a  copy  of 
which  is  hereto  annexed,)  requesting  us  to  proceed  on  a  tour  of  in- 
spection to  various  hospitals,  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  sick  and  dis- 
abled Rhode  Island  soldiers,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

On  receiving  the  appointment,  I  proceeded  immediately  to  Wash- 
ington, where  I  arrived  on  the  evening  of  the  17th  of  December. 
During  my  stay  there  of  twenty  days,  I  visited  eighteen  hospitals,  some 
of  them  twice.  Three  of  these  were  in  Georgetown  and  one  in 
Alexandria.  I  also  made  one  visit  to  the  camp  of  Battery  H,  one 
to  the  11th  Rhode  Island  Regiment  at  Miner's  Hill,  and  two  to  the 
**  Convalescent  '*  and  "  Stragglers*"  Camps.  On  the  6th  of  January,  I 
went  to  Baltimore,  where  I  visited  six  hospitals  in  and  around  the 
tity.  On  the  11th  of  January,  I  left  for  York,  Pennsylvania,  where, 
there  being  but  one  hospital,  I  was  in  time  to  go  to  Harrisburg  the 
same  day.  Finding  Rhode  Island  soldiers  at  neither  Camp  Curtin 
nor  three  hospitals  which  I  visited,  I  reached  Philadelphia  on  the  night 
of  January  12tfa.  Here  I  visited  nineteen  hospitals,  including  ^*  West 
Philadelphia,"  **  Germantown,"  **  Chestnut  Hill,"  "  Summit  House" 
and  **  Chester."  On  the  19th  of  January,  I  proceeded  to  Newark, 
New  Jersey,  where  I  visited  the  guard-room  and  hospital,  and  reached 
New  York  the  following  day.  I  here  visited  eight  hospitals — five  in 
the  city  and  the  others  at  "  David's  Island,"  **  Fort  Schuyler "  and 
^*  Bedloe's  Island.^'  Returned  to  Providence  on  the  24th  of  January, 
having  visited,  in  five  weeks  and  four  days,  sixty-one  hospitals  and  five 
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camps.  The  number  of  Rhode  Island  men  which  I  found  in  these 
hospitals,  amounts  to  four  hundred  and  eighty  including  fiftj*two  at 
Convalescent  and  Stragglers'  Camps.  Of  this  number,  are  fifty-eight 
belonging  to  the  artillery  and  forty-nine  to  the  caralry.  There  were 
also  sixty  from  the  2d  Regiment,  five  from  the  3d,  seventy  firom  the 
4th,  eighty-eight  from  the  7th,  and  seventy-eight  firom  the  12th.  For 
further  information  reference  is  made  to  the  accompanying  table  in 
which  their'  names  may  be  found  alphabetically  arranged,  stating 
which  hospital  they  are  in,  the  regiment  and  company  of  each,  with 
an  account  of  their  wound  or  the  disease  they  are  suffering  firom ; 
also,  the  names  of  others  who  have  deserted  or  been  discharged. 
Many  of  these  men  were  transferred  the  first  week  in  January,  from 
Washington  £o  Portsmouth  Grove  Hospital,  and  it  is  probaUe,  that 
out  of  the  whole  of  this  number,  nearly  one  hundred  will  never  be  fit 
for  duty. 

Our  soldiers  are  suffering  from  the  ills  incident  to  convalescing 
from  typhoid  fever.  Diarrhoea  and  rheumatism  are  very  prevalent. 
There  are  several  cases  of  heart  disease,and  three  of  consumption.  Many 
of  the  cavalry  and  artillery  men  are  in  hospital  from  injuries  caused 
by  horses.  I  know  of  but  one  case  of  small  pox  among  them, 
although  they  are  much  exposed  to  it.  I  saw  one  in  a  hospital  in 
Washington,  in  the  next  bed  to  one  of  our  soldiers  whom  I  was 
speaking  with ;  and  in  Baltimore  two  cases  in  a  ward  with  the  other 
patients.  General  debility  describes  the  condition  of  a  great  pro- 
portion of  our  soldiers.  Some  are  reduced  by  disease,  and  many 
only  by  exposure  and  fatigue.  They  are  discouraged  and  disheartened 
by  lingering  so  long  in  hospitals  or  the  prospect  of  it.  Hope  and  en- 
couragement were  imparted  to  them,  on  hearing  that  this  mission  was 
expressly  to  ascertain  where  each  soldier  was,  what  was  his  condition 
and  wants,  and  that  an  effort  was  to  be  made  to  get  them  so  near 
their  homes  as  the  hospital  at  Portsmouth  Grove  in  this  State.  Their 
countenances  expressed  at  once  the  gratification  the  removal  would 
give  them.  One  man  in  Baltimore  said  with  trembling  lips,  **  I  am 
so  glad  to  know  that  some  body  is  thinking  of  us."  They  are  gener^ 
ally  satisfied  with  their  treatment,  seldom  making  any  complaints. 

The  hospitals,  with  very  few  exceptions,  are  very  clean,  well  venti- 
lated and  comfortably  warmed.  The  best  proof  of  the  good  attend- 
ance and  humane  treatment  of  the  patients,  is  the  favorable  reports  of 
the  soldiers  themselves,  unrestrained  by  the  presence  of  any  of  the 
officials.  In  several  cases  they  expressed  sincere  gratitude  towards 
the  surgeon  for  his  untiring  care,  to  which  they  felt  they  were  indebted 
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for  their  lives.  "  We  have  good  doctors ;"  and  **  I  was  surprised  to 
find  we  had  such  good  treatment,"  were  the  remarks  often  made  to 
me.  If  convalescents  could  be  allowed  nourishing  food  longer,  and 
not  be  put  on  **  army  rations  "  so  soon,  I  think  it  would  be  better  for 
the  Government  as  well  as  for  the  men, — ^for  they  would  sooner  be  fit  for 
duty.  But  as  this  is  not  allowed  unless  it  is  furnished  through  some 
outside  influence,  it  does  not  reflect  on  the  hospital  authorities. 

Whatever  objections  may  be  made  to  the  removal  of  the  soldiers  to 
**  Portsmouth  Grove  Hospital,"  I  leave  to  those  who  better  under- 
stand the  pohcy  of  the  plan ;  feeling  alone  would  decide  in  its  favor. 
Many  a  poor  fellow  is  dwelling  in  the  anticipation  of  being  where  a 
mother  or  other  dear  relative  can  reach  him.  Soldiers  from  other 
States,  who  were  attracted  to  us,  and  who  joined  in  the  conversation 
on  the  subject,  said,  they  wished  their  States  would  make  the  same 
effort  as  Rhode  Island  had  made.  The  maimed  soldier  being  de- 
prived of  having  the  artificial  limbs,  which  are  supplied  by  Gov- 
ernment to  those  who  are  discharged  from  the  Hospitals  in  Washing- 
ton, is  an  argument  against  it,  but  those  who  are  in  other  places  now, 
have  not  that  privilege  to  forfeit.  I  had  the  concurrence  of  f  num- 
ber of  surgeons  in  the  opinion  that  the  plan  was  a  good  one,  and  they 
were  hopeful  that  it  might  be  allowed ;  while  others,  le9%  sanffuine 
and  more  sensitive,  looked  upon  the  improbability  of  its  being  brought 
about,  and  felt  that  it  implied  a  doubt  of  the  good  attendance  there, 
but  gave  it  their  sanction,  when  convinced  by  the  proposition  that  it 
was  preferable  perhaps,  to  suffer  more  and  be  within  the  reach  of  the 
sympathy  which  we  most  crave. 

I  was  informed  that  the  Convalescent  Camp  was  to  be  broken  up, 
and  I  sincerely  hope  it  may  be,  as  the  condition  of  the  place  is  de- 
plorable. When  I  last  visited  this  camp,  it  was  somewhat,  improved, 
as  it  had  been  removed  in  a  direction  where  the  men  could  get  wood 
and  water  without  having  to  go  two  or  three  miles  for  it,  as  before. 
It  is  very  hard  for  men  in  their  condition,  to  sleep  on  the  ground, 
with  a  single  blanket,  and  to  suffer  from  neglect  and  exposure,  as 
they  appeared  to.  Those  who  are  ready  to  go  to  their  regiments,  are 
detained  oftentimes  until  they  are  so  reduced  they  have  to  be  sent 
back  to  the  hospital.  Common  sense  tells  us  that  such  treatment  is 
not  calculated  to  replenish  the  ranks  of  the  army.  I  could  not  per- 
ceive much  distinction  between  this  and  the  Stragglers'  Camp.  Of 
course  this  place  serves  for  a  resort  for  men  who  had  rather  be  any 
where  than  facing  the  enemy ;  and  therefore,  here  it  is  that  shirks  and 
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cowards  **  most  do  congregate,"  and  the  morale  of  the  place  is  Terj 
disgusting  to  brave  and  honest  soldiers,  who  are  forced  to  mingle  in- 
discriminately with  them.  '*  Chestnut  Hill  Hospital"  is  a  model  in- 
stitution for  Convalescents. 

The  spirit  of  humanity  which  dictated  this  mission  has  drawn 
forth  sympathy  and  kindness  from  all  who  become  acquainted  widi  it, 
as  well  as  the  surgeons  and  others  in  the  Hospitals.  Several  times 
the  surgeons  proved  their  interest  by  acting  at  once  in  some  cases 
which  I  brought  to  their  notice.  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  the 
"  Rhode  Island  Relief  Association"  in  Washington,  for  their  cordial  . 
co-operation.  I  would  say  to  the  friends  of  the  soldiers,  that  the 
wants  of  their  sick  and  wounded  are  thoroughly  attended  to  hj 
the  members ;  they  have  had  a  good  supply  from  home,  thus  fiir, 
of  clothing  and  delicacies,  which  are  dispensed  with  truly  heart-felt 
sympathy  to  all  the  Rhode  Island  soldiers  in  hospital  in  and  aroimd 
Washington.  Committees  are  sent  to  all  of  them,  who,  not  only  at- 
tend to  their  physical  wants,  but  write  letters  for  them,  exert  themselres 
to  find  their  **  descriptive  lists,"  get  their  discharge,  etc.,  when  neces^ 
sary,  ttnd  supply  as  far  as  possible  the  place  of  their  own  personal 
friends.  Mrs.  Arnold,  the  wife  of  our  Senator,  the  Hon.  Samuel  G.  .  i 
Arnold,  is  adorning  her  station  there  with  the  same  womanly  iBi****^ 
of  devotion  and  sympathy  for  our  suffering  soldiers  which  actuated 
her  here^  and  with  which  she  so  nobly  filled  the  position  of  President 
of  the  "  Volunteer  Relief  Association."  Other  ladies  connected  with 
the  members  of  the  Association  in  Washington,  assist  with  heart  and 
hand  in  this  work  of  love  and  patriotism. 

I  am  also  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  New  England  Relief 
Association,  in  Philadelphia,  who  pay  the  same  attention  to  our  sol- 
diers as  to  those  of  the  other  New  England  States,  although  they  have 
never  received  any  donations  from  here.  In  one  case  where  cham- 
pagne was  prescribed  for  one  of  our  men,  whose  life  the  surgeon  told 
me  "  hung  by  a  hair,"  this  Association  supplied  one  quart  per  day  as 
long  as  it  was  necessary.  I  trust  their  kindness  will  be  acknowledged 
by  some  contributions  from  this  State. 

For  fiurther  particulars  I  beg  leave  to  refier  your  Excellency  to  the 
more  extended  report  of  Dr.  Morton,  whose  instructions  contain  ad- 
ditional items  to  those  in  the  instructions  to  myself,  and  which  re- 
quired him  to  visit  all  the  camps  of  the  Rhode  Island  regiments  and 
batteries  attached  to  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,

There  is  a  great  public  want  of  a  safe  and  convenient  substitute  for  small  olver 
and  copper  change,  which,  under  the  troubled  state  of  the  currency,  has  almost 
entirely  disappeared  from  circulation.  This  want  is  very  embarrassing  to  the 
Banks,  to  meu  in  trade,  and  to  the  people  geuerally.  Substitutes  have  been  atr 
tempted  which  are  very  unsatisfactory  to  the  public,  and,  I  think,  very  justly  so. 
The  cutting  of  one  dollar  Bank  bills  into  two  parts,  and  passing  each  part  for 
fifty  cents,  must  ultimately  result  in  loss  to  the  holders,  since  counterfeit  bills  are 
often  used  in  this  way  with  less  chance  of  detection,  and  the  genuine  Inlls  which 
are  employed  for  this  purpose  are,  in  many  instances,  used  without  the  consent  of 
the  Banks  issueing  them,  and  which  will  not  redeem  them  unless  the  two  parts  of 
the  same  bill  are  brought  together  lor  redemption,  which  will  be  an  almost  moral 
impossibility.  The  GU)vemment  stamps  which  are  now  used,  are  coarse,  badly 
engraved,  on  poor  paper,  without  signitures  and  easQy  counterfeited.  Of  those 
at  present  in  circulation  a  very  large  proportion  are  now  pronounced  by  good 
judges  to  be  counterfeits,  and  this  proportion  will  undoubtedly  rapidly  increase. 
These  counterfeit  stamps  may  pass,  uuder  the  pressing  necessity  for  small  change. 
as  readily  as  the  genuine,  until  the  time  for  the  redemption  x)f  these  United 
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States  stamps  airire ;  but,  when  dot  dme  does  arrive,  unless  means  are  now 
taken  to  prevent  it,  oar  citizens  will  be  saddled  with  a  very  great  lofls — ml  lea 
probablj,  than  one  hondred  tfaoosand  doUan — in  oonseqaenoe  of  these  ooontcr- 
feit  United  States  stamps. 

To  obviate  a  brge  ultimate  loss  to  the  citiaens  of  this  State  from  this  bonding 
apolo«7  for  a  small  ehan|re  euirencj,  which  arc  so  badlj  executed  that  m  commoo 
job  press  printer  can  easily  counterfeit  them — and  I  am  sure  that  our  fint-da» 
job  print ?»  would  have  to  descend  very  much  from  their  usual  workmanship,  to 
imUaU  even  these  coarae  and  ugly-looking  Crovemmeut  stampe — and  at  the  same 
time,  furnish  the  people  with  a  safe  and  convenient  substitute  for  small  sflver  and 
copper  change.  I  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  the  General  ABsemblj  ^ 
authorize  the  issue  of  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  two  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars in  small-change  biUs  of  the  following  denominations :  five,  ten,  twenty-five 
and  fifty  cents.  These  bills  to  be  issued  fay  the  General  Treasurer  of  the  State, 
and  when  presented  for  payment  to  the  amount  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  by  him  re- 
deemed in  the  same  currency  originally  paid  for  them,  in  the  Bank  bills  of  this 
State,  or  in  United  States  tender  notes.  These  small  change  notes  should  be 
neatly  engraved  on  good  Bank  note  paper  and  be  of  the  size  of  tho  coupons  at- 
tached to  our  State  Bond^. 

Such  a  currency  would  be  eagcriy  sought  and  generally  used  by  the  Banks, 
by  men  in  trade,  and  by  the  people  at  hrge  in  this  State.  And  since  our  6  per  } 
cent  State  Bonds  are  selling  in  the  markets  of  other  States  for  $112  1-2  for 
$100,  while  the  United  States  6  per  cent,  notes  are  selling  in  the  same  markets 
for  only  95  or  96,  and  our  State  credit,  as  demonstrated  by  the  sale  of  State 
Bonds  in  the  stock  markets,  stands  higher,  with  a  single  exception,  than  that  of  any 
other  State  in  the  Union.  These  small  change-notes,  issued  under  the  authority 
and  upon  the  credit  of  this  State,  would,  unquestionably,  be  sought  by  the  Banks 
and  people  of  other  States.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  circulation  by  our 
State  of  such  a  safe  and  convenient  currency  to  an  amount  much  above  the  limit 
of  issue  which  I  have  suggested,  might  be  easily  maintained  until  the  time  of 
redemption  by  the  Banks  of  a  specie  currency  arrives — a  period  which  I  fear  i^  j 

rather  remote.  \ 

This  system  could  be  ho  arranged  as  to  be  entirely  safe  to  the  State,  fumi^ 
a  safe  and  convenient  small-ehange  currency  to  the  public,  and,  while  it  would 
save  the  dtiiens  of  the  State  from  a  large  ultimate  loss,  which  will  inevitably 
happen  under  the  wretched  and  unsatisfactoiy  substitutes  now  in  use,  would  be 
the  means  of  a  very  acceptable  annual  income  to  the  State. 

(The  State  Auditor  here  inserts  Uie  General  Treasurer's  Report  of  Receipts 
and  Expenses  from  May  1st,  1862,  to  January  17th,  1863,  which,  having  been  , 

previously  printed,  is  here  omitted.)  I 

It  will  lie  readily  perceived  by  a  glance  at  the  General  Treasurer's  Report,  , 

that  our  State  finances,  so  far  as  ordinary  receipts  and  expenditures  are  concerned,  i 

are  in  a  very  sound,  satisfactory  and  highly  flourishing  condition.     There  is  a 
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balance  in  the  Treasury  of  fiftjr-eeven  thooBand,  three  hundred  and  forty-five 
doUars,  after  paying  fifteen  thousand  doUars  for  interest  on  State  Bonds,  growing 
out  of  the  war  expenditures,  and  which  should,  I  think,  have  been  charged  to 
the  war  debt. 

We  went  into  the  present  war  as  no  other  State  went  into  it — without  a  dollar 
of  State  debt ;  and  whatever  shall  be  the  amount  of  expenses  which  the  citizens 
of  this  State  may  have  ultimately  to  pay  in  consequence  of  the  war,  and  of  the 
means  which  we  have  {umished  for  its  vigorous  prosecution,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  they  will  meet  it  with  the  same  alacrity,  and  with  the  same  just  and 
generous  feelings  of  patriotism  and  puUic  spirit  with  which  they  contracted  it.

William  S^ague : 

Sir  : — ^I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication through  the  Adjutant  General,  requesting  ^^  a  report  of 
mj  doings  in  this  department,  with  the  plan-of  action  and  results  ac- 
complished." 

Since  my  appointment  on  the  25th  September  last,  I  have  endea- 
vored to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  Provost  Marshal,  so  as  to 
meet  with  the  expectations  of  the  General  Government,  and  at  the 
same  time,  with  as  little  embarrassment  as  possible  to  the  civil  tribu- 
nals ;  to  this  end,  all  persons  arrested  for  offences  cognizable  by  the 
civil  law,  have  been  as  speedily  as  practicable,  turned  over  to  the  State 
or  United  States  officers,  to  be  tried  by  the  common  law. 

The  military  arrests  have  been  mostly  for  desertions.  Persons  ar- 
rested for  this  cause,  have  been  confined  in  the  County  Jail,  until  they 
could  be  forwarded  to  their  regiments,  which  has  been  done,  as  fast 
as  detachments  of  sufficient  size  could  be  collected,  and  suitable  offi- 
cers detailed  to  take  them  in  charge.  By  an  arrangement,  deserters 
are  boarded  in  the  County  Jail  at  two  dollars  per  week,  a  sum  about 
equal  to  the  expense  of  the  Government  rations. 

The  duties  devolving  upon  this  office  are  various.  They  have  in- 
cluded the  arrest  and  confinement  of  deserters  and  stragglers,  and  the 
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tnuisportation  of  them  to  their  respective  T^ments;  farrethigoat 
of  firandfl  upon  the  GoTemment,  and  of  entidng  sddiers  to  desert,  and 
holding  them  for  trial  in  the  dvil  courts ;  giving  certificates  of  identitj 
and  loyalty  to  our  citizens,  to  enable  them  when  at  Washington  to 
obtain  passes  to  their  firiends  within  the  lines  of  our  army  ;  qaeDing 
disturbances  in  the  various  barracks  of  the  city ;  searching  for  Govern- 
ment property  which  has  been  embezzled  or  stolen,  and  the  proeecu- 
tion  of  offenders  ;  correspondence  with  the  Provost  Marshals  of  other 
States  for  the  return  of  deserters,  and  with  commanders  of  regiments 
and  batteries  to  obtain  complete  descriptive  lists;  investigating  the 
numerous  cases  of  firauds,  occasioned  by  the  large  bounties ;  examin* 
ing  into  cases  of  more  than  one  enlistment  by  the  same  person,  to  as* 
certain  where  he  belongs ;  embarking  of  regiments  and  of  detach- 
ments for  their  destination ;  and  finaUy  keeping  a  complete  list  of 
all  deserters  in  this  State,  and  of  all  the  arrests  made,  with  the  disr 
bursements  of  the  rewards  and  expenses. 

I  have  had  able  assistants  in  the  o£Bce  and  at  die  depot,  on  the  ar- 
rival and  departure  of  the  trains,  and  elsewhere,  to  aid  in  carrying  out 
my  plans. 

I  am  gready  indebted  to  the  Executive  and  military  departments 
of  this  State,  for  the  fiicilities  which  have  been  rendered ;  without 
which  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  accomplish  the  original  object 
of  die  Government. 

The  prosecuting  officers  of  the  General  and  State  Governments^ 
the  Police,  and  the  citizens  of  Rhode  Island  generally,  have  co- 
operated to  aid  me  in  the  position  which  I  hold ;  for  which  I  would 
express  my  most  hearty  thanks. 

The  system  adopted  in  this  office  has  been,  to  obtain  a  full  descrip- 
tive list  of  deserters  from  Rhode  Island  regiments  fix>m  time  to  time, 
which  are  copied  into  a  book  made  for  the  purpose,  each  regiment  un- 
der its  proper  head.  An  alphabetical  index  is  also  kept  of  all  desert- 
ers, with  complete  references  for  the  proper  page  of  the  descriptive 
book,  where  a  full  description  of  the  person  is  recorded,  under  the 
head  of  the  regiment  to  which  he  belongs. 

I  also  have  a  Journal,  wherein  is  registered  the  date  of  arrest  of 
each  deserter ;  by  whom  taken ;  the  name  of  the  deserter ;  the  regi- 
ment to  which  he  is  attached ;  the  amount  paid  for  reward  and  ex- 
penses ;  the  disposition  made  of  him ;  and  general  remarks. 

The  bills  are  all  made  in  duplicates,  and  are  copied  into  a  book,  in 
the  numerical  order  ol  the  vouchers,  with  an  index  for  reference. 
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A  regular*  account  is  kept  with  each  arrested  deserter^  of  the 
amount  paid  on  his  account,  and  the  lists  sent  to  the  regiments,  to  be 
deducted  fix>m  their  pay  roll.  In  some  instances  where  the  parties 
have  money,  they  have  been  required  to  pay  the  expenses  of  their  ai^ 
rest,  an  account  of  which  is  kept  at  this  office. 

The  bounties  which  have  been  offered,  have  drawn  to  this  State  a 
swarm  of  worthless  men  not  only  from  the  large  cities  in  this  country, 
but  from  Europe,  consequently  inducing  frauds  on  the  part  of  run- 
ners and  recruiting  officers ;  the  enlistment  of  a  less  desirable  class  of 
persons ;  while  the  more  honest,  have  been  defrauded ;  and  the  par- 
ties have  enlisted  with  the  intentien  of  deserting.  The  result  has 
been,  that  a  large  portion  of  the  recent  recruits  have  already  deserted, 
or  are  waiting  only  for  an  opportunity  to  do  so. 

The  mode  of  appointing  recruiting  officers  has  been  the  cause  of 
much  trouble.  Certain  persons  are  appointed  to  recruit  a  ccmpany ; 
runners  are  designated  from  the  large  cities,  who  visit  the  emigrant 
vessels,  and  the  haunts  of  vice  and  misery,  and  drag  forth  the  scum  of 
the  place ;  the  lame  and  the  halt  are  taken  to  the  recruiting  officers, . 
who  obtain  transportation  for  a  blank  number  of  recruits,  the  officer 
filling  the  blank  and  the  Government  paying  for  the  transportation. 
I  have  known  iifry-seven  persons  to  arrive  on  one  train,  and  all  but  five 
refuse  to  enlist.  The  excuse  has  been,  that  the  runner  in  New  York 
has  promised  them  a  bounty  in  cash,  a^  soon  as  they  arrived,  and  they 
find  that  they  have  been  imposed  upon.  The  agent  who  brings  them 
on,  fidls  back  upon  the  runner,  and  between  them,  they  lose  both  the 
transportation  and  the  men. 

I  have  known  more  than  one  hundred  men  to  arrive  here  in  one 
day,  who  have  thus  been  cheated,  and  have  no  money  with  which  to 
return.  In  other  cases,  I  have  known  the  same  parties  to  be  trans- 
ported at  the  expense  of  the  Government  a  number  of  times. 

I  regret  also  to  say,  that  in  our  own  State  such  has  been  the  rivalry 
in  the  towns  to  obtain  tlieir  quota,  that  the  spirit  of  the  bounty  law  has 
been  violated  by  recruiting  officers,  changing  the  names  of  the  towns 
where  the  recruit  has  enlisted,  and  from  which  he  expected  a  weekly 
bounty  for  his  family,  to  another  town,  where  the  bounty  was  paid  in 
cash,  and  the  town  committee,  the  recruiting  officers,  and  the  run- 
ners, had  taken  the  lion's  share ;  and  when  the  soldier  applied  for  the 
four  dollars  per  week  bounty,  they  discovered  that  they  had  been 
transferred  to  another  town,  where  that  bounty  was  paid  in  cash  at 
the  time  of  enlistmenti  and  was  chiefly  consumed  among  the  recruit- 
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iqg  officers*  Namerous  fiimilies  of  soIdierB  now  in  the  serriee  of  tlw 
country,  have  tba«  been  swindled  out  of  their  weekly  boan^,  which 
they  confidently  expected  at  the  time  of  enlistment. 

So  many  persons  have  been  concerned  in  enlisting  men  at  the  same 
office,  that  it  is  impossible  to  detect  the  perpetrators  of  this  hi^- 
handed  fraud. 

I  had  occasion  to  examine  into  the' case  of  twenty  men  of  the  12th 
Rhode  Island  regiment,  previous  to  their  departure  from  this  city, 
and  found  that  all  of  them  had  been  enlisted  in  the  city  of  Provi* 
dence ;  but  by  their  recruiting  papers  they  had  been  transferred  to 
towns  in  the  state,  of  which  they  knew  nothing  whatever ;  and  when 
they  applied  for  the  four  dollars  per  week  bounty  for  their  fiuoilieBt 
they  ascertained  that  it  could  not  be  paid,  as  they  had  enlisted  for  an- 
other town. 

Four  of  the  above  named  persons  were  detained  by  Col.  Brown  tar 
examination,  and  before  I  had  been  able  to  do  any  thing  for  th^n, 
they  all  deserted  to  Boston,  again  enlisted,  and  again  deserted  with 
two  hundred  dollars  of  the  Massachusetts  bounty  money,  which  is  the 
last  that  I  have  heard  of  them. 

The  bounty  frauds  have  been  so  various,  extensive  and  complicair 
ed,  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  unravel  them. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  enlistments  and  desertions.  Organized 
bodies  in  the  neighboring  cities,  have  pre-arranged  for  both  enlist- 
ments and  desertions,  and  until  their  movements  were  discovered, 
have  been  carried  on  to  a  considerable  extent. 

I  have  made  arrests  of  a  number  of  recruiting  officers,  who  have 
swindled  the  Government  and  the  soldiers  of  large  sums  of  mon^ ; 
an  examination  into  a  few  cases  where  authority  had  been  given  to 
recruit,  reveals  the  &ct,  that  the  Government  has  provided  transport 
tation  from  Philadelphia,  New  York  and  Boston,  for  several  hundred 
persons,  while  on  the  average  only  ten  per  cent,  of  the  number  trans- 
ported for  the  purpose,  are  now  to  be  found  with  their  regiments. 

I  have  also  found  on  the  persons  arrested,  receipts  signed  by  the  re- 
cruits, assigning  a  portion  of  their  bounty  to  the  recruiting  officer,  the 
amounts  varying  from  fifty  dollars  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

I  have  also  found  in  one  instance,  upon  one  officer,  sixteen  printed 
blank  receipts  already  signed  by  men  who  have  enlisted  in  the  2d  B. 
I.  Cavalry.  The  officer  was  to  fill  out  the  blanks  dividing  the  State 
bounty  of  three  hundred  dollars,  thus  making  the  check  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars.     When  the  State  bounty  was  paid,  the  officer  was 
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to  pay  the  soldier  in  cash  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  take  the 
State  cheek  for  three  hundred  dollars ;  and  when  the  State  check  was 
cashed,  the  officer  was  to  give  a  pass  to  the  soldier,  with  an  opportu- 
nity and  an  understanding  that  he  was  to  desert.  I  have  the  testi- 
mony of  two  of  the  parties  concerned  in  this  fraud. 

Five  hundred  dollars  of  the  money  for  the  expenses  of  this  office 
have  been  advanced  to  the  United  States  Government  by  the  Quaiv 
termaster  General  of  this  State,  by  direction  of  Your  Excellency,  and 
the  balance  $2,688  82,  has  been  advanced  by  the  Globe  Bank,  Provi- 
dence. This  covers  all  the  expenses,  including  rewards  for  deserters, 
&c.,  except  for  my  own  services.  Of  the  above  amount,  about 
91,400  have  been  charged  back  to  deserters,  and  will  be  sent  to  their 
respective  regiments,  to  be  deducted  from  their  pay  roll.  The  value 
of  Government  property  captured,  which  had  been  embezzled  or 
stolen,  will,  with  the  amount  received  from  deserters,  reduce  the  actual 
working  expenses  of  this  department  to  the  Government,  to  a  compar- 
tively  small  sum,  while  the  advantage  which  has  resulted,  is  daily 
made  more  evident. 

I  estimate  that  there  are  now  about  eight  hundred  deserters  from 
Rhode  Island  regiments.  Some  of  the  regiment  reports  are  not  com- 
plete* We  have  descriptive  lists  of  nearly  eight  hundred  upon  the 
books. 

I  have  arrested  and  returned  to  their  re^ments  in  this,  and  other 
States,  between  eight  hundred  and  nine  hundred  deserters  and  strag- 
glers ;  of  this  number,  three  hundred  and  ninety-three  are  registered 
as  deserters. 

The  economy  of  securing  deserters  in  place  of  new  recruits,  must 
be  manifest,  when  we  consider  that  the  expense  to  the  Government  of 
each  new  recruit,  before  he  is  sent  into  the  field,  including  the  Gov- 
ernment bounty,  b  about  sixty  dollars. 

The  effect  of  this  department  is  not  only  to  arrest  deserters,  but  to 
prevent  desertions. 

I  have  endeavored  to  give  you  an  outline  of  the  workings  of  this 
department  for  a  period  of  nearly  four  months,  which  is  herewith 
submitted,  with  my  thanks,  for  the  interest  which  you  have  manifest* 
ed^  and  the  support  which  it  has  received  from  your  hands.

To  Sis  Excellency 

William  Sprague^ 

O-ovemar  of  Rhode  Islands 

Sir  : — I  embrace  the  earliest  moment  at  mj  command,  to  report 
briefly,  such  progress  as  I  was  able  to  make,  in  adjusting  the  claims  of 
Khode  Island  upon  the  United  States  for  war  expenditures^  while  actr» 
ing  as  Agent  of  the  State  in  that  behalf. 

I  received  the  appointment  in  December,  1861 ;  and  from  that  pe« 
nod  held  myself  in  readiness  to  proceed  to  Washington,  whenever 
the  accounts  were  made  and  stated  in  a  form  proper  to  be  presented 
to  the  General  Government  for  examination  and  adjustment.  The 
preparation  of  ordinary  mercantile  accounts,  covering  many  months 
of  time,  involving  the  disbursement  of  large  sums  of  money,  and  for 
a  large  number  and  variety  of  purposes,  requires  no  inconsiderable 
degree  of  care,  labor  and  skill.  But  when  it  is  remembered  that  the 
advances  of  Rhode  Island  to  the  United  States  for  war  purposes,  prior 
to  the  1st  day  of  January,  1862,  amounted  to  more  than  half  a  mil- 
lion dollars,  expended  upon  four  regiments,  one  battalion,  and  eiffht 
batteries,  enumerating  more  than  five  thousand  men  ;  that  a  consider- 
able portion  of  this  expenditure  was  made  under  orders  from  the  War 
Department,  requiring  haste  in  their  execution ;  that  these  orders 
were  necessarily  executed  by  officers  not  then  familiar  with  the  rigor- 
ous formulas  and  rules  governing  purchases  for,  and  advances  to  the 
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government  for  mQitary  objects  ;  that  when  these  accounts  were  made 
up,  fonnal  vouchers  had  in  many  cases  to  be  procured  from  officexs 
then  serving  in  different  corps,  and  in  remote  sections  of  the  countirr ; 
and  more  than  all,  that  in  consequence  of  the  continuance  of  the  war, 
and  the  increased  proportions  it  assumed  in  the  current  year,  the 
daily  press  of  new  business,  both  upon  the  Adjutant  General  and 
Quartermaster  General,  was  sufficient  to  occupy  their  whole  attention ; 
some  imperfect  estimate  may  be  fomed  of  the  lime  and  labor  required 
in  the  preparation  of  these  accounts. 

On  the  15th  day  of  July  last,  I  received  from  the  Quartermaster 
General,  claims  (with  accompanying  vouchers,)  upon  the  United 
States,  amounting  to  $496,341  17,  and  proceeded  to  Washington. 
On  the  18th  day  of  the  same  month,  I  presented  these  claims  to  the 
proper  officers  of  the  Treasuiy  Department,  accompanying  their  pre- 
sentation with  the  letter,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  appended,  (A.) 
On  the  same  day,  I  received  from  the  Third  Auditor  of  the  Treasuiy 
Department,  an  acknowledgment  that  these  claims  (and  vonchers) 
had'  been  received,  and  placed  6n  file  in  that  department.   See  copy 

.<B.) 

In  a  personal  interview  had  with  the  Third  Auditor,  I  received 

from  him  the  assurance,  that  these  clainM  should  be  taken  up  for  ex- 
amination at  an  early  day.  It  did  not  therefore  seem  expedient  for 
me  at  tiiat  time,  to  press  the  government  lEor  a  fiirther  payment  on  ao- 
count ;  especially  as  the  sum  the  State  had  already  received,  and  her 
quota  of  the  direct  tax,  with  which  she  was  chai^geable  on  the  80th 
day  of  the  same  month,  approximated  a  per  cenL  nearly  equal  to  that 
which  the  government  had  fixed,*'as  the  maadmum  of  advsneea  to  a 
State,  on  unliquidated  war  claim* 

The  time9  of  the  filing  oS  these  claims,  was  a  matter  of  isqportuiee, 
as  you  are  fully  aware* 

By  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  Aug.  5th,  1861^  any  State  was 
authorized  to  satisfy  its  quota  ot  the  direct  tax  of  ^^  twetUj^  mUUonij^* 
by  releasing  to  the  United  States,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  June,. 
1^62,  any  liquidated  and  determined  claim,  of  equal  amount ;  and  up- 
on the  execution  of  such  release,  was  entitled  to  an  abatement  of  fi^ 
teen  per  cent,  for  prompt  payment. 

Congress  afterwards  saw  that  this  act  would  prove  of  Kttle  or  no 
benefit  to  the  States,  inasmuch,  as  no  State  would;,  probably,  have  its 
claims  liquidated  in  season  to  avail  itself  of  this  provision.  Accord-> 
ingly^  on  the  13th  day  of  May,.  1862y  by  an  amendatory  act.  Coo* 


^ 
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gress  extended  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  August  6th,  1861,  to  sach 
States  as  should,  before  the  80th  day  of  July,  1862,  file  their  claims 
with  the  proper  officers  of  the  Treasury. 

In  the  case  of  Rhode  Island,  this,  as  we  hare  seen,  was  done, — 
although  the  amendatory  act  of  13th  of  May,  does  not,  in  terms^  re- 
qmre  the  execution  by  the  State  to  the  United  States  of  any  release, 
upon  the  filinff  of  its  claims  as  aforesaid.  From  abnildant  caution,  and 
that  the  State  might  in  no  event  lose  the  benefit  of  this  abatement, 
amounting  to  $17,544  55,  I  prepared,  and  caused  to  be  executed  by 
the  General  Treasurer,  a  fecial  release — ^a  copy  whereof  is  hereto 
appended,  marked  (C) ;  and,  on  the  26th  day  of  July,  1862,  for- 
warded the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with  an  accom- 
panying letter— a  copy  whereof  is  hereto  appended,  (D.) 

On  the  28th  day  of  August  last,  your  Excellency  apprised  me  of 
the  receipt  from  the  Treasury  Department,  of  the  following  communi- 
cation, marked  (E),  and  advised  me  to  proceed  to  Washington,  and 
confer  with  the  Third  Auditor,  in  relation  to  the  further  requirements 
of  the  Department*  I  accordingly  lefl  Rhode  Island,  and  arrived  in 
Uew  York,  en  routes  on  the  morning  of  Sunday,  the  31st  of  August. 
On  the  same  day  intelligence  was  received  of  the  battles  at  Bull  Run 
and  Centreviiie ;  on  the  next,  that  the  safety  of  the  capital  was  menaced ; 
and  on  the  2d  day  of  September,  that  all  of  the  clerks  and  civil  em- 
ployees of  the  Government  were  being  organized  under  Gen.  Wads- 
worth,  into  military  companies  for  its  defence.  This  state  of  things 
continuing,  on  the  8d  day  of  the  same  month  I  addressed  a  letter,  a 
copy  whereof  is  hereto  appended,  (F),  from  New  York  to  the  Third 
Auditor,  suggesting  that  I  should  defer  my  journey  for  the  present, 
and  until  the  ordinary  routine  of  civil  business  was  resumed.  To  this 
letter  I  received  a  reply,  marked  (G),  under  date  of  5tb  September, 
approving  of  my  course,  and,  adding,  that  no  detriment  would  ai'ise 
to  the  claim  from  a  short  delay.  On  my  return  to  Rhode  Island,  I 
found  it  would  not  be  practicable  for  me  longer  to  attend  properly  to 
the  duties  of  this  agency,  and  I  at  once  resigned  it  into  your  hands. 

Before  concluding  this  summary  statement,  I  would  suggest,  if  it  be 
not  for  the  interest  of  Rhode  Island,  to  have  the  indebtedness  con- 
tracted by  her  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  in  the  earlier  stages  of 
the  war,  adjusted  and  settled  by  the  officers  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, rather  than  by  the  regular  military  quartermasters  of  the  United 
States.  The  powers  of  these  latter  officers,  as  I  understand  them,  are 
simply  adauaistrative — ^to  allow  such  articles,  and  at  such  prices  only 
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as  are  allowed  the  regular  army,  under  the  rules  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment; and  to  reject,  or  disallow  all  other  articles,  and  any  higher 
prices.  A  reference  to  the  times  and  manner  in  which  the  first  troopa 
in  Rhode  Island  were  raised,  and  an  examination  of  the  indebtedness 
contracted  by  the  State  in  raising  them,  will  show  at  once,  that  the 
rigid  application  of  this  rule,  may  work  very  great  injustice  ;  especi- 
ally as  the  regular  quartermasters  do  not  propose  to  advance  the  price 
of  articles  charged  below  army  prices,  up  to  the  regular  and  allowed 
rates. 

A  large  and  wiser  discretion  unquestionably  rests,  or  should  rest, 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury — ^and  this  is  a  most  proper  case  for 
its  exercise. 

I  took  occasion  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Third  Auditor  to  this 
subject,  and  was  gratified  to  learn  through  him,  that  the  Secretaiy 
had  it  in  contemplation,  to  settle  this  class  of  accounts,  upon  principles 
equitable  to  the  States.  The  adoption  of  such  a  course  will  be  no 
more  than  just ;  and  will  spare  Rhode  Island  the  delay  and  loss  of 
interest  certain  to  arise,  in  invoking  the  aid  of  Congress. 

I  am  under'  obligations  for  many  facilities  extended  to  me  by  Gen. 
Frieze,  Major  Sanford,  and,  especially,  by  yourself.

Whereas^  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  by  the  fifty-third  Sec- 
tion of  a  Public  Act  numbered  40,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  in- 
creased revenue  from  imports,  and  to  pay  interest  on  the  public  debt,

Sir  I — ^Upon  takiaff  up  for  examination  die  claims  of  the  State  of' 
Shode  Island,  for  reimbursement  of  e:men8es  incurred  by  her  for  her- 
troops,  called  into  the  service  of  the  United   States,  it  is  found  that 
**  bills  of  particulars  with  dates  of  and  rates  of  charges,  and  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  party  to  whom  payment  was  made,^'  as  required  by  rule 
4,  nave  not  in  many  cases  been  forwarded  to  this  office. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  rules  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, for  the  preparation  and  settlement  of  claims  of  this  character, 
should,  in  all  cases,  be  observed,  so  far  as  practicable ;  and  it  is  es- 
sential that  ori^nid  vouchers  should  be  furnished,  specifying  the  date 
of  expenditures,  the  jparticular  items  and  amount,  and  the  company 
or  regiment  for  which  the  expense  was  incurred.  It  should  be  ac- 
companied by  the  receipt  of  the  party  to  whom  payment  was  made, 
and  by  a  certificate  of  the  officer  or  person  incurring  the  expense, 
that  the  amount  charged  is  accurate  and  just,  and  that  it  was 
necessary  for  the  pul£c  service,  for  troops  raised  for  the  United 
States. 

Be  pleased  to  cause  the  original  vouchers  required  to  be  forwarded 
to  this  office  as  soon  as  practicable,  so  that  the  accounting  officers  of 
the  Treasury  may  be  able  to  take  up  the  claims  of  the  State  of  Rhode

WUUam  Spraffue : 

The  undersigned,  State  Insurance  Commissioner,  received  on  the 
8d  instant,  an  order  from  your  Excellency,  directing  me  to  ^^  examine 
into  the  affairs  of  the  various  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  through- 
out the  State,  and  report  to  this  (the  Executive)  Department,  what 
action  is  necessary  for  their  regulation." 

In  pursuance  of  the  above,  I  have  given  to  the  Mutual  Insurance 
Companies  of  this  State  such  examination  as  it  has  been,  in  connection 
with  other  official  duties,  in  my  power  to  make. 

Much  the  larger  portion  of  the  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  of 
this  State  are  in  a  very  strong,  satis&ctory  and  flourishing  condition. 
This  is  especially  the  situation  of  those  Mutual  Companies  which  are 
doing  a  large  business,  and  have  taken,  chiefly,  manu&cturing  and 
first  class  dwelling-house  risks.  The  officers  possess  the  fullest  confi- 
dence  of  the  public  and  of  their  companies ;  and  the  companies  cheer> 
folly  respond  to  assessments  to  meet  losses  whenever  their  direct- 
ors deem  it  necessary  to  make  them. 

The  true  policy  of  Mutual  Companies,  undoubtedly,  is  to  charge 
adequate  rates  for  the  risks  taken,  and  to  collect  in  cash  premiums  an 
amount  sufficient  to  meet  ordinary  losses  and  current  expenses,  leav« 
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ing  assessments  upon  their  deposit  notes  to  be  made  to  pay  extraordi- 
nary losses.  If  the  insured  expect  sound  and  reliable  indemnity,  they 
should  be  willing  to  pay  fair  and  remunerative  rates  of  premiums. 
But  weak  Mutual  Companies,  in  their  great  desire  to  obtain  policies, 
are  apt,  in  the  sharp  competition  which  now  exists  in  insurance 
business,  to  take  risks  at  lower  rates  than  they  can  afford  to  take  them, 
but  which  the  insured  suppose,  if  not  actually  told,  is  all  that  they 
will  be  called  upon  to  pay,  and,  by  and  by,  when  they  are  called  upon 
to  pay  assessments  on  their  deposit  notes,  they  feel  dissatisfied,  and 
sometimes  resist,  through  long  and  irritating  lawsuits,  the  payment  of 
their  assessments. 

It  seems  to  me  that  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  should  rigidir 
pursue  one  or  the  other  of  two  polices  :  they  should  go  altogether  on 
ther  credit  st/stem,  and  collect  in  cash  premiums  only  an  amount  suffi- 
cient to  pay  current  expenses,  and  rely  wholly  upon  assessments  after 
losses  have  occurred ;  or,  they  should  charge  adequate  rates,  and  col- 
lect in  cash  premiums  an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  ordinary  losses  and 
current  expenses, — and  in  case  of  extraordinary  losses,  assess  to  pay 
them.  It  is  the  constant  temptation  to  take  risks  at  inadequate  rates, 
which  keeps  a  few  weak  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  embarrassed— 
and,  if  this  practice  is  continued,  the  inevitable  result  must  be  the 
winding  up  of  such  companies. 

There  has  been  a  strange  apprehension  felt  by  the  officers  of  some 
few  Mutual  Companies,  in  relation  to  ordering  assessments,  when  tbey 
were  absolutely  necessary  to  meet  extraordinary  losses.  The  fear  has 
been  that  such  assessments  might  wind  them  up.  There  surely  should 
be  no  just  ground  for  reluctance  in  making  such  assessments  to  par 
losses  which  the  cash  premiums  are  insufficient  to  meet.  If  the  mem- 
bers of  the  company  fully  understand  that  they  are  mutual  insurers  of 
all  risks  taken  during  the  continuance  of  their  policies — if  they  have 
confidence  in  the  management  of  their  officers,  and  the  director  feel 
that  their  conduct  and  dealings  with  them  deserve  the  cofidence  of 
the  company,  there  certainly  should  be  no  feeling  of  distnist  between 
them ;  and  there  should  be  no  hesitation  on  the  part  of  directors  to 
order  assessments,  when  needed,  sufficient  to  meet  losses  and  keep 
the  affairs  of  the  company  in  a  sound  and  healthy  condition. 

This  fear  of  makinc;  assessments  when  needed  to  meet  extraordl- 
nary  losses  and  lift;  them  out  of  pressing  embarassraents,  has  been  tlie 
cause  of  the  closing  up  of  one  of  the  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  ot 
this  city.     The  Slater  Mutual  Insurance  Company  which  is  now,  by 
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a  vote  of  the  company,  winding  up  its  affairs,  is  a  striking  instance 
of  the  &tal  effects  of  this  timid  policy  on  the  part  of  directors.  This 
company,  by  the  burning  of  Howard's  Block,  about  four  years  since, 
met  with  a  large  loss  of  some  twelve  or  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  In- 
stead of  promptly  ordering  an  assessment  suiBcient  to  pay  such  an 
extraordinary  loss,  and  thereby  relieve  the  company  of  such  a  bur- 
then- of  loss  and  debt,  the  directors,  unwisely,  undertook  to  carry 
along  the  loss — sometimes  by  hiring  money,  and,  at  other  times,  by 
borrowing  cash  premiums  derived  firom  other  classes  of  iisks.  '  It 
limped  and  hobbled  along — growing  weaker  and  weaker  in  conse- 
quence of  other  losses — ^until  the  last  fall,  when  it  had  become  so 
deeply  involved,  that  the  company  very  properly  voted  to  close  up 
its  concerns.  It  is  now  being  closed  up  by  Mr.  Caleb  Famum,  than 
whom  no  other  man  in  the  city  is  probably  better  qualified  to  do  it.' 

Some  weak  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  think,  if  they  can 
show  just  assets  enough  to  pay  adjusted  losses,  they  are  square. 
There  never  was  a  greater  mistake :  they  owe  for  unearned 
premiums,  at  least  half  the  amount  of  the  whole  cash  premiums  re- 
ceived during  the  year ;  or,  in  other  words,  they  owe  the  amount 
which  would  be  required  to  re-insure  the  unexpired  risks  for  the  time 
which  they  have  to  run — which  is  generally  about  six  months — ^and 
which  costs  about  fifi:y  per  cent,  of  the  full  cash  premiums  received 
during  the  year ;  and,  if  the  risks  taken  are  for  five  or  seven  years, 
as  a  considerable  part  of  the  risks  of  some  companies  are,  the  cost  of 
re-insurance  would  amount  to  nearly,  or  quite,  seventy-five  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  amount  of  the  annual  cash  premiums.  This  is  a  matter 
which  insurers  in  small  Mutual  Companies  do  not  sufficiently  con- 
sider, if,  indeed,  they  examine  it  at  all,  the  condition  of  the  company, 
into  which  they  enter  and  talve  upon  themselves  the  responsibilities  of 
mutual  insurers. 

Mutual  Insurance  Companies,  having  more  than  one  class  of  risks, 
should  be  prohibited  by  law  from  using  the  cash  premiums  received 
for  one  class  of  risks  to  pay  the  losses  of  another  class.  Each  class 
should,  of  course,  contribute  its  just  proportion  to  pay  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  company ;  but  the  balance  of  cash  premiums  received 
firom  each  class  should  be  strictly  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  losses 
incurred  by  each  respectively. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that,  in  the  ftiture  charters 
of  Mutual  Insurance  Companies,  a  provision  be  inserted  that,  afker 
one  year  from  tlie  time  they  go  into  operation,  they  be  required  to 
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invest,  and  keep  inyested,  in  some  safe  and  productive  stocIa,8B 
amount  equal  to  their  unearned  premiums— or,  what,  is  the  same 
thing,  the  amount  which  it  would  cost  to  re4n9ure  their  anexfind 
risks.  The  effect  of  such  a  {Miovision  would  be,  not  onlj  to  present 
a  truer  and  more  accurate  condition  of  such  companies  at  any  giva 
time,  and  ordinarily  furnish  a  fimd  suflBdent  to  enable  them  to  dott 
up  their  affidrs,  «7henever  they  chose,  without  making  an  assessment 
to  cover  unexpired  risks,  but  would  give  them  a  character  of  greater 
strength  and  stability*  Several  of  our  Mutual  Insurance  CompaiiKSi 
now  in  operation,  have  investments  in  stocks  to  a  much  larger  amooBi 
than  the  one  here  suggested.  If  the  others  would  adopt  the  flsme 
poHcy  they  would  greatly  improve  their  condition.

To  the  Sbnorable  the  General  Assembly  : 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  "An  Act  to  provide  for  a  uniform 
Bounty  to  be  paid  by  the  State  to  Volunteers,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," passed  at  the  Special  Session,  August,  1862,  beg  leave  respect- 
ftilly  to  report : — 

That  the  whole  number  of  men  enlisted  in  this  State,  in  response 
to  the  call  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  dated  July  2d, 
1862,  *'  for  300,000  additional  troops,  to  serve  for  three  years  or  the 
war,"  as  appears  by  the  several  lists  furnished  to  the  Commissioners 
by  the  towns  and  cities,  was  fifteen  hundred  and  ninety-four. 
(1594). 

It  has  been  ascertained  to  the  satis&ction  of  the  Commissioners, 
that  of  this  1594,  all  but  150  were  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States ;  that  86  of  the  150  were  frobably  mustered  into  the 
service,  but  from  disagreement  in  initial  letters.  Christian  names,  and 
mode  of  spelling,  cannot  be  clearly  identified.  Of  the  remaining, 
114,  a  part  were  rejected  by  the  mustering  officers,  but  the  largest 
number  deserted  afiier  having  been  deUvered  to  the  military  authori- 
ties of  the  State. 

The  duty  of  the  Commissioners,  under  the  Act  as  it  now  stands,  is 
imperative — ^to  reject  all  the  names  of  men  enlisted,  not  ascertained 
to  their  satisfaction  to  have  been  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States. 

Before  deciding  to  report  to  the  General  Treasurer  as  required  by 
this  Act,  the  rejection  of  150  names  of  volunteers  from  the  several 
towns  and  cities  of  the  relief  contemplated,  the  Commissioners  deemed 
it  their  duty,  in  justice  to  those  who  had  in  good  fidth  enlisted  and 
delivered  the  men  to  the  proper  military  authorities  of  the  State,  by 
whom  they  were  rejected  or  permitted  to  escape,  to  present  these 
fiu:ts  to  the  General  Assembly  for  their  consideration  and  such  action 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient.

The  only  additions  to  the   Library,  by  purchase,  are  two  or  three 
volumes  of  the  continuation  of  the  American   C'vclopedia,  and   the 
numbers  of  three  jxjriodicals  which  the  State  has  for  some  time  taken. 
These  are,  the  American  Journal  of  Insanity,  the  GenealogiciJ  and 
Historical   Journal,  and   the   Historical    Magazine.     As  there  is  no 
room  in  the  State  House  for  all  the  books  received,  we  are  necessarily 
obliged  to  place  several  valuable  series  elsewhere.     The  volumes  of 
the   Great   Exploring   Expedition,  published   by  Congress,  and    the 
Natural  History  of  New  York  are,  by  a  resolution  of  the  General 
Assembly,  deposited  in  the  Historical  Society's   l^ibrary ;  while  the 
series  of  Law  Reports  from  the  various  States — which  constitute  the 
most  valuable  portion  of  the  books  presented  to  the  State — ^are,  by 
law,  placed  in  the  Bar  Library,  in  Providence.     Of  these    reports, 
twenty-eight  volumes  have  been  received  during  the  year.    The  State, 
likewise,  receives  a  number  of  pamphlets  from  individuals  and  States. 
These,  for  the  reason  before  stated,  are  sent  to  the  Rhode  Island  His- 
torical Society,  where  they  are  properly  arranged  and  carefully  pre- 
served. 

For  several  years  past,  we  have  received  from  Congress  three  setts 
of  all  the  annual  Congressional  Documents.  Bv  a  resolution  of  the 
General  Assemblv  one  sett  of  these  has  been  sent  to  the  Carrinc^ton 
Library,  Woonsocket ;  the  other  to  the  Westerly  Library. 

For  several  years  there  has  been  an  annual  appropriation  by 
law  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  increase  of  the  State  Library. 
This  amount  might  easily  have  been  expended,  but  the  limited 
space  for  books  in  this  building  has  deterred  me  from  making 
any  purchase,  except  for  books  actually  needed  for  reference  or  for 
purposes  of  legislation.  Indeed,  the  accumulation  of  Legislative  and 
Congressional  Documents  is  so  great,  that  I  have  been  obhged  to  hire 
a  small  room  near  the  State  House  to  store  this  property.  The  ex- 
penditures for  the  Library  scarcely  exgeed  twenty  dollars  a  year. 

In  exchange  for  the  books  sent  by  Congress  and  tlie  various  States 
to  this  State,  we  have  sent  in  return  the  Legislative  Documents,  the 
Colonial  Records  and  the  Reports  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  Colo- 
nial Records  have  been  eagerly  sought  for  by  public  institutions  in 
other  States,  and  upon  their  application  copies  have  been  forwarded 
to  them.  The  Registration  Reports,  too,  have  met  with  much  favor 
elsewhere,  and  have  been  freely  distributed  to  public  institutions,  and 
medical  men  interested  in  the  subject  of  vital  statistics.

Two  hundred  and  ninety-one  (291)  persons  have  been  committed 
for  debt  during  the  year,  of  which  number,  fifty-four  were  for  sums 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

The  whole  amount  collected  of  the  whole  number  committed,  we 
about  $1000,  being  less  than  $3,50  each  ;  and  the  whole  amount  cdr 
lected  of  debtors  for  sums  less  than  ten  dollars  was  $77,62,  being  l^ 
than  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  each. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Prison  and  Jail,  has  never  before 
been  so  good  as  during  the  year  just  past.  For  the  first  time  since 
the  establishment  of  the  institution,  the  County  Jail  has  paid  its  own 
expenses  and  a  little  more.  The  profit  firom  this  branch  of  the  insti- 
tution is  this  year  $143  16.  The  State  Prison  has,  as  usual,  paid  its 
own  expenses  and  earned  a  surplus,  which  this  year  amounts  to  the 
handsome  sum  of '^-^,194  9o,  so  that  the  total  profits  of  the  institution 
for  the  year  are  $3,338  11. 

REBUILDING  THE  OLD  WING. 


The  inspectors  have  for  many  years  past,  annually  urged  upon  the 
attention  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  necessity  of  rebuilding  the     [ 
old  wing  of  the  Prison.     Built  many  years  since,  its  construction  and 
arrangements   are   not  suitable   for   the   decent  confinement  of  tbe 
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criminals  of  the  State  Prison,  and  for  several  years  past  these  criminals 
have  been  removed  to  cells  infinitely  more  comfortable  both  as  respects 
light  and  ventilation,  than  those  of  the  old  wing.  These  noisome  cells 
are  now  the  only  places  provided  in  the  Prison  for  the  confinement  of 
debtors  and  persons  awaiting  trial.  That  these  classes  of  prisoners  should 
be  lodged  with  less  comfort  than  those  convicted  of  crime,  is  surely  an 
anomaly  that  ought  not  to  be  suffered  to  exist  much  longer.  The  ex- 
pense of  rebuilding  the  old  wing  and  providing  within  it  suitable 
accommodation  for  these  classes  of  prisoners,  as  well  as  for  any 
others  that  may  be  confined  there,  has  been  estimated  by  a  Committee 
of  the  Board  some  years  since  at  $12,000 ;  and  the  present  Board 
have  no  reason  to  think  that  this  estimate  would  now  be  exceeded. 
This  sum,  not  large  if  the  importance  of  the  subject  be  considered, 
but  under  present  circumstances  to  be  carcfiiUy  examined  before  its 
expenditure  be  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly,  the  Board  do  not 
desire  to  have  appropriated  in  full  firom  the  General  Treasury.  But 
if  the  very  material  reduction  to  $5f000  be  made,  and  this  sum 
only,  be  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly,  to  be  expended  from 
the  State  Treasury,  therefore,  the  Board  believe  that  this  in  addition 
to  the  profits  of  the  Institution  now  on  hand  and  to  accrue  during 
the  year,  would  enable  them  to  carry  this  most  desirable  improvement 
into  effect  without  further  expense  to  the  State.  As  the  Prison  now 
contains  a  smaller  number  of  prisoners  than  for  several  years  past, 
this  alteration  could  be  made  more  conveniently  during  the  coming 
summer  than  probably  at  any  future  time,  and  also  more  economic- 
ally, notwithstanding  the  somewhat  increased  price  of  labor  and  ma- 
terials. 


HEALTH  OF  THE  PRISON  MORAL  AND  PHYSICAL. 

The  report  of  the  Physician  herewith  presented,  shows  that  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  establishment  has  been,  as  usual,  very  good. 
No  death  has  taken  place  during  the  year.  In  this  Prison  the  simple 
and  abundant  food,  excellent  ventilation  and  regular  labor  secures  to 
prisoners  whose  constitutions  for  the  most  part  have  been  more  or 
less  injured  by  previous  excesses,  an  immunity  from  sickness  even 
greater  than  is  enjoyed  by  the  average  of  people  outside  its  walls. 
Nor  have  the  efforts  of  the  Chaplain  been  without  success ;  with  un- 
tiring patience  and  assiduity,  he  has  labored  for  the  moral  and  relig- 
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iouS  welfare  of  the  convicts,  and  the  good  effects  of  his  labor  are 
very  conspicuous  within  the  Prison  walls,  and  we  have  reason  to 
believe,  that  in  many  cases  the  religious  instruction  received  here  has 
exercised  a  salutary  restraint  upon  the  convict  after  his  discharge. 
In  this  connection  should  be  mentioned  the  excellent  discipline  maii- 
tained  within  the  Prison,  and  the  excellent  morale  of  the  convicts. 
There  is  no  deeply  disguised  ill-will  and  hatred,  no  covert  grumbling 
and  dissatisfaction  with  the  officers  on  the  part  of  the  prisoners.  A 
prompt,  and  for  the  most  part,  a  cheerful  obedience  is  paid  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  prison,  and  any  other  punishment  tlian  solitsir 
confinement  has  never  been  required,  and  this  in  no  case  exceeding 
thirty-«ix  hours.  To  the  Warden  is  due  the  credit  of  tliis  encourag- 
ing and  satisfactory  state  of  the  Prison. 

The  members  of  the  Board  have  singly  made  the  usual  weekly 
visits  to  the  Prison ;  and  a  record  of  the  complaints  that  have  been 
made  by  the  convicts  at  these  weekly  visits  has  been  entered  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose,  as  is  required  by  law.     This  book  is  opa 

to  the  inspection  of  any  one.  It  would  be  seen  from  it  that  the  com- 
plaints are  very  few,  usually  of  a  trifling  character,  and  soon  remedied. 

IMPRISONMENT  FOR  SMALL  DEBTS. 

The  Board  again  respectfully  csiU  the  attention  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  the  condition  of  persons  arrested  for  small  debts.  They 
by  no  means  intend  to  recommend  any  change  in  the  principle  of  the 
collection  laws  of  this  State.     This  vexed  question  has  been  discussed 

so  often,  and  so  fully,  that  the  policy  of  the  State  on,  this  subject  may 
be  considered  as  finally  settled ;  and  notwithstanding  the  phrase  ^'im- 
prisonment for  debt'*  has  been  rendered  odious  by  the  unwise  misap- 
plication of  imprisoiuueiit  in  former  times,  in  neighboring  States  for 
this  purpose,  yet  the  Board  do  not  dissent  from  the  general  public 
opinion  of  the  State  which  is,  that  our  collection  system,  is,  in  the 
main,  more  humane  towards  the  debtor  than  any  other  that  elsewliei*e 
exists.  But  while  this  is  true  in  the  main,  the  class  of  small  debtors 
are  subjected  by  it  to  needless  expense,  amounting  sometimes  to  ac* 
tual  cruelty.  Gross  impositions  are  practiced  under  color  of  law  up- 
on those  least  able  to  help  themselves ;  and  the  friends  of  the  verj* 
small  debtor  are  frequently  obliged  to  raise  a  sum  five-fold  the  amount 
of  the  original  debt  to  reUeve  liim  from  prison  within  a  reasonable 
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time.  The  Board  see  no  objection  to  abolishing  arrests  for  all  debts 
under  ten  dollars.  The  only  change  in  the  law  that  would  be  re- 
quired' to  effect  this,  would  be  a  provision  that  all  suits  for  sums  be- 
low ten  dollars  should  be  commenced  by  writ  of  suminons,  and  not  by 
writ  of  arrest,  and  a  form  of  writ  and  execution  should  be  provided 
t>y  law  for  this  purpose.

PHYSICIAN'S  EEPOET. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly. 

The  undersigned  having  attended  to  the  duties  of  physician  at  the- 
Rhode  Island  State  Prison  and  Providence  County  Jail  during  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1862,  presents  the  following  as  his  an- 
nual report : 

There  has  been  but  little  sickness  which  had  its  beginning  here 
during  the  year.  No  deaths  have  occurred  either  in  the  State  PrisoD 
or  County  Jail.  Indeed,  there  has  been  no  death  in  either  department 
since  January  12th,  1861,  a  period  of  more  than  twenty-three  and  a 
half  months. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  the  average  number  of  persons  confin- 
ed in  these  two  departments  of  the  Prison,  during  this  time  has  been 
something  overone  hundred  and  sixty ;  and  when  their  previous  hab- 
its are  considered,  the  absence  of  any  death  among  them  for  so  long 
a  time,  appears  well  worthy  of  mention.  t  certainly  speaks  well 
for  the  general  sanitary  arrangiements  of  the  Prison.

CHAPLAIN'S  REPOKT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  4S^e9teml  Assembhf  of  the  State  of  Bi(>^  I^^<mA^ 

it  becomes  kpiA  mj  duty  to  make  to  your  honorable  body,  4.  re-^ 
^rt  of  the  religious  condition  of  the  State  Pri3on. 

'Here  has  been  no  change  in  our  plans  of  in3tniction  the  past  yeipr^ 
^except,  so  fitr  88  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  prisoners  had  redu<^ 
%he  number  of  classes  in  the  Sabbath  School.  A  religious  s^rviee  liaB 
4been  held  every  Sabbath  morning,  at  which  all  the  County  Jail  and 
•State  Prisoners  attend.  In  this  exc^pcise,  they  manifest  an  attentbn 
«Qd  solemn  interest.  The  leaiding  truths  and  doctrines  of  the  Gospel 
have  been,  in  plain  and  sinifJe  terms  presented  to  them.  They  hfive 
been  urged  and  entreated  to.  receive  them  iii^  their  hearts  by  fidth, 
and  to  redluce  theoa  to  practice  in  their  lives,  in  osA&c  that  they  might 
know  in  their  awn  personal  experience,  by  turning  from  the  foUy  and 
evil  of  dieir  ways,  the  blessedness  of  the  man  whose  transgrearioaa 
are  far^^T^ot-  In  seelpng  the  reformation  of  such  persons,  it  shoal^ 
neTer  be  forgotten,  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  inmates  of  all  our 
prisoiMi  have  haid  Hjttle  or  no  religioos  instruction  in  dieir  yoi^th^ 
Many  of  them  ,c«nnpt  read ;  not  a  few  of  them  were-  bom  of  vicious 
]iam4s,  livii^  in  algect  poverty,  exposed  to  all  kinds  of  evil  in£b- 
eoces,  with  the  worst  of  examples  before  them*  Ma&y  of  them  at  a 
fjsflder  age  were  sen);  into  the  streets  to  prowl  aboiit  in  quest  of  a 
scanfy  and  precarious  subsistence  for  them^lves  and  the  dhmken  and 
degraded  authors  of  their  being.  Th^  soon  become  adepts  in  all  the 
flfts  of  trickery  and  fiJsehood  necessary  to  their  suecesa  in  prooming 
ip  this  way  a  livelihood.  Can  we  wonder,^with  such  pernicious  trau»* 
ing,  that  they  are  early  instructed  in  all  tl^e  modes  of  theiviqg,  and 
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those  crimes  connected  with  street  life.  In  the  prison,  shat  oat  finom 
old  associates  and  their  evil  influences,  subjected  to  a  wholesome  dis- 
cipline which,  to  some  extent,  holds  in  check  their  base  passions  and 
appetites,  they  hear  for  the  first  time  in  their  lives  the  glad  tidings  ot 
the  Gospel  of  Christ.  To  its  offers  of  pardon  and  peace  to  the  tmlv 
penitent,  they  give  more  than  a  mere  respectful  attention.  Thqr 
manifest,  under  the  presentation  of  truth,  an  earnestness  which  dearly 
indicates  that,  although  sinful  and  degi'aded,  they  are  not  past  feeling, 
but  that  the  conscience  which  has  so  long  slumbered  may  be  aroosed, 
and 

"  Start  from  the  down  on  which  she  lately  slept. 
And  tell  of  laws  despised,  at  least  not  kept ! 
Show  with  a  pointing  finger,  but  no  noise, 
'  A  pale  procession  of  past  sinful  joys ; 
All  witnesses  of  blessings  fully  scorned, 
And  life  abused  and  not  to  be  suborned." 

To  the  awakened  conscience  and  penitent  heart  the  gospel  brings  pre- 
cious promises  and  inspiring  hopes.  We  have  reason  to  believe  thai 
some  of  these  outcasts  men  have  been  led  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  seek  the  peace  and  pardon  which  it  offers  freely  to  the 
chief  of  sinners. 

In  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  we  had  eleven  classes,  made  uf  of 
State  prisoners,  who  spend  an  hour  before  the  morning  service  in  the 
study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures.  In  consequence  of  the  large  decrease 
in  the  number  of  prisoners,  we  had  at  the  close  but  nine  classes^  the 
members  of  one  of  which  are  learning  to  read.  They  exhibit  a 
mendable  perseverance  in  their  efforts  to  learn  and  make  as 
progress  as  could  reasonably  be  expected  from  persons  situated  as  ther 
are. 

These  classes,  as  a  general  thing,  ^ve  careful  attenti<m  to  the  prep* 
aration  of  the  lesson  assigned  them.  The  answers  given  to  the 
tions  proposed  by  the  teachers  show  that  they  enter  upon  this  duty 
a  good  will.  Many  of  them  commit  to  memory  eatA  week  a  Ft 
or  other  portion  of  Scripture.  That  these  exercises  exert  a  hapfiy 
and  beneficial  influence  upon  the  minds  of  the  pris<»ers  no  one  cat 
doubt.  The  exchange  of  thought  in  the  class  begets  cheerfnlBessi. 
The  preparation  of  the  lessons  occupies  a  considerable  portion  of 
spare  time  during  the  week,  and  produces  an  dastidty  of  mind 
dusive  alike  to  moral  and  physical  health,  such  as  can  neva>  exist 
entire  solitude. 
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In  this  department  of  our  labors  we  have  had  the  assistance  of  in- 
telligent and  competent  teachers,  some  of  whom  have  been  connected 
with  the  school  for  years.  The  same  sense  of  christian  obligation 
which  has  led  them  to  seek  the  spiritual  improyement  of  the  prisoners, 
while  in  prison,  has  also  led  them  to  take  a  kind  interest  in  them  after 
thej  are  discharged.  They  have  counselled  them,  wrote  letters  of 
inquiry  and  friendship  for  them  to  employers,  and  have  reconmiended 
them,  so  far  as  they  could  with  truth  and  discretion.  In  these  and 
other  ways  they  have  thus  watched  over,  and  aided  them  to  get  an 
honest  livelihood,  and  thus  to  become  good  members  of  society. 
Very  interesting  letters  have  been  received  from  some  of  these  dis- 
chai^ed  convicts. 

Our  prison  library  is  a  choice  selection  of  interesting  and  valuable 
books,  in  good  condition  and  extensively  used  by  the  inmates.  The 
kind  of  reading  here  provided  exerts  a  beneficial  influence  upon  the 
minds  of  the  prisoners.  Some,  since  their  commitment,  have  acquired 
quite  a  taste  for  reading,  and  many  a  dreary  hour  has  been  passed 
away  in  the  useful  and  interesting  employment ;  and  many  of  these 
men  will  find,  after  they  leave  the  prison,  in  this  acquired  thirst  for 
useful  knowledge,  a  strong  protection  against  the  temptations  which 
formerly  assailed  them.

ANI^UAL  REPORT. 


Thb  Bebellion  which  broke  out  on  the  12th  of  April,  1861,  has  continued 
steadilj  to  increase,  assuming  gigantic  proportions.  The  number  of  men,  in  botii 
armies,  may  be  estimated  at  not  less  than  2,000,000 1  a  number  truly  appalling. 
The  State  of  Rhode  Island  has  continued  during  tihe  year  to  forward  troops  to 
the  **  Seat  of  War,"  in  answer  to  the  several  calls  of  the  President  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  and  is  now  actively  engaged  in  filling  up  the  old,  and  recruiting  for 
sew  RegimentB. 

The  following  will  show  the  doings  of  the  State,  through  this  Department  for 
the  past  year. 

The  3d  Regiment,  (now  denominated  the  3d  Regiment  R.  I.  Heavy  Artille- 
ry,) having  by  orders  of  the  War  Department  been  increased  to  12  companies,  the 
two  extra  companies  wero  at  once  recruited.  On  the  14th  of  February,  company 
L,  having  been  completed,  sailed  for  Port  Royal. 

The  1st  Regiment  R.  I.  Cavalry  which  was  in  Camp  near  Pawtucket,  (now 
under  the  command  of  Col.  Alfred  N.  Duffie,  an  accomplished  French  officer,) 
completed  its  organization.  The  2d  Battalion  left  for  New  York  on  the  12th 
of  March,  the  1st  and  3d  following  on  the  14th.  The  3d  being  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Battalion. 

On  the  17tii  of  March  company  M,  being  the  12th  company  of  the  3d  Regi- 
ment, left  this  city  to  join  the  Regiment. 

The  Rebel  General  StonewallJackson,  having  with  a  large  body  of  men,  made 
a  sudden  raid  up  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  gr^t  anxiety  was  occasioned  in 
Washington  in  rogard  to  the  safety  of  the  Capitd,  and  the  Secretary  of  War 
deeming  it  of  sufficient  importance,  forwarded  on  tiie  25tii  of  May  a  telegram  to 
Oov.  Sprague,  calling  for  all  available  troops  in  the  State,  to  be  sent  immediately 
to  Washington.  The  9tii  and  10th  Regiments  and  lOtb  Battery,  made  up  most- 
ly from  the  National  Qtiards,  wero  at  once  organized,  equipped,  and  sent  foi* 
ward.      The  10th  commanded  by  Col.  Zenas  R,    Bliss,   and  subsequently

by  Col.  James  Shaw,  r.,  leaving  on  the  27th,  and  the  9th  oommanded  hj  Cd 
John  T.  Pitman,  leaving  on  the  29th.  Thus  two  full  Regiments  were  raised  aa^ 
forwarded  to  the  Seat  of  War  in  the  Bhort  period  of  fonr  days.  Hie  lOth  Bi^ 
t^ry,  oommanded  by  Capt.  Edwin  G.  Ghdlnp,  followed  in  detachments,  the  htt 
leaving  on  the  17th  of  Jane. 

A  telegram  having  been  received  on  the  28th  of  May,  calling  for  nMnrntod 
Cavalry  to  serve  for  a  period  of  three  months,  orders  were  iasaed  fi>r  the  naaag 
of  the  7th  Squadron,  whiofa  was  completed  and  sent  into  the  field  on  tlie  28di  of 
June,  under  the  command  of  Major  Augustus  W.  <]!orli8s.  The  9th  and  IM 
Be^ments,  10th  Battery  and  7th  Squadron  of  Cavalry  were  mustered  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States  for  a  period  of  three  months.  The  two  Begimprty 
and  Battery  performed  their  entire  service  in  the  forts  near  Wadiingtoii ;  whOa 
the  7th  Squadron  was  stationed  near  Harper's  Ferry,  actively  engag^  in  sort- 
ing duty,  &c.  Upon  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  enlistment  the  three  mondi  i 
men  were  ordered  to  Bhode  IsLmd  to  be  mustered  out  of  service  and  dischai^ged, 
the  10th  Begiment  and  Battery  arriving  August  28tfa,  the  9th  August  29,  and 
the  Squadron  of  Cavalry  on  the  26th  of  September.  And  it  is  not  inaj^ropn- 
ate  to  add,  that  they  performed  the  service  with  credit  to  themselves  and  to  the 
State.  To  the  National  Guard,  a  recent  and  voluntary  organization,  muck  ae& 
is  due  for  the  promptness  with  which  the  call  was  answered,  the  men  leari^ 
their  families  and  occupations  at  a  moment's  notice. 

On  the  2d  of  July  the  Premdent  of  the  United  States  made  a  call  upon  As 
several  States  for  800,000  Volunteers  to  serve  for  a  period  of  **  three  years  or  &b 
War."  Bhode  Island  was  called  upon  to  furnish  as  her  quota  2,712  men,  to  be 
made  up  by  new  Begiments,  or  by  Becruits  to  fill  up  the  old,  which  had  bees 
greatly  reduced  by  deaths,  disabilities,  discharges,  &c. 

Officers  from  the  old  Begiments  were  at  once  detailed  to  recruit  ibr  tfadr  t» 
pecdve  Beg^ents.  The  7th  B.  I.  Begiment,  (enlisted  for  the  War,)  to  be 
commanded  by  Col.  Zenas  B.  Bliss,  having  on  the  22d  of  May  been  ordered  It 
Grov.  Sprague,  Camp  Bliss  was  established  near  Providence,  and  recruiting 
menced  for  the  same.  Col.  Bliss  then  commanding  the  10th  Begiment, 
directed  to  report  at  Head  Quarters  and  take  command  of  the  7th.  On  the  9di  of 
August,  having  been  relieved  from  duty  in  the  10th,  he  assumed  command  anl 
proceeded  with  its  organization.  On  ihe  10th  of  September  the  Begiment  hiT- 
ing  been  fully  organized  and  equipped,  left  for  Washington.  On  the  4th  day  of* 
August,  the  Preadent  of  the  United  States  called  for  an  additional  300,000  mea 
to  serve  for  a  period  of  nine  months,  to  be  raised  by  draft.  The  regulations  ftr 
the  same  having  been  made  in  General  Orders  No.  99  frt>m  the  War  DepaitOMnt, 
Aug.  9th.  The  quota  for  this  State  was  apportioned  among  the  several  towns  in 
General  Orders  No.  45,  issued  from  this  office,  Sept.  28d,  a  copy  of  which  maj 
bo  found  in  the  Appendix.  On  the  15th  of  September,  under  said  call,  the  11th 
Begiment,  Col.  Edwin  Metcalf  was  ordered,  and  left  fox  Washington  on  the  Gth 
of  October.

The  12th  Begimeiit,  under  the  oomnumd  of  Ool.  Qeo.  H.  Browne,  was  order- 
ed on  the  80th  of  September,  and  left  for  Washmgton  on  the  21st  of  October. 
Thus  in  the  short  period  of  five  weeks,  two  Regiments  of  mazimmn  strength 
n^ere  recruited  and  sent  into  the  field.  There  appearing  to  be  no  necessity  for  a 
draft,  none  so  fiir  has  been  ordered  hf  the  Gbyemor,  our  quota  being  nearly  fill- 
ed by  Yolunteers.

Showing  a  deficiency  of  489  men  yet  to  be  recruited.  This  deficiency  will  pro- 
bably be  made  up  from  several  towns  which  have  not  yet  reported  their  full  num- 
ber, or  in  the  excess  of  three  years  men  called  for  under  the  orders  of  July  2d. 

On  the  23d  of  October,  Batteiy  H,  1st  Keg.  R.  I.  L.  A.,  which  had  been 
reoruiting  during  the  past  year  finished  its  complement  of  men  and  left  for 
Washington.  This  Battery  has  recruited  in  its  Camp  more  than  four  times  its 
complement  of  men,  but  in  consequence  of  the  many  requisitions  from  the  Batte- 
ries in  the  field  to  fill  the  ranks  which  had  been  reduced  by  the  casualties  of  War, 
it  bas  been  deemed  necessary  to  furnish  such  recruits  from  this  Battery,  and  it 
was  only  after  the  Batteries  in  the  field  had  been  supplied  with  the  requisite 
number,  that  Battery  H  was  completed  and  permitted  to  leave  the  State. 

On  the  31st  day  of  August,  His  Excellency  the  Oovemor,  received  firom  the 
War  Department,  authority  to  organize  a  Battalion  for  the  2d  Segment  K.  I. 
Cavalry;  and  on  the  15th  of  November,  additional  authority  was  received  to 
increase  the  same  to  a  full  Regiment  of  three  Battalions.  The  1st  Battalion, 
oommanded  by  Major  Augustus  W.  Corliss  waa  promptly  raised.  The  Secreta- 
ry (rf  War  having  placed  the  same  at  the  disposal  of  Major  General  Nathaniel  P. 
Banks,  orders  were  issued  directing  Major  Corliss  to  report  m  New  York. 
Troops  A  and  B  left  for  that  city  on  the  2d  of  December,  Troop  C  on  the  12th 
and  Troop  D,  completing  the  Battalion,  following  on  the  29th. 

The  balance  of  the  Be^ment  is  now  being  united  under  the  superintendence 
of  Major  Corliss. 

The  whole  number  of  men  who  have  been  enlisted  in  this  State  under  the  call 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  of  July  2d,  to  serve  for  three  years  or 
during  the  War,  is  as  follows :  — *  1st  Cavalry,  268 ;  2d  Cavalry,  416 ;  1st 
light  Artillery,  387 ;  3d  Heavy  Artillery,  190 ;'  2d  Regiment,  198 ;  4th  Be^ 
ment,  128 ;  5th  Be^ment,  173 ;  7th  Regiment,  948 ;  Hospital  Guard,  85  ,^— 
Total,  2,788. 
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On  the  19th  of  May,  npon  application  of  QoYenor  Spragae,  the  Sargeoi 
General  of  the.  United  States  gaye  anthority  for  the  establishment  in  tbk  Slate  of  a 
Hospital  for  the  ock  and  wounded  Bhode  Island  Soldiers.  The  Marine  HoE|ti^ 
located  in  the  city  of  Providence  was  leased  for  that  purpose,  and  Dr.  Tbons 
Harris  appointed  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  same.  Arrangements  having  bea 
completed  for  the  reception  of  patients,  Dr.  Harris  caused  to  be  removed  to  aai 
Hospital,  the  patients  belonging  to  Rhode  Island,  who  were  then  in  the  Ho^it&k 
in  Washington  and  its  vicinity.  The  establishment  of  the  Greneral  Hospital  it 
Portsmouth  Grove,  in  the  latter  part  of  June,  removed  the  necessity  for  oontinuo^ 
the  Hospital  in  this  city,  and  orders  were  issued  on  the  18th  of  Angost,  dinefe- 
ingDr.  Harris  to  transfer  his  patients  tx)  the  Portsmouth  Grove  HoBpitaL  Tiny 
were  accordingly  removed  and  the  Hospital  abandoned.  Dr.  Harris  haviag  tt 
that  time  been  appointed  Surgeon  in  the  7th  Regiment,  his  care  of  the  paticstt 
ceased  upon  their  removal  to  the  General  Hospital.  It  having  been  found 
sary  to  have  a  pennanent  guard  for  the  Portsmouth  Grove  Hospital,  a  foil 
pany  has  been  recruited  and  organized  in  accordance  with  authoritj  fnm  tfe 
War  Department,  under  date,  October  4th,  and  placed  in  command  of  Captaa 
Christopher  Blandiug.  On  the  6th  day  of  December  the  company  was  mostend 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  for  that  special  purpose  and  is  now  pedonh 
ing  the  duty  asdgned  to  it. 

The  State  has  been  called  upon  to  deplore  the  loss  of  many  of  our  brave  oft* 
cers  and  men  who  have  perished  in  ihe  service  of  their  countzy. 

The  names  of  Slocttm,  BaUou,  Prescott,  Tower,  TiOinghast,  Pierce,  StM, 
Brawfiy  Carpenter,  Manton,  Hodman,  Jves,  Curtis,  Sayles,  Babbitt,  jEhpiuu, 
Briggs,  Gladding,  Tayhr,  Ainsworth,  Gove  and  Sherman,  will  long  be  r^ 
membered  and  cherished  as  gallant  defenders  of  our  glorious  Union.  The  bodiBB 
of  Gen.  Rodman,  Col.  Slocum,  Lieut.  Cols.  Curtas  and  Sayles,  Majoiis  BaDoo 
and  Babbitt,  and  Capt.  Tower,  having  been  recovered.  Were  brought  to  this 
State  and  buried  with  military  honore. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  mention  that  the  troops  fix>m  this  State  have  performed  diev 
duty  like  soldiers  and  like  men.  The  great  majority  have  been  placed  in  po* 
ffldons  to  tzy  their  courage,  and  have  ably  sustained  the  honored  repatatioD  d 
the  State.  Where  all  have  done  so  well,  it  would  be  invidious  to  singjle  oat  Regi- 
ments or  Batteries. 

Various  reports  from  commanding  officers  will  be  found  in  the  Ajqpendiz.

The  quota  of  this  State,  upon  the  several  calls  of  the  Preadent  of  the  United 
States,  for  500,000  and  300,000  volunteers,  to  serve  for  three  years  or  the  war, 
amoimts  to  7,232. 

The  State  having  furnished  to  this  date,  9,410,  a  balance  is  shown  in  our 
favor  of  2,178,  or  a  little  more  than  30  per  cent*  in  excess  of  our  quota. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  His  lilxcellency  the  Oovemor,  the  Oeneral  Ajsh 
sembly  at  its  January  Session  unanimously  directed  him  to  procure  a  sword  for. 
presentation  to  Major  Gfeneral  A.  E.  Bumside,  "  for  his  recent  victory  at  Ro- 
anoke Island,  one  of  the  most  brilliant  exploits  of  the  war."  The  Quarteiv 
master  General  and  myself  were  appointed  by  the  Governor  a  Committee  to  pro- 
cure the  same.     After  examining  the  designs  presented  by  diiiferent  parties,  it 
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was  determined  to  give  the  order  for  the  sword  to  Messrs.  Hffiinj  k  Co.,  ik 
well  known  manufiicturers  in  the  city  of  New  York,  to  be  made  from  &  (kap 
preprcd  by  Capt.  Augnsfcos  Hoppin,  A.  A.  G^era)-,  togetJier  with  the  artid 
connected  with  their  establishment.  The  sword,  a  magnifioeDt  peoe  of  «td- 
manship,  reflected  the  highest  credit  upon  those  who  were  identified  wilh  itB  de- 
sign and  manufacture. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  be  elected  by  the  (Jovemor  to  present  the  sword  in 
person  to  General  Bumside.  On  the  2d  of  June,  I  left  this  city  for  Nev- 
bem,  N.  C,  accompanied  by  Capt.  Henry  Bedlow,  A.  A.  General.  The  Go- 
era!  being  absent  at  the  time  of  my  arrival,  the  ceremony  was  delayed  until  the 
20th  of  June.  On  the  afternoon  of  that  day  the  presentation  took  place,  in  ^ 
presence  of  16,000  troops,  together  with  a  large  and  brilliant  stafil  The  deafist- 
ing  cheers  which  went  up  throughout  the  entire  lines,  combined  with  the  presence 
of  so  large  a  body  of  well  disciplined  troops,  presented  a  scene  to  be  remembotd. 

ENROLLED  MILITIA. 

In  pursuance  of  General  Orders  No.  99,  issued  by  the  War  Department 
August  9th,  1862,  calling  upon  the  Governors  of  the  respective  States  to  cause 
an  enrollment  to  be  made  of  all  able  bodied  male  citizens  between  the  age8  d 
18  and  45,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  directed  the  Commissioners  (see  Gen- 
eral Orders  No.  38,  of  May  20th,  in  the  Appendix,)  whom  he  had  appointed 
to  superintend  the  draft  as  called  for  in  said  General  Orders  No.  99,  to  cause  to 
be  made  the  enrollment  within  their  respective  districts.  Theur  rolls  have  beeo 
returned  to  this  office,  giving  the  names  of  those  liable  to  do  military  dn^,  whidi 
includes  those  now  in  tho  service  of  the  United  States.  The  enrollment  for 
1862,  called  for  under  the  Statutes  was  omitted,  and  the  above  dedared  bf 
special  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  be  the  enrollment  for  this  year.

The  several  Chartered  Companies,  comprising  the  Active  lyTiKtia  of  this  State, 
having  famished  a  great  number  of  officers  and  men  for  the  Regiments  in  the 
service  of  the  United  Stetes,  a  great  felling  off  in  their  rolls  is  apparent.  The 
May  parade  and  guard  duty  which  most  of  them  were  called  upon  to  perform  at 
the  Providence  and  Portsmouth  Grove  Hospitals,  comprise  their  service  for  the 
past  year.

The  Companies  which  have  performed  guard  duty  at  Proyidence  and  Porto- 
mouth  Grove  Hospitals  are  deagnated  by  a  star  opposite  their  names. 

The  General  Assembly,  at  its  Extra  Session  in  August  last,  passed  a  new 
Militia  Law,  which  will  effed  an  entire  change  in  the  organization  of  the 
Militia.  Under  the  new  kw,  the  entire  Enrolled  Militia  will  be  organi«d  into 
Divisions*  Brigades,  Begonents,  Battalions,  &c.,  and  each  person  found  upon 
the  roll  wUl  be  obliged  to  perform  during  the  year  a  specified  amount  of  active 
militaiy  duty,  thus  ^ving  all  able  bodied  citizens  an  opportunity  to  beoome  oon- 
versant  with  the  duties  of  a  soldier.  As  in  times  like  the  present,  when  we  are 
liable  to  be  called  upon  to  furnish  troops  for  a  specud  emergency,  the  reputetioo 
of  the  State  is  greaUy  enhanced,  if  it  can  furnish  upon  caU  well  drilled  and  dis- 
ciplined men.  It  but  remains  for  the  people  to  manifest  a  proper  interest  in  the 
requirements  of  the  law,  and  voluntarily  conform  to  its  provisions.  The  origan- 
ization  has  not  yet  been  effected,  in  opna^^enoe  of  not  receiving  at  an  earlier 
date  the  rolls  of  several  towns.  FuU  returns  having  now  been  received,  the  ai<- 
ganization  will  be  proceeded  with  at  an  early  day.  The  busmess  of  this  offik» 
has  greaUy  mcreased  since  the  begiiming  of  the  year.  The  records  which  have 
become  voluminous  are  of  great  value,  not  only  at  the  proaenl  time,  bat  far  years 
to  come. 

In  closing,  I  beg  leave  to  express  my  obligations  to  Captains  Hoppm  and 
Chapin  of  my  staff,  and  the  gentlemen  employed  in  tiiis  office,  for  their  valuable 
services  and  uniform  courtesy.

CLbOULATIONS  tOR  TAB     ENROLLMENT  AND    DrAFT   OF    ThREB    HuNDRED    THOU- 
SAND Militia. 

In  pnrsnance  of  an  order  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  bearing  date  August 
4,  1862,  whereby  it  is  provided  that  a  draft  of  three  hundred  thousand  militia  be  inime- 
dimtely  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  to  serve  for  nine  months,  unless 
sooner  discharged,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  assign  the  quotas  to  the  States 
and  establish  reg^nlations  for  the  draft;  also,  that  if  any  State  shall  not  by  the  fifteenth 
€^  August  Aimish  its  quota  of  the  additional  three  hundred  thousand  Volunteers  au- 
thorized by  law,  the  deficiency  of  Volunteers  in  that  State  shall  also  be  made  up  by  spe- 
cial draft  from  the  militia,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  establish  regulations  for 
this  purpose: 

It  is  ordered  : — Firgtf  The  Governors  of  the  respective  States  will  proceed  forthwith 
to  famish  their  respective  quotas  of  the  three  hundred  thousand  militia  called  for  by 
the  order  of  the  President,  dated  the  4th  day  of  August,  1862,  which  quotas  have  been 
famished  to  the  Govemors  respectively  by  communication  from  the  Department  of  this 
date,  according  to  the  regulations  henceforth  set  forth. 

Second.  'The  Govemors  of  the  several  States  are  hereby  requested  forthwith  to  de- 
signate rendezvous  for  the  drafted  militia  of  said  States,  and  to  appoint  commandants 
therefor,  and  to  notify  the  Secretary  of  War  of  the  location  of  such  rendezvous  and  the 
names  of  the  commandafits ;  and  it  is  important  tiiat  the  rendezvous  should  be  few  in 
number  and  located  with  a  view  to  convenience  of  transportation. 

Third,  The  Governors  of  the  respective  States  will  cause  an  enrollment  to  be  made 
forthwith  by  the  assessors  of  the  several  counties,  or  b^  any  other  oflicers,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  such  Govemors,  of  all  able-bodied  male  citizens  between  the  ages  of 
eighteen  and  forty-five  within  the  respective  counties,  giving^  the  name,  age  and  occu- 
pation of  each,  together  with  remarks  showing  whether  he  is  in  the  service  ot  the 
United  States,  &c.,  and  in  what  capacity,  or  any  other  &cts  which  may  determine  his 
exemption  from  military  duty.    Au  reasonable  and  proper  expenses  of  such  enrollment 
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and  of  the  draft  hereinafter  prorided,  will  he  reimbarsed  by  the  United  States,  ^ob 
Touchers  showing  the  detailed  statement  of  serrioe  performed  and  expenses  incniTCd, 
i4Pproved  by  such  Govemors. 

yourih.  Where  no  prorision  is  made  by  law  in  any  State  for  carying  into  effect  the 
draft  hereby  ordered,  or  where  sach  promions  are  in  any  manner  defective,  sodi  dnft 
shall  be  conducted  as  follows : 

1st  Immediately  upon  completion  of  the  enrollment,  the  lots  of  persona  ennAed 
shall  be  filed  in  the  offioes  of  the  sherifb  of  the  counties  in  which  sach  enrolled  per- 
sons reside. 

2d.  The  Groremors  of  the  several  States  shall  appoint  a  commissioner  fijr  each  oooii- 
ty  of  their  respective  States,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  superintend  the  dnfiing  and 
hear  and  determine  excuses  of  persons  claiming  to  be  exempt  from  military  dntj. 
Such  commissioners  shall  receive  a  compensation  of  four  dollars  per  diem  for  eadi  day 
he  may  be  actually  employed  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  commissioner. 

8d.    The  enrollment  officer  shall  immediately,  upon  the  filing  of  the  enrollment  listi, 
notify  said  commissioner  that  said  lists  have  been  so  filed ;  and  the  commissioner  shall 
thereupon  give  notice  by  handbills  posted  in  each  township  of  his  coun^  of  the  time 
and  place  at  which  claims  of  exemption  will  be  received  and  determined  by  him,  and 
shall  fix  the  timt),  to  be  specified  in  the  order  aforesaid,  within  ten  days  of  the  Ailing  of 
tlie  em*ollmcnt ;  at  wliich  time  the  draft  shall  be  made,  and  all  persons  claiming  to  be 
exempt  from  military  duty  sliall,  before  the  day  fixed  for  tiie  draft,  make  proof  of  sutk 
exemption  before  said  commissioner,  and  if  found  sufficient,  his  name  shall  be  stric^eo 
from  the  list  by  a  red  line  drawn  through  it,  leaving  it  still  legible.    The  commissioner 
sliall  in  like  manner  strike  from  the  list  the  names  of  all  persons  now  in  the  military  ser* 
vice  of  the  United  States ;  all  telegraph  operators  and  oonstructors  actually  engaged  qb 
the  6th  day  of  August,  1862 ;  all  engineers  of  locomotives  on  railroads ;  the  Vice  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States ;  the  officers— judicial  and  executive— of  the  government  of 
the  United  States ;  the  members  of  both  houses  of  Congress,  and  their  respective  oft- 
cers ;  all  custom  house  officers  and  their  clerks ;  all  post  officers  and  stage  drivers  who 
are  employed  in  the  care  and  conveyance  of  the  mail  of  the  post  office  of  tfie  United  Statai ; 
all  ferry-men  who  are  employed  at  any  ferry  on  post  roads ;  aU  pilots ;  aU  marines  acta- 
ally  employed  in  the  sea  service  of  any  citizen  or  merchant  within  the  United  States; 
all  engineers  and  pilots  of  registered  or  licensed  steamboats  and  steamships ;  ail  peisani 
exempted  by  tlie  laws  of  the  respective  States  from  military  duty,  on  suflldent  evi- 
dence, or  on  his  personal  knowledge  that  said  persons  belong  to  any  of  the  aforesaid 
classes,  whetlier  the  exemption  is  claimed  by  them  or  not    Exempticm  will  not  be 
made  fbr  disability,  unless  it  be  of  such  permanent  character  as  to  render  the  person 
unfit  for  service  for  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  days,  to  be  certified  by  a  surgeon  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  in  each  comity  for  this  purpose.    5th.    At  the  time  fixed  as 
before  provided  by  the  commissioner  for  making  the  draft,  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  or 
in  his  absence  such  penon  as  the  commissioner  may  appoint,  shall,  in  the  presence  of 
said  commissioner,  publicly  place  in  a  wheel  or  box  of  a  like  character  to  sneh  as  sri 
used  for  drawing  jurors,  separately  folded  ballots,  containing  tlie  names  of  ail  perseu 
remaining  on  said  enrollment  lists  not  striken  off,  as  before  provided,  and  a  proper  psr> 
son  appointed  by  the  commissioner  and  blindfolded,  shall  thereupon  (faaw  from  said  box 
or  wheel  a  number  of  ballots  equal  to  the  number  of  drafted  men  fixed  by  the  Govcn- 
or  of  each  State  as  the  proper  quota  of  such  county.    6th.    A  printed  or  written  notioe 
of  his  enrollment  or  draft,  and  of  the  place  of  rendezvous  of  the  drafted  military  totct, 
shall  thereupon  be  served  by  a  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioner,  upon  each 
person  so  drafted,  either  by  delivering  the  same  in  person,  or  by  leaving  it  at  his  last 
known  place  of  residence.    7th.  Any  person  so  drafted,  may  ofier  a  substitute  at  the  time 
of  the  rendezvous  of  the  drafted  raiUtia  force,  and  such  substitute,  if  he  shall  be  an  abkhbo- 
died  man,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  yean,  and  shall  consent  in  writmg, 
with  the  consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  if  a  minor,  to  subject  himself  to  all  tbe  duties 
and  obligations  to  which  his  principal  would  have  been  subject  had  he  personally  served, 
shall  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  such  principal.    8th.  The  persons  thus  drafted,  shall  assemble 
at  the  county  seat  of  their  respective  counties,  within  five  days  after  the  time  of  draftii^ 
whence  transportation  will  be  furnished  them  by  the  Governofs  of  the  several  States  to 
the  place  of  rendezvous.    9th.    As  soon  as  the  draft  has  been  made,  and  the  names 
marked  on  the  enrollment  list,  the  commissioner  will  send  a  copy  of  the  draft  to  tbe 
commandant  of  the  rendezvous,  and  another  copy  of  the  same  to  the  adjutant  general 
of  the  State ;  who  will  immediately  organize  the  drafted  men  into  companies  and  regi- 
ments of  infantry,  hy  assigning  one  hundred  and  one  men  to  each  company;  and  tra 
companies  to  each  regiment,  and  to  send  a  copy  of  the  organization  to  the  commandant 
of  the  rendezvous.    lOth,    At  tbe  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  for  the  drafted  men 
to  reach  the  rendezvous,  tbe  commandant  shall  proceed  to  complete  the  organisation 
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c^  the  companies  and  vegimenti  by  prochuming  the  names  of  the  regimental  commis- 
sioned officers,  which  shall  be  desipiated  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  respectlye 
States,  the  number  and  grade  bemg  the  same  as  in  the  volonteer  service,  and  in  case 
^he  laws  in  any  State  shall  provide  for  an  election  of  officers,  thej  shall  be  elected  under 
^he  direction  of  the  commandant  of  the  rendezvous  and  reported  forthwith  to  the  Gov- 
ernors of  such  States  in  order  that  they  may  be  commissioned,  and  the  non-commis- 
stoned  may  be  appointed  either  before  or  after  muster,  as  the  Colonel  of  the  regiment 
shall  decide.  11th.  As  soon  as  the  officers  of  the  companies  and  reg^ents  are  desig- 
nated, the  muster  rolls  shall  be  made  out  under  the  direction  of  die  commandant  of  the 
rendezvous,  and  the  troops  inspected  and  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States 
1>y  the  mustering  officer  appointed  for  that  purpose.  12th.  In  States  where  enMstments 
liave  been  made  by  munieipalitiesand  towns  instead  of  counties,  the  Governors  of  such 
States  are  authorized  to  apply  the  foregoing  rules  of  draft  to  such  municipalities  and 
towns  instead  of  counties. 

-Fi/IA. — ^Provost  Marshals  will  be  appointed  by  the  War  Department  in  the  several 
States,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Governors  thereof,  with  such  assistants  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  enforce  tiie  attendance  of  all  drafted  persons  who  shall  fiiil  to  attend  at  sndi 
place  of  rendezvous. 

£ixth,'r'Jn  case  any  State  shall  not  bv  the  fifteenth  day  of  August,  ftimish  its  quota 
of  additional  three  hundred  thousand  volunteers  called  for  by  the  President  on  the  sec- 
ond di^  of  July,  1862,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  idl  Incomplete  regiments  shall  Iben  be 
ooiwolidated  under  Hm  direction  of  the  Governors  of  the  respective  States,  and  an  ad- 
ditional draft  shall  be  made  as  before  provided,  sufficient  to  fiU  up  such  goota.  The 
number  to  be  drafted  fiom  each  county  of  the  State  to  be  fixed  by  the  Governor 
thereof 

SeverUh, — Trcm  and  after  the  fflbeenth  day  of  August,  no  new  regiments  of  volim- 
teers  wilt  be  ornaized,  but  the  premimn  bounty  and  adfrance  pay  will  oonthraQ  to  be 
paia  to  tiioae  vohmteering  to  go  into  the  old  regiments.

— Nathaniel  Wheaton,  for  the  ci^  of  Providence,  David  M.  CoggeshaD,  for  tfae 
city  of  Newport,  and  the  town  derk  in  each  of  Uie  other  towns,  are  hereby  charged 
with  the  duty  of  causing  a  complete  enrollment  to  be  made' of  all  able-bodied  male  citi- 
zens between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  for^-five  years,  within  their  respective  precineti, 
according  to  the  directions  contained  in  said  orders,  and  they  will  report  foirtiiwi&  in 
person  to  the  Adjutant  General  to  receive  ftirther  instructions.    Each  enroDiiig  oflloer 
is  authorized  to  i^point  such  number  of  assistants,  to  be  approved  by  the  Commander* 
in>Chief,  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  complete  the  enroUment,  and  file  a  copy  of 
he  same  in  the  office  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county  within  which  his  precinct  is  situated 
on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  August,  1862.    The  commissioners  to  superintend  the  draft- 
ing, hereafter  to  be  named,  wiU  also  superintend  the  making  of  the  enrollment,  and  the 
officers  for  that  purpose  hereby  i^pointed  wiU  strictly  conform  to  the  directions  whidi 
may  be  given  by  such  commissioners.    It  is  especiafly  enjoined  upon  all  good  dtiaena, 
whether  exempted  from  the  performance  of  military  duty  or  not,  to  co-operate  in  the 
patriotic  duty  of  assisting  the  enrolling  officers  in  perfecting  their  lists  and  in  fiimishing 
them  with  the  names  of  all  persons  in  their  neighborhoods  liable  to  be  enrolled,  to  tiie 
end  that  the  burdens  of  the  State  may  be  fidiiy  distributed.

The  Commander-in-Chief  presents  his  thanks  to  Colonel  Tompkins,  officers  and  meo 
of  the  First  Regiment  R.  I.  L.  Artilleiy,  who  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Frederidcsboig 
the  18th  instnnt. 

The  officers  and  men  of  this  ikvorite  corps  must  know  with  what  pride  he  reoeiTcs 
the  report  of  their  honorable  and  efficient  conduct 

The  report  of  Colonel  Tompkins  is  added  as  a  part  of  this  order : 

"  The  six  Batteries  of  this  Regiment  with  this  army,  were  all  engaged  in  the  recent 
battle,  and  sustained  a  loss  of  six  killed,  twenty  wounded  and  one  n3ssing.  Battery  B 
was  more  hotly  engaged  tlian  either  of  the  others,  losing  sixteen  men  killed  and  wound- 
ed. The  Battery  was  ordered  up  to  the  front  line  to  give  confidence  to  the  Infimtiy, 
who  were  massing.  As  they  came  into  Battery  an  entire  Regiment  broke  and  ran  to 
the  rear,  passing  through  the  Battery,  to  their  credit,  be  it  said,  not  a  single  cannoiuer 
left  his  poet,  but  all  stowl  by  their  guns,  and  as  soon  as  the  Infiintry  got  6ut  of  the  war, 
opened  fire  upon  the  enemy.  The  conduct  of  Hazard,  his  officers  and  men  was  credi- 
table in  the  highest  degree.  The  others  all  behaved  well  with  the  exception  of  some  of 
the  men  of  Battery  D,  who  did  not  keep  up  with  their  guns  when  they  went  into  the 
fight  Captain  Arnold,  of  Battery  A,  took  command  of  his  Battery  that  moinin&  and 
proved  himself  a  good  officer  under  fire."  *

jTo  Governor  Wm.  Sprague: 


Dear  Sir  : — I  had  the  honor  to  write  you  Last  from  Camp  C^ifomia,  Va.  Since 
then  the  4th  R.  I.  has  been  detached  from  "  Howard's  Brigade,  and  assigned  to  that  of 
General  John  G.  Parke,  8d  BrijpEde,  Bumside's  Division,  and  reported  for  duty  at  An- 
napolis, Md.,  the  3d  of  July.  Embarked  on  the  Steamer  Eastern  Queen,  for  Fortress 
Monroe,  sailed  the  9th,  arrived  the  10th,  and  sailed  for  Hatteras  Inlet  the  11th,  arrived 
the  12th,  and  entered  the  Inlet  the  13th,  where  we  were  obliged  to  lay  until  the  28tli, 
before  all  the  fleet  had  passed  over  the  Bulk  Head.  The  "  Pocahontas,"  on  which  our 
horses  were  embarked,  was  lost  on  the  Cape,  and  all  the  horses  except  19,  perished.  I 
am  happy  to  say  that  none  of  the  teamers  that  were  with  them  were  lost,  but  all  suc- 
ceeded m  getting  on  shore  and  joining  the  Regiment.  On  the  5th  of  July,  the  fleet 
sailed  for  Roanoke,  and  arrived  in  sight  the  -same  evening.  The  Gunboats  having 
completed  their  preparations,  commenced  the  bombardment  of  Forts  "  Bartow,"  "  Hu- 
l^r,"  and  "  Blnnchard,"  (mounting  eight  32s,  and  one  7  inch  rifled  Parrot,  on  "  Bar- 
tow ; "  six  82s,  and  tlu-ee  7  inch  Parrot,  on  "  Huger ;  "  and  tlu^e  828  on  "  Blanchard,'') 
on  Friday  morning  at  11  1-2  A.  M.,  and  continu^  through  tlie  day.  The  Troops  from 
different  transports  were  landed  the  same  evening,  without  opposition,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  small  party  firing  on  tlie  sounding  party  of  the  5th  Battalion  R.  I.  V.,  wounding 
two  slightly.  The  Gunlraats  of  the  enemy,  (not  approaching  near  enough  to  do  us  any 
damage)  of  which  there  were  ten  in  all,  with  ftom  two  to  tb^ee  guns  each. 

On  the  morning  of  the  8th,  the'  1st  Brigade,  General  Foster's,  were  put  in  motion, 
followed  by  General  Reno's ;  the  2d,  oiu^ ;  the  3d,  General  Parke  remaining  for  a  short 
time  in  reserve.  The  5th  Battery,  R.  I.,  having  been  deployed  on  our  right,  and  the 
8th  Conneticut  held  in  reserve  on  our  left  to  prevent  flank  movements.  AVe,  that  is,  the 
4th  R.  I.  and  9th  N.  Y.,  were  ordered  forwaid.  When  the  head  of  General  Foster's  col- 
umn had  proceeded  about  one  mile  on  the  road,  t^ey  were  suddenly  met  bv  a  sharp  vol- 
ley of  musketry  and  the  contents  of  a  Dahlgreen  12  Brass  Field  Piece  from  bemnd  a 
masked  Battery,  called  by  the  enemy.  Fort  Defiance,  across  and  commanding  the  only 
road  for  400  yards,  on  each  side  of  which  was  an  hitherto  impassible  cypress  swamp.  • 
The  1st  Brigade  advancing  were  supported  by  Reno,  who  threw  two  Regiments  on 
their  right  flank.  The  4th  R.  I.  were  ordered  to  follow  part  of  Foster's  Brigade  in 
turning  their  left  flank,  Parke  holding  the  9th  N.  Y.  in  reserve.  Our  men  at  once 
plunged  into  the  swamp  neariy  waist  deep  with  mud  and  water,  and  after  almost  incredi- 
ble exertions,  succeeded  in  forcing  our  way  through  briars,  cypress,  and  a  dense  mass  of 
beech,  &c.  When  we  had  nearly  succeeded  in  turning  their  flank  on  the  left  and 
right,  General  Parke  ordered  the  9th  N.  Y.  to  charge  in  front,  when  the  enemy  finding 
that  they  were  flanked,  fled  up  the  island,  followed  by  Regiments  of  Foster  and  Reno 
in  pursuit.  General  Parke,  ordering  the  9th  N.  Y.  to  cut  off*  their  retreat  by  the  Nag's 
Head,  which  they  did,  taking  C.  Jennings  Wise,  prisoner,  and  capturing  the  Battery  at 
that  point  with  three  heavy  Columbiads.  The  enemy  retreated  to  Weir  Point,  where 
they  did  not  make  any  flght,  but  surrendered  to  Generals  Foster  and  Reno,  about  8,000 
aUtold. 


26  ADJUTANT  general's   REPORT. 

General  Bumside  ordered  the  4th  R.  I.  to  proceed  to  Peck  Point  and  take  _ 
of  Fort  Bartow,  giving  ub  the  10th  Conn,  for  our  support  We  imm^^liatelj  nmrcbed 
for  the  Point,  and  took  possession  of  the  place,  planting  the  hanner  of  the  4th  S.  L  oa 
the  ramparts.  The  8th  North  Carolina  were  within  about  one  half  mile  of  ns,  adna- 
cing  to  take  possession  of  it — the  Battalion  of  17th  N.  C.  haring  eFacuatied  it  aboat 
two  hours  before  we  took  possession — when  thej  saw  our  flag  on  the  FcHt  they  fell  bKk 
and  surrendered  to  Gener^  Reno.  The  la^r  Fort  on  the  Main  was  fired  about  ten 
minntes  after  our  arrival  and  consumed. 

We  have  taken  thirtT-flve  to  forty  pieces  of  Artillery,  about  4,000  stand  of  anas, 
camp  equipage  and  stores  of  four  Regiments  of  Infiuitry.  The  Gunboats  of  the  enecay 
have  escaped  up  the  Sound.  Four  to  five  hundred  of  the  enemy  got  off  the  lafamd,  and 
a  Regiment  from  Norfolk,  that  were  coming  to  reinforce  the  rebels,  did  not  land  bat  pA 
away.  The  enemy  had  sunk  hulks  and  driven  spiles  into  the  channeU  which  with 
their  masked  batteries  and  the  natural  advantages  of  the  Island,  they  sapposed  had 
made  their  position  impregnable  to  any  force  we  could  bring  against  Uiem.  How  we 
ever  g^t  through  tliat  swamp  I  can  hardly  conceive  of  now,  as  it  was,  we  were  foil  twa 
hours  in  it;  half  of  the  time  the  Regiment  was  under  fire,  but  the  distance,  three  to 
four  hundred  jards  off  the  Battery,  and  the  eoemy  being  obliged  to  take  uncertain  aim. 
from  the  constant  firing  df  Foster^s  advance,  preserved  us  from  loss.  I  don't  think  ve 
have  lost  a  man,  all  but  one,  (Corporal  Perkins,)  having  joined  the  Regiment,  and  I 
think  he  will  be  found.  A  number  of  our  men  in  the  4th  had  balls  through  tiieir  ooais 
and  blankets.  Our  Flag  being  half  rolled  up,  did  not  present  much  surface  to  the  fire, 
and  we  only  got  one  bullet  hole  through  it — shall  do  better  when  we  have  a  chance. 
The  4th  was  cool  and  did  well,  all  our  force  behaved  well  and  gave  satis&ctloii  to  thr 
commanding  officers  of  the  Division.  I  must  now  close  this  hasty  and  imperfect 
sketch,  hopmg  it  will  give  vou  some  idea  of  the  battle  of  Roanoke.    Our  Regiment  aic 

again  embarked  on  boarj  the  £.  Q.,  and  are  to  proceed  to I  sappoae.    The 

blank  I  am  unable  to  fill,

Sir  : — I  liave  the  honor  to  report  the  action  of  the  4th  R.  I.,  in  the  redactian  of  Fait 
Macon,  whicii  surrendered  to  our  forces  on  the  26th  ult,  after  a  march  which  was  neee»- 
sarily  a  forced  one.  The  8d  Brigade  of  this  Department,  or  a  pralion  of  it,  arrived 
and  invested  Fort  Macon  on  the  26th  of  March,  1862. 

The  4th  R.  I.  had  two  companies  in  Beaufort— one  in  Carolina  City,  and  seven  oo  the 
Banks.  The  labor  of  those  on  the  Banks  was  veiy  arduous,  as  much  so  as  we  cooU 
well  endure,  which  was  cheerftilly  performed  without  flinching.  Five  oompaiiies  d 
tlie  4th  alternately  relieved  the  bth  Ct.  and  5th  R.  I.  Battalion  in  the  trenches  for  f&- 
teen  days,  exposed  through  the  day  to  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  daring  which  time  oor 
siege  batteries  were  planted.  Not  a  day  passed  that  the  enemy  did  not  open  on  us, 
firinig  from  tliirty  to  ftffy  shell,  none  of  which,  I  am  hiq>py  to  say,  ii\jured  any  of  nj 
regiment. 

The  exposure  and  fittigue  incident  to  our  duty  has  largely  increased  oor  aick  fist 
and  we  have  lost  six  men  by  death  since  we  arrived.  Their  names  wiU  ai^iear  in  the 
Ac^utant's  report  to  General  Mauian,  which  we  have  at  last  completed.  Ourbatterie* 
opened  on  the  morning  of  the  26th,  and  in  two  or  three  hours  told  with  fearful  effect  en 
the  enemy's  works.  They  held  out  for  about  ten  hours,  when,  by  a  flag  of  tmcse,  re- 
quested a  cessation  of  hostilities,  preparatory  to  a  surrender.  General  Bumside  grant- 
ed this,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  27th,  Fort  Maoon  was  ours.  The  &th  R.  L  Battalioo, 
being  on  duty  in  the  trenches,  received  theur  arms,  and  five  companies  of  my  regiment 
relieved  Mi^or  Wright,  guarding  the  prisoners  until  they  were  shipped  off. 

The  Fort  is  much  damaged  by  our  fire,  and  some  twenty-six  guns  were  rendered 
unfit  for  service.  The  flag  that  was  flying  on  the  Fort,  General  Flarke  has  requested  Gen- 
eral Bumside  to  send  to  you.  Nine  companies  of  the  4th  are  now  quartered  here,  and 
we  have  a  fine  building  for  a  hospital,  where,  I  do  not  doubt,  our  men  will  rapidly  im-

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proT«.    Dr.  Millar  usures  me  tfaut  thej  are  better  already.    I  hope  toon  to  hftTe  tb» 
most  of  them  able  for  duty.

LiKUTBNANT  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  accordance  with  the  intructiona 
received  on  the  evening  of  the  15th  instant,  from  the  acting  Brigadier  General,  com- 
manding the  Ist  Division,  Headquarters  Brigade,  my  battalion  was  held  in  readiness  to 
move  at  8  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  16th.    Company  I,  Captain  Stralian,  being 
detailed  for  duty  at  the  Battery  in  advance  of  the  Ist  Brigade,  and  a  detachment  under 
lieutenant  Metcalf,  of  Company  K,  remaining  in  charge  of  tlie  batteiy  at  this  point. 
My  command  comprised  but  five  companies,  B,  £,  F,  H,  and  K,  numbering  tliree  hun- 
dred and  sixty  enlisted  men,  with  two  field,  three  staft;  and  fourteen  company  officers. 
Leading  the   Brigade,  three  companies  B,  F,  and  K,  of  my  battalion  were  deploy- 
ed as  skirmishers,  under  the  direction  of  Miyor  Sisson,  at  the  entrance  to  the  wood, 
covering  the  approach  to  the  rebel  battery.    The  other  companies  marched  steadily  to 
the  front,  halting  in  a  position  to  support  the  troops  of  the  1st  Brigade  who  had  fidlea 
back,  and  being  joined  at  this  point  by  the  parties  thrown  out  as  skirmishers.    After 
again  advancing  in  Une  under  orders  to  support  the  97th  Penn.  Volunteers,  the  battalion 
was  ordered  to  take  position  on  the  right  of  the  3d  Regiment  N.  U.  Volunteers,  and 
for  this  purpose  crossed  the  marshy  ground  flanking  the  enemy's  battery.    We  had 
hardly  formed  in  line  of  battle  and  commenced  firing,  when  an  order  came  to  capture  a 
field  battery  in  their  rear  which  was  firing  with  a  fiital  efi*ect  on  tlie  8d  N.  H.  Regiment. 
The  battalion  was  immediatehr  ordered  to  about  face,  and  advanced  upon  the  thicket 
behind  which  the  enemy's  field-g^ns  were  oonoealed.    In  effecting  this  object  we  en- 
countered a  galling  fire  ih>m  the  enemy's  sharpshooters  in  the  dlicket  at  our  front  and 
left,  and  many  were  wounded  in  our  ranks,  but  all  pressed  forward,  the  men  cheering 
and  firing  with  spirit. 

I  urged  them  into  the  cover  of  the  woods  as  rapidly  as  possible ;  and  with  great  difii- 
culty  they  forced  their  way  in,  encountering  smidl  parties  of  rebels,  many  of  whom 
were  shot  and  bayoneted — one  prisoner  being  secured.  A  few  of  my  men  succeeded 
in  reaching  the  inner  edge  of  the  thicket  and  gaining  sight  of  the  field-g^s,  three  in 
number,  without  horses,  and  supported  apparendy  by  oi3y  two  or  three  companies  of 
infantnr.  I  felt  confident  of  securing  them,  bnt  the  3d  N.  H.  Regiment  having  fiillen 
back,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  order  my  men  to  retire,  which  they  did  in  good  order, 
bnt  slowly  and  reluctantly,  bringing  ofi*  such  of  our  dead  and  wounded  as  could  be  seen 
on  our  way.  Feeling  my  utter  want  of  experience,  I  have  great  hesitation  in  speaking 
of  the  conduct  of  those  under  my  command,  some  of  whom  were,  not  like  myself,  for 
the  first  time  under  fire.  I  keenly  appreciate  the  honor  of  leading  such  men  into  battle, 
and  cannot  too  highly  praise  their  coolness,  steadiness  and  courage.  If  any  &ltered  I 
was  spared  the  shame  of  seeing  it.  Where  all  did  their  duty  so  well,  I  mention  a  few 
whose  bearing  was  conspicuous,  without  detracting  th>m  the  merits  of  others.  M^jor 
H.  T.  Sisson  deserves  much  credit  for  his  successful  management  of  the  skirmishers 
during  the  advance,  and  for  his  constant  efforts  to  aid  me  in  carrying  out  the  various 
orders  received  in  the  course  of  the  morning. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  speaking  of  tlie  Adjutant  of  the  battalion.  First  Lieutenant 
J.  Lanahan,  of  Company  I,  always  prompt  and  cool,  and  sustaining  me  in  every  diffi- 
culty by  his  good  judginent  and  long  experience  as  a  soldier.  First  Lieutenant  A.  £. 
Green,  commanding  Company  B,  was  especially  energetic  and  active.  Second  Lieu- 
tenant E.  S.  Bartholomew,  of  Company  E,  nobly  proved  himself  deserving  tlie  com- 
mission he  had  received  since  our  departure  from  Hilton  Head,  &lling  mortally  womid- 
ed  while  cheering  on  his  men  into  the  thicket  from  which  the  enemy  so  severely  an- 
noyed us.  Captain  H.  Rogers,  Jr.,  and  First  Lieutenant  C  R.  Bray  ton,  of  Company  H, 
were  untiring  in  their  exertions,  and  zealously  supported  me.  First  Lieutenant  A.  W. 
Colwell,  of  Company  F,  and  Second  Lieutenant  I).  B.  Churchill,  of  Company  K,  nar- 
ticolarly  attracted  my  notice  by  their  coolness  and  energy.    I  am  pleased  to  name  First 
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Sergeant  6.  W.  Greene  and  Sergeant  J.  B.  Batcheldee,  of  Company  B,  First 
O.  A.  Thompnon,  of  Company  K,  and  First  Sergeant  W.  Wheeler,  Jr.,  of  Compwiy  K, 
as  distingoisbed  for  gallant  conduct  I  shall  feel  justified  in  recommending  them  to 
the  GoTemor  of  Rhode  Island  for  promotion. 

It  is  with  a  bitter  feeling  of  regret,  though  with  no  sense  of  shame,  tbat  I  bare  to 
report  the  serious  loss  sustained  by  my  batuUion — 1  sergeant,  6  iniTatea  killed ;  2  oft- 
cers,  4  corporals,  24  privates  wounded ;  1  corporal,  7  privates  missing — total  45.

GovBHKOR : — ^I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  the  official  copy  of  BC^jor  Cdwin 
Metcalf  s  report  of  the  part  taken  by  his  Battalion,  dd  R.  I.  Artillery  in  the  battle  of 
Secessionville,  James  Island,  S.  C,  June  16th,  1862.  Migor  MetcalTs  oommaiKd  were 
thrown  fbrwund  into  the  position  of  which  he  first  speaks,  with  the  8d  N.  H.  Begiment* 
and  supported  by  the  97tn  Penn.  and  47th  N.  Y.  Regiments,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping 
down  the  fire  of  the  enemy's  main  works,  while  Gen.  Stevens  made  his  second  advaiice. 
This  was  so  well  done  by  the  8d  N.  H.  Regiment  and  by  M%jor  MetcalTs  Battalion, 
while  with  the  N.  H.  Regiment,  that  the  enemy  were  wholly  unable  to  man  their 
gnns,  and  General  Stevens  succeeded  in  bringing  forward  his  command  to  a  small  en- 
bankment  about  four  h^dred  yards  of  the  work  without  the  loss  I  believe,  of  a  man, 
while  crossing  a  large  open  space  before  reaching  the  enbankment 

I  desire  to  express  to  your  Excellency  my  extreme  admiration  of  the  ooorage  and 
soldierly  conduct  of  Migor  Metcalf  s  Battalion,  and  particularly  of  the  Major  himself 
It  is  my  belief  that  no  cAcers  or  men  could  have  behaved  better  under  fire  than  they 
did,  and  certainly  no  officer  could  have  led  his  command  with  more  skill  and  hraveiy 
than  did  Migor  Metcalf.

GoTBBif OB— >/)ear  Sir  .-—I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  tliat  a  small  affiur  occnrred 
here  a  few  days  since,  which,  though  of  itsebf,  not  of  much  importance,  yet  in  its  re- 
sults, quite  so.  After  the  departure  of  the  Charleston  expedition,  our  force  within  tiie 
entrencbmcntB,  of  all  arms,  did  not  exceed  six  hundred  effective  men.  Colonel  Brown 
in  command  of  the  post,  felt  quite  anxious  for  the  safety  of  the  garrison,  and  the  im- 
mense amount  of  stores  here,  and  I,  as  commander  of  the  8d  here,  and  all  the  entrench- 
ments, felt  no  less  so,  therefore  I  have  been  required  by  the  Colonel  c<immanding  to 
visit  all  the  outposts  on  this  Ij^land,  once  in  two  or  three  days.  I.4i8t  week  <»i  one  of 
these  reconnoissances,  I  learned  the  enemy  had  been  quite  active  on  the  main  land  at 
the  White  House,  so  called.  The  Captain  commanding  the  outpost,  fhmished  me  a 
boat  and  eight  oarsmen  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  Pinkney  Island,  the  nearest  piMnt 
to  said  house  where  we  have  a  small  picket,  distant  finom  the  house  about  one  half  of  a 
mile.    On  landing,  I  discovered  the  enemy  had  increased  their  force  there ;  had  also 
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collected  a  large  number  of  boats  sufficient  to  cross  six  or  seven  hundred  at  one  time ; 
also  establish^  new  pickets,  all  within  two  days.  That  they  were  constantly  firing  on 
our  men,  and  boats  from  the  upper  windows  of  the  house,  which  being  three  story, 
S&ve  them  a  decided  advantage. 

On  my  return  to  camp,  I  recommended  the  destruction  of  the  boats  and  house,  by 
placing  two  12  pounder  howitzers  on  board  of  a  steamer  and  shelling  the  place.    But 
no  steamer  could  be  had,  as  the  Charleston  expedition  had  taken  every  thmg.    I  tlieu 
proposed  to  the  Colonel  to  take  a  seige  gun  to  the  nearest  point,  which  is  Buckingham 
ferry,  distant  one  and  a  half  miles,  and  shell  them  from  there,  undercover  of  which  fire, 
Lieut.  Colonel  Beaver  of  the  45th  Penn.,  who  commands  the  outposts,  could  cross  and 
destroy  the  boats.    Colonel  Beaver  very  heartily  entered  into  the  arrangement    80  the 
next  morning,  I  took  a  80  pounder  Parrot  gun,  drawn  by  fourteen  horses,  two  wagons 
for  amunition,  forage  and  plank  to  cross  poor  bridges,  and  a  detachment,  consisting  of  one 
Ltieutenant,  one  Sergeant,  two  Corporals  and  twenty-two  privates ;  and  marched  from 
camp.    I  arrived  at  the  scene  of  operations  too  early  to  commence  on  account  of  the 
tide.     I  therefore  masked  my  gun  and  wagons,  from  the  enemy,  until  half  past  five 
o'clock,  P.  M.,  when  Colonel  Beaver  told  me  he  was  ready.    I  then  opened  fire.    The 
third  shell  I  put  through  the  house,  (distant  as  I  said  about  2,500  yards,)  and  the  fourth 
and  the  fifth,  having  got  the  range  exact   -I  shelled  the  woods  and  the  road  to  Brutton, 
and  as  the  sun  was  about  half  an  hour  high,  Lieut  Colonel  Beaver  embarked  in  six 
boats  from  two  different  points,  with  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  men.    I  con- 
tinued shelling  until  they  had  nearly  reached  the  opposite  shore,  when  I  ceased  firing 
and  awaited  the  result.    The  sun  went  down,  there  was  no  moon,  and  it  shortly  be- 
came very  dark,  as  there  is  no  twilight  here.    Por  one  hour  and  a  half  I  looked  anx- 
iously to  tlie  opposite  shore ;  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  a  glimmer  of  light  was 
seen,  then  another,  and  another,  and  in  a  few  minutes  the  White  House  and  out  build- 
ings were  in  a  brilliant  blaze.    The  sight  was  a  beautiful  one.    The  heavens  were  lit  up 
with  a  lurid  glare,  which  could  be  seen  far  inland ;  and  tlie  enemy  were  admonished 
how  they  commenced  their  operations  under  our  very  nose.    In  a  few  moments  boiUs 
were  seen,  and  a  blue  light  told  me  they  were  our  fiiends,  as  I  had  told  Colonel  Beaver 
I  should  fire  upon  any  Iraats  approaching  without  that  signal.    Reverses  were  provided 
for,  but  none  occurred.    I  told  Colonel  Beaver  I  should  bring  that  gun  back,  and  did 
so.    I  waited  until  the  buildings  were  consumed,  then  limbered  up,  and  marched  back 
to  camp,  which  I  reached  a  little  after  midnight    I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  enclose 
liieut  Colonel  Beaver's  report,  as  it  has  gone  to  headquarters,  when  it  returns  I  will 
forward  a  copy. 

The  Parrot  gun  is  a  beautiftil  arm,  but  the  projectile  is  fiiulty,  and  not  to  be  depended 
upon,  about  one  shot  in  four  would  turn  end  over  end.  I  endeavored  to  remedy  it,  and 
did  in  a  measure,  by  greasing  them  and  packing  the  base  with  paper.  The  extreme 
range  of  the  piece  is  about  four  miles,  and  very  accurate  when  the  projectile  does  not 
txxnL  I  should  have  mentioned  that  after  Colonel  Beaver  embarked,  I  opened  fire  again 
uid  continued  it  until  he  had  crossed.

Sis :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  part  my  company  took 
in  the  reconnoissance  from  this  place,  of  August  5tli,  6th  and  7th.  The  Battery  left 
caofip  at  2  o'clock,  on  the  morning  of  the  5th,  crossed  the  Rappahannock,  and  proceeded 
out  upon  the  telegraph  road,  where  it  joined  the  Brigade  of  General  Gibbon,  consisting 
of  the  2d,  and  7th  Wis.,  and  19th  Ind.  Regiments  of  Infantry,  together  with  the  3d  Ind. 
Cavalry.  The  Cavalry  had  the  advance,  followed  by  the  2d  Wis.,  which  immediately 
preceded  the  Battery.  At  the  village  of  Thomsburg,  fourteen  miles  from  Fredericks- 
burg and  sixteen  fh>m  camp,  we  came  upon  the  enemy  who  opened  upon  our  advance 
guard  with  Artillery  and  small  arms.    Hearing  the  rapid  firing  in  front,  I  halted  the 
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Battery  and  immediately  reoeiTed  an  order  to  lend  forward  one  ■ertion,  wiudi  aider 
waa  executed  by  Lieutenant  Harkness,  wliom  I  accompanied,  in  order  to  learn  tiie  na- 
ture of  the  position,  and  whatever  else  might  be  necessary.  Afier  tearing  down  a  fence 
the  section  was  taken  into  a  field  at  the  right  of  the  roul,  and  formed  in  battery  at  the 
top  of  a  little  hill,  the  left  baiik  of  the  Mathew  riyer.  After  the  section  was  in  pos- 
tion,  the  remainder  of  the  Battery  was  ordered  forward.  The  enemy's  Carairy  oontd 
be  distinctly  seen  descending  a  road  in  ttie  woods;  about  one  tliousaod  yards  diatuU 
Aud  to  the  left  of  our  front,  while  to  their  left,  about  one  hundred  yards,  was  a  fiel^I 
piece  just  getting  into  battery,  directly  over  wliich  our  first  shell  exploded,  causing  it 
to  limber  up  and  disappear  witliout  firing  a  shot.  Our  fire  was  then  directed  upon  the 
Cavalry  in  the  wdods.  The  first  shell  was  a  little  short,  but  the  second  was  most  admi- 
rable, which  followed  by  a  few  otliers,  cleaned  the  wood.  Quite  a  little  force  was  tbi.'S 
discovered  in  a  small  clump  of  trees  about  three  hundred  ya^  distant,  and  to  the  ri^t 
of  our  front,  but  a  few  well  directed  shells  soon  dispersed  them.  The  expedition  rented 
Ht  this  point  until  tlic  next  morning.  Leaving  our  bivouac  at  5  o'clock,  A.  M.,  we  ail- 
vanced  about  eight  miles,  when  learning  that  a  considerably  superior  force  of  the  ene- 
my had  been  sent  by  the  Bowling  Green  road  to  attack  us  in  the  rear,  the  oommarwiing 
(ieneral  deemed  it  prudent  to  return.  Just  as  we  reached  Thomsburg,  and  the  Ten- 
ground  of  the  skirmish  of  the  day  before,  the  enemy  made  an  attack  upon  GeoenI 
Hatch,  who  was  at  Thomsburg  with  his  Brigade,  having  been  sent  out  to  our  support. 
As  upon  the  day  betbre,  a  section  was  first  ordered  forward,  (Lieutenant  FiskX)  and 
then  the  remainder  (»f  the  Battery.  The  enemy  finding  us  in  superior  toroe  tell  Inck 
most  hurridly,  followed  by  our  Cavalry  and  the  Battery,  e  Kcept  one  gun  which  was 
with  the  rear  guanl.  We  kept  up  tlic  chase  for  two  and  a  half  hours,  the  Batteiy 
taking  advantage  of  every  available  position  to  harrass  the  retreating  force.  VTe  baited 
for  the  night  at  the  Mitssaponox  river.  The  next  morning,  August  7th,  we  marched 
to  Spotsylvania  Court  House,  thence  back  to  camp  on  the  morning  of  the  8th.  The 
heat  on  the  oth  and  6th  was  so  intense  that  a  large  number  of  the  in&ntry  became 
wholly  inefiective — one  Regiment  which  left  camp  with  upwards  of  seven  hundred 
men,  having  but  a  few  over  five  hundred  fit  for  duty  on  the  night  of  the  5th,  all  over- 
come by  the  heat,  but  the  men  of  the  Battery  stood  it  fine^,  not  a  single  man  giving 
out. 

It  it  my  pleasure  to  report  that  both  ofiloers  and  men  behaved  throughout  most 
splendidly,  not  a  single  gun  was  aimed  by  a  commissioned  ofilcer  or  sergeant ;  all  c^ 
whom  attended  to  their  appropriate  duties  in  a  manner  most  praisworthy. 

The  gunners  manifested  the  greatest  coolness,  and  sighted  their  pieces  with  as  mndi 
deUberation,  and  as  little  discomposure,  as  I  have  ever  known  them  to  exhibit  at  target 
practice,  and  tlie  accuracy  of  their  fire,  received  tlie  greatest  praise  from  General  Gib- 
bon. The  men,  also,  did  not  manifest  ordinary  excitement,  though  there  was  no  great 
danger  at  any  time,  still  the  affiur  was  sufficient  to  prove  the  men,  who  could  not 
have  behaved  better  nor  with  greater  coohMSS.

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  part  taken  by  this  Regi- 
ment in  the  battle  of  Sharpsbiug  on  the  1 7th  iust  : 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  16th,  HarUnd's  Brigade,  consisting  of  the  8th,  11th,  16th, 
Conn,  and  4th  R.  I.,  left  tlie  bivouac  it  had  occupied  on  the  left  of  the  Sharpsburg  road, 
and  proceeded  in  a  Southwesterly  direction,  following  the  general  course  of  the  An- 
tietam  Creek  for  three  or  four  miles,  and  took  up  a  position  behind  a  range  of  hills  cov- 
ering a  stone  bridge,  which  crossed  tlie  Creek,  The  Regiment  lay  upon  its  arms  al 
night,  having  its  front  covered  by  its  own  pickets. 

The  Fourth  had  tlie  left  of  the  brigade  hne,  and  upon  its  left  lay  Fairchild's  Brigade, 
of  Rodman's  Divison.    About  an  hour  after  light,  on  the  morning  of  the  17th,  the  enemy's 
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pickets  commenced  firing  npon  those  of  the  regiments  upon  our  left,-  and  shortly  after 
they  began  shelling  the  whole  Division  line,  their  range  being  yery  accurate.  As  soon 
as  the  tiring  commenced  the  ranks  were  dressed  and  the  men  directed  to  lie  down  in 
their  places — ^the  three  left  companies  being  in  a  more  exposed  position  were  brought 
in  rear  of  the  rest  of  the  Battalion. 

Orders  were  received  from  Colonel  Harland  to  follow  the  other  Brigade  to  the  left, 
but  before  that  Brigade  could  move  the  enemy  opened  another  battery  on  our  right,  en- 
filading our  position  with  a  fire  of  round  shot,  and  completely  commanding  a  litde  rise 
of  ground  on  our  left,  which  we  should  have  been  obliged  to  cross  to  reach  the  ground 
occupied  by  the  other  Brigade.  This  fact  was  reported  to  Colonel  Harland  by  an  offi- 
cer who  returned  with  orders  lor  the  Regiment  to  move  to  the  left  and  rear,  through  the 
t»ame  woods,  in  a  direction  to  be  indicated  by  Lieutenant  Ives,  of  General  Eodman's 
staff,  who  came  back  with  him.  The  order  was  executed,  the  Kegiment  moving  by 
the  left  flank  to  the  rear  through  a  wooded  guUy,  but  partially  concealed  from  the 
enemy  who  continued  their  heavy  fire  of  shell  and  solid  shot.  The  Eegiment  was 
then  drawn  up  in  a  fiirm  lane  well  protected  by  a  hill.  As  the  Brigade  filed  through 
the  wooded  gully  a  battery  placed  in  rear  of  our  original  position  commenced  replying 
to  the  enemy,  too  late,  however,  to  cover  our  retrograde  movement  which  was  almost 
completed.  Our  loss  in  tins  aifidr  was  2  killed,  8  wounded — among  the  latter  the  color- 
t>earer  and  two  color  corporals. 

After  about  an  hour  the  Brigade  advanced  in  line  of  battle  to  the  top  of  the  hill  in  lh>nt, 
making  a  right  half  wheel,  and  after  crossing  several  fields,  flnidly  took  a  position  on 
the  top  of  tlie  hills,  at  the  foot  of  which  ran  the  Antietam  Creek,  on  the  opposite  side  of 
which  was  the  enemy.    The  action  on  our  trigh  was  now  very  sharp,  both  artillery 
And  infantry  being  engaged.    Our  Division  constituted  the  extreme  left  of  the  line. 
After  a  halt  of  some  duration  the  Division  moved  by  the  left  flank  to  the  Creek,  and 
crossed  at  a  ford  under  fire  from  the  enemy's  skirmishers  who  were  sheltered  behind  a 
stone  wall.   The  Fourth,  after  crossing  the  ford,  filed  to  the  left,  (the  other  Brigade  going 
to  the  riglit,  and  the  rest  of , Harland 's  Brigade  not  yet  having  crossed,)  and  alter  throw-- 
ing  out  Company  H  as  skirmishers  to  cover  the  fhmt,  and  Company  K  to  the  left,  advanc- 
ed in  line  toward  the  stone  wall,  the  enemy  retiring,  but  shoHly  after  opening  a  fire  of 
^nuskedry  on  our  left  which  was  soon-  silenced  by  the  fire  fipom  our  battery  covering  the 
tbrd.    The  enemy  then  commenced  a  "fire  of  grape  and  sheU  upon  us,  and  the  16th  Ct., 
which  had  just  crossed  tlie  ford  and  was  taking  a  position  to  support  our  left,  retired, 
passing  along  our  rear.    After  it  had  passed,  tlii^  Regiment,  by  Colonel  Hariand's  or- 
ders, took  a  more  sheltered  position  at  right  angles  to  our  original  one.    From  here  we 
moved  to  the  right  in  the  direction  taken  by  Colonel  Faitchild's  Brigade,  through  a 
wooded  ravine,  through  which  ran  the  Cr^k.    The  steepness  of  the  hill<side,  the  thick' 
ness  of  the  wood  and  the  accurate  range  of  the  enemy's  batteries  made  the  passage 
through  this  defile  a  matter  of  considerable  difliulty.    Upon  clearing  the  woods^  we  lay 
waiting  orders  for  a  short  time  under  a  hill-side  which  the  enemy  were  shelling,  the 
rest  of  the  Brigade  having  passed  on  while  we  were  in  the  woods.   From  here  the  Begi- 
ment  was  ordered  by  Colonel  Harland's  aid,  to  cross  the  hill  behind  which  it  was  lying 
(a  ploughed  field)  and  to  form  in  line  in  a  com  field,  and  to  move  to  the  support  of  the 
I6th  Ct,  which  lay  in  a  deep  valley  between  two  hills  planted  with  com.    The  Regiment 
moved  forward  by  the  right  flank  in  fine  order,  although  subjected  to  the  fire  of  rebel 
batteries,  of  which  it  was  in  ftill  view.    Descending  into  the  valley  to  its  support,  it  found 
the  16th  Ct.  giving  way  and  crowding  upon  its  right,  compelling  it  to  move  to  the  left, 
and  rendering  it  almost  impossible  to  dress  the  line  which  the  advance  in  line  of  bat- 
tle across  two  fields  of  fiill  grown  corn,  had  slightly  deranged.    It  was  now  subjected  to 
sharp  musket  fire  firom  the  flront,  but  as  the  enemy  showed  the  national  flag,  (the  corn 
€X)ncealing  their  uniform,)  and  as  our  troops  had  been  seen  in  advance  on  our  right,  mov- 
ing diagonally  across  our  fh>nt,  the  order  to  cease  firing  was  given  and  a  volunteer  offi- 
cer to  go  forwacrd  to  ascertain  who  was  in  our  front,  was  called  for.     Lieutenants 
Geo.  £.  Curtis  and  Geo.  H.  Watts  immediately  stepped  forward,  and  placing  themselves 
one  on  each  side  of  the  color-bearer,  (Corporal  Tanner,  Co.  G,)  caried  'the  flag  up  the 
hiU  wi^in  twenty  feet  of  the  rebels,  when  tlie  enemy  fired,  killing  the  Corporal. 
Lieutenant  Curtis  siezed  the  colors  and  returned,  followed  by  Lieutenant  Watts.    The 
order  to  commence  firing  was  then  given,  and  Colonel  Steere  sent  me  to  the  16th  Ct. 
to  see  if  they  would  support  us  in  a  charge  up  the  hill,  but  the  corn  being  very  thick 
and  high  I  could  find  no  one  to  whom  to  apply.    I  returned  to  tell  the  Colonel  that  we 
must  depend  upon  ourselves.    He  then  sent  to  the  rear  for  support.    Before  they  could 
arrive  the  enemy  outflanked  us  with  a  brigade  of  infantry,  which  descended  the  hill  to 
oor  left  in  three  lines,  one  firing  over  the  other  and  enfilading  us^    The  regiment  on 
our  right  now  broke,  a  portion  of  them  crowding  on  our  line.    Colonel  Steere  ordered 
the  regiment  to  move  out  of  the  gully  by  the  right  fiank,  and  I  left  him  to  carry  the  or- 
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der  to  the  left»  of  wluch  wing  I  had  charge,  the  Colonel  taking  the  right,  (the  Mqor 
being  sicki  and  no  Atyutant,  there  were  only  two  field  officers  to  handle  the  Uegimoit  i 
The  Regiment  commenced  the  movement  in  an  orderly  manner,  but  under  the  diffi- 
coity  of  keeping  closed  up  in  a  corn-field  tlie  misconception  of  the  order  on  the  ieft 
and  the  tremendous  fire  of  the  enemy,  consisting  of  musketry,  shell  and  grape,  the 
Kegimcnt  broke.  Colonel  Steere,  as  I  afterwards  learned,  was  seTerely  wounded  m 
the  left  thigh,  immediately  after  I  ieft  him  to  repeat  on  the  left,  the  order  to  leare  tfaf 
corn-field.  An  attempt  was  made  to  rally  the  Regiment  to  the  support  of  a  batxeir  at 
aome  distance  back  from  the  corn-field,  but  before  many  had  been  collected  the  batserj 
retired  when  the  efibrts  became  unavailing. 

I  desire  to  bring  to  your  notice  Lieutenants  Curtis  and  Watts,  who  volunteered  to 
carry  the  colors  forward  in  the  corn-field,  and  the  following  non-commiasioed  offioen 
and  privates  i-^Sergeants  Wilson,  Company  A,  Coon,  Company  B,  Morris,  CompaDj 
C ;  Corporals  Leonard,  Companv  4^,  Farley,  Company  C ;  and  ^vates  McCann,  Coo- 
pany  B,  and  Peck,  Company  C,  who  rallied,  after  the  Regiment  was  broken,  oo  die 
left  of  the  olst  Penn.,  and  continued  fighting  until  all  their  ammunition  was  gone,  when 
I  ordered  them  to  recross  the  river  to  rejoin  the  Regiment.  All  the  food  the  men 
had  during  the  entire  day  was  what  very  small  quantities  of  salt  pork  and  hard  bread 
they  were  able  to  find  in  an  abandoned  camp,  during  the  short  rest  after  Hie  ahelliwg 
out  in  the  morning. 

The  entire  loss  during  the  day  was  twenty-one  enlisted  men  killed ;  5  offioen  and 
aeventy-two  enlisted  men  wounded ;  and  two  missing!  A  list  of  the  names  as  fumisli- 
ed  by  the  Captains  of  Companies  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  GeaeraL 

Colonel  Steere  commends  in  the  highest  terms  the  conduct  of  the  Regiment  npoa 
that  day.  I  can  only  add  that  throughout  the  day,  I  never  saw  an  oflicer  but  that  he 
was  encouraging  and  directing  his  men. 

The  men  fought  well,  as  is  proved  by  the  &ct  that  they  were  engaged  constaodv 
with  the  enemy  during  nine  or  ton  hours—all  of  which  time  they  were  under  arms. 
That  they  finally  broke,  under  such  a  very  severe  fire,  and  the  pressure  of  a  farokea 
Regiment  is  not  surprising,  although  much  to  be  regretted. 

Of  the  present  state  of  the  Regiment,  I  have  only  the  most  fiivorable  report  to  give. 

By  direction  of  Colonel  Steeie,  I  have  organized  the  Regiment  into  eight  companits. 
The  members  of  companies  I  and  K  being  divided  among  the  others,  temporanly,  al- 
though in  all  reports  and  musters  they  will  be  borne  upon  their  own  rolls.  In  this  way 
officers  are  gained  to  officer  the  other  companies  and  the  companies  are  made  pracdca^jr 
larger.  The  three  days  just  spent  in  camp,  although  broken  by  marching  orders,  have  ia 
part  rested  the  men  fh>m  the  fiitigues  of  the  two  batUes  and  constant  inarches  to  whidi 
they  have  been  subjected  since  the  4th  of  this  month. 

The  temporary  loss  of  its  commanding  officer  at  the  time  when  his  experience  can  be 
of  so  much  use,  is  a  severe  blow  to  the  Regiment.

''  BoLivEE  Eights,  October  10, 1861 

"  Captain  Tompkin's  Battery  at  Antietam — ^the  oldest  Volunteer  Battery  in  the 
rice.  I  have  just  returned,  having  paid  a  short  visit  to  the  oldest  Volunteer  Battery  in 
the  service,  'Battery  A,  Ist  R.  I.  Artillery,  Captain  Tompkins.  It  has  been  in  no  ksi 
than  nine  engagements,  besides  innumerable  skirmishes.  It  has  been  attached  to  the 
corps  of  General  Sumner,  since  the  War  broke  out 

"  About  9  o'clock  in  the  moiling,  Captain  Tompkins  was  ordered  to  take  his  Battery 
into  action.  He  gained  a  splendid  position  on  a  knoU  of  rolling  ground,  by  making's 
circuit  of  some  burning  ruins  which  had  been  fired  by  the  enemy's  shells,  not  nic»e 
than  fbur  hundred  yards  from  the  rebel  lines.  The  movement  was  seen  by  the  enemy, 
and  a  Regiment  was  ordered  to  advance  and  take  the  Battery.  The  rebels  formed  in 
splendid  order,  and  came  np  in  column  of  division.  They  i^peared  within  six^  paces 
of  the  Battery  before  it  opened  Upon  them.    Nearly  one  hundred  rounds  were  fired.   The

cftmage  was  fHghtftiL  Shell  and  shrapnell  were  poured  into  them  like  hail,  and  unable 
to. stand  the  feamil  shower,  they  turned  and  retreated  in  double  quick.  The  front  col- 
umn almost  to  a  man  were  lying  upon  the  ground  dead  or  dying,  while  in  many  places 
^Hrhere  the  shells  had  penetrated  their  ranks,  they  lay  in  heaps.  A  rebel  who  was  in  the 
advance  rushed  between  the  guns,  commanding  the  others  to  follow,  when  an  In&ntry 
soldier  ran  forward,  and  clubbinff  his  musket,  brained  him  where  he  stood.  The  only 
support,  if  such  it  might  be  called,  was  about  one  hundred  stragglers  who  lay  in  a  hol- 
low directly  behind  the  Battery,  firing  between  the  guns  at  tlie  enemy.  Sergeant  Reed 
i afterwards  killed)  was  sighting  a  piece,  when  a  baU  fipom  one  of  tlie  straggler's  mus- 
:etB  passed  over  his  shoulder  and  flattened  against  the  breach  of  the  gun.  Another, 
Sergeant  Child,  while  working  a  gun,  was  shot  in  the  same  manner,  when,  probably 
thinking  that  it  was  high  time  to  put  a  stop  to  such  work,  the  officers  of  the  Battery 
drew  their  sabres,  and  compelled  the  stragglers  to  take  up  their  position  between  the 
fipins.  The  enemy  now  advanced  in  force,  and  engaged  the  dirision  of  General  French, 
a  little  to  the  left  The  Battery  opened  upon  them  again  with  shell  and  shrapnell,  keep- 
ing up  an  incessant  fire  for  more  than  two  hours;  and  firing  over  eight  hundred 
rounds,  mowing  the  enemy  down  in  large  numbers,  and  making  large  gaps  in  their 
ranks.  In  a  rut  just  at  the  edge  of  a  corn-field,  (in  which  they  were  hidden  and  fK>m 
which  they  attempted  to  advance),  their  dead  lay  in  large  numbers,  two  hundred  and 
Ibrty  odd  being  anerwards  counted  within  a  space  of  fifty  yards  square. 

"  The  Battery  was  now  withdrawn,  as  the  ammunition  was  expended,  eleven  hun- 
dred rounds  having  been  fired  in  the  short  space  of  three  hours.  One  third  of  the  com- 
mand engaged  were  killed  and  wounded. 

"  Captain  Tompkins  and  his  command  were  highly  complimented  the  following  day 
l^  General  Sumner."

Captath — ^In  obedience  to  instructions  this  day  received,  dated  Headquarters  1st 
Brigade,  2d  Division,  9th  Army  Corps,  Dec.  14th,  1862, 1  have  the  honor  to  report  that 
the  7th  Regiment  R.  I.  Volunteers  went  into  action  near  the  ci^,  about  12  o'clock,  M., 
yesterday,  and  remained  under  heavy  fire  until  withdrawn  at  7  1-2  P.  M. 

Both  officers  and  men  behaved  splendidly  and  to  my  entire  satisfiu^tion.  Our  loss 
was  very  heavy  owing  to  the  ground  over  which  we  were  obliged  to  pass,  being  ex- 
posed to  a  very  heavv  fire  from  the  enemy's  artillery  and  small  arms. 

Ideutenant  Colonel  Sables  was  struck  by  a  shell  and  instantly  killed,  soon  after  our 
arrival  on  the  field  M%|or  Babbitt  and  A^utant  Page  were  both  severely  wounded  on 
the  crest  in  front  of  the  enemy's  works.  The  fiict,  that  the  battle  of  yesterday  was 
the  first  general  engagement  this  Regiment  has  been  in ;  the  long  time  they  remained 
under  very  heavy  fire  without  flinching,  and  the  long  list  of  casualties  herewith  en- 
closed, are  stronger  proofii  than  any  words  of  mine,  that  &e  Regiment  has  done  its  duty.

To  Brigadier  General  SagU  : 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your  orders  the  Regiment  mh 
der  my  command  moved  tlirough  the  citv,  (Frederickaburg,)  in  order  of  batde,  ud 
reached  the  open  field  beyond  the  railroad  in  good  order.  I^re  they  found  the  Regi- 
ment that  preceded  us,  the  2d  Md.,  directly  in  ^nt  of  the  left  wing.  Their  commandfr 
Miid  he  had  no  order  to  move,  and  in  order  to  pass  them  I  was  obliged  to  march  the  kft 
wing  by  the  right  flank  across  the  exposed  plain  intervening  between  the  lailrosd  and 
the  gorge  beyond.  In  passing,  the  left  wing  became  disordered  under  the  galling  fire 
that  raked  them  and  the  line  was  broken.  The  right  wing  meeting  with  no  obsttde, 
advance^  in  tolerably  good  order,  and  reached  the  fix)nt  early  under  ihe  rapmint  of 
their  respective  companies.  Bligor  Dyer  whom  I  had  directed  to  take  chaiige  of  tfait 
wing,  having  been  disabled  by  a  contusion  of  the  muscle  of  the  leg,  at  the  railroad. 
After  some  minutes  I  succeeded  in  rallying  company  £  and  portions  of  the  adiet  com- 
panies ;  and  Lieutenant  Abbott  seizing  the  colon,  bore  them  to  the  firtmt,  and  planted 
them  there.  The  regiment  that  had  reached  that  point,  rallied  around  them  and 
delivered  their  fire  with  a  precision  and  coolness  worthy  of  veterans. 

After  expending  all  their  amunition  and  awaiting  your  orders  till  dark,  following  the 
eiample  of  some  other  Colonels  of  your  Brigade,  I  withdrew  my  command  in  good  or- 
der to  the  point  we  occupied  in  the  morning. 

The  casualties  in  m^  command  cannot  be  accurately  ascertained  at  present,  but  Ma- 
jor Dyer  is  wounded  shghtly,  and  Lieutenant  R.  A.  Briggs  killed ;  1st  Lieutenants  Bap- 
kins  and  Lawton  severely,  but  not  dangerously ;  2d  Lieutenants  N^iac  and  BaQos 
slightly  wounded ;  Sergeants  Pollard,  Burgess  and  Lindsey  severely  but  not  danger- 
ously. About  fiftv  are  known  to  have  been  wounded,  besides  two  hundred  of  tlrase 
who  marched  out  in  the  morning,  are  missing,  whether  killed,  wounded  or  straggfini; 
is  unknown. 

Of  the  companies  entitled  to  especial  praise,  are  A,  F,  E  and  D.  Companies  B,  6  and 
H,  at  compaMeSf  did  not  reach  tlie  front  Of  the  officers,  Captains  Cheney  and  Hob- 
hard ;  1st  Lieutenants  Briggs,  Hopkins  and  Lawton ;  2d  Lieutenants  Roberts,  Alexan- 
der, Pendleton,  Bucklin,  Taber  and  Abbott.  To  Lieutenant  Abbott  too  much  pnise 
cannot  be  awarded ;  his  gallantry  and  activity  were  eminently  conspicuous. 

Sergeant  M^jor  Potter,  Sergeants  Ballou/Cole,  and  Pollard,  merit  especial  mentiaB.

Captain  : — I  luive  the  honor  to  report,  that  on  Wednesday,  10th  inst,  I  received  o^ 
ders  to  put  my  Battery  in  light  marching  order,  preparatory  to  removing  early  on  As 
following  day.  At  daybreidc,  on  the  morning  of  uie  11th  instant,  receiv^  orders  fhm 
Captain  C.  H.  Morgan,  4th  Artillery,  Chief  of  Artillery,  2d  Corps,  to  move  my  oon- 
mand  toward  the  Rappahannock ;  halted  in  rear  of  the  *'  Lacy  House,"  under  cover  d 
a  hill.  At  9.90  A.  M.,  was  ordered  to  report  to  Colonel  C.  H.  Tompkins,  1st  R.  L  light 
Artillerr ;  and  filaced  my  Battery  in  position  on  the  bluiT,  to  tlie  right  of  the  "Lacj 
House, **  overlooking  the  city  of  Fredericksburg.  During  the  day  I  expended  884  founds 
of  solid  shot  upon  the  enemy's  sharpshooter's  rifle  pits  and  covers  hning  the  opposite 
bank  of  the  river.  At  dark  I  withdrew  my  Battery  by  order  of  Captain  Morgan  about 
one  thousand  yards,  and  went  into  park.  On  the  morning  of  the  12th,  at  6  o'ckwk,  I 
received  orders  fh>m  Captain  Morgan  to  cross  the  river  with  my  Battery,  and  report  to 
General  Howard,  commanding  2d  Division.  Crossed  the  river  at  7  A.  M.,  and  fonned 
in  column  of  sections  on  the  bank  near  the  river.  I  remained  in  this  positioD  until 
10  A.  M.,  of  the  13th,  when  I  moved  out  by  order  oi  General  Howard  in  column  of 
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fieces  on  Caroline  street.  At  3.46, 1  received  onlers  from  Captain  Morgan  to  take  my 
(atteiy  with  the  guns  to  the  front  on  the  "  doable  quick/'  and  place  them  in  position 
un  an  eminence,  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  or  two  hundred  yards  in  fhijpt  of  the 
enemy's  lifle  pits,  I  placed  the  centre  and  left  sections  on  the  brow  of  the  hill,  and 
the  right  section  in  the  road  about  thirty  yards  in  advance  of  th^  other  sections, 
and  opened  on  the  enemy  with  solid  shot  trom  the  centre  and  left  sections,  and  shell 
from  the  right  I  continued  firing  with  rapidity  tor  forty-five  minutes,  when  General 
Humphreys  requested  me  to  cease  firing,  that  he  might  charge  through  my  battery  with 
his  Brigade  on  the  enemy's  works.  After  the  infantry  passed  I  wl&drew  my  ^ttery 
by  orders  of  Captain  Morgan  to  m^  old  position  in  the  city.  Before  getting  in  Battery 
and  during  the  engagement  I  sustained  a  loss  of  sixteen  men  and  twelve  battery  horses ; 
also,  the  horses  of  Lieutenants  Bloodgood,  Milne  and  my  own  were  shot  Owing  to  the 
loss  of  my  horses,  I  was  forced  to  leave  one  limber  on  the  field  and  withdraw  the  left 
piece  of  the  left  section  by  hand. 

After  arriving  in  my  old  position,  I  asked  if  any  sergeant  would  volunteeer  to  go 
back  and  bring  the  limber  from  ^e  field.  Sergeant  Anthony  B.  Horton  was  the 
first  to  reply  and  said—*'  I  am  vour  man,"  and  succeeded  in  bringing  it  in.  On  the 
morning  of  the  14th,  at  9  A.  M.,  by  order  of  Captain  Morgan,  I  recrossed  the  river 
and  reported  to  General  Hunt,  went  into  park  in  rear  of  the  "Lacy  House."  I  re- 
mained in  that  position  until  12  M.,  of  the  15th,  when  I  returned  to  my  old  camp, 
near  Falmouth,  by  orders  of  Captain  Morgan,  and  reported  to  General  Howard.     * 

In  conclusion,  I  would  respectfully  beg  leave  to  allude  to  the  bravery  and  endurance 
of  my  men — ^not  a  man  quitting  his  post  on  the  field.  As  to  the  conduct  of  my  offi- 
cers— ^Lieutenants  Adams,  Bloodgood,  Perrin  and  Milne,  I  will  only  say,  I  am  proud  to 
have  associated  with  me  such  gallant  and  self-possessed  officers.

The  six  batteries  of  the  Regiment  with  this  army  were  all  engaged  in  the  recent  bat- 
tle, and  sustained  a  loss  of  six  killed,  twenty  wounded  and  one  missing.  Battery  B  was 
more  hotly  engaged  than  either  of  the  others,  losing  sixteen  men  kuled  and  wounded. 
The  Battery  was  ordered  up  to  the  Jront  line  to  give  confidence  to  the  Infiintry  who 
were  wavering.  As  they  came  into  battery  an  entire  regiment  broke,  and  ran  to  the 
rear,  passing  through  the  Battery.  To  their  credit  be  it  said,  not  a  single  cannoniar  left 
his  post,  but  all  stood  by  their  guns,  and  as  soon  as  the  Infimtry  "  got  out  of  the  way," 
opened  fire  upon  the  enemy.  The  conduct  of  Haaird,  his  officers  and  men  was  credi- 
table in  the  highest  degree.  The  others  all  behaved  well,  with  the  exception  of  some 
of  the  men  of  Battery  D  who  did  not  keep  up  with  their  guns,  when  they  went  into 
thefis^t 

Captain  Arnold  of  Battery  A  took  command  of  his  Battery  that  morning  and  proved 
himself  a  good  officer  under  fire.

COMMISSIONER*  OF  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 


To  Sis  Excellency  the  GovemoTy  and  the  JBonorahle  the  Genr- 

ercU  Assembly : 
Gentlemen: — 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  of  the  State,  I  pre- 
lent  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Rhode  Island  Schools. 

During  the  last  eighteen  months  I  visited  every  town,  and  every 
school-district  in  the  State,  with  the  exception  of  those  in  the  city  of 
Providence  which,  by  statute,  are  not  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  School  Commissioner.  In  a  very  few  instances,  the  absence  or 
sickness  of  teachers  prevented  me  from  examining  their  schools. 

The  day  I  was  at  New  Shoreham,  the  schools  had  been  imfortu- 
nately  dismissed  a  few  minutes  before  my  arrival. 

I  have  afways  endeavored  to  commend  what  I  recognized  as  wor- 
thy of  commendation,  and  point  out  any  deficiency  in  the  mode  of  in<^ 
Btruction  and  discipline. 

My  advice  was,  with  two  exceptions,  respectfiilly  received.  I  feel 
confident  that  our  school-system  is  slowly,  but  steadily  improving. 
In  some  portions  of  our  State,  the  liveUest  interest  is  evinced  by  all 
the  trustees  and  committees,  and  there  the  schools  will  compare  well 
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with  those  of  a  similar  grade  in  any  State.  Similar  officials  are  in- 
active  in  a  few  towns,  and  there  the  teachers  are  dormant  and  the  gen- 
eral cause  of  education  is  at  a  low  tide. 

Teachers'  Institutes  have  been  occasionally  hdd  with  much  success. 
The  assemblies  were  large,  and  the  exercises  spirited  and  instmctiYe. 
The  interest  felt  in  the  discussions  and  lectures  of  these  meetinf^  is  t 
symptom  of  the  inward  life  of  teachers. 

The  Normal  School  has  continued  another  year  without  much  van- 
jition  in  the  number  of  its  pupils.  It  is  to  be  lamented  that  so  limited 
A  number  of  young  teachers  connect  themselves  with  this  Institatioii, 
which  is  fostered  by  the  bounty  of  the  State  with  the  des^  of  len* 
»dering  it  the  focus  of  educational  light  and  heat.  There  are  bat  46 
scholars  at  present,  though  the  annual  appropriation  of  $2,500  is  laige 
•enough  to  defray  the  expenses  of  training  twice  that  number.  Mr. 
Kendall,  the  Principal,  and  his  two  assistants,  have  labored  with  dili- 
gence and  ardor,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  trustees. 

The  R.  I.  Schoolmaster  has  made  its  monthly  visits  in  nearly  eveiy 

f  section  of  the  State.     It  is  conducted  with  ability  and  with  no  other 

)hope  of  reward  by  its  editors  than  to  secure  the  highest  blessings  of 

•education  to  all  the  children  in  our  land.    An  educational  jomnuli 

like  this,  is  indispensable  for  all  who  have  taken  on  themselves  tiie 

•care  of  young  minds.     A  person  might  as  well  try  to  fetter  the  wiadi 

with  a  rope,  as  to  develop  the  tendencies  of  childhood  without  the 

.aid  of  a  well  conducted  educational  periodical.     The  annual  appropn- 

ation  from  the  State  treasury  for  this  publication  is  only  $300. 

The  following  tables  show  the  number  of  school  districts  in  Rhods 
Island^  the  division  of  the  State's  annual  appropriation  of  $50,OOQ 
.among  the  several  towns»  the  time  of  payment  of  the  same>  and  the 
number  of  children,  in  the  towns,  under  15  years  c^  age. 

The  amount  of  $15,000  is  apportioned  equally  unong  the  districts^ 
•  each  district  receiving  $37,50.    The  amount  of  $35,000.  is  divided 
among  the  several  towns  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  childrem 
therein,  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years.

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WAR  AND  SCHOOLS. 

There  is  blood  on  our  educational  altars.  The  present  war  has  in- 
vaded our  institutions  of  learning,  and  carried  away  many  brilliant 
mental  trophies.  Foremost  in  the  battle  of  Newbem,  and  while  on 
the  verge  of  a  glorious  victory,  fell  tlie  late  principal  of  the  Woon- 
socket  High  School,  Lieut.  H.  R.  Pierce.  Endeared  to  his  intimate 
friends  by  an  honest,  manly  life,  he  has  become  sanctified  in  the  grati- 
tude of  his  countrymen  by  a  valiant  death.  His  history  will  hence- 
forth be  read  in  the  weeping  eyes  of  his  scholars,  and  the  mouniing 
hearts  of  a  whole  community. 

Every  portion  of  Rhode  Island  has  sent  its  live  tribute  into  the  ar- 
my of  the  Union.  Many  names  I  cannot  now  recall,  but  among 
those  that  I  remember,  are  Edwards,  Remington,  Spencer,  Lansing, 
and  Tillinghast,  of  Kent  County,  Lillibridge  and  Davis,  of  Washing- 
ton, Mowry,  Inman,  Thurber,  and  Burlingame,  of  Providence. 

CHANGE  OF  DISTRICTS. 

Last  year  there  were  392  school  districts.  There  are  at  present 
400.  Johnston  has  one  new  district.  By  the  recent  change  of  boun- 
dary-line, Rhode  Island  has  lost  the  town  of  Fall  River  with  its  six 
districts  and  1232  children  under  15  years  of  age,  and  has  acquired 
Pawtucket  with  6  districts  and  1409  children,  and  East  Providence 
with  8  districts  and  649  children  under  16  years  old.  The  result  is  a 
gain  on  the  part  of  our  State  of  7  districts,  and  826  scholars. 

NEW  SCHOOLHOUSES. 

A  large  and  well  arranged  school-edifice  has  recently  been  erected 
on  "  The  Point,"  in  the  city  of  Newport.  The  Hon.  Daniel  Evans, 
of  Glocester,  has  built  a  convenient  schoolhouse,  and  generously  offer- 
ed the  free  use  of  it  to  his  neighbors  in  district  No.  2.  District  Na 
8  in  the  same  town  has  also  finished  a  pleasant  schoolhouse.  The 
Hon.  Henry  M.  Young,  of  Johnston,  has  lately  built  a  schoolhouse 
in  district  No.  15,  and  liberally  proffered  the  free  use  of  it  to  the  dis- 
trict. These  two  examples  of  enlightened  philantrophy  deserve  to  be 
rescued  from  oblivion,  and  forever  emblazoned  in  the  history  of  the 
cause  of  education.  Men  of  pecuniary  ability  sometimes  oppose  the 
building  of  schoolhouses  to  take  the  place  of  rooms  not  good  enough 
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for  bams,  wliile  men  of  smaller  means  cheerfiilly  tax  themselves  for 
the  same  objects.  Much  credit  is  due  to  these  two  men  who,  not 
waiting  to  be  taxed,  step  forwaid  and  create  out  of  their  abundance 
an  inviting  fountain  where  youth  shall  slake  its  thirst  for  knowledge. 
Let  every  ingenuous  young  soul  as  he  lifts  the  water  to  his  lips,  for- 
get not  to  honor  the  memory  of  his  bene&ctors. 

Three  commodious  and  pleasant  schoolhouses  have  been  built  in 
£ast  Providence,  since  its  entrance  into  the  State.  District  No.  1, 
in  Burrillville,  after  a  war  of  plans  and  purposes,  has  ended  its  diffi- 
colties  by  a  compromise  honorable  to  both  parties,  and  has  completed 
a  sightly  and  well  arranged  house. 

SCHOOLHOUSES  NOT  WELL  VENTILATED. 

There  is  much  negligence  in  regard  to  the  ventilation  of  crowded 
rooms.  It  seems  to  be  forgotten  that  fresh  air  is  always  essential  for 
the  prevention  of  languor  in  scholars,  and  of  headaches  and  drowsi- 
ness in  teachers.  Children  need,  during  study-hours,  the  stimulous 
of  a  pure  atmosphere,  and  it  ought  not  to  be  too  hot,  or  too  cold,  — 
neither  melting  them  with  dry,  parched  currents  fix)m  a  red-hot  stove, 
nor  freezing  them  with  wintry  blasts  from  an  open,  broken  window. 

Let  me  respectftiUy  remind  young  persons,  that  they  are  very  apt 
to  violate  the  laws  of  health  in  this  particular,  almost  as  soon  as  they 
cross  the  threshold  of  their  professional  career.  I  have,  while  listen- 
ing to  very  interesting  exercises  of  different  classes,  oft^n  suiSered  from 
the  closely  confined  air,  and  sultry  temperature  of  many  schoolrooms. 
If  teachers  would  frequently  step  outdoors  for  a  few  seconds,  and,  on 
thdr  return,  notice  the  temperature  of  the  air,  they  would  acknowl- 
edge the  propriety  and  justness  of  what  has  been  said  on  the  import 
tance  of  a  better  ventilation. 

Let  aU  who  have  the  goardianship  of  jormg  children  never  forget 
that  the  whole  amount  of  the  blood  in  every  person  circulates  through 
bis  heart  fourteen  or  fifteen  times  in  one  hour  I  And  the  blood  al- 
ways loses  a  portion  of  its  purity  during  its  passage  through  the  veins 
<^  the  body,  and  can  be  renovated  only  by  being  brought  again  in  the 
lungs  into  contact  with  a  pure,  vital  atmosphere.  A  hundred  human 
furnaces,  or  lungs,  will  soon  bum  out  the  vitalizing  powers  of  the  air 
in  a  small  room,  and  load  it  with  many  noxious  vapors,  unless  there 
are  ventilators  for  the  escape  of  those  efiete  gases  and  the  entrance  of 
fresh,  life-sustaining  forces.    The  taint,  thrown  into  the  respiratory 
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sppantoa  may  not  be  experienced  at  once;,  bat  when  the  mjmj  is 
dnred  week  after  week,  the  most  &tal  consequences  must  at  last  en- 
sue. No  trustee  is  loyal  to  his  oath  of  office,  unless  he  watdies  over 
the  health  of  the  schohra,  as  well  as  the  comfortable  appearance  of  the 
school-edifice.  No  one,  who  trifles  with  the  physical  wdtbeing  of  the 
little  intelligences  committed  by  parents  to  his  care,  ou^it  to  escape 
the  indignation  of  injured  fiithers  and  mothers,  however  cultiTated  his 
intellect,  fascinating  his  manners,  or  amiaUe  his  disposition.  Some- 
times a  teacher,  who  understands  what  is  necessary  for  the  health  ci 
children,  is  compelled  to  let  them  suffer  from  vitiated  air,  because  a 
trustee  has  packed  a  hundred  scholars  into  a  room,  not  krge  enough 
to  contain  sixty  comfortably.  There  is  no  judgment  in  such  an  ar- 
rangement. A  schoohroom  ought  always  to  be  one  of  the  best  arrang- 
ed, most  agreeable,  and  healthy  places  in  town. 

TEACHERS  CHANGED  TOO  OFTEN. 

A  successful  rei^r  in  the  harvestrfield  of  the  mind  should  not  he 
dismissed.  Fickleness  in  a  private  individual  is  a  great  detriment  to 
his  character.  Fickleness  in  the  management  of  a  district,  is  a  crime 
agUDst  humanity.  A  new  trustee  almost  always  introduces  a  new 
teacher ;  and  a  new  teacher  introduces  a  new  policy. 

First  comes  Mr.  Prim,  a  precise  young  gentleman,  as  solemn  as  an 
owl,  and  nearly  as  wise ;  his  gestures  are  angles,  his  legs  as  stiff  as  a 
pair  of  brass  compasses,  and  his  body  as  flexible  as  a  barber's  pole. 
He  never  understood  a  witticism,  and  repels  every  joke  as  an  insult  to 
his  dignity.  A  frown  is  his  climax  of  wisdom.  He  never  relaxes  his 
gravity  lest  a  smile  might  plant  an  ineradicable  scar  on  his  visage,  «ri 
tempt  his  scholars  to  too  much  familiarity. 

Mr.  Softly  followed.  His  big  mouth  was  always  grinnii^,  his  ht- 
tle  eyes  always  leering,  and  his  india-rubber  backbone  always  bend- 
ing. As  feeble  as  the  microscopic  insect  that  flutters  in  the  sunbeam 
for  its  life  of  an  hour,  he  attempted  to  do  little,  and  did  less. 

Mr.  Snapdragon  was  the  third  teacher.  He  was  always  in  an  idle 
hurry ;  his  passions  were  gunpowder,  and  his  <»rdinary  T<»oe  was  a 
rich  snarhng  tone.  Some  men  see  nothing  but  good  qualities  in  thdr 
young  associates,  he  saw  nothing  but  bad  ones.  He  i^tempted  to 
scold  into  their  sensitive  nature  a  patience  that  he  had  never  ^t,  and 
prated  about  the  duty  of  obedience  and  gentleness  in  a  harsh,  growl- 
ing tone  of  voice  that  would  have  done  honor  to  a  bear  bereaved  of 
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her  whelps.  And  so  on  throngh  the  term,  untQ  the  aoiaaeinent  a£ 
the  whole  school  sank  into  indifference,  and  indiffearance  into  down- 
Tight  hatred. 

There  can  be  no  regnlar  coltore,  when  these  duages  ooosr  fins- 
qnently.  The  discipline  becomes  vadHating,  all  knowledge  is  bndcea 
into  disordered  fragments,  and  every  result  is  at  war  with  die  dictates 
of  conmion  sense. 

The  policy  of  the  last  one  is  fireqnently  the  opposite  to  i3b»t  of  his 
predecessor.  Hence  what  was  bad  in  one  by  acddent,  will  be  contiii* 
ned  by  anotker  from  design.  Excuses  will  usurp  Aephoeof  perform^ 
ances.  The  unmerdM  teacher  will  say  that  he  is  simply  just ;  the 
hasty,  that  he  is  only  active ;  and  the  sluggish,  that  he  is  maiely  can* 
tious. 

NON-ATTENDANCE. 

In  my  last  report  I  alluded  to  the  very  large  number  of  dnlixm. 
who  never  attend  any  school.  Some  are  wilM  truants ;  others  so 
oppressed  with  poverty  as-not  to  be  able  to  dress  in  a  decent  sdiool* 
attire ;  and  the  remainder  are  detained  at  home,  as  laborers  in  nulls 
or  on  fiurms,  to  help  support  their  needy  parents.  Wbatev^  th» 
causes,  the  public  has  suffered,  and  will  continue  tosuffnr,  from  the 
brood  of  absentees,  who  often  seduce  others  from  the  halls  of  public 
education,  thus  not  only  destroying  all  honorable  ambiti(m  in  tbenv 
selves,  but  rending  away  the  hopes  of  ftiture  usefiilness  from  their  un- 
happy playmates.  Ignorance  is  generally  the  parent  of  idieness^  vi- 
ciousness,  and  dissipation.  An  uneducated  man  is  rendered  less  iafln-* 
ential  and  usefol,  just  in  proportion  to  the  depth  a£  his  igoorance.  A 
man  is  often  an  active  member  of  society  when  he  is  tao^t  to  labor 
with  his  hands  alone ;  but  how  much  more  profitable  to  himself  and 
to  society  is  he,  when  his  mind  is  so  cultured  as  to  work  in  conjunntinp 
with  his  hands.  Intelligent  labor  is  the  best  capital  in  a  State ;  but 
unintelligent  labor  is  a  foe  to  public  peace  and  prosperity. 

The  commiinity  would  be  shocked  if  six  thousand  children  ran 
daily  away  from  the  healthy  and  nutritious  food  on  their  parents'  ta- 
bles, in  order  to  gorge  their  morbid  appetites  on  the  carrion  in  the  high- 
ways of  a  crowded  city.  Yet  with  what  unconcern,  and  almost  heart- 
less indifference,  do  we  regard  the  fact  that  six  thousand  children  in 
this  State  revise  to  eat  of  the  manna  fiimished  by  our  common 
schools.     These  deserters  from  the  army  of  light  and  right  will  event- 
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naUj  become  dangerous  firom  their  constantlj  increasiiig  nnmbeR. 
Though  they  flee  from  the  educational  forces  of  the  State,  yet  thej 
are  the  recipients  of  unnumbered  evil  mental  influences.  They  do 
not  grow  solitary,  like  a  majestic  pasture-oak,  but  flourish  like  the 
thick  rank  vegetation  of  swamps.  They  are  never  out  of  the  abysi 
of  temptation.  Every  wrong  word  that  fidls  on  their  ears,  every  vi- 
cious spectacle  that  appeals  to  their  eyes,  and  every  touch  they  reoeiTe 
from  the  hands  of  maturer  reprobates  act  perpetually  with  a  moxnless 
power  over  their  prurient  minds  and  careless  hearts.  Thus  it  is  that 
a  mass  of  humanity  is  thrust  every  year  into  the  worlo,  not  into  s 
life  of  progress,  but  of  constant  degeneracy ;  not  of  moral  power,  bat 
of  evil  passions  ;  not  of  self-examination,  but  of  utter  sel^bandonmcnt. 

The  number  of  children  registered  during  the  year  was  29,  335 ; 
the  average  attendance  was  22,627 ;  the  absentees,  6,708. 

These  absentees,  though  a  majority  were  bom  in  the  State  that  has 
given  birth  to  statesmen  and  scholars,  unless  they  are  compiled  to 
attend  the  pubUc  schools,  will  grow  up  in  utter  unconsciousness  of  the 
&ct  that  no  man  can  wisely  exercise  the  right  to  vote,  unless  he  is  in- 
structed as  to  his  duties  to  the  country,  and  that  he  cannot  be  instrac- 
ted  as  to  these  duties,  unless  he  has  received  at  least  the  elementaiy 
branches  of  education.  The  only  basis  of  a  commonwealth  is  the 
developed  minds  of  its  sons  and  daughters.  Hireling  legions  could  not 
save  imperial  Rome.  A  few  very  learned  men  could  not  prevent 
Ghreece  from  rushing  to  her  own  destruction.  In  our  republican 
country  there  can  be  no  sure  hope  for  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the 
people,  and  for  the  wel&re  of  the  government,  unless  education  b  as 
free  as  air,  and  universal  as  light.  In  republican  Switzerland,  every 
parent  is  obliged  to  educate  his  children,  in  a  practical  manner,  either 
under  the  family-roof,  or  in  the  public  schools.  In  free  Rhode  Island, 
six  thousand  children  are  permitted  to  grow  up  without  education. 

TOWN  SUPERINTENDENTS. 

Prevention  is  better  than  cure.  This  proverb  is  no  less  applicable 
to  schools  than  individuals.  To  prevent  disease  impUes  a  knowledge 
of  the  laws  of  health.  J£  improvements  are  to  be  efiected  in  our 
common  schools,  the  first  step  is  to  ascertain  the  wants  to  be  supplied, 
and  the  errors  to  be  avoided.    A  remedy  can  be  found  in  a  system  of 
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intelligent  supervision.     Oommittees  are  not  always  the  most  learned 
personages,  though  for  the  performance  of  their  duties  they  ought  to 
be  accurate  scholars  in  theory,  and  apt  ones  in  practice.     If  there  be 
no  one  of  the  requisite  endowments  on  the  committee,  then  a  capable 
superintendent  ought  to  be,  by  them,  appointed.     He,  by  preventing 
mistakes  and  blunders,  will  accomplish  an  amount  of  benefit  to  the 
schools,  which,  in  contrast  with  the  small  expense  of  his  salary,  will 
he  as  disproportioned,  as  is  the  aggregate  of  commercial  wealth,  com- 
pared to  the  trifling  cost  of  the  lighthouse  by  which  it  was  saved  from 
wreck.     It  is  desirable  that  every  town  shall  appoint  a  superintendent 
for  the  weekly  inspection  of  the  schools.     Such  an  agency  would  give 
a  wonderful  impetus  to  the  cause  of  education.     The  fitness,  or  unfit- 
ness, of  every  teacher  would  be  at  once  demonstrated.     No  one  then 
conld  with  impunity  lavish  so  much  time  on  a  few  favorites,  like  the 
manager  of  an  English  seminary,  who,  Dickens  asserts,  always  gave 
Ids  smiles  and  prizes  to  the  lad  that  had  the  most  brothers  I     There  is 
no  other  mode  of  correcting  certain  evils  in  our  school  than  by  the 
adoption  of  a  complete  system  of  supervision.     By  what  other  means 
can  text-books  be  made  more  uniform,  a  better  style  of  grading  classes 
adopted,  and  newer  plans  of  instruction  created.     Teachers  need  some 
breakwater  of  this  sort  to  protect  them  from  the  assaults  of  ignorant 
parents  in  their  efforts  to  introduce  necessary  reforms.     There  are  at 
present  in  nearly  all  institutions  of  learning  too  many  text-books,  too 
many  classes,  too  much  irregularity  of  attendance  by  scholars,  and  too 
much  that  occurs  therein,  in  which  trustees  and  committees  feel  little 
or  no  interest.     What  is  everybody's  duty  is  done  by  nobody ;  but 
wben  one  has  a  special  duty  to  do,  the  eyes  of  all  the  rest  will  be  vigi- 
lant for  his  defects.     Hence  the  examination  of  schools  will  be  more 
wisely  provided  for,  if  the  committee  delegate  that  function  to  an  ac- 
complished superintendent.     He  would  not  blindly  follow  old  customs, 
and  would  not  make  war  on  those  who  followed  the  dictates  of  their 
natures  in  their  intercourse  with  juvenile  friends.     Teachers  ought  to 
be  allowed  more  freedom  of  action  ;  they  have  sensibilities  that  rebel 
against  unjust  criticism,  and   educated  minds   that  too  often  detect 
the  fidlacies  of  their  patrons  ;  yet  they  are  often  compelled  to  be  si- 
lent though  they  are  not  convinced,  and  to  suffer  without  the  liberty 
to  utter  a  complaint.     A  conscientious  and  sensible  superintendent 
would  be  an  interpreter  of  the  wants  of  the  community  to  the  teach- 
er, and  of  the  rights  of  the  teacher  to  the  community. 
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TOO  MANY  STUDIES. 

The  multiplicity  of  studies,  owing  to  different  text-books,  is  a  grow- 
ing evil.  There  are  sometimes  more  classes  than  scholars.  In  one 
school  of  18  papils,  there  are  20  classes,  and  a  similar  combrons  class- 
ification pervades  others.  The  confusion  of  sounds  at  Babel  was  a  type 
of  these  confused  recitations.  Parents,  listening  to  their  desires  rather 
than  to  their  own  judgment,  d^nand  the  proipotion  of  their  prodigies 
in  pinafores  and  round  jackets  to  studies,  fit  for  the  maturer  capacities 
of  young  men  and  women.  They  fiincy  that  their  young  brains  are 
so  many  steam  engines,  to  be  fed  indefinitely  with  fuel,  and  the  teacher 
is  expected,  like  an  engineer,  **  to  obey  orders,**  to  keep  the  fire  burn- 
ing, and  to  hasten  the  speed,  though  he  knows  fiill  well  that  increased 
speed  can  be  attained  only  by  a  destmctiTe  cost  of  running  gear,  and 
that  the  waste  will  finally  surpass  the  supply.  In  a  narrower  range  of 
studies,  it  would  be  easy  to  review  classes  oftener,  not  for  the  dress- 
parade  of  examination-day,  but  for  a  thorough  every-day  drill.  The 
old  &shioned  drill  has  partially  been  lost  in  our  modem  schools.  Classes 
formerly  were  drilled  constantly  in  the  elementary  branches  of  spell- 
ing, reading,  and  grammar.  If  more  in  bulk  is  now  tau^t,  Aeare  is 
surely  less  value  placed  on  the  quality.  The  &ult  is  not  so  much  in 
the  instructor  as  in  the  system.  Though  there  is  a  larger  number  of 
studies,  yet  a  shorter  period  of  time  is  assigned  for  ike  completion  of 
education.  Parents  are  too  impatient,  and  expect  too  much.  Com- 
mittees do  not  investigate  the  cause  of  these  fidlures :  and  the  school- 
master, not  encouraged  and  upheld  in  his  endeavors  to  dig  up  the 
weeds,  finally  determines  to  let  things  move  and  flouridi  after  the 
model  of  his  predecessors. 

MONOTONY. 

Teachers  oflen  sink  into  a  tiresome  sameness.  Their  explanations 
arc  prolonged  dulness,  their  enunciation  an  unbroken  stretch  of  mo- 
notonous tone,  and  their  mamier  passionless  and  unvaried,  however 
unlike  the  occasions.  Children  are  an  imitative  race.  As  a  natural  con- 
sequence, they  are  infected  with  diseases  similar  to  those  in  the  minds 
of  their  superiors.  Habits  cling  to  and  grow  around  emotions  and 
impulses  as  oflen  as  around  actions  and  thoughts.  When  the  precep- 
tor is  wide  awake,  his  school  will  be  wide  awake.  If  he  kindles  into 
animation  with  liis  duties,  the  school  will  blaze  with  a  ^rmpathetic  in- 
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terest.  It  is  essential  then  to  speak  to  children  in  a  firm,  pleasant  and 
lively  voice,  or  they  will  become  dull  and  drowsy.  The  presence  of 
a  person  who  enters  into  his  vocation  with  a  heart-warming  earnest- 
ness, will  scatter  electricity  all  over  his  associates.  No  one  can  be 
torpid  in  his  company.  His  words  will  be  sunshine ;  his  smile,  mu- 
sic ;  and  his  every  example,  an  inspiration. 

PARENTAL  ASSISTANCE, 

» 

No  school  can  make  rapid  and  persistent  advances  towards  perfect 
tion  without  frequent  visits  from  parents.  Institutions,  that  never 
share  the  sunny  rays  of  parental  co-operation,  are  like*  grim  flowers 
that  are  trying  to  vegetate  in  utter  darkness ;  the  floral  form  exists, 
but  the  hues,  how  pale  and  sickly.  There  are  some  fathers  and  mo- 
thers who  evince  no  interest  in  the  studies  of  their  children.  An  hon- 
est yeoman,  whose  mind  was  small,  though  his  farm  was  large ;  and 
whose  imagination  was  empty,  though  his  bam  was  full, — when  asked 
if  he  ever  questioned  his  offepring  about  the  extent  of  their  studies,  or 
«ver  visited  their  school,  replied  indignantly, — "  No  1  them  things 
haint  my  business ;  the  teacher  is  hired  to  do  that ;  he  would'nt  help 
me  work  for  nothing ;  and  I  wont  help  him,  because,  too,  I  haint  got 
no  time  neither.'*  That  is  it.  No  time,  to  watch  the  secret  springs  of 
action  in  their  young  breasts ;  no  time  to  open  a  vein,  and  bleed  their 
vices  to  death ;  no  time  to  direct  the  course  of  &culties  that  every 
-word  and  every  accident  are  moulding  for  good  or  ill ;  no  time  to 
graft;  into  their  memory  habits  of  fixed  thought  so  that  their  affections 
might  bring  forth  frxdts  manly,  wise  and  enthusiastic. 

Parental  love,  true  enlightened  love,  is  not  an  emotion  that  expires 
the  moment  the  younglings  of  the  heart  have  crossed  the  threshold  of 
home,  on  the  journey  to  the  place  of  study. 

All  very  considerate  parents  will  make  frequent  visits  to  the  school, 
and  examine  into  the  daily  progress  of  the  children  by  pointed  ques- 
tions, while  the  whole  family  are  seated  around  the  evening  fire.  If 
a  child  is  dull,  they  prompt  him  to  greater  activity ;  if  diffident,  they 
fill  him  with  encouragement ;  if  too  presumptuous,  they  stir  up  in  him 
ideas  of  meekness ;  if  he  has  great  talents,  they  lead  him  to  a  con- 
sciousness of  the  important  fact  that  great  talents  always  impose  on 
the  possessor  very  heavy  responsibilities ;  if  he  is  poor,  they  show  to 
him  that  no  earthly  inheritance  is  so  valuable  as  well-disciplined  pas- 
sions, and  no  fortune  so  &vorable  to  integrity  as  industry,  wedded  to 
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contentment.  Such  parental  influences,  when  iDCorporated  into  the 
mental  structnre  of  children,  are  &r  more  advantageous  to  the  posses- 
sors and  to  the  world,  than  were  the  boundless  wealth  and  power  of 
an  oriental  queen,  who  wasted  the  revenue  of  the  first  conquered 
province  upon  her  head-dress,  those  of  the  second  upon  her  girdle, 
and  those  of  the  third  upon  her  jewels. 

Mothers  were  not  deemed  worthy  of  education  in  the  ancient  world. 
Religion  then  was  superstition ;  government,  tyranny ;  and  edncadon, 
error.  The  legitimate  results  of  all  these  agencies  may  be  read  in  the. 
history  of  old  empires, — in  sunken  Tyre,  fidlen  Babylon,  and  dese- 
crated Palestine.  If  our  land  is  to  escape  so  disastrous  a  destiny,  it 
will  be  due,  under  Divine  Providence,  to  a  system  of  education,  be- 
gun at  home  under  the  eye,  and  finished  in  public  schools  under  the 
firequent  inspection,  of  intelligent  parents. 

There  is  nothing  in  any  plan  of  education  much  above  or  below  the 
level  of  the  public  opinion  that  warms  it  into  existence.  A  poOT 
school  cannot  be  maintained  long  in  an  enlightened  community.  An 
excellent  school  will  not  be  properly  appreciated  in  an  ignorant  com- 
munity. Hence,  the  grade  of  education,  upheld  long  in  a  district,  is 
but  so  much  of  the  digested  intelligence  of  the  age  as  the  people  of 
the  district  are  able  to  contain.  If  districts  complain  of  educational 
evils,  which  parents  never  choose  personally  to  investigate,  and  censure 
a  teacher,  though  not  one  of  them  visits  his  school,  I  ask  of  what 
value  is  such  district-criticism,  and  where  is  the  remedy  for  the  evik 
complained  of?  That  schools  can  flourish,  when  nobody  cherishes 
any  interest  in  them,  is  an  absurdity  equal  to  that  of  the  fop  who  pro-' 
tested  that  he  had  no  vamty,  or  the  coquette  who  declared  that  she 
had  no  afiectation. 

A  schoolroom,  that  never  vibrates  to  the  tread  of  fiithera  and  mo* 
thers,  is  a  gloomy  place.  The  teacher  grieves  without  sympathy ; 
works  without  aid ;  struggles  without  a  blessing ;  and  instructs  with- 
out  gratitude. 

MUSIC. 

Music  stimulates  the  desponding  energies  of  every  human  being. 
Children  are  very  sensitive  to  its  sweet  influences.  Just  sound  a  fife, 
or  strike  a  drum  in  a  village,  and  all  the  little  ones  will  soon  run  to- 
gether ;  the  girls  beating  time  to  the  martial  airs  with  their  glowing 
hearts,  and  the  lads  with  their  iron-shod  beels^  as  they  are  reminded 
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of  their  fathers  and  brothers  on  distant  battle  fields.  Children  nsnally 
'welcome  the  hour  of  sleep  with  song,  and  wake  the  whole  house  at 
early  mom  with  gladsome  notes.  It  is  this  instinctive  tenderness  to 
harmony  that  renders  music  indispensable  to  our  pubUc  schools.  An 
institution  of  learning,  like  those  in  our  rural  districts,  without  an  occa- 
sional lively  song  to  thrill  jaded  nerves  with  joy,  is  a  melancholy 
scene,  like  an  eye  without  the  sense  of  sight,  or  a  summer  without  the 
hope  of  harvest.  Singing  is  a  powerful  appliance  for  softening  rugged 
passions,  and  moulding  stubborn  wills,  in  primary  and  intermediate 
schools.  I  have  heard  with  regret  that  some  parents  are  opposed  to 
singing  in  our  public  schools.  They  assert  that  the  multiplication- 
table  is  a  panacea  for  childish  humors,  and  that  its  repetition  would  do 
more  by  way  of  enlivening  a  school  than  music.  Such  persons  forget 
that  recreation  always  implies  a  change  from  the  old  and  familiar  to 
the  new  and  exciting ;  the  change  from  the  tiresome  routine  of  studies, 
that  call  simply  the  memory  and  the  understanding  into  action,  to 
some  animating  song  that  moistens  even  sleepy  eyes  with  tears  of  af- 
fection, and  excites  patriotic  emotions  in  minds  not  addicted  to  reflec- 
tion— this  change  is  indeed  recreation. 

A  very  excellent  father,  when  enquired  of  how  he  educated  his 
large  ibmily  so  that  all  appeared  really  happy  and  amiable,  replied — 
^*  I  taught  all  of  my  children  to  sing  at  an  early  age.  When  pro- 
voked by  each  other,  or  by  some  playmate,  or  when  disposed  to  gos- 
sip, I  immediately  requested  them  to  sing  some  generous,  ennobling 
song,  and  so  they  sang  themselves  into  a  better  state  of  mind,  and  ac- 
quired the  art  of  drowning  every  trouble  in  a  sea  of  melody."  Pep- 
sons,  who  cannot  be  frightened  by  threats,  or  led  by  argument,  are 
often  led  captive  by  strains  of  music.  How  profoundly  wise  was  that 
English  statesman,  who  declared  that  if  he  desired  to  rule  nations 
effectually,  he  had  rather  write  their  ballads  than  their  laws. 

READING. 

There  is  very  little  natural  and  efiective  reading  in  our  schools. 
Veiy  few  teachers  are  good  readers ;  but  every  one  ought  to  be  a 
good  reader.  The  teacher  is  the  living  model  to  which  the  scholars 
turn  their  earnest  attention,  and  if  that  model  be  faulty  in  tone,  man-< 
ner,  and  general  grace  of  elocution,  then  every  reading  lesson  is  a  mis- 
erable &ilure.  There  is  no  doubt  much  difficulty  in  training  a  class 
of  young  readers  up  even  to  a  fiiir  standard.     There  are  so  many  old 
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precepts  to  be  given,  so  many  tedious  examples  to  be  rehearsed,  sach 
continuous  dwelling  on  the  sounds  of  syllables  and  the  powers  of  let- 
ters, on  distinct,  sonorous  articulation — never  suffering  even  a  primazT 
class  to  sink  into  a  disgusting  singsong  tone— -then  what  patience  is 
requisite  in  associating  in  the  listless  minds  of  children  ideas  of  pro- 
nunciation, inflection,  accent,  quantity,  time,  pitch,  and  pauses  ;  and 
all  these  points  are  to  be  attained  sometimes  by  overcoming  such  nata- 
ral  defects  as  indistinct  or  husky  enuncia!ion,  hurried  or  dranvling 
speech,  or  sharp  screaming  tones.  To  effect  so  much,  demands  inore 
knowledge  of  elocution  than  many  masters  possess.  Many  lai^ 
scholars,  from  a  false  pride,  will  not  make  any  visible  exertion  to  profit 
by  the  directions  of  one  perfectly  competent  to  teach  them  an  effective 
style  of  delivery.  Many  leave  school  with  no  fiiulty  accents  cor- 
rected, and  no  offensive  tones  subdued. 

How  much  of  the  happiness  of  school-intercourse  is  nourished  bj  a 
sweet  tone  of  voice  !  The  teacher  may  at  times  be  touched  with  grief 
or  anger,  but  he  should  not  betray  the  presence  of  such  unwelcome 
guests  within  by  any  harsh  or  petulant  tones.  A  shadow  may  pass 
over  the  countenance,  but  let  it  not  drop  gloom  over  that  voice  w^hich 
is  addressing  little  children.  It  is  the  tone,  rather  than  the  wcHrd, 
that  often  thrills  children  with  the  keenest  pain  or  pleasure.  Those 
teachers,  who  comprehend  this  sympathy  of  sounds,  ought  to  keep  out 
of  their  schools  those  tempestuous  and  disagreeable  exercises  of  the 
vocal  organs  to  which  too  many  scholars  are  inclined.  While  they 
^  are  remedying  the  tendency  to  unnecessary  noise,  let  them  avoid  the 
other  extreme  of  low,  stifled,  almost  inaudible  muttering,  in  their 
reading-classes. 

A  finished  elocutionist  has  endless  resources  of  happiness  for  him- 
self and  his  fellow  beings.  His  richly  cultured  voice  will  invite  even 
the  dullest  ear  to  drink  in  the  spirit  of  poesy  and  prose.  He  will  be 
able,  when  reading  aloud  the  works  of  poets  and  orators  who  died 
centuries  ago,  to  enter  into  the  interior  life  of  the  souls  of  his  hearers, 
and  force  them  to  forget  time  and  place,  as  his  kindling  tones  awaken 
their  deepest  sensibility  for  freedom  gained,  and  their  fiercest  indigna- 
tion for  freedom  lost,  as  either  Roman  traitors  fell,  or  Roman  patriots 
conquered.  Children  must  have  frequent  practice,  at  least  d^y,  if 
not  hourly,  until  their  vocal  organs  are  under  the  mastery  of  their 
will.  They  must  early  begin  to  give  themselves  up  to  the  spirit  of 
the  reading-lesson,  turning  their  voices  into  harps  which  that  imseen 
spirit  is  to  modulate, 
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WRITING  COMPOSITIONS. 


No  one's  edacation  is  complete  until  he  is  able  to  transfer  his  senti- 
ments correctly  to  paper.     Success  in  writing  compositions  always  de- 
pends on  frequent  practice.     Yet  some  teachers  never,  while  others 
very  seldom,  demand  of  their  pupils  such  intellectud  exercises.     The 
simplest  subjects  ought  always  to  be  selected  at  first ;  such  as,  a  de- 
scription of  a  menagerie,  a  journey  to  a  neighboring  village,  the  visit  of 
a  Mend,  an  account  of  a  thanksgiving  fair,  or  a  New  Year's  holiday, 
a  synopsis  of  a  reading  lesson,  a  brief  account  of  the  habitis  and  appear- 
ances of  famOiar  domestic  animals,  of  the  localities  of  wild  flowers  that 
grow  near  the  banks  of  rivers  or  ponds,  and  such  as  are  always  found 
in  dry  or  elevated  spots,  the  class  of  insects,  birds,  and  butterflies  that 
make  their  appearance  at  particular  seasons.     These  subjects  generally 
arouse  the  attention  of  all  children.     Compositions  of  this  character 
will  not  only  develop  their  &culties  of  observation,  but  also  train  them 
to  embody  their  knowledge  of  orthography,  penmanship,  and  the  prin- 
ciples of  English  grammar  into  pleasing  as  well  as  substantial  forms. 
While  the  eye  is  stirred  up  to  grasp  the  beauty  of  an  object,  the  mind 
is  equally  stirred  so  as  to  express  those  sensations  in  correct  language. 
Children  need  much  encouragement  in  their  first  efibrts  in  this  line, 
and  their  errors  must  be  pointed  out,  and  corrected  with  the  most 
firiendly  and  affectionate  criticism.     The  first  awkward  and  timid  at- 
tempts of  a  young  bird  to  fly,  resemble  very  much  the  ungainly  difli- 
dence  with  which  young  persons  generally  try  to  write  compositions. 
Parents,  while  they  ought  ever  to  be  willing  to  assist  their  children, 
should  never  tell  them  what  to  write,  but  rather  show  them  how  to  ob- 
urve^  and  make  inferences^  to  point  out  to  them  the  mental  food  they 
are  to   appropriate,  and  not  to  eat  it  for  them.     After  a  firm  base  has 
been  laid  in  habits  of  observation,  it  will  be  quite  easy  to  rise  to  a 
higher  slyle  of  thought,  to  expressions  of  ideal  beauty,  to  utterances  of 
those  colorless  conceptions  in  which  the  head  writes  a  history  of  its 
slow  advances   toward    infinite  truth,  and  of  those  passion-stained 
sentiments  in  which  the  bruised  heart  sings  requiems  over  lost  hap- 
piness. 

FEMALE  TEACHERS. 

The  sphere  of  woman  is  always  that  of  an  educator.  Eitjier  in  her 
home-circle,  or  in  a  school,  her  words  are  deeds,  and  her  exaipples,  fiill- 
Qrbed  teachers.     The  &ther  may  convince  his  childrei),  but  the  mother 
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only  can  train  them  to  fed^  tliat  right  is  always  a  daty,  and  duty  al- 
ways a  pleasure  ;  that  the  human  mind  is  never  noble,  save  iHrhen  it 
conquers  desire  by  conscience ;  and  that  the  will  is  never  Godlike,  save 
when  it  is  deaf  to  itself,  and  listens  only  to  God.  The  best  and  no- 
blest women  have  ever  felt  the  greatest  delight  in  the  culture  of  young 
minds.  As  the  chief  administrators  of  home  as  well  as  early  school- 
education,  women  have  a  mission  as  important  as  truth,  as  wide  as 
conscience,  and  as  eternal  as  the  human  mind. 

Many  school  committees  entertain  the  mistaken  idea  that  m^en  an; 
always  required  for  winteivschools,  while  females  will  do  well  enough 
in  summer.  The  successful  management  of  any  school  demands  coo- 
siderable  firmness  of  purpose,  control  of  one's  own  temper,  and  an  in- 
stinctive talent  for  teaching.  Have  men  generally  these  striking  traits 
of  character  as  strongly  developed  as  women  ?  I  admit  that  there  k 
a  levity  in  some  few  females  that  interferes  seriously  with  the- right  exe- 
cution of  their  duties  to  the  young.  But  the  larger  number  are  supe- 
rior to  men  as  teachers,  although  the  latter  may  possess  a  wider  expe- 
rience and  knowledge.  The  innate  talent  in  females  as  teachers— a 
talent  that  knows  how  to  analyze  the  motives  of  children,  and  control 
those  motives  into  appropriate  action — ^is  valuable  in  this,  that,  unlike 
great  genius  in  men,  it  does  not  isolate  its  possessor  upon  an  inaooe^ 
sible  glacier  of  pride  and  self,  but  it  stoops  to  scatter  its  bounties  on 
all  children  alike,  on  the  dull  and  gifted,  on  the  deformed  and  beauti- 
ful. There  is  not  a  winter  school  in  Rhode  Island,  however  crabbed 
and  knurly  its-  materials,  which  is  not  controllable  by  female  genius. 
Woman's  hands  may  not  be  brawny  enough  to  knock  down  a  refiac- 
tory  scholar,  but  woman's  pleasant  voice  and  honor-inspiring  smile 
will  convert  his  refractory  will  to  obedience  and  order.  Woman^s 
hands  may  not  be  strong  enough  to  print  marks  of  violence  on  the 
body  of  some  dull  lad,  but  woman's  tact  will  engrave  indelible  maiks 
upon  that  heart  which  severe  Uows  would  only  harden  into  revenge, 
and  open  in  him  bright  aspirations  which  brutal  punishment  would  be 
sure  to  quench  forever. 

Women  are  better  qualified  for  sedentary  avocations  tlian  our  sex. 
A  school  demands  the  operation  of  the  finest  forces  of  the  mind,  rather 
than  the  coarse  muscles  of  the  body.  Great  physical  force  in  a  teacher 
is  a  superfluity ;  but  activity  of  the  senses  is  a  necessity.  A  man  may 
have  physical  vigor  enough  to  lift  an  ox  upon  his  shoulders,  and  yet  be 
too  weak  t  j  drag  a  motive  from  its  hiddeiy^ell  in  the  mind  of  a  shrewd 
lad.     To  do  the  latter,  requires  a  tact  that  God  alone  gives.     Women 
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gensrally  are  bom  teachers,  for  their  weapons  are  the  affections,  and 
their  victories  those  of  mind  over  matter.  From  the  hour  that  the  lit- 
tle girl  attempts  to  teach  her  little  doll,  to  the  other  lustrum  when  she 
teaches  her  baby  brothers  and  sisters  their  alphabet,  all  her  experience 
and  the  natural  play  of  her  emotions  show  that  her  genius  as  a  teacher 
runs  parallel  with  the  development  of  herself  as  a  thinking  being. 
Wisely  have  some  towns  confided  the  trust  of  developing  the  minds  of 
children  almost  exclusively  to  females.  In  the  city  of  Providence  out 
of  148  teachers,  138  are  females.  In  the  town  of  Cranston  there  is 
not,  at  the  hour  that  I  am  writing  this  report,  a  single  male  teacher* 
In  Newport  there  are  26  female  teachers  and  3  males.  In  Warren 
there  are  14  female  teachers  and  4  males.  In  Bristol  there  are 
12  female  teachers,  and  4  males.  These  facts  will  prove  to  those 
rural  districts,  which  appear  to  be  so  afraid  of  females  in  winter, 
that  the  best  schools  in  the  State  are  in  those  very  sections  which  em- 
ploy a  large  majority  of  female  teachers.  What  is  appropriate  for 
towns  is  appropriate  also  for  villages  ;  what  does  well  for  a  city  will 
do  well  for  the  country. 

Mr.  Philbrick,  the  very  able  and  active  superintendent  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  in  Boston,  states  in  his  last  report  that  there  are  545  teach- 
ers in  that  city,  and  of  that  number  490  are  females. 

QUALIFICATIONS   OF  TEACHERS. 

AFFECTION    FOR   CHILDREN. 

A  lively  natural  affection  for  children  is  indispensable  for  the  high- 
est success  of  an  educator.  Not  that  such  innate  sympathy  will  sup- 
ply any  serious  deficiency  of  moral  power.  What  temper  is  to  a 
knife-blade,  leaves  to  trees,  honey  to  bees,  love  of  children  is  to  teach- 
ers. It  is  an  in-comins:  tide  that  will  fill  the  smallest  haven  and  the 
largest  bay  in  many  departments  of  a  school.  Without  this  sustain- 
ing love,  a  school  must,  in  times  of  disappointment,  appear  like  a  mor- 
al Zahara.  The  late  Dr.  Wm.  EUerv  Channinfr  has  stated  that  it 
was  for  many  years  an  inexplicable  mystery  why  he  accomplLshed 
so  little,  when  he  labored  so  much,  as  a  schoolmaster.  On  investiga- 
ting the  causes  of  the  success  of  his  rivals,  he  at  last  was  convinced 
that  they  were  supported  and  stimulated  by  a  warmer  personal  affec- 
tion for  all  children,  while  he  had  regarded  them  chiefly  as  incarna- 
tions of  intellect,  reason,  and  judgment. 

A  true,  bom-teacher  is  always  an  earnest,  sympathetic,  warm  heart- 
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ed  worker.  Not  because  he  receives  a  montUy  stipend ;  not  because 
he  is  compelled  to  support  his  young  fiimilj  by  culdyating  the  rockj 
soil  of  a  country  school ;  no,  he  is  led  along  by  no  such  mercenair 
compulsion  ;  he  works  with  delight  as  he  sees  that  he  is  contributiDg 
something  to  the  public  welfare ;  he  tastes  the  luxury  of  improvii^ 
his  own  will  by  victorious  encounters  with  the  vicious  wills  of  oth«s. 
In  the  difficult  routine  of  the  trials  and  temptations  of  professional  life, 
how  he  moves  in  energy  like  a  giant,  in  simpUcity  like  a  child ;  in 
every  dull  scholar  he  recognizes  an  apparent  cross,  and  in  every  eras 
a  divine  blessing  ;  and  in  every  beaming  genius  he  beholds  a  power 
akin  to  that  of  angels.  In  the  midst  of  so  many  urgent  prompters  to 
continuous  struggle,  he  would  not  be  indolent,  if  he  could ;  he  codd 
not,  if  he  would. 

TEACHERS  OUGHT  TO  UNDERSTAND 

MENTAL   PHILOSOPHY. 

All  persons,  who  read  the  character  of  children  at  a  glance,  have  a 
great  advantage  over  those  who  have  no  intuitive  perception  of  the 
workings  of  young  minds.  Those  who  have  this  special  tact,  gener- 
ally make  a  better  classification  of  their  students,  and  decide  correctly 
at  once  as  to  the  point  to  which,  each  term,  their  capacities  can  be  car- 
ried. They  magnetize  children  at  the  first  look.  Their  discipline, 
varied  as  are  the  subjects  of  it,  moves  like  a  perfect  machine,  either 
fast  or  slow  at  will ;  but  always  without  friction. 

How  unlike  this,  is  a  school  where  the  head  is  destitute  of  this  in- 
sight. He  attempts  to  govern  in  imitation  of  some  r^gal  educator  who 
had  achieved  wondrous  victories.  He  promises  himself  the  highest 
success.  Every  thing  is  to  move  with  the  regularity  of  clock-work. 
No  tired  scholar  is  to  seek  relief  by  change  of  position ;  no  one  is  to 
sneeze  without  leave ;  he  declares  that  he  has  in  store  a  penalty  for 
that  defect,  and  a  punishment  for  this  oficnce ;  he  establishes  a  pecu- 
liar stereotype  style  in  which  each  one  is  to  move,  to  learn,  and  to  re- 
cite. After  a  few  days  his  scheme  is  blown  to  atoms.  His  school  is 
without  order ;  his  temper,  which  he  flattered  himself  was  temptation- 
proof,  bursts  forth  so  violently  that  he  looses  his  self-respect  and  the 
respect  of  his  pupils.  The  boys,  whom  he  supposed  the  most  yield- 
ing, prove  the  most  intractable.  The  girls,  whose  favor  he  had  felt 
sure  he  would  win,  laugh  at  his  mock  dignity,  and  rejoice  over  his 
humiliation.     The  receipe,  which  he  had  borrowed  for  transmitting  a 
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rural  school  into  an  earthly  paradise,  has  changed  it  into  a  pandemo- 
niaiu. 

He,  who  cannot  decipher  the  hieroglyphics,  or  soul-marks  on  the 
human  character,  ought  to  acquire  a  &miliarity  with  the  practical 
bearings  of  phrenology.  Not  for  the  vulgar  purpose  of  examining 
*'  bumps,"  but  to  make  himself  acquainted  with  the  alphabet  of  the 
human  character.  No  one,  who  comprehends  the  classification  of  the 
&cultics  in  George  Combe's  works,  can  fail  to  gather  very  valuable 
practical  hints  for  analyzing  the  motives  of  children,  and  for  shaping 
his  own  conduct  for  their  best  interests.  The  temperaments,  taken  in 
connexion  with  phrenology  and  physiognomy,  throw  much  light  on 
the  external  signs  of  the  inner  man. 

■ 

Childhood  is  not  a  piece  of  timber  that  may  be  hewn  into  any  shape. 
There  are  certain  laws,  controlling  the  body  and  mind  of  a  child, 
which  no  human  being  can  repeal.  Scholars  have,  at  times,  been  dis- 
missed from  school  as  incorrigible  dunces,  yet  subsequent  teachers, 
guided  by  a  more  acute  tact,  have  recognized  in  these  very  castaways 
the  gift  of  genius.  Dr.  Chalmers,  the  eminent  Scotch  divine,  whose 
mind  circled  every  science,  and  whose  eloquence  moved  every  listen- 
ing soul,  was  dismissed  from  the  parish  school  on  the  ground  of  stupid- 
ity. A  Boston  teacher  was  so  very  ignorant  of  his  vocation  that  he 
did  not  know  how  to  awaken  Benjamin  Franklin  to  the  study  of 
arithmetic,  and  used,  no  doubt,  to  denounce  the  embryo  philosopher 
as  a  very  dull  boy;  The  well-known  case  of  Sheridan  is  also  an  apt 
illustration.  All  cliildr^n  have  an  outward  and  inward  kingdom. 
The  outward  is  the  sign  of  the  inward.  The  gesture,  the  step,  the 
varying  tones  of  the  voice,  the  flashes  of  the  eye,  the  shadows  passing 
and  repassing  over  the  countenance, — -are  all  expressions  of  the  mind. 
The  teacher's  usefrdness  is  measured  by  his  sagacity  in  reading  these 
significant  footprints  of  the  inmost  principle.  The  outward  man  is 
only  the  inward  principle,  clothed  in  flesh  and  blood. 

Let  every  teacher  penetrate  the  character  of  a  child  with  afiection, 
and  instruct  him  with  wisdom,  for  nothing  is  done  wisely  that  is  done 
without  afiection,  and  nothing  is  done  aflectionately,  without  wisdom. 

THE  OBSERVING  FACULTIES  TO  BE  CULTIVATED. 

The  almost  utter  neglect  in  training  the  powers  of  observation  in 
children,  is  a  striking  defect  in  modem  education.  The  talent  of  ob- 
serving is  very  unequally  possessed  by  different  persons.    It  must  be 
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SO,  for  variety  is  the  law  of.  God  in  mind  as  well  as  matter.  One 
always  remembers,  and  another  generally  forgets,  roads  and  locations ; 
one  never  forgets  a  human  countenance,  while  otliers  always  complaiii 
they  "  do  not  remember  faces ; "  some  are  exquisitely  sensitive  to  od- 
ors, and  others  cannot  distingmsh  them  easily ;  there  are  persons  who 
judge  at  a  glance  of  the  weight,  symmetry  and  grace  of  men  and  ani- 
mals, while  others  err  in  their  opinions  on  these  subjects  ;  one  remem- 
bers words  acurately,  but  forgets  ideas ;  some  are  rich  in  thoughts^  but 
poor  in  words ;  one  has  vivacity  of  mind  without  strength,  another 
strength  without  vivacity.  I  believe  these  idiosyncracies  have  never 
had  due  attention  in  training  young  minds.  It  is  natural  for  teachers 
to  be  infected  with  the  desire  of  parents  for  the  cultivation  of  the 
most  brilliant  faculties  of  their  offspring ;  forgetful  of  the  &ct  that  all 
disproportionately  large  faculties  will,  like  demagogues,  by  continued 
clamor,  attract  more  admiration  than  they  deserve ;  while  feebler  bat 
more  diiserving  traits  of  character,  will,  like  the  sensitive  plant,  shrink 
from  the  sudden  touch  even  of  a  friendly  hand.  Nevertheless,  these 
diversities  ol  gifb  shopld  be  understood  and  explained.  A  skiiiul  per- 
son might,  without  provoking  ill  will,  point  out  to  scholars  sudi  inher- 
ent weaknesses  as  they  were  to  stimulate,  and  such  exuberant  forces 
as  they  were  to  restrain.  A  primary  teacher  might  inspire  her  litde 
flock  to  watch  with  renewed  interest  the  pictures  of  their  inGrmaties 
which  she  has  painted,  if  she  uses  their  hearts  for  canvass,  her  own 
conscience  for  pencil,  and  her  tenderest  emotions  for  colors. 

The  first  aim  of  parents  and  teachere  ought  to  be  to  unfold  the  per- 
ceptive faculties  as  the  basis  of  future  habits  of  attention  and  observa- 
tion. Until  this  has  been  done,  nothing  has  been  accomplished. 
Children  may  gather  much  practical  iniormation  by  directing  their 
special  attention  to  the  qualities  of  what  they  eat,  drink  and  wear. 
The  various  specimens  of  pears,  apples,  grapes  and  vegetables  would 
make  an  admirable  lesson  for  developing  iheir  conceptions  of  fragrance, 
taste,  size  and  color. 

The  raw  materials  of  which  garments  are  composed,  such  as  cotton, 
wool  and  silk,  and  the  remarkable  changes  of  color  by  the  application 
,of  dyes  tuffs,  are  matters  of  dally  experience  to  every  child,  yet  veiy 
few  notice  them,  unless  to  gratify  their  vanity  by  flaunting  a  tawdry 
ribbon,  or  boasting  about  "  my  silk  dress,  while  that  tother  girl  has 
nothing  but  a  calico  gown  on."  Such  a  generous  remark  might  be 
looked  for  from  the  children  of  a  fashionable  woman  who  stated  she 
knew  that   *^  cotton  was  gathered  from  the  backs  of  little  lambs,  and 
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black  wool  from  the  heads  of  southern  negroes."  Pieces  of  calico, 
broadcloth  and  silk  are  fitted  to  elicit  the  perceptive  talent  of  the 
sharpest  children,  if  they  but  examine  the  relative  fineness  or  coarse- 
ness of  the  textures ;  their  various  colors ;  the  peculiar  odor  of  the 
coloring-materials ;  the  diiferent  sounds  in  snapping  the  different  fid>- 
rics ;  and  the  peculiar  taste  each  excites  on  the  tongue.  So  &r,  the 
senses  alone  are  trained  by  similar  experiments ;  but  a  thoughtful  par 
rent  or  teacher  could  evoke  from  those  common  things  the  unwritten 
history  of  their  diversified  experience,  and  show  how  they  are,  and 
have  ever  been,  not  merely  perishable  garments  for  the  human  body, 
bat  spiritual  garments  beneath  whose  flowing  folds  the  vices  of  oppres- 
sion, avarice,  and  ignorance  have  burrowed  into  immortal  souls. 
What  unique  auto-biographies  would  be  delivered  by  those  patterns  of 
cotton  and  wool !  The  cotton  would  speak  of  its  birth  under  a  sunny 
sky,  in  a  southern  clime,  and  how  it  was  reared  in  in&ncy  by  slave- 
labor,  transported  at  maturity  by  steam  over  land  and  sea,  and  at 
last  straightened,  twisted,  and  imprisoned  in  the  stately  robes  of 
northern  beauty.  In  the  rustling  of  every  leaf  of  the  cotton  plant  is 
heard  the  angry  breath  of  demagogues ;  and  the  accumulated  crop, 
when  stored  in  trans-atlantic  ware  houses,  preserves  the  equilibrium  of 
commercial  wealth  between  America  and  Europe.  The  wool  would  be- 
gin its  history  in  the  warm  fleece  that  protected  feeble  lambs  from  the 
biting  blasts  of  winter,  and  vtrhich  grew  in  clustering  whiteness  in 
gratitude  to  kind  shepherds  as  they  guarded  the  flocks  on  the  hills  of 
Vermont,  Texas,  Spain,  Germany,  Palestine,  in  short,  all  over  the 
round  earth.  As  all  external  nature  symbolizes  a  higher  realm  of  ex- 
istence, so  lambs  represent  the  innocency  of  young  childhood ;  sheep, 
those  human  beings  who  are  charitable  from  faith,  and  who  prove 
their  feith  by  charity;  and  the  great  shepherd  is  the  Almighty 
Father. 

What  a  world  of  enchantment  is  discovered  by  the  sti;dy  qf  trees 
and  flowers.  Children  may  be  led  to  watch  the  nati^fre  of  trees,  ob- 
serving which  have  branches  straight,  ascending^  or  bending  down- 
ward ;  whether  the  leaves  are  long  and  slender,. round  or  broad;  and 
the  tints,  configuration,  and  taste  of  the  blossoms.  There  4s  a  pleasure 
in  understanding  how  plants  grow.  Children  are  all  fond  of  flow- 
ers. Many  always  in  summer  present  their  teacher  with  a  morning 
bouquet.  What  a  dewy  text,  each  cluster  of  tjv>se  wild  or  garden  gems 
offers  for  a  sermon  from  a  primary  teacher.^  "  Even  Solomon  in  all 
his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one  of  these." 
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A  gentleman,  whose  eyes  had  been  taught  how  to  observe  in  early 
childhood,  recently  saw,  where  no  one  beside  him  saw  anything,  com- 
ing up,  between  the  bricks  in  the  sidewalks  of  Boston,  a  dozen  little 
plants !  His  example  is  a  harbinger  of  the  attainments  of  others. 
BUnd  men  have  sometimes  forced  the  ends  of  their  fingers  to  serve  as 
eyes,  so  that  they  detected  colors  by  touch  alone.  Sir  Walter  Scott,  in 
company  ^ath  a  friend,  was  returning  towards  Abbotsford,  and  when 
nearly  there,  he  quickly  said,  "  We  shall  see  within  the  castle  a  per- 
son from  a  certain  remote  shire."  In  reply  to  a  question,  he  said  **  I 
did  not  expect  any  arrival  from  that  shire,"  and  closed  by  hinting  at 
Scottish  second  sight.  On  entering  the  castle,  Scott's  singular  prophe- 
cy proved  true.  He  afterwards  stated  that  he  had  judged  entirely 
from  the  track  of  the  horse-shoes,  a  peculiar  kind  found  only  in  that 
distant  locality.  Yet  no  eyes,  but  such  as  his,  which  had  been 
trained  to  observe  everything,  could  trace  any  diflference  between  the 
tracks  and  those  left  by  any  other  horse-shoe.  All  these  incidents 
show  to  what  a  marvellous  extent  a  man  may  expand  his  powers  of 
obsen'-ation,  if  he  be  put  in  childhood  on  the  right  train. 

Teachers  should  not  be  satisfied  by  telling  children  that  objects  have 
certain  properties.  Children  must  examine  for  themselves.  Obser- 
vation is  the  means  of  improving  the  memory ;  but  it  is  not  for  the 
advantages  it  gives  to  memory,  that  it  is  so  valuable.  Its  higher  aim 
is  the  development  of  the  mind.  Accurate  observation  is  twin-bom 
with  correct  inferences.  Children  should  be  told  but  little,  but  should 
be  persuaded  to  observe  more,  and  to  draw  conclusions  therefix)m. 

GEOGRAPHY. 

Geography  is  often  stigmatized  as  a  dull  study.  I(;is  extremely 
dull,  without  the  enlivening  assistance  of  diagi*ams  of  rivers,  estua- 
ries, outlines  of  continents,  large  maps,  map-drawing  on  blackboards, 
and  particularly  terrestrial  globes.  Even  maps  are  sources  of  unnum- 
bered errors,  unless  scholars  understand,  at  the  start,  that  thev  are 
sometimes  drawn  on  different  scales,  and  that  two  countries  may  ap- 
pear to  be  of  the  same  size  on  diflTerent  maps,  though  one  is  muA 
larger  than  the  other.  The  best  maps  are  inferior  to  a  good  globe. 
Maps  of  the  world  contain  two  north,  and  tv\'o  south  poles ;  a  globe, 
like  the  earth  itself,  has  but  one  of  each.  The  curved  lines  on  a  map 
are  apt  to  puzzle  childi*en ;  while  the  lines  representing  meridians  on 
a  globe  are  always  straight.     Many  of  our  rural  schools  are  destitute 
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of  globes.  There  is  no  other  successful  mode  of  illustrating  the  revolu- 
tion of  the  earth,  the  succession  of  day  and  night,  the  long  night  near 
the  poles,  and  the  passage  of  all  the  meridians  in  succession  under  the 
sun  once  in  twenty-four  hours.  Some  of  these  important  points  are 
quite  unintelligible,  when  taught  as  abstractions,  and  without  an  ex- 
planation on  a  globe. 

Classy  in  geography  should  not  only  draw  maps  in  imitation  of  a 
model,  but  also  make  them  from  their  own  observation  of  certain  locali- 
ties. Scholars  should  be  directed  to  bring  to  school  a  sketch  of  every 
river,  island,  bay,  or  city,  that  they  visited  during  a  vacation. 

Larger  scholars  should  occasionally  make  pedestrian  excursions 
to  the  highest  land  in  their  county,  and  sketch  the  views  there- 
from. How  expressive  the  countenance  of  such  a  landscape !  Beau- 
tiful ponds,  in  some  sections,  light  up  the  scenery  hke  human  eyes ; 
broad  meadows  smile  as  if  they  felt  the  embrace  of  the  loving  river 
that  clasps  them  in  its  glittering  arms.  Far  eastward  unrolls  Narra- 
gansett  bay,  flecked  with  islands,  sail-vessels  and  steamers.  West- 
ward the  eye  rests  on  a  long  range  of  hills,  forest-clad  to  the  summit, 
sheltering  small  valleys  at  its  side,  and  wliich  even  now  seems  beauti- 
ful as  it  lifts  its  forest  of  leafless  branches  and  grey  trunks  in  strik- 
ing relief  against  the  dark,  chill  December  sky.  No  map,  that  I  have 
^een,  contains  a  representation  of  any  continuous  chain  of  hills  that, 
almost  every  where,  give  such  a  variety  to  the  scenerj^  of  Rhode  Is- 
land. Ev^y  pupil  should  make  himself  familiar  with  the  school  dis- 
tricts and  the  towns,  m  his  county,  and,  when  convenient,  with  all 
the  towns  in  the  State.  And  in  connection  with  such  knowledge, 
should  be  added  the  more  important  facts  in  the  settlement  and 
growth  of  villages  and  towns,  and  the  character  of  those  men  by 
whose  enterprise  and  genius  they  have  been  moulded. 

The  habit  of  observing  sceneiy  is  not  only  agreeable  but  profitable. 
The  ranges  of  hills  indicate  the  general  business  condition  of  a  people. 
In  level  countries,  the  waters  flow  sluggishly,  the  rivers  are  deep  and 
ofl^en  broad,  inviting  foreign  commerce.  Where  the  surfiice  is  broken 
into  elevations,  there  the  rivers  are  rapid,  but  sliallow,  furnishing 
waterfalls  for  manufacturing  puiposes. 

The  fertility  and  sterility  of  the  soil  are  denoted  by  certain  external 
appearances  that  even  young  eyes  can  be  made  to  perceive.  When 
this  tendency  to  observe  is  once  developed  in  a  cliild,  the  basis  of  all 
accurate  reasoning  has  been  forever  established.  The  perceptive  fac- 
ulties are  the  only  inlet  to  knowledge.     The  reflective  faculties  can 
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have  no  other  data  to  reason  firom  than  such  as  are  ftimished  by  the 
perceptive  &ciilties.  Half  the  mental  mistakes,  or  bad  reasonings,  are 
simply  too  hasty  generalizations  from  too  small  a  collection  of  fiwrts- 

How  much  more  lively  and  impressive  is  a  lesson  in  geography, 
when  the  pupils  build  up  sections  of  the  earth  on  a  large  Uackboard, 
or  mark  out  the  voyage  of  a  vessel  in  search  of  Sir  John  Franklin,  or 
trace  on  a  slate-globe  the  track  of  Com.  Wilkes'  vessel  aroond  the 
world,  through  seas  and  oceans,  different  degrees  of  latitude  and  lon- 
gitude which  they  measure  and  delineate  as  they  advance,  and  explain 
the  peculiarities  of  the  manners,  climate  and  government  of  every 
place  they  mention.  Compare  such  an  adventure,  both  as  to  the 
number  of  faculties  exercised,  and  the  pleasure  experienced,  with  an 
old  style  repetition  of  the  hard  names  of  places,  and  unintelligible  an- 
swers about  arbitrary  and  imaginary  lines,  with  no  attempt  by  the 
master  to  interest  the  little  minds  by  practical  and  cheerftil  illustra- 
tions and  anecdotes.  That  geography  could  have  been  a  popular 
study  in  past  periods,  like  those  I  have  aUuded  to,  seems  as  impossible 
as  for  a  shadow  to  be  solid  like  the  substance  that  produces  it. 

UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

One  of  the  severest  evils,  to  which  our  system  rf  education  is  sub- 
jected, is  the  large  number  of  ungraded  schools  in  rural  districts. 
There,  classes  must  be  small  in  the  number  of  scholars,  and  conse- 
quently deficient  in  the  ardor  and  emulation,  visible  in  a  large  dauss  of 
the  same  age.  Every  variety  of  size,  age  and  attainments  cluster  to- 
gether in  such  an  institution,  and  the  master  seldom  has  leisure  to 
adapt  his  instruction  to  the  specific  deficiency  of  each  one. 

^\^lereas,  by  a  proper  classification  and  gradation,  the  pnpils  are 
placed  under  a  better  mental  discipline,  incited  to  study  eamesdy, 
and  the  growth  of  each  one's  mind  is  brought  directly  under  the  daily 
inspection  of  the  teacher.  He  labors  with  more  zeal  and  ambition, 
because  his  success  is  apparent  at  every  step.  He  can  anticipate  his 
work  from  day  to  day,  and  prepare  himself  by  reflection  and  study. 
Instead  of  going  daily  to  a  multifitrious  set  of  tasks,  each  more  tedious 
by  constant  repetition,  he  sees  that  the  lessons  of  to-day  fit  into  those 
of  yesterday,  and  those  of  the  morrow  are  parts  <^  the  common 
whole. 

Division  of  labor  readers  the  laborer  more  apt  and  accurate  in  bis 
special  vocation.     Instructors  in  graded  institntioiis  generally  beccmie, 
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by  concentrated  efforts,  great  experts.  Exceptions  to  this  truth  are 
not  numerous  enough  to  weigh  heavily  against  the  general  advantages 
of  a  regular  system  of  grading.  A  proper  gradation  is  founded  on  a 
true  system  of  mental  philosophy.  A  primary  school,  by  its  constant 
repetition  of  words,  corresponds  to  the  period  of  ephemeral  recollec- 
tion in  small  children ;  an  intermediate  school,  by  its  new  and  higher 
facts  and  ideas,  answers  to  the  .transition-state  of  the  mind  from  mere 
memory  to  understanding,  from  simple  sensation  to  reflection;  a 
grammar  school  illustrates  the  maturer  mind,  when  the  ripened  mem« 
ory  holds  many  borrowed  facts,  rules  and  precepts  which  the  under- 
standing and  conscience  now  begin  to  make  their  own  by  digesting 
them  into  guiding  principles  of  thought  and  action  for  a  more  eventfril 
life.  The  next  necessary  advance  of  the  ,primaiy,  intermediate  and 
grammar  schools  towards  perfection,  is  when  their  usefrdness  culmin- 
ates in  the  High  School.  By  a  well-regulated  High  School  all  the 
subordinate  instructions  are  augmented  in  power,  elevated  in  charac* 
ter  and  strengthened  in  moral  influence. 

SUMMARY  OF  THE  APPENDIX. 

I  have  appended,  at  the  end  of  this  volume,  a  synopsis  of  the  re- 
ports of  the  school  committees  of  such  towns  as  have  sent  reports  to 
me.  In  Chap.  66,  Sec.  22,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  are  these  direct 
tions  to  the  school  committees :  "  The  committee  shall  prepare  a  writ- 
ten or  printed  report  to  the  town  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  when 
the  school  committee  is  chosen,  setting  forth  their  doings,  Ae  state 
and  condition  of  the  schools,  and  plans  for  their  improvement,  which 
report,  unless  printed,  shall  be  read  in  open  town  meeting,  and  they 
shall  traiMmit  a  copy  thereof  to  the  commismner,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July  in  each  year."  I  have  made  selections  from  all  the  towns 
which  have  complied  with  the  law  in  this  requirement.  I  trust  that 
every  town  will  transmit  a  printed  report  to  the  commissioner,  the 
coming  year. 

The  conclusions,  derived  from  these  messages  from  all  sections  of 
the  State,  are  arranged  under  the  following  heads :

and  ought  to  do. 
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The  condition  of  the  schools  generally  is  encourrgiBg.  Some  of  them 
have  grown  to  a  full  stature.  A  few  are,  and  have  been,  pygmies  in 
usefulness. 

ITie  increase  of  scholars  in  the  towns  of  Warwick,  Johnston,  War- 
ren and  Glocester,  and  the  cities  of  Providence  and  Newport,  accord- 
ing to  the  reports  which  are  quoted  from,  is  a  satisfactory  proof  that 
some  school-officials  are  alive  to  their  responsibilities-  No  other  com- 
mittees mention  either  an  increase  or  diminution  of  scholars  in  their 
towns. 

27te  branches  of  Study  are  an  important  item  in  the  returns  of  each 
school-term  by  the  trustees ;  these  returns  are  supposed  to  pass  through 
the  process  of  fermentation  in  the  minds  of  the  committees,  the  lees 
thrown  away,  and  the  pure  juice  preserved  in  their  annual  reports. 
Yet  the  towns  of  Smithfield,  Warren  and  Scituate  alone  furnish  the 
School  Commissioner  an  abstract  of  the  number  of  scholars  vrho  are 
engaged  in  the  different  branches  of  study.  Such  statistical  tables, 
show^ing  how  particular  studies  ebb  and  flow  in  particular  regions 
which  change  teachers  often,  and  showing  also  the  high  or  low  stand- 
ard of  all  the  schools  in  a  town  as  a  unit,  would  furnish  safe  data  for 
alterations  and  improvements. 

The  failures  of  teachers  are  often  a  standing  subject  of  lamentation 
with  committees-  These  failures  occur  because  teachers  either  excite 
a  prejudice  against  themselves,  or  show  a  want  of  inspiration  in  their 
routine,  or  are  deficient  in  suavity  of  deportment,  in  discipline,  and  in 
knowledge,  or  wither  the  spirits  of  the  children  with  ridiculous  epi- 
thets. Sometimes  they  fail  from  a  deficiency  of  parental  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  the  schools,  from  an  irregular  attendance  of  scholars, 
and  occasionally  the  main  cause  is  found  in  the  unsound  appointment 
of  a  sister  or  daughter  of  the  trustee  to  take  command  of  the  rebel- 
lious flock. 

What  teachers  ought  to  &e,  and  ought  to  (&,  is  indeed  an  important 
consideration.  Scholars  are  but  so  many  seed  envelopes  endosiag  the 
inner  germ  that  is  to  perish  or  germinate ;  the  inmost  principle,  or  the 
vital  force  of  that  seed,  is  the  teacher.  If  he  never  ripens,  the  scholars 
will  decay  in  their  spring.  He  is  to  be  actually,  what  he  aims  to 
make  them  mentally.  If  he  punishes  the  bad  temper  of  scholars,  be- 
fore he  corrects  his  own ;  if  he  informs  them  that  they  must  be  thor- 
ough in  scholarship,  and  pimctual  to  eveiy  obligation,  while  he  is  su- 
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periicial  in  every  explanation,  and  dilatory  in  every  arrangement ;  if 
lie  declares  that  he  wishes  to  receive  their  respect,  yet  by  sarcasm 
inrounds  their  self-respect ;  if  he  inculcates  a  tender  regard  for  conform- 
ity, moderation  and  generosity,  yet  is  himself  an  incarnation  of  eccen- 
tricity, fimaticism  and  selfishness  ;  if  he  weds  all  this  inconsistency  of 
evil  custom  with  good  precept,  his  school  ought  to  be  a  failure.  A 
cow^ard  cannot  act  with  courage ;  a  shallow  pretender  cannot  fathom 

■ 

the  depth  of  any  doctrine ;  and  a  hypocritical  schoolmaster  cannot  in- 
spire others  with  sincerity.  If  a  passionate  preceptor  always  volun- 
teers his  advice  scalding  hot,  some  of  his  pupils  will  get  parboiled. 
The  want  of  self-government  in  teachers  is  a  fruitful  evil.  If  the 
root  of  a  tree  be  too  toi*pid  to  bail  up  an  ample  supply  of  sap  from  the 
nourishment  beneath  the  surface  of  the  earth,  the  effect  of  that  tor- 
pid root  will  be  felt  in  every  thirsty  branch  and  twig. 

The  behavior  of  scholars  varies  in  schools  according  to  the  govern- 
ment of  teachers.     The  government  should  never  be  a  despotism ; 
hut  mixed  of  the  will  of  one  law  giver,  and  the  will  of  others  who  see 
in  that  law  giver  only  a  larger  and  revised  edition  of  their  own  nar 
tures.     The  celebrated  Dr.  Arnold,  of  Rugby  School,  always  depend- 
ed for  co-operation  in  any  emergency ,  upon  his  "  sixth  form  of  boys," 
and  they  never  disappointed  his  hopes.     The  deportment  of  scholars 
will  flourish  or  fade  by  the  greater  or  less  magnetism  darted  into  their 
wills  by  a  teacher.     The  "  tenth  legion,**  so  famous  in  Roman  histo- 
ry, was  no  more  efficient  than  any  other  corps,  without  Julius  Caesar ; 
but  with  him  that  legion  was  unconquerable.     The  celebrated  painter, 
Opie,  when  asked  how  he  imparted  such  brilliancy  of  tint  to  his  pic- 
tures, replied, — "  Oh  I  I  mix  the  colors  with  my  brains."     A  teacher, 
if  he  aims  after  equally  glowing  hues,  mtist  compose  his  mixtures  out 
of  his  brains,  if  he  has  any ;  if  he  has  not  any,  he  ought  to  visit  Ken- 
tucky at  once,  where  such  men  as  Matt.  Ward  occasionally  shoot 
schoolmasters. 

The  conditian  of  schoolhouses  is  one  essential  element  of  a  good  plan 
of  education.  All  the  necessary  professional  qualifications  before  de- 
scribed, may  be  rendered  inoperative  by  the  uncomfortable  state  of  a 
schoolhouse.  The  most  sagacious  and  provident  arrangements  for  the 
tuition  of  scholars  may  be  nullified,  in  consequence  of  a  defective  and 
inconvenient  schoolroom.  No  system  of  discipline  can  be  made  so 
sublimely  perfect,  as  to  render  a  lad  insensible  to  the  wintry  storm 
beating  upon  his  back,  through  the  holes  in  the  wall  of  the  school- 
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house,  or  cause  him  to  feel  dry  when  sitting  nnd^  a  stream  of  nmi- 
drops  trickling  from  the  roof.  Trustees,  not  teachers,  are  the  keep- 
ers of  school-houses ;  the  former  are  frequently  responsiUe  for  the 
evils  that  the  latter  suffer. 

The  dutie»  of  school  officers^  or  at  least  a  portion  of  them,  are  explain- 
ed and  defined  by  the  provisions  of  the  school-laws,  referred  to  in  the 
report  of  Westerly.  I  hope  that  trustees  will  study  these  provisions 
until  they  see  that  they  must  do  their  duty,  or  that  education  will  un- 
avoidably retrograde,  for  they  are  the  spokes,  while  the  committee  are 
simply  the  tire  of  the  vast  educational  wheel  of  this  State. 

Unequal  school  terms  are  due  in  a  great  degree  to  the  mismanage- 
ment of  trustees.  One  term  will  spread  through  five  or  six  months, 
wearing  out  the  patience,  and  exhausting  the  physical  strength  of 
teacher  and  scholars,  and  the  next  term  will  be  confined  to  ten  wedts, 
and  then  follows  a  vacation  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  I  ccMnm^ad  to 
trustees  the  sensible  suggestions  in  the  extracts  firom  the  reports  of 
Sdtuato  and  North  Providence. 

Evening  schools^  though  not  creations  under  the  statute,  are  noticed 
here  as  a  new  feature,  significant  of  a  thirst  for  knowledge  by  a  daas 
of  persons  who  had  been  previously  charged  with  incurable  stolidity 
and  hopeless  degradation.  The  reports  of  Providence,  Nevrport,  and 
Smithfield,  fiimish  a  gratifying  account  of  theevening schools  in  those 
places.  It  will  be  perceived  that  the  expense  of  those  in  Smithfield 
was  defi*ayed  by  the  Slatersville  Manu&cturing  Company  and  a  few 
Uberal  gentlemen.  The  evening  school  in  Newport  was  taught  gratis 
by  several  young  persons,  a  deed  of  sel&denying  liberality  and  en- 
lightened charity  of  which  Newport  may  well  be  proud.  In  emula- 
tion of  those  noble  patterns  of  philanthropy,  let  other  rich  mien  con- 
tribute money,  and  conscientious  young  men  and  women  their  time 
and  talents,  until  in  every  populous  neighborhood  in  Rhode  Island, 
there  shall  be  every  winter,  evening  schools  for  those  who  are  obliged 
to  labor  during  the  day. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

'I  make  the  following  extract  from  the  interesting  report  of  Mr. 
Philbrick,  in  explanation  of  the  improved  methods  of  conducting  pri- 
mary schools  in  Boston : 
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*'  More  attention  is  paid  to  the  health  and  physical  development  of 
the  scholars.  They  are  not  kept  sitting  with  their  arms  folded. 
They  are  beginmng  to  be  trained  to  sit  in  a  proper  position,  but  they 
are  not  permitted  to  sit  long  without  a  change  of  position.  Physical 
exercises  have  been  introduced  to  some  extent. 

But  the  greatest  improvements  which  have  been  eflFected  are  those 
which  relate  to  the  spirit  and  methods  of  instruction  and  discipUne. 

In  our  best  Primary  Schools,  the  pupils  of  the  first  class  are  taught 
to  write  on  their  slates  a  fair,  -bold  hand,  a  better  hand,  indeed,  than 
can  be  written  by  the  pupils  in  some  lower  divisions  of  Grammar 
Schools.  This  is  the  result  of  a  judicious  use  of  the  slate,  through  all 
the  grades,  beginning  with  the  alphabet  class,  according  to  the  system 
presented  on  the  tablets  and  slate-frames.  In  schools  where  these 
exercises  are  the  best,  we  do  not  find  that  other  branches  have  been 
neglected,  but  that  uniform  excellence  characterizes  all  the  perform- 
ances of  the  pupils.  The  pupils  are  taught  to  sit  in  the  right  position, 
to  keep  their  slates  in  the  right  position  on  their  desks,  and  to  hold 
their  pencils  properly,  and  then  one  single  element  is  given  at  a  lesson. 
This  element  consists  of  a  letter,  or  a  part  of  a  letter,  or  a  geomet- 
rical Une  or  figure,  the  children  never  being  permitted  to  play  with 
their  slates  or  to  scribble  on  them,  or  even  to  take  them  from  their 
desks,  except  when  directed  to  do  so. 

Perhaps  there  is  no  one  particular  in  which  there  has  been  greater  im- 
provement in  the  teaching  of  these  schools,  than  in  the  mode  of  teach- 
ing the  alphabet  and  the  first  steps  of  reading  and  spelling.  Where 
the  schools  are  ftdly  graded,  the  beginners  constitute  a  school  by  them- 
selves, the  teacher  having  no  other  class  to  instruct.  The  children 
of  this  class  whose  hard  lot  under  the  old  arrangement,  being  ncessa- 
rily  compelled  to  do  nothing  but  sit  still  with  arms  folded,  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  time,  used  to  excite  our  deep  compassion,  now  af- 
ford, in  many  schools,  a  spectacle  deUghtftd  to  look  upon.  They  are 
taught  in  a  more  rational  manner  than  formerly,  pleasant  and  profit- 
able occupation  being  given  to  all,  so  that  there  is  little  opportunity 
and  little  disposition  for  mischief,  and  consequently  Uttle  occasion  for 
punishment.  The  teacher  points  to  a  letter  on  the  blackboard  or  a 
tablet.  All  are  required  to  look  at  it.  Perhaps  the  letter  is  traced 
out  before  the  eyes  of  the  pupils  so  that  all  may  observe  its  form.  Its 
name  is  then  given,  and  all  repeat  it  distinctly.  Then  its  sound  is 
made  by  the  teacher,  and  all  the  pupils  are  required  to  try  to  imitate 
the  sourui.  The  children  are  kept  at  this  but  a  few  minutes.  They 
now  take  their  slates,  and  try  to  find  the  letter  on  the  frames.  If  any 
do  not  succeed,  they  are  assisted.  The  next  step  is  to  take  their  pen- 
cils and  imitate  the  form  of  the  letter.  As  soon  as  two  letters  are 
learned  in  this  way,  they  are  combined  into  a  word.  This  word  is 
written  on  the  blackboard  or  shown  On  the  tablet.  It  is  spelled  by 
naming  the  letters.  It  is  spelled  by  giving  the  sounds,  or  analyzing 
it.  It  is  talked  about.  It  is  put  into  a  sentence.  As  soon  as  the 
word  is  made  which  names  some   &miliar  object,  the  object  is  talked 
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aboyi^  or  a  drawing  of  it  made,  if  the  thing  itself  is  not  at  hand. 
This  is  a  veiy  imperfect  sketch  of  the  work  of  a  yeiy  small  part  of  a 
day,  in  one  of  the  good  schools.     The  children  are  happy/' 


MILITARY  DRILL  IN  SCHOOLS. 

All  will  readily  admit  that  eveiy  man  ought  to  be  qualified  to  act 
as  a  soldier  nnder  a  free  government.  Discipline  is  the  result  of  long 
and  frequent  practice.  Very  few  men  do  anything  well  to  which 
they  have  not  been  accustomed.  The  blunders  of  our  present  militaij 
organization  are  written  in  the  blood  of  thousands  and  scores  of  thoa- 
sands  of  our  brave  soldiery. 

The  cantons  of  the  Swiss  Republic  offer  to  all  other  free  govern- 
ments  an  example  worthy  of  imitation.  There  is  iio  standing  army 
in  that  countiy,  yet  every  man  is  required  to  do  military  service,  |uid 
the  practice  of  purchasing  substitutes  is  forbidden.  Camps,  consist- 
ing of  three  or  four  thousand,  are  formed  annually,  where  the  force 
is  arranged  into  companies  of  infantry,  cavalry  and  artilleiy.  The 
instruction,  which  is  very  thorough,  comprising  all  the  movements  of 
an  active  campaign,  continues  according  to  the  requirements  of  the 
soldiers,  fi^m  two  to  five  weeks.  'Though  the  male  population  of 
Switzerland  is  less  than  twelve  hundred  thousand,  yet  it  fiimished,  a 
few  years  ago,  a  thoroughly  disciplined  army  of  100,000,  which 
quelled  a  rebellion,  in  seven  treasonable  cantons,  within  one  month 
after  the  government's  smnmons  to  arms. 

Military  Academies  are  too  expensive  in  our  State.  The  place, 
where  military  instruction  ought  to  begin,  is  in  our  common  schools. 
Our  institutions  of  learning  ought  to  fit  young  men,  not  only  for  the 
profitable  pursuits  of  peace,  but  for  the  dangers  and  trials  of  war. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  convert  our  seminaries  into  barracks,  and  their 
play-grounds  into  mimic  camps,  in  order  to  endue  the  rising  generation 
with  the  elements  of  military  science.  A  drill  sergeant  might  be  em- 
ployed once  a  month  to  teach  lads  of  a  suitable  age,  where  the  school- 
master is  unacquainted  with  the  manual  of  arms*  In  point  of  physical 
health,  some  similar  arrangement  seems  necessary.  The  health  of  the 
people  in  larger  villages  and  towns  has  diminished,  and  is  diminishing, 
from  a  deficiency  of  physical  training.  To  stay  the  ravages  of  prema- 
ture bodily  debility,  it  would  be  the  highest  wisdom  to  engraft  into 
our  public  education  a  system  of  calisthenics  for  girls  and  very  small

boys,  and  of  martial  tactics  for  the  larger,  lads  in  our  high  schools  and 
academies.

*  The  average  number  belonging  to  the  schools  arises  from  the  &ct  that  some  schol- 
I  do  not  enter  school  at  the  commencement  of  the  term,  and  others  leave  previous 
to  its  close.  Now  a  scholar  belongs  to  a  school  only  from  the  time  he  enters  to  the  time 
he  leaves,  permanently.  The  average  number  therefore  belonging  to  the  schools  is  not 
the  number  registered,  but  the  average  number  in  acUtal  attendance.  On  this  we 
compute  the  average  per  cent  of  absence  from  irregular  attendtmoe,  which  we  find  to 
be  twelve." 
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THE  THEORY  OF  EDUCATION. 

In  some  of  the  town  reports,  for  the  past  year,  the  mistaken  doe- 
trine  is  put  forth  that  the  acquisition  of  knowledge,  not  the  growth  of 
true  wisdom,  is  the  main  point  of  education ;  the  accumulation  of 
mere  facts  and  rules  in  the  memory,  rather  than  the  development  of 
all  the  human  faculties  in  the  divine  order  of  their  growth.  The 
truth  is,  that  though  the  mind  is  a  unit,  yet  it  manifests  itself  through 
a  material  organization  hy  means  of  faculties,  and  each  &culty  has  a 
memory  after  its  own  kind.  The  frequent  exercise  of  a  faculty  im- 
proves the  memory  appertaining  to  it.  Hence  the  cultivation  of  the 
memory  of  words  cannot  increase  the  memory  of  figures ;  or  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  memory  of  form,  color  and  locality  augment  the  memory 
of  abstract  truth.  A  young  person  may  convert  his  memory  into  a 
mental  herbarium,  and  place  therein  the  shape  of  every  leaf  and  the 
form  of  every  flower  that  he  had  collected  ;  yet  he  has  secmred  those 
vegetable  specimens  in  a  fixed  position  only  by  destroying  their  fina- 
grance  and  beauty,  and  more  than  all,  their  powers  of  reproduction. 
It  is  surely  one  thing  to  stamp  words  on  the  memory,  to  recite  a  les- 
son by  rote,  and  it  is  another  thing  to  comprehend  what  those  words 
signify,  to  analyze  the  substance  tliey  enfold,  and  deduce  therefrom 
new  inferences. 

The  custom  is  far  too  common  in  our  schools  for  pupils  to  perform 
by  rote,  to  solve  by  rules  which  they  do  not  understand,  to  answer 
without  knowing  either  why  or  wherefore.  The  pupil  fancies  that 
he  has  drawn  the  sword  of  true  wisdom,  whereas,  he  holds  only  the 
empty  scabbard.  He  has  read  and  can  repeat  the  book,  but  he  does 
not  understand  the  author.  A  recitation  by  rote  does  not  improve  a 
person's  reflective  talent  any  more  than  sailing  in  a  pleasure-boat 
in  a  quiet  harbor  qualifies  a  dandy  for  navigating  a  ship  safely  around 
the  globe.  It  is  of  course  much  easier  for  a  teacher  to  listen  to  the 
words  of  the  text  book  from  the  scholars,  than  to  perplex  his  own  in- 
tellect with  new  and  searching  questions. 

Thoroughness  and  frequent  reflection  are  the  price  of  sound  learn- 
ing and  wisdom.  The  more  a  scholar  knows,  and  the  oflener  he  re- 
flects, the  less  conceit  and  arrogance  will  he  manifest.  Like  the  late 
Nicholas  Tillinghast,  the  eminent  Normal  School  teacher,  who,  when 
told  that  a  man  denied  that  he  was  a  great  mathematician,  replied, 
"I  make   no    pretensions  to    greatness."     So    the    more    internal 
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a  person  makes  his  mind  by  cultivating  habits  of  reflection  and 
analysis,  instead  of  making  it  simply  external  by  imitating  mechanic 
cally  the  actions,  and  bending  to  the  opinions  of  others,  the  hnmbler 
estimate  will  he  form  of  his  own  powers,  and  the  loftier  appreciation 
will  he  have  of  the  Father  of  the  universe.  A  superficial  mind  may 
fimcy  that  it  stands  intellectually,  as  every  man,  stand  where  he  may, 
seems  to  stand  physically,  in  the  centre  of  the  sky ;  but  a  little  reflec- 
tion will  show  that  the  horizon  of  infinite  knowledge  always  retreats 
as  we  seem  to  go  towards  it.  The  whole  mind  of  a  child  must  be  de- 
veloped in  order  that  he  may  comprehend  facts  and  their  relations, 
words  and  the  ideas  they  symboHze,  thought  and  its  ultimate  action. 
Does  education  mean  anything  more  or  less  ? 

There  are  many  scholars  who,  when  they  leave  school  with  a  great 
reputation  as  arithmeticians,  do  not  know  how  to  measure  a  load  of 
wood,  survey  a  lot  of  land,  or  receipt  a  simple  store  bill.  Others  talk 
flippantly  about  the  logical  predicate  and  the  grammatical  predicate, 
yet  they  cannot  indite  a  dozen  sentences  without  staining  them  with 
as  many  errors  in  grammar.  Some  are  taught  to  declaim  vociferous- 
ly, at  an  examination,  on'the  beauty  of  kindness  and  gentleness,  and 
in  half  an  hour  after  they  maltreat  a  smaller  lad,  or  secretly  revenge 
themselves  by  slandering  their  equals  in  size  and  strength.  Such  a 
system  is  not  training  the  mind,  surely  not  educating  the  soul.  Many 
applicants,  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  for  admission  into  the 
Naval  Academy,  are  annually  rejected  for  being  very  bad  spellers. 
The  graduates  of  several  well  known  seminaries  can  easily  be  detected 
fi'om  their  bad  chirography,  monotonous  reading,  and  imperfect  or- 
thography. 

The  evil  of  superficiality  inoculates  too  many  schools.^  The  result 
must  always  be  in  proportion  to  the  moving  force.  The  monument 
fells,  if  built  out  of  plumb. 

On  the  other  hand,  scholars,  if  properly  trained,  are  always  taught 
to  do  them  practically ;  to  penetrate  every  rule  in  search  of  its  inmost 
principle ;  to  trace  actions  back  to  their  motives ;  to  value  accuracy  of 
statement  as  a  great  duty ;  to  aflirm  the  sentiments  of  every  reading- 
lesson  in  theii:  own  language ;  to  balance  opposite  arguments  afler  the 
teacher  has  invited  comments  on  his  explanation  of  the  topics  of  the 
day ;  to  feel  that  the  discipline  they  are  under  is  for  their  good ;  and 
finally  to  know  that  they  are  every  day  trained  effectually  to  illustrate 
in  and  out  of  school,  the  beauty  of  truth  and  kindness,  the  glory  of 
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obedience,  selMenial,  patience,  gratitade  and  courage ;  aU  these  are 
raaUj  what  is  implied  in  the  education  of  a  person. 

True  education  aims  at  the  growth  of  the  body  and  mind ;  ndtkr 
to  be  so  developed  as  to  disturb  the  harmony  of  the  other;  and  both 
to  kneel  in  homage  to  the  moral  &culty. 

A  right  education  secures  the  health  of  the  physical  system  through 
the  laws  of  endurance  and  activi^ ;  stimulates  the  imagination  to  a 
sense  of  the  grand  and  beautiful  in  art  and  nature ;  awakens  die  mh 
derstanding  to  acquaintance  with  the  practical  problems  of  the  age; 
guides  the  reason  to  lift  itself  higher  than  the  plane  of  the  senses; 
vivifies  the  affections  to  a  love  of  truth  rather  than  self;  true  wisdom 
rather  than  mere  book-learning ;  eternity  rather  than  time.

CONDITION  OF  SCHOOLS. 


Foster. — ^The  school  committee  are  happy  to  report  the  general 
prosperity  of  the  schools  in  Foster. 

Coventry* — ^With  regard  to  the  schools  and  school-officers,  we  think 
we  can  say,  that  with  very  few  exceptions,  they  have  done  well. 
The  schools  have  not  only  maintained  their  former  standing,  but  have 
advanced. 

Scituate. — Taking  our  schools  collectively,  we  think  they  are  grad- 
ually obtaining  a  higher  standard  from  year  to  year. 

JScut  Greenwich, — The  condition  of  all  the  schools  in  this  town,  is 
generally  creditable  to  the  inhabitants. 

JBurriUviUe. — Your  committee  have  found  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
accomplishing  the  great  work  of  securing  the  greatest  efficiency  of  the 
schools.  There  are  old  customs  and  prejudices,  and  new  errors ; 
some  of  the  teachers  lack  courage  and  fitness ;  some  of  the  trustees 
seem  not  to  appreciate  their  office ;  a  portion  of  the  school-houses  is 
unfit  for  school  purposes.  Still  we  think  the  general  advancement, 
made  during  the  year,  in  the  difierent  studies  pursued,  has  been  rela- 
tively good.  Some  scholars  have  made  remarksuble  progress,  and  great- 
\j  honored  themselves.  F    S      '        «        , 

GhceHer. — Of  the  fourteen  schools  in  Glocester,  containing  nearly 
400  scholars,  we  can  bear  testimony  to  their  general  good  condition 
and  progress.  In  reference  to  the  teachers,  we  can  say  that,  as  a 
whole,  they  have  beensuperior  to  those  of  any  previous  year.  Some 
of  them  have  taken  rank  among  the  first  class  teachers  in  all  the  es- 
sential features  of  their  office,  and  have  raised  the  schools  to  a  high 
standard  of  education  ;  while  a  few  have  well  nigh  iailed,  either  m 
government,  or  in  carrying  the  scholars  forward  m  the  elementary 
studies. 
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Westerlt/. — The  committee  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  same  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  arduous  and  responsible  duties.  We  congratulate  our 
fellow  citizens  on  the  prosperous  condition  of  our  schools.  The  past 
year  has  been  one  of  progress. 

Johnston. — The  schools  of  Johnston  are  gradually  arriving  nearer, 
every  year  to  tlie  standard  of  education,  demanded  by  the  wants  of 
the  age,  and  by  the  liberality  of  the  State  in  its  liberal  expenditure 
of  money  upon  schools.  Several  changes  of  teachers  occurred  during 
the  year,  and  generally  the  changes  were  improvements. 

Sopkinton. — For  the  first  time  since  the  appointment  of  the  super- 
intendent, has  a  year  passed,  and  not  a  case  for  adjudication  been 
presented  to  him  by  parents,  teachers,  or  scholars ;  and  he  has  not 
heard  many  complaints  from  either  party.  The  cause  of  education 
received  during  the  past  year  more  attention  than  formerly,  yet  not 
as  much  as  so  worthy  an  object  demands. 

SmiOifield. — ilost  of  the  schools  during  the  year  have  been  under 
the  care  of  efficient  teachers ;  some  have  enjoyed  peculiar  advantages 
in  this  respect,  while  in  a  few  cases  there  were  mortifying  failm-es. 

West  Greemeich, — The  committee  report  a  perceptible  improvement 
in  the  schools  of  the  town.  The  attendance  of  scholars  has  been 
good. 

Warren, — The  deepening  interest,  manifested  by  our  citizens  in  be- 
half of  public  education  andf  the  success  of  our  schools,  is  a  good  cri- 
terion to  judge  of  their  advancement.  Facts  show  our  schools  to  be 
in  a  prospering  condition. 

Richmond. — ^The  conunittee,  after  visiting  the  different  schools,  and 
carefully  surveying  the  field  of  operation,  during  the  past  year,  state 
that  a  higher  standard  of  instruction  and  discipline  was  attained  than 
during  any  pre\dous  period.  The  schools  generally  exhibited  a  good 
degree  of  prosperity,  yet  some  fell  short  of  that  excellence  that  was 
desired. 

Tiverton. — ^Tlie  committee  have  observed  that,  in  some  portions  of 
the  town  a  much  deeper  interest  is  felt  in  fevor  of  schools  than  for- 
merly. 

Barrington.  The  state  of  our  schools  during  the  year  has  on  the 
whole  been  quite  as  favorable  as  usual. 
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INCREASE  OF  SCHOLARS. 


Warwick. — The  number,  who  attended  school  during  the  year  is 
542  more,  and  the  average  attendance  231  more  than  during  the  year 
previous. 

JVewpart. — There  are  24  schools;  the  number  of  pupils  is  1079 ; 
average  attendance,  963 ;  being  137  more  pupils,  and  153  average  at- 
tendance more  than  the  past  year. 

Johnston, — In  number  the  scholars,  attending  school  during  the 
year,  were  720,  and  the  average  attendance  was  444 ;  being  an  in- 
crease of  98  in  the  whole  number,  and  an  increase  of  28  in  the  aver- 
age attendance  over  the  previous  year. 

Grlocester. — The  whole  number  of  scholars  is  461,  and  their  aver- 
age attendance  is  345 ;  the  previous  year  the  whole  number  was  355, 
and  the  average  275. 

jProvidence. — 'The  number  of  pupils  admitted  the  past  term  is  larger 
than  in  any  previous  term.  There  have  been  received  into  the  Hjgh 
School,  353 ;  into  Grammar  Schools,  2,056 ;  into  the  Intermediate, 
1,935 ;  and  into  the  Primary,  3,422^ — ^in  all,  7,766.  The  number 
left  the  Hicjh  School  for  sickness  or  other  causes,  this  term  is  41.  The 
corresponding  term,  last  year,  it  was  81.  The  number  left  the  Gram- 
mar Schools  is  361 ;  while,  last  year,  the  number  was  739. 

Warren. — The  registered  scholars,  for  the  past  year,  show  an  in- 
crease of  35,  and  the  average  attendance  an  increase  of  34,  when  com- 
pared with  previous  returns. 

Oharleitoum. — It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  attendance  is  un- 
usually good,  the  average  being  130,  which  is  five  more  than  the  year 
previous.

FAILURES  OF  TEACHERS. 


North  Providence. — There  are  teachers  who  fail,  yet  they  cannot 
tell  why  they  fiiil.  Sometimes  it  is  for  want  of  proper  culture  of  their 
own  hearts  and  characters ; — often  for  want  of  self^ontrol ; — oftener 
still  for  a  want  of  a  high  ideal  after  which  to  work.  The  true  teacher 
iwill  have  good  pupils  anywhere.  The  unskillftd  one  generally  finds 
liis  school  made  up  simply  of  uninteresting,  dull  and  turbulent  chil- 
dren. The  one  differs  irom  the  other  as  much  as  the  sculptor,  who 
sees  in  the  block  of  marble  before  liim  an  ideal  which  patient  strokes 
day  ailer  day  must  change  into  the  faultless  statue,  differs  from  the 
man  who  sees  in  the  same  thing  only  a  rough  and  shapeless  rock. 
The  successful  educator  sees  not  merely  an  ideal  man  or  woman  in  each 
pupil,  but  with  the  same  artistic  eye  he  studies  his  school,  with  all  its 
dullness,  its  roughness  and  intractability.  He  takes  the  dimensions  of 
its  good  and  bad  qualities,  and  right  above  it,  in  his  mind,  he  sees  the 
ideal  of  what  his  school  needs  to  be,  may  be.  Then  he  patiently  la- 
bors to  acquire  the  skill,  and  employ  the  means,  by  which  he  may 
evolve,  out  of  the  elements  committed  to  him,  his  ideal  school,  ife 
can  study  the  modes  of  others,  catch  the  inspiration  of  all  that  is  good 
in  them,  and  then  return  with  new  enthusiasm  to  develop  and  perfect 
his  own.  He  will  often  strengthen  his  patience  and  earnestness,  and 
revive  his  faith,  with  the  same  reflection  that  animated  the  long  pro- 
tracted labors  of  the  old  artist :  "  I  paint  for  eternity." 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  all  our  districts  are  so  fortunate  as  to 
have  teachers  of  this  class.  You  may  look  into  one  school,  and  find 
an  air  of  industry.  The  spirit  of  inquiry  is  awake.  The  lessons  may 
be  short,  but  they  are  learned,  and  the  study  has  started  questions 
aside  from  those  answ^ered  in  the  book,  and  so  the  pupils  come  to  re- 
citation with  the  expectation  of  reciting  well  and  being  approved,  and 
ako  of  receiving  additional  information ;  and  thus  the  recitation  is  both 
a  triumph  and  a  joy.  The  rod  is  a  rarity  here ;  and  when  it  appears, 
teacher  and  pupils  together  share  the  grief  at  the  necessity  that  com- 

Sels  its  use.  A  bond  of  aftection  unites  teacher  and  pupils,  and  their 
eportment  out  of  school  as  well  as  in  attests  its  sincerity.  You  may 
enter  another,  and  find  but  small  interest  manifested  m  study,  little 
sympathy  in  the  intercourse  of  teacher  and  pupils,  little  cheerfiilness 
in  the  obedience,  defective  attention  and  great  inaccuracy  in  recitation. 
K  prone  to  make  a  severe  deduction  firom  these  appearances,  you 
would  say  that  calling  out  classes  and  asking  questions  was  a  round 
that  must  be  got  through  with  in  some  way,  and  beyond  that,  there 
was  nothing  to  be  done,  save  perhaps  to  enforce  order.  These  may 
be  extreme  cases,  but  they  are  not  imaginary  ones. 

New  Shoreham, — The  winter  term  of  one  school  was  taught  by 
-,  a  teacher  of  much  experience  and  highly  educated,  but  who,  on 


account  of  unpleasant  prejudices  against  him  by  some  parents  and  others 
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in  the  district,  was  not  able  to  show  such  a  degree  of  improvement  in 
his  school,  as  the  intelligence  and  ability  of  the  pupils  would  lead  your 
visiting  committee  to  expect. 

Providence. — -Not  unfrcquently  very  young  children  are  compelled 
to  stand  in  certain  positions  till  their  strength  is  nearly  exhausted,  and 
at  very  great  risk  of  permanent  physical  injur}^  Some  resort  to  ridi- 
cule in  the  government  of  their  schools,  taunting  and  torturing  the 
feehngs  of  their  pupils  in  the  most  unfeeling  manner ;  holding  them 
up  to  the  derision  of  their  playmates  and  companions  ;  giving  them 
nick-names,  and  calling  them  dolts,  dunces  and  blockheads,  and  such 
other  vile  epithets  as  tjieir  vocabulary  may  furnish.  Such  discipline 
cannot  be  too  severely  reprehended ;  and  pupils  have  a  right  to  de- 
mand an  entire  exemption  from  such  barbarous  treatment.  Ridicule 
is  too  dangerous  a  weapon  to  be  employed  in  school  govenunent.  It 
can  never  be  used  in  safety.  The  sensitive  are  often  crushed  beneath 
its  withering  power.  Its  shaf\:s  penetrate  so  deeply  that  its  woimds 
seldom  heaL  It  should  be  discarded  as  unworthy  a  place  in  any  sys- 
tem of  moral  discipline.  Teachers  should  never  aim  to  huiniliate 
their  pupils — ^to  lesson  their  self-respect,  or  to  degrade  them  in  the  es- 
timation of  their  associates.  It  is  an  abuse  of  the  noblest  principles  of 
our  nature.  A  desire  for  the  esteem  of  the  wise  and  good  is  a  pow- 
erful auxiliary  in  the  formation  of  character.  It  should  never  be 
crushed  out  by  a  false  shame.  When  a  child  becomes  indifferent  to 
the  good  opinions  of  others,  or  loses  his  own  self-respect,  there  is  but 
little  hope  that  he  will  struggle  successfully  in  the  great  battle  of  life, 
and  rise  superior  to  the  temptations  and  trials  that  surround  him. 
For  "  often  times  notliing  profits  more  than  Bclf^ateem  grounded  on 
just  and  right.** 

Pupils  not  only  have  a  right  to  a  judicious  discipline  and  thorough 
instruction  from  their  teachers,  but  they  may  demand  to  be  ad- 
vanced from  a  lower  to  a  higher  class  just  as  fast  as  they  are  fiilly 
prepared  for  promotion.  This  cannot  be  denied  them  on  any  princi- 
ple of  justice  or  reason.  It  is  their  right ;  and  their  natural  guardians 
are  bound  to  protect  them  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  it.  There  is  not 
only  a  serious  loss  of  time  when  pupils  are  kept  back  when  they  ought 
to  be  promoted,  but  they  must  necessarily  form  indolent  habits  of 
study,  and  lose  much  of  that  laudable  ambition  which  eveiy  scholar 
must  possess.  Many  pupils  have  suffered  through  Ufe  on  account  of 
ill-judged  and  unwise  management  in  school.  There  is,  however,  an 
opposite  error,  which  cannot  be  too  carefully  guarded  against.  If  pu- 
pils are  urged  on  too  fest  and  beyond  their  ability,  they  either  become 
superficial  scholars  or  their  physical  healtli  suffers  in  consequence  of 
over-exertion.  Such  cases  are  of  too  frequent  occurrence,  especially 
in  our.  High  School.  Through  the  ambition  of  parents,  children  are 
often  pressed  forward  to  advanced  classes  before  they  are  prepared. 

Ch4irle9town.-^T\iQ  continued  changing  of  teachers  is  One  catL&e  of 
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failure  in  our  school  management.     Only  one  district  during  the  past 
year  has  employed  the  same  teacher  two  successive  terms. 

Tiverton. — One  school  has  long  been  among  the  most  backward, 
oy^ring  in  part  to  irregularity  of  attendance,  a  want  of  proper  interest 
on  the  part  of  parents,  incompetent  teachers,  and  unocupied  time  of 
scholars. 

Hichmond. — The  order  of  one  school  was  not  what  we  would  like 
to  see.  Perhaps  this  was  owing  to  the  crowded  state  of  the  room* 
The  committee,  alluding  to  another  school,  state, — ^that  owing  to  the 
want  of  proper  school  accommodations,  the  irregular  attendance 
of  the  scholars,  and  the  want  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents,  but 
little  progress  was  made. 

Smithfidd. — So  long  as  many  of  our  schools  are  not  sustained  dur- 
ing the  whole  year,  a  Sequent  change  of  teachers  perhaps  is  unavoid- 
able, but  the  most  careless  observer  may  see  its  unprofitableness,  while 
most  of  us  have  been  made  to  feel  it,  in  our  own  education.  .  Most  of 
the  schools  during  the  year  have  been  under  the  care  of  efficient  teach- 
ers ;  while  in  some  few  cases  there  have  been  mortifying  &ilures : 
&ilures  from  various  causes,  prominent  among  which  might  be  men- 
tioned the  unwise  practice  of  Trustees  employing  their  own  sons  and 
daughters  or  relatives  as  teachers  :  even  granting  *that  such  teachers 
are  mtellectually  qualified  for  such  schools,  the  prejudices  of  parents 
and  scholars  in  a  majority  of  cases  would  operate  against  the  good  or- 
der and  progress  of  such  schools. 

Again,  it  needs  no  prophet's  ken  to  predict  the  comparative  fidlure 
of  those  teachers  who  enter  the  profession  with  unenlightened  views 
of,  a  lack  of  enthusiasm  in,  and  no  real  love  for  the  woric :  others  fidl 
from  bending  all  their  energies  in  one  direction,  for  instance,  to  per- 
fect their  pupils  in  reading,  which  is  well  in  itself,  to  the  neglect  of 
other  branches ;  to  an  artistical  penmanship,  in  neglect  of  correct 
spelling,  and  a  proper  use  of  language  ;  to  a  perfection  in  discipline, 
while  every  thing  else  suffers.  Want  of  parental  co-operation  is  still 
an  element  of  unsuccess^  that  calls  imperitively  for  reform.  The  child 
is  very  likely  to  be  interested  in  that  which  interests  the  parent ;  and 
to  treat  with  indifference  that  which  the  parent  neglects. 

During  the  past  year  the  excitement  of  the  war,  no  doubt,  has  been 
unfikvorable  to  the  best  interests  of  our  schools,  for  children,  as  weU 
as  parents  and  teachers,  have  had  their  minds  pre-occupied  by  the  stir- 
ring events  of  the  times. 

BurrUhnlle* — Some  teachers  are  incompetent,  and  have  fiiiled  to 
discipline  and  govern  their  several  schools.  Some,  we  fear,  have  to* 
tally  fidled  to  do  a  most  important  part  of  their  work,  viz, : — ^to  im- 
prove the  morals  and  manners  of  their  pupils.  Scholars  have  been 
allowed,  in  some  instances,  to  use  both  profieme  and  obscene  language, 
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in  and  about  the  school-room.  Of  which  do  small  scholars  learn  most, 
at  such  schools,  good  or  evil  ?  This  is  an  important  question,  and 
should  be  duly  considered  by  teachers,  parents  and  school  officers. 

Some  teachers  have  been  altogether  too  mechanical  in  their  manner 
of  instruction,  which  makes  the  recitation  diy  and  uninteresting  to  the 
pupil — ^rather  a  task  than  a  pleasure.  We  have  also  noticed,  in  seme 
instances,  a  want  of  thorougimess,  especially  in  some  branches. 

The  committee  allude  to  a  teacher  who  partially  failed  because  she 
introduced  a  thorough  system  of  government  and  required  each  schol- 
ar to  well  improve  his  time.  The  result  was,  some  of  the  children 
were  displeased  and  their  parents  took  them  from  the  school-  Those 
who  regularly  attended  made  marked  improvement.  Had  this  teach- 
er manifested  more  love  for  her  pupils  and  been  more  social  with  their 
parents,  she  would  have  been  more  popular. 

Providence, — ^A  teacher  who  has  not  moral  power  enough  to  con- 
trol a  school,  and  enforce  obedience  without  the  constant  application 
of  the  rod,  has  unquestionably  mistaken  his  calling,  and  should  relin- 

auish  his  place  to  others  more  competent  to  discharge  its  responsible 
uties.  The  prevailing  fault  of  teachers  who  fedl  in  governing,  is  diat 
they  talk  too  much.  They  are  ever  threatening,  scolding,  ridiculing 
their  pupils.  Sometimes  they  are  very  harsh  and  severe,  and  at  oth- 
ers indulgent  in  the  extreme.  The  words  of  a  teacher  should  be  few, 
well  chosen,  and  full  of  meaning.  Dignitv  of  manner  and  firmness  of 
purpose  should  ever  be  united  with  a  mild  and  courteous  demeanor. 
Demands  given  in  an  angry  tone,  lose  more  than  half  their  force,  and 
often  arouse  a  rebellious  spirit,  while  gentleness  would  have  secured 
cheerful  obedience. 

There  are  some  cases  where  teachers  are  too  lenient  and  indulgent^ 
and  neglect  to  enforce  a  wise  discipline,  both  in  and  out  of  school. 
Such  schools  must  and  do  actually  suffer ;  their  pupils  soon  become 
disrespectfiil  and  impertinent,  and  neglect  their  most  important  duties. 

Ea^t  Greenmch, — ^When  we  see  between  forty  and  fifty  children 
crowded  into  a  room  not  more  than  large  enough  to  seat  comfortably 
half  that  number,  it  is  impossible  for  any  teacher  to  do  justice  to  him- 
self or  to  his  scholars.  When  the  room  is  dirty  and  noisy- — the  air 
impure,  and  the  temperature  too  hot  or  too  cold,  the  children  are 
languid  and  stupid,  and  uninterested  in  their  studies  and  impatient  to 
get  out  into  the  open  air. 

Johnston. — The  chief  cause  of  the  failure  of  teadiers  in  this  town 
to  bring  up  the  standard  of  education  at  once,  is,  that  teachers  are 
sometimes  engaged  but  one  term  in  each  school.  Changes  are  useful 
only  when  a  poor  teacher  makes  room  for  a  good  one. 

• 

Barrinffton. — The  winter  term  of  one  school  was  not  a  remarks^ 
ble  success,  inasmuch  as  a  young  man  was  imployed  as  teacher,  whose

competency^  in  government  at  least,  was  quite  insufficient.  Hence, 
the  school  was  brought  to  a  dose  earlier  than  it  otherwise  would  have 
been. 

Scituate. — The  committee  declare  that  the  failure  in  one  school  was 
because : — That  full  confidence  in  and  sympathy  for  each  other,  so  ne- 
cessary to  the  prosperity  of  a  school,  did  not  appear  to  be  fiilly  estab- 
lished between  teacher  and  scholars. 

Exeter, — It  seems  to  be  the  opinion  of  many  that  he  is  the  best 
tciacher  who  gets  his  scholars  over  the  ihost  pages  of  their  text-books. 
But  this  is  wholly  erroneous.  It  tends  to  be^t  poor  superficial  schol- 
ars. We  very  often  visit  schools  and*  find  scholars  nearly  through 
their  books,  who,  on  review,  are  found  to  know  but  very  little  of  what 
they  have  been  over.  Such  teaching  as  this  is  of  more  injury  than 
good.  It  not  only  occasions  a  waste  of  time,  but  engenders  in  the 
scholar  habits  really  detrimental,  aftd  which  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
correct.  No  class  should  be  allowed  to  leave  a  lesson  till  it  is  thor- 
oughly mastered  and  every  part  well  understood.  If  scholars  were 
taught  in  this  way,  in  afber  life  they  would  not  be  devoid  of  what  they 
thought  they  had  learned  in  their  school  days.  Many  teachers,  and 
especially  young  ones,  err  greatly  in  assigning  lessons  and  conducting 
recitations.  The  assigning  of  long  lessons  to  young  scholars,  has  a 
tendency  to  discourage  them ;  and  probably  this  is  one  great  reason  of 
so  many  scholars,  in  many  of  our  schools,  being  duU  and.  uninterested. 
They  at  first  make  a  vigorous  efibrt  to  perform  what  is  required,  but 
finding  they  cannot  do  so,  they  become  very  indifierent.  It  follows 
that  the  recitations  of  such  long  lessons  are  duU  and  lifeless. 

• 
Westerly, — The  committee  report,  in  regard  to  one  school,  as  fol- 
lows:— ^Irregular  attendance,  and  the  miserable  condition  of  the 
school-house,  are  among  the  reasons  why  this  school  does  not  compare 
more  fevorably  with  other  schools  in  town.  Had  the  teacher  been 
more  thorough,  stricter  in  discipline,  and  not  so  willing  to  do  the 
work  of  the  scholars,  we  think  the  benefit  would  have  been  greater 
and  more  permanent. 

■ 

Q-locester. — ^Instruction  in  primary  schools  is  the  most  important  and 
difficult  part  of  education,  and  that  which  receives  the  least  thought 
and  labor ;  but  which  should  receive  the  greatest  amount.  We  have 
found  that  this  class  of  scholars  have  not  usually  received  that  earnest 
attention,  which  is  so  necessary  to  lay  a  good  basis  for  education. 
Though  most  of  the  teachers  have  tried  to  interest  the  younger  schol- 
ars, yet  very  few  of  them  have  given  themselves  so  earnestly  to  the 
work,  or  so  well  understood  the  nature  of  the  mind  and  the  peculiar 
instruction  needed,  as  to  wake  up  and  discipline  that  mind,  and  secure 
the  highest  results.  Most  of  the  teachers  in  all  of  the  schools  pass 
sHghtly  over  the  studies  of  the  smaller  classes^  and  thus  fail  to  lay  a  good 
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foundation  for  a  practical  and  thorough  disciplme.  WbereaB  these 
classes  should  receive  by  far  the  greatest  share  df  the  attentioa  oi  the 
teacher. 


WHAT  TEACHERS  OUGHT  TO  BE,  AND  TO  DO. 

SmUhfield. — The  science  of  school  teaching  needs  to  be  better  un- 
derstoo({,  for  if  the  aspirant  to  such  an  office  thinks  he  can  take  up  the 
tools  of  the  scientific  teacher  with  but  little  previous  knowledge  of 
their  use,  and  succeed  in  properly  developing  and  moulding  the  d^cate 
structure  of  the  immortal  mind,  there  is  but  one  chance  in  a  thousand 
that  he  will  succeed,  for  but  very  few  have  the  rare  natural  ffSt  or 
faculty  of  guiding  the  minds  of  others.  The  teacher  should  have  do 
hobbies,  but  should  covet  earnestly  the  best  gifts  for  every  school-ro<»n 
du^.  • 

physiology  seems  to  be  almost  entirely  neglected  in  our  schools.  It 
certainly  is  a  subject  that  should  claim  attention,  if  a  knowledge  of 
one's  pnysical  self  and  laws  of  hygiene  are  of  any  consequence  to  the 
healthy  development  of  the  mind.  The  stupidity  in  the  school-room 
is  often  traceable  directly  to  the  utter  neglect  of  the  laws  of  physical 
health,  both  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  and  scholar,  and  it  is  deserviDg 
of  notice  that  some  of  our  school-rooms  are  yet  greatly  deficient  in  pro- 
per means  of  ventUatiany  and  eon^fartable  9itUng9  for  the  younger  suiol- 
ars. 

HdpkirUan. — ^Experience  and  observation  have  led  to  the  condusion, 
that  teachers  shoula  be  more  careful  to  bestow  on  the  younger  members 
of  their  school  the  share  of  attention  which  properly  belongs  to  them. 
Small  children  fii^uently  read  twice  or  three  times  a  day,  and  are  o^ 
ten  heard  by  larger  members  of  the  school,  thereby  depriving  them  of 
the  immediate  supervision  of  the  teacher  for  days  and  weeks,  and  lit- 
tle is  thought  of  the  matter,  which  is  not  as  it  should  be. 

Those  teachers  succeed  best  who  are  mild,  yet  firm  and  decided  is 
their  government,  with  flhv  rules,  properly  enforced,  and  those  refe^ 
ring  to  general  principles  of  conduct,  and  not  to  particular  ads. 
Where  every  motion  in  the  school-room  is  to  be  performed  by  given 
rules,  and  everv  deviation  is  an  offence,  it  is  obvious  that  a  great  por- 
tion of  the  teacher's  time  must  be  taken  up  in  enforcing  discipline,  or 
these  rules  become  useless,  for  a  law  without  a  penalty  is  a  dead  let- 
ter. 

Exeter. — It  is  all  imnortant  for  the  teacher  to  know  how  to  teach ; 
and  no  person  can  teacn  a  study  as  it  should  be  taught,  unless  he  un- 
derstands it  well  himself.  The  teacher's  motto  should  ever  be  short 
lessons  well  learned,  instead  of  long  lessons  poorly  learned ;  and  he 
should  have  daily  reviews  in  every  study  he  teaches.    And  we  woold 
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just  sngcest  to  parents  herei  that  when  yon  wish  to  estimate  what 
vonr  cMdren  have  learned,  never  calculate  from  the  books  they  have 
been  through,  but  from  what  they  know  independent  of  the  books. 

Richmond. — The  committee,  alluding  to  teachers,  take  this  occasion 
to  respect&lly  recommend  to  them  a  higher  standard  of  literary  qual- 
ification. 

Sdtuate. — ^Teachers  begin  to  learn  that  the  sum  of  their  duties  is 
not  in  giving  instruction  from  text  books,  in  some  limited  half  dozen 
different  sciences.  They  should  ever  be  watchful  over  the  interests  of 
those  placed  under  their  care,  and  improve  opportunities,  which  fre- 
quently occur,  to  impress  upon  their  minds  the  force,  and  thfe  irresis- 
tibility of  truth  and  fidelity  in  all  the  concerns  of  life.  They  should 
be  living  models  for  their  scholars  to  imitate,  and  should  convince 
them,  by  their  own  example,  that  rigM  is  the  greatest  source  of  pow- 
er, and  that  it  must  eventually  preveul  over  ignorance  and  wrong. 

The  laws  of  physical  health  should  be  carefully  observed  in  the 
school  room.  Good  health,  a  good  mind,  and  a  good  education,  are 
what  is  now  demanded  of  teachers.  A  spirit  of  enquiry  and  a  desire 
fi>r  knowledge  is  at  work  in  our  schools,  if  not  out  of  them,  which  is 
eveiy  year  bringing  forward  an  additional  number  of  teachers  to  con- 
test the  places  of  mose  who  have  preceded  them,  who  must  stand  or 
fall  by  their  own  merits,  and  unless  they  are  continually  advancing  in 
their  profession,  must  give  place  to  those  better  qualified  for  the  posi- 
tion. The  teacher  should  seek  his  own  interest  in  promoting  the  best 
interests  of  the  whole  community. 

Barrington. — ^Another  point  of  prime  importance,  is  that  of  morals 
and  manners.  Nothing,  like  obscenity  or  profaneness,  should  be  al- 
lowed within  the  precincts  of  the  school-ground.  Nor  that  alone ; 
the  impropriety  of  all  such  habits  anywhere  should  be  strenuously  and 
frequently  inculcated.  Conscience  also  should  be  cultivated,  as  well 
as  good  taste,  as  to  the  right  and  the  wrong  of  things  common  and 
practical ;  for  it  is  certainly  within  the  teacher's  province,  to  indicate 
the  sentiments  which  are  suitable  to  different  conditions,  and  circum- 
stances and  relations.  Reverence  for  things  sacred,  and  venerable, 
and  obligatory,  is  an  element  of  character  requiring  special  care. 
Whai  can  be  more  proper  than  respect  for  age  and  rightfiil  authority? 
Loyalty  too,  to  good  government,  m  the  &mily,  in  the  school-room, 
ana  in  the  State,  is  not  alone  a  matter  of  expediency,  but  a  matter  of 
right. 

Westerly. — Teachers  of  experience  are  too  apt  to  do  the  work  of 
scholars.  A  teacher  should  never  do  the  work  of  the  scholars ;  his  ef- 
forts should  be  to  make  them  able  to  help  themselves,  and  he  can  do 
it  in  no  more  direct  way  than  by  making  them  think  for  themselves 
and  depend  upon  their  own  powers.     Where  a  scholar  depends  upon 
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a  teacher  to  aid  him  in  whatever  he  has  neglected,  he  will  be  sure  to 
need  much  assistance,  and  receive  but  little  or  no  benefit.  Scholars 
should  be  encouraged,  but  never  assisted  in  their  work,  except  when 
they  could  not  by  any  reasonable  effort,  succeed  without  assistance. 
In  proportion  as  the  love  of  study  and  work  increases  in  the  school, 
will  good  order  and  progress  increase.  If  scholars  understand  that 
there  is  something  to  be  learned  besides  mere  words,  and  that  poor 
lessons  will  not  be  tolerated,  they  will  become  more  engaged  in  their 
studies,  and  necessarily  become  more  orderly,  from  the  feet  that  temp- 
tation flies  from  the  zealous  worker,  and  haunts  only  the  minds  of  the 
idle ;  and  instead  of  whipping  a  scholar  because  he  does  not  sit  still,  a 
stimulus  is  given  him  which  will  cure  many  of  the  evils  of  a  disorder- 
ly school  without  the  rod. 

Johnston. — Teachers,  in  order  to  accomplish  much,  should  cultivate 
ardor  and  enthusiasm.  They  should  teach  by  word,  by  tone,  by 
gesture   and  by  example,  in  and  out  of  school. 

North  Providence. — ^While  speaking  of  things  that  minister  to  im- 
provement, it  may  not  be  amiss  to  suggest  that  which  I  have  some- 
times mentioned  in  private :     That  all  our  teachers  should  take  a 
working  interest  in  whatever  elevates  their  profession — ^in  institutes, 
periodicals  and  Uterature  of  the  profession.     This  is  necessary  in  order 
that  the  teacher  should  be  alive  to  his  ever-deepening  responsibility  as 
the  cultivator  not  only  of  the  intellect  but  of  the  patriotism,  the  man- 
ners and  the  morals  of  future  generations,  in  order  that  his  own  mind 
may  be  progressive  and  awake,  ready  for  that  work  so  needed  in  all 
schools,  and  so  neglected  in  many,  the  waJdng  up  of  the  mind.     There 
is  reason  to  fear  that  children  go  to  some  of  our  primary  schools  to  be 
transformed  into  dull  automatons.     It  is  a  suboroinate  part  especially, 
of  a  primary  teacher's  work  to  hear  lessons,  and  the  one  who  can  find 
nothing  to  do  when  this  round  is  over  but  to  sit  down  and  keep  order 
till  the  hour  for  closing  arrives,  or  to  send  the  children  into  the  street 
without  waiting  for  that,  has  need  either  to  learn  greater  efficiency  or 
leave  the  profession.     It  is  hoped  that  teachers  of  the  grammar  schools 
will  hereafter  be  less  neglectful  of  the  regulation  which  requires  them 
to  give  femiliar  instruction  weekly  upon  Physiohffy^  Astronomy  and 
kindred  subjects.     They  should  do  this  both  for  the  sake  of  imparting 
a  few   important  truths,  of  which   otherwise  their  pupils   may  go 
through  hie  in  ignorance,  and  also  in  order  to  stimulate  to  farther  in- 
vestigation.    There  should  be  also,  in  every  school,  a  definite  portion 
of  time  set  apart  daily  for  general  exercise.     This  should  be  made  in- 
teresting, so  that  scholars  will  wait  for  it  with  desire,  and  receive  a 
stimulus  that  will  carry  them  better  through  all  their  other  lessons. 
Every  school   should  be  made   acquainted  with  the  historic  events 
which  are  daily  transpiring.     Sometimes  a  story  should  be  interesting- 
ly told ;  such  as  will  teach  some  lesson  of  industry,  of  kindness  and 
good  manners.     The  leaf,  the  flower,  the  fruit,  and  aU  the  familiar  ob- 
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jects  and  utensils  of  every  daj  life,  should  come  before  the  school  in 
tarn.  Their  origin,  structure,  color,  form  and  use  should  be  made 
the  subject  of  inquiiy  and  fkmiliar  conversation.  Children  may  be 
taught  to  go  through  life  with  their  eyes  and  ears  open.  Every  ob- 
ject should  be  suggestive  of  inquiry  or  knowledge.  All  nature  should 
speak  of  the  presence  of  its  Msiker.  And  this  is  one  part  of  the  work 
for  which  the  teacher  is  responsible  and  should  be  prepared. 

Warren. — Alluding  to  the  High  School,  the  committee  aiBrm  that 
moraUty  and  order  have  prevailed  throughout  the  year.  These  we 
deem  essential  elements,  without  which  no  school  can  prosper ;  for, 
when  either  are  allowed  to  be  trampled  upon  by  base  and  unprincipled 
scholars,  we  permit  a  demoralizing  agency  to  undermine  the  very 
foandation  of  our  common  school  system. 

Prompted  by  the  precept  and  example  of  their  patriotic  Principal, 
the  members  of  this  school  have  freely  contributed  both  time  and 
money  for  the  benefit  of  the  gallant  defenders  of  our  country. 

Cflocegter. — The  Committee  of  this  town  declare  that  many  primarj' 
school  teachers  seem  not  to  know,  that  not  the  understanding  and 
judgment,  but  the  perceptive  powers  and  the  imagination  are  the  most 
active  at  this  period ;  and  that  these  claim  the  first  attention  in  ele- 
mentary education.     The  child's  curiosity  is  very  early  awakened  to 
the  perception  of  external  objects;  he  wants  to  see  the  beautifiil  objects 
of  nature,  and  hear  its  sounds,  and  toMe  its  sweetness,  and  smeU  its 
fragrance,  and  feel  its  rough  or  smooth  qualities.      This  suggests  the 
true  idea  and  philosophy  of  early  education.     We  must  begin  with  the 
objects  of  nature,  their  form  and  colors  and  other  quaUties,  that  always 
interest  the  mind  of  a  child.      Hence  the  language  and  instructions 
and  illustrations  of  the  school  room  should  be  largely  pictorial,  or  the 
calling  up  of  the  objects  of  nature  and  their  qualities,  as  animals  and 
trees  and  the  natund  sciences.     The  child  cannot  reason  with  abstract 
numbers  and  characters ;  these  must  be  represented  to  him  bv  objects 
and  diagrams,  by  the  slate  and  blackboard.    Yet  some  of  the  teach- 
ears  scarcely  use  these  things  at  all  with  the  smaller  scholars.     In 
some  cases  we  saw  them  show  much  tact  in  boxing  their  ears  and  pull- 
ing the  hair,  as  if  to  force  out  their  ideas,  or  keep  them  firom  mischief; 
and  would  soon  have  to  repeat  the  same  operation.     Now  if  these 
teachers  had  understood  their  business  as  they  should,  instead  of  this 
rough  usage  they  would  have  brought  to  their  classes  some  objects  to 
interest  them ;  some  Ihcks  to  illustrate  the  square,  cube,  sphere,  and 
other  forms  of  nature  ;  some  cards  showing  the  different  lines  and  an- 
gles and  circles ;  or  some  beans  or  little  pebbles  by  which  to  count. 
They  should  at  least  see  that  every  one  has  a  slate  and  pencil^  and  set 
them  to  work  making  the  Utters^  both  printing  and  script ;  to  drawing 
upright,  slanting,  parallel,  curve  and  other  lines ;  pictures  of  animals, 
trees,  houses  and  the  human  face  ;  maps  of  the  door-yard,  field,  town. 
State  and  continent.     How  much  better  such  a  course  than  to  chill 
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the  Tery  life  out  of  a  child  by  a  cold,  stem  and  repulsive  manner ;  or 
to  let  them  ait  hours  without  employment  and  with  the  cheerless  idet 
of  doing  nothing.  In  one  school  we  saw  this  natoial  method  cariied 
snocessliillj  out,  and  the  deepest  interest  was  awakened  in  the  schol- 
ars* Oljeet  les90M  were  the  things  of  the  first  importance  toe  the 
smaller  classes ;  not  simply  for  diversion,  but  for  the  ffradual  grmA 
qf  the  mind  in  oburving  carefvUjfj  and  in  training  the  power  of  reasoii- 
ing. 

These  objects  were  taken  np,  not  in  scientific  terms  tlifft  the  scholar 
can  know  nothing  about,  but  in  visible  qualities  that  they  could  see. 

Some  ol^ect  in  the  school  room,  the  table  fi>r  instance,  was  chosen, 
and  the  teacher  not  only  pointed  out  its  peculiar  form  and  size  and 
color,  but  the  scholar  himself  was  required  to  go  to  the  table  and  pot 
hxB  hand  upon  the  cover  and  drawer  and  legs ;  tell  their  position,  hor- 
izontal and  perpendicular,  length,  breadth  and  height,  its  use,  ftc, 
and  other  questions.  Or  the  dock  might  be  the  object  lesson ;  and 
the  little  class  was  called  to  mention  what  they  could  see  of  it ;  each 
scholar  pointing  out  some  part  and  its  use,  as  &ce,  hands,  figores, 
glass,  pendulum,  case,  wheels,  &c.  So  tha  human  body — ^the  parts 
that  can  be  seen,  as  face,  eye,  ear,  mouth,  hands,  arms,  &c. ; — the 
five  senses  of  seeing,  hearing,  tasting,  &c.  Animals,  trees,  flowers, 
minerals,  metals,  water,  air  and  wind,  may  all  be  taken  np,  and  each 
made  the  subject  of  a  lesson.  Elementary  geography  may  also  be 
early  entered  upon  by  these  primary  classes,  if  the  teacher  will  take  it 
up  in  this  objective  way.  Instead  of  learning  dry  definitions  about 
spheres  and  poles,  and  physical  and  political  divisions,  that  the  child 
has  not  seen,  and  can  have  no  real  conception  of;  let  him  look  oat 
upon  nature  around  him ;  or  have  represented  to  him  by  maps  and 
pictures  the  valleys  and  hills  and  brooks  and  trees  and  animals  ;  draw 
them  on  the  slate  or  blackboard.  And  we  rejoice  that  a  book  of  thb 
kind  has  just  been  published  by  Lippincott  &  Co.,  Philadelphia,  firom 
the  pen  of  F.  A.  Allen,  principal  of  the  Normal  School,  Pa.  Wc 
would  call  the  attention  of  the  teachers  to  this  timely  work  for  prima- 
ry classes ;  especially  to  the  object  method  of  presenting  the  subject 

Numbers  should  be  taught  in  the  same  manner ;  yet  it  has  been 
done  by  a  few  only  of  the  teachers.  The  most  of  ihem  confined  the 
scholars  to  the  abstract  number,  and  the  Arabic  character  represent- 
ing it.  How  much  more  natural  to  begin  with  objects  and  connt 
them ;  to  take,  not  only  the  numerical  firame,  but  marbles,  pencils, 
pebbles,  or  beans,  and  hold  up  one  marble  in  one  hand  and  one  in  the 
other,  and  put  them  together,  and  tell  how  many  it  makes.  Let  them 
run  up  to  lO  and  then  back  to  nothing,  then  up  to  20  and  back  to 
nothing,  and  so  on  till  they  are  fiuniliar  with  single  things.  Then 
take  2  in  the  same  way,  and  then  8,  until  they  are  famifiar  with  thi 
process.  Then  let  three  marks,  for  instance,  be  made  on  the  board, 
and  the  figure  8  under  it,  to  represent  it ;  and  so  of  all  the  digits, 
until  they  are  familiar  with  the  objects  these  represent.  Hie  order  of 
units  may  he  illuetrated  in  the  same  way.     Putting  three  ones  dowih- 
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1,  1,  1,  teach  them  to  say,  not  one,  two,  three;  bat  first,  second, 
third  ;  that  is,  unit  of  first  order,  nnit  of  second  order,  and  teh  times 
larger  than  the  first,  and  so  on,  as  indicated  in  the  last  report.  Then 
let  them  put  one  bean  in  a  place  bj  itself  and  say,  first  pile ;  and  ten 
in  another  and  say,  second  pile,  or  second  order  of  nnits,  and  ten 
times  as  large  as  the  first,  and  so  on  until  they  arefiimiUar  with 
the  principle.  Let  them  then  go  over  small  numbers  in  addition, 
subtraction,  Jbc,  so  that  they  may  become  masters  of  those  numbers, 
and  the  teacher  would  receive  an  hundred  fold  greater  reward  for  his 
labor  than  in  the  usual  abstract  way. 

In  teaching  langua^;^  to  the  younger  classes  this  same  object  method 
should  be  pursued.     In  one  of  the  schools  this  method  is  successfully 
carried  out.     Words  that  represent  animals  and  objects  of  nature  are 
selected  as  in  the  first  part  of  Sargent's  Primer.     The  word  ape,  ot 
cat,  or  dog  may  be  chosen,  and  a  picture  of  it  is  shown  to  the  class  or 
made  on  tne  board,  and  then  the  name  is  written  out.     The  teacher 
took  a  brass  key  and  said,  "  What  is  this  ? "     "A  key."     She  then 
draws  the  shape  of  it  on  the  board  and  asks,  "  What  is  this  ? "     "A 
picture  of  a  key."     She  then  writes   the  word  and  asks,  "  What  is 
this  ?  "     *'  The  word  key  ;  "  first  pointing  to  the  key,  then  to  the  pic- 
ture, then  to  the  word  which  represents  the  key ;  this  was  the  true 
way  of  learning  the  use  of  written  language  to  that  class.     We  need 
not  aay  th&t  those  children  Were  deeply  interested  and  made  rapid  prog- 
ress. 

After  the  object-words  were  familiar,  the  letters  which  compose 
them  were  then  taken  up,  which  is  the  beginning  of  spelling.  Let 
the  teacher  give  the  90und  of  the  letter  A  in  ape,  or  A  in  cat,  and 
th^n  let  the  scholar  give  the  sound  and  make  the  letter,  pointing  out 
the  lines  that  compose  it,  until  they  are  familiar  with  simple  sounds 
and  with  all  the  letters.  Then  let  them  be  drilled  on  the  first  lessons 
in  spelling,  using  both  the  oral  and  written  method  until  they  arfe  fi»- 
miliar  with  them,  and  a  far  greater  progress  will  be  made  than  in  the 
old  way. 

A  reacting  cla89  may  be  first  taught  from  ike  board.  After  the  teach- 
er has  printed  the  word  cat,  let  one  of  the  class  tell  some  quality  of 
the  cat,  as  black  cat ;  and  some  other,  an  action  of  it,  as  the  cat  runs  ; 
HAothei^  adds — fest.  Then  the  words  are  written  out  in  a  fiiU  sen- 
tence, and  pronounced  in  clear  and  natural  tones,  giving  each  word 
distinctly — A  black  cat  runs  fast.  Let  them  be  drilled  each  day  in 
this  way,  sometimes  giving  the  sound  of  each  letter,  then  those  sounds 
united  to  form  the  word,  and  sometimes  reading  it  by  simply  calling 
the  vowel  sounds^  as  was  done  in  one  school  where  reading  was  suc- 
cessfully taught.  Great  pains  were  taken  by  a  few  of  the  teachers  to 
have  the  scholar  call  the  words  correctly,  naturally  and  fluently ; 
leading  him  to  feel  the  sentiment,  and  to  read  it  with  the  same  natu^ 
'al  tones  and  inflections  as  they  would  in  talking  about  it. 
We  found  but  little  of  this  trvte  mode  of  taking  up  this  subject  in  the

primary  classes  ;  or  of  pursuing  it  with  earnestness  in  orda:  to  lay  a 
good  foundation  in  the  higher  classes. 

In  one  or  two  cases  the  teacher  required  the  scholar  to  take  ap  the 
office  of  the  unn^ds  in  a  sentence,  as  in  the  one  above.  The  use  of  the 
word  blacky  he  said,  is  to  point  out  the  quaUty  of  that  color;  and  rum 
to  point  out  the  action  of  the  cat ;  and  fast  to  show  how  he  rtms  ;  and 
so  on.  This  should  be  a  frequent  exercise  in  small  classes.  He  would 
then  have  them  write  short  sentences  on  animals,  flowers,  &e.,  and 
point  out  the  use  of  the  different  words.  Then  they  were  required 
to  write  out  little  stories  and  incidents  in  simple  language  until  they 
come  to  express  themselves  correctly  and  easily  and  rapidly.  This 
couise,  properly  punued,  la:^^  a  goi  foundation  for  gnuuLar,  writing 
and  composition ;  but  is  carried  out  by  a  few  only  of  me  teachers  in  the 
smaller  classes. 

Let  them  arise  also  to  the  importance  of  the  playsieal  training  of 
the  small  scholars  ;  changing  their  positions,  practicing  vowel  sounds 
in  concert,  adopting  gymnastic  exercises,  as  well  as  the  culture  of  mu- 
sic and  drawing,  and  our  schools  would  be  the  most  attractive  places, 
and  the  source  of  all  beauty  and  strength  and  blessing. 

Providence. — Some  form  their  opinion  of  a  school  on  the  order  and 
quietness  of  the  school  room ;  others,  on  the  promptness  and  accuracy 
of  the  answers  at  the  examination,  without  taking  into  account  die 
amount  passed  over  during  the  term.  While  others,  still,  judge  of  a 
teacher's  fitness  by  his  abmty  to  govern  a  school  without  resort  to  cor- 
poral punishment,  and  the  relations  subsisting  between  him  and  his 
pupils.  It  \s  evident  that  if  either  of  these  tests  alone  be  applied,  an 
erroneous  judgment  will  be  formed  in  regard  to  the  true  condition  of 
the  school.  A  school  may  be  kept  iu  the  most  perfect  order,  and  the 
pupils  may  exhibit  great  miUtary  precision  and  exactness  in  all  their 
L^ns,  U  this  ,S^  be  sSel  by  the  sacrifice  of  valuable  time, 
and  by  severe  and  unjustifiable  means,  while  there  has  been  but  veiy 
little  progress  in  the  studies  of  the  school.  And  scholars  may  also  be 
so  trained  and  drilled  on  a  few  questions  and  answers  as  seldom  to 
make  a  mistake  at  an  examination.  The  principal  inquiry,  in  judg- 
ing of  the  character  of  a  teacher  or  a  school,  should  be,  in  the  first 
place,  to  ascertain  how  much  has  been  done  in  a  given  time,  and  then 
how  well  it  has  been  done,  and  by  what  means  it  has  been  accom- 
plished. And  where  there  has  been  a  reasonable  degree  of  progress, 
thoroughness  should  be  regarded  as  the  chief  excellence ;  for  without 
this,  the  labors  of  a  teacher  are  of  but  little  worth. 

But  pupils  also  have  rights  which  should  never  be  infiringed  upon 
or  overlooked.  These  are  as  sacred  and  inalienable  as  those  of  pa- 
rents or  teachers.  In  the  first  place,  they  have  a  right  to  the  services 
of  faithful,  competent  teachers,  in  every  way  qualified  to  impart  in- 
struction and  to  maintain  a  judicious  and  effective  discipline.  And 
they  have  a  right  to  demand  from  the  instructors,  at  all  times,  such 
kind  and  courteous  treatment  as  parental  wisdom  and  affection  would 
prompt. 
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BEHAVIOR  OF  SCHOLARS. 

JSarrington. — ^Behavior,  whether  at  home,  or  at  school,  on  the  high- 
way, or  in  the  House  of  prajer,  is  of  far  more  consequence  than  is 
sometimes  supposed.  It  does  make  a  difference  whether  one  is  dvil 
or  boorish,  respectfiil  or  the  reverse ;  and  the  common  opinion  of  peo- 
ple here  coincides.  No  one  thinks  as  fevorably  of  the  rude  as  of  the 
gentle ;  and  this  is  as  it  should  be.  Though  the  sprightliness  of  jouth 
is  pleasing  in  its  place,  and  should  be  encouraged  rather  than  sup- 
pressed, there  is  an  excess  of  levity  of  which  none  can  approve.  Pro- 
priety of  deportment  is  at  a  premium  in  all  good  society,  and  in  the 
business  relations  of  life,  as  well  as  others,  and  is  manifestly  a  legiti- 
mate part  of  education. 

Cf-locegter. — Scholars  should  receive  the  culture  of  good  manners 
as  well  as  morals.  By  the  cultivated  manners  of  some  of  the  teachers, 
and  the  proper  training  of  the  awkward  and  rou^h  habits  of  the  schol- 
ars, they  have  been  brought  to  what  is  gracefm  and  pleasing.  We 
are  said,  by  Europeans,  to  be  rouffh  and  unpolished  in  our  manners. 
This  should  not  be  longer  our  reproach.  There  is  no  more  import- 
ant part  of  education,  certainly  nothing  more  impressive  and  influ- 
ential in  society,  than  graceful  and  pleasing  manners.  And  the  first 
thing  to  be  done  is  to  have  teachers  who  shall  be  good  models  of  the 
gentleman  and  lady  in  the  school-room ;  not  rough  and  boisterous, 
but  gracefiil  and  mild  and  winning. 

But  what  shall  be  thought  of  a  teacher  who  is  filthy  in  his  habits 
before  his  scholars ;  sitting  with  his  feet  upon  the  desk,  or  crying  out 
^^  Halloa  there  T'  when  a  person  enters  the  room  ?  How  can  we  look 
for  becoming  manners  in  the  scholars. 

They  should  be  trained  in  reference  to  their  wneasy  and  restless^  as 
well  as  rough  and  boorish  habits.  Scholars  should  know  how  to  sit  still 
daring  recitation. 


SCHOOLHOUSES- 

Q-locester. — As  for  years  they  have  fiuled  to  build  a  house  in  Dis- 
trict No.  2,  the  Hon.  Daniel  Evans  has,  at  his  own  expense,  erected 
a  neat  and  convenient  house,  and  given  the  use  of  it  to  the  district ; 
and  a  school  has  been  taught  in  it  during  the  four  winter  months. 
The  district  is  certainly  under  great  obligations  to  him  for  such  a  gen- 
erous outlay  of  time  and  expense ;  and  it  is  hoped  they  will  soon  lay 
a  tax  on  the  property  of  the  district  and  pay  for  the  house,  and  cany 
forward  a  prosperous  school. 

District  No.  8  has«eIso  built  a  pleasant  and  well  finished  house  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  have  had  a  successiul  school  in  it  for  the  four  win- 
ter months. 
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ScUuate. — In  district  No.  8,  the  appearance  of  the  school  was  much 
better  than  that  of  the  house*  In  )Ao.  11,  the  house  is  small,  incon- 
venient, and  delapidated. 

It  is  the  special  duty  of  trustoes  to  snpplj  their  sehoot-rooms  witli 
the  necessary  fixtures  at  the  expense  of  the  district  If  you  wiiii 
your  children  to  iorm  habits  of  neatness  and  order,  the  least  you  can 
do  for  them  is  to  make  it  possible  by  furnishing  them  with  the  means. 
Eyery  schoolroom  should  be  furnished  with  ibot-mats  and  scrapers, 
sinkSf  wash-basins,  towels,  mirrors,  brooms,  composed  of  something 
besides  a  handle,  water-pails,  drinking-cups,  and  a  suitable  box  for 
fixel.  And  as  the  temperature  of  the  room  has  an  important  influ- 
ence upon  the  health,  convenient  ventilators  are  needed  to  admit  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  pure  air,  which  should  be  heated  by  a  good  stove, 
to  a  proper  temperature,  indicated  by  a  thermometer.  And  to  rego* 
late  the  intensity  of  light,  the  windows  should  have  curtains  or  blinds, 
or  both  attached  to  them.  In  the  study  <^  geogn^hy,  a  map  of  the 
State,  of  the  United  States,  of  the  world,  and  a  globe,  are  almost  in- 
dispensable. Some  of  our  schoolro(»ns  contain  nothing  of  the  kind 
except  a  solitary  map  of  Rhode-Island,  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the 
State.  Mathematical  problems  cannot  be  well  illustrate  witont  the 
use  of  a  blackboard,  and  geometrical  solids  or  diagrams  ;  and  where 
investigations  are  going  on,  differences  of  opinion  will  arise,  and  schol- 
ars may  sometimes  doubt  the  correctness  of  the  teacher's  explanations. 
In  such  cases  it  is  well  to  have  ^^  a  power  behind  the  throne,"  in  the 
shape  oi  a  ocmiprehensive  dictionary  to  which  they  can  appeal  for  a 
final  decision.  A  bell  and  clock  encourage  system  and  punctoality  on 
the  part  of  teacher  and  pupils,  and  a  few  chairs  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  teachers  are  quite  convenient. 

One  day  spent  in  profitable  labor,  by  all  the  people  residing  in  your 
district,  would  command  sufficient  capital  to  purchase  all  the  arddes 
^otumerated,  which  would  greatly  fiicilitatc  the  improvem^it  of  your 
children.  Shall  it  be  said  that  you  are  unwilling  to  contribute  diat 
amount  for  their  benefit  ?  School-rooms  whose  walls  are  bare  and 
unattractive  as  those  of  a  prison,  will  aid  but  little  in  developing  the 
minds  of  your  children. 

Johnston. — ^In  district  No.  15,  the  Hon.  Henry  M.  Young,  has 
generously  erected,  for  the  benefit  of  the  risina;  generatimi,  a  neat  and 
commodious  scboolhouse.  An  examfde  wordiy  of  imitation  abroad, 
and  admijraticm  at  home. 

North  Providtnccr^omB  schooUrooms  in  our  town  are  too  much 
crowded ;  suggesting  the  need  of  enlarged  accommodations. 

West  Oreenmch. — ^The  building,  that  is  used  for  a  school-room  in 
district  No.  4,  was  erected  and  used  perhaps  as^  kind  of  workshop, 
wood«0hed,  &g.,  but  having  beo<Hne  unfit  for  those  purposes  it  wai 
sometime  since  converted  into  a  school  house.     Now,  in  tJie  opinion 
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of  the  Committee,  it  is  not  right  to  spend  the  paUic  money  m  main- 
taining a  school  under  such  circumstances. 

Some  of  the  schoolhouses  (or,  rather,  places  where  schools  are 
kept}  in  our  town  deserre  special  attnention ;  and  if  the  parents  who 
send  ihm  children  to  these  uncomfortable  and  unhealthy  places  were 
obliged  to  go  themselves,  and  sit  during  the  six  school-hours  of  the 
day  upon  slab  benches,  without  any  backs,  and  in  some  cases  so  high 
that  their  feet  could  not  touch  the  floor,  besides  suffering  many  other 
inconveniences  of  which  we  will  not  speak,  we  think  without  doubt, 
th^re  would  be  improvements  effected  without  lengthy  delays.  Par 
rents  should  bear  in  mind  that  a  good  school  house  is  indispensable  to 
a  good  school,  and  that  no  teacher,  however  well  qualified,  can  enter 
a  8chool-*room  where  there  are  no  conveniences,  either  of  comfort  or 
luxury,  and  teach  a  good  schooL  Besides  this,  a  low,  ill*ventilated, 
ill-eeated,  ill-*constmcted  schoolroom  is  extremely  detrimental  to  the 
health  and  proper  development  of  both  body  and  mind ;  and  while 
we  are  glad  to  report  that  in  a  majority  of  the  districts  of  the  town 
the  schoolhouses  are  in  a  good  condition,  we  are  sorry  to  say  that  in 
a  few  th^  are  far  from  being  so,  and  should  receive  immediate  atten- 
tion. We  refer  especially  to  Districts  No.  4,  7  and  8.  We  want 
good  schoolhouses,  good  teachers  and  good  schools  in  West  Green- 
wich. 

Sx^ter.*^--Anothev  great  hindrance  to  the  promotion  of  our  schools, 
is  caused  by  the  poorness  of  many  of  the  scnoolhouses.  A  hovel  for 
a  schoolhoose,  is  a  low  characteristic  in  a  district ;  and  certainly  many 
of  the  schoolhouses  in  our  town  are  better  calculated  for  a  shelter  for 
cattle,  than  for  a  school. 


BurriUviHe^r^^A  portion  of  the  schoolhouses  is  unfit  for  school  pur^ 
poses.  Thi|  is  true  of  the  schoolhouses  in  Districts  No.  1  and  15« 
We  are  happy,  however,  to  learn  that  an  effort  is  being  made  to  se- 
cure a  better  house  in  District  No.  1 ;  and  we  hope  me  effort  will 
result  in  building  a  new  and  suitable  house.  The  house  in  District 
No.  12  is  too  small,  affording  no  proper  space  for  recitations,  nor 
place  for  the  stove.  The  seats  in  this  house  are  awkward  and  badly 
arranged.  District  No.  11  is  destitute  of  a  house  that  will  accomo- 
date more  than  a  firaction  of  its  number  of  scholars. 

CaventTy. — ^There  is  one  district  in  our  town  that  has  no  scliool- 
house.  The  old  one  having  been  destroyed  by  fire,  and  the  inhabi- 
tants cannot  agree  to  build. 

JEiZit  Greemvieh — 'In  districts  Noe.  1,  2,  and  5,  the  schoolhouses 
are  in  good  condition ;  but  in  the  two  western  districts,  Nos.  3  and  4, 
it  is  highly  necessaiy  that  something  be  done.  The  schoolhouses  in 
these  districts  are  out  of  rq)air,  and  stand  in  the  road  without  any  in- 
closure.    Their  location  should  be  altered,  or  better  houses  built. 
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This  done,  the  scholars  will  derive  full  benefit  from  the  money  which 
is  now  in  a  great  measure  wasted. 

New  Shareham. — ^In  district  ^o.  4,  the  schoolhoose  is  too  small, 
and  the  scholars  too  numerous,  so  that  the  school  was  not  e£Bcient  or 
pleasant. 

The  schoolhouses,  with  the  exception  of  No.  4,  are  in  ordinarily 
good  condition,  but  all  too  small  for  the  number  of  pupils* 

Richmond. — ^In  district  No.  7,  the  room,  where  the  school  is  kqpt, 
is  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  used. 

Westerly. — The  schoolhouses  and  outbuildings,  throughout  the 
town,  with  two  exceptions,  are  in  good  order,  and  well  cared  for. 
The  external  appearance  of  the  house  in  District  No.  4  is  very  cheer- 
ful, and  the  location  pleasant ;  but  the  internal  arrangements  are  vety 
inconvenient  and  uncomfortable.  The  house  in  District  No.  6  de- 
mands a  thorough  repairing  and  cleansing  before  being  suitable  for 
either  teacher  or  schmars.  The  doors  are  broken,  the  benches  badly 
defaced,  and  the  general  appearance  of  the  room  is  any  thing  but 
cheerfiil.  Next  to  a  good  teacher,  in  the  work  of  education,  is  a  good 
schoolhouse.  We  hope  the  houses  in  these  two  Districts  will  receive 
the  immediate  attention  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  that  eveir 
thing  necessary  will  be  done  to  make  them  cheerfiil,  convenient,  com- 
fortable, and  inviting.  Let  the  parents  see  to  it  that  their  part,  is 
providing  a  good  education  for  their  children,  is  weU  performed. 

Cumberland, — ^The  schoolhouse  in  Jencksville,  and  that  in  district 
No.  18,  have  been  repaired. 

Too  many  of  our  schoolhouses  are  located  by  the  roadside  on  very 
limited  lots,  without  yards  or  play-grounds  belonging  to  them. 

Charlestatpn. — No  improvements  have  been  made  upon  any  of  the 
schoolhouses  in  the  town  during  the  past  year,  though  some  of  them 
are  in  a  bad  condition.  District  No.  2,  having  already  the  best  school- 
house  in  town,  has  recently  voted  a  tax  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
and  fiimishing  said  house. 


DUTIES  OF  SCHOOL  OFFICERS- 

Richmond. — ^Trustees  should  bestow  more  care  in  the  selection  and 
employment  of  teachers.  It  is  not  enough  for  them  to  ascertain  the 
salary  per  month.  They  should  decide  in  their  opinion  whether  the 
personal  appearance  and  manners  of  the  applicant  are  such  as  would 
entitle  him  to  the  respect  and  esteem  of  the  scholars  over  which  he  is  to 
preside.  They  should  ascertain  where  he  has  obtained  his  educati(Hi 
and  his  literary  qualifications  for  the  position.     They  should  make  all 
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proper  inquiries  in  relation  to  his  moral  character.  Having  satisfied 
themselves  on  aU  these  points,  and  that  the  applicant  is  well  qualified, 
they  may  then  employ  him  as  cheaply  as  possible. 

Smithfidd. — Some  schools  have  been  mortifying  fidlures :  failures 
from  various  causes,  prominent  among  which  might  be  mentioned  the 
unwise  practice  of  Trustees  employing  their  own  sons  and  daughters 
or  relatives  as  teachers  :  even  granting  that  such  teachers  are  intellec- 
tually qualified  for  such  schools,  the  prejudices  of  parents  and  schol- 
ars in  a  majority  of  cases  would  operate  against  the  good  order  and 
progress  of  such  schools ;  and  especially  if  such  teachers  were  brought 
up  in  the  same  district,  and  educated  at  the  same  school,  the  obstacles 
in  the  way  of  success  would  be  increased  ten  fold. 

Hxeter. — ^Every  district  should  aim  to  procure  the  best  qualified  man 
among  them  for  their  trustee ;  one  who  is  qualified  to  judge  of  the 
requisites  relative  to  a  good  school,  and  such  too  as  will  exhibit  a  lively 
interest  for  the  promotion  of  the  school.  That  trustee  who  thinks  his 
duties  done  after  hiring  his  teacher,  who  never  calls  to  see  the  school, 
nor  cares  anything  about  the  comforts  and  conveniences  of  the  teacher, 
is  unfit  for  the  business,  and  is  a  moth  to  the  school.  That  person 
who  thinks  too,  more  of  the  wages  he  pays  than  the  qualifications  of 
the  teacher,  is  just  as  fit  for  trustee  as  would  be  a  boy  ten  years  old, 
to  make  and  administer  the  laws  of  om-  comitry. 

Every  trustee  should  aim  to  procure  a  competent  teacher.  He 
should,  brfore  the  commencement  of  the  school,  see  that  the  house  is 
in  good  condition  for  a  school ;  should  make  arrangements,  if  possible, 
to  have  the  teacher  boarded  at  one  place.  Should  by  all  means  have 
the  fuel  for  burning  provided  before  the  beginning  of  the  school ;  and 
such  too  as  is  fit  to  bum.  Should  vi|it  the  school  oflen,  and  encour- 
age others  tonrisit  it.  In  short,  his  value  to  the  school  is  next  to  the 
teacher. 

BurrilhnUe.  One  serious  diflBculty  in  this  town,  which  operates 
against  the  interests  of  the  schools,  is  the  too  common  practice  of 
choosing  for  trustee  the  man  who  can  be  induced  to  accept  the  office, 
rather  than  the  one  best  qualified  for  it.  So  long  as  this  practice  ob- 
tains, your  schools  will  be  inefficient.  Important  duties  are  his,  and 
important  responsibilities,  too.  If  he  be  fit  and  fiiithful,  his  influence 
and  services  will  be  worth  very  much  to  his  district. 

Westerly. — The  committee  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  trustees  in 
the  several  districts  to  their  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Revised  Statutes, 
Chapter  65,  Section  2 ;  Chap.  67,  Sect.  1  and  2  ;  and  Chap.  71,  Sect. 
6,  which  are  as  follows : 

^^  They  (the  trustees)  shall  provide  school-rooms  and  fiiel,  and  shall 
^^  visit  the  schools  twice  at  least  durmg  each  term,  and  notify  the  com- 
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^*  mittee  or  tnperintendent  of  the  time  of  cpeaomg  and  elofiing  the 
**  school. 

No  person  shall  be  employed  in  any  town  to  teach  as  principal  or 
assistant  in  any  school,  supported  entirely  or  in  part  by  the    public 
money,  unless  he  has  a  certificate  of  qualification,  s%ned  either  by 
^^  the  school  committee  of  the  town,  or  by  some  person  or  persons  ap- 
pointed by  said  committee. 

Such  certificate,  unless  annulled,  if  signed  by  the  school  commit* 
*^  tee,  shall  be  valid  within  the  town  for  one  year. 

^^  Any  ofiicer  who  shall  make  any  fiilse  certificate,  or  appropriate  anv 
*^  public  money  to  any  purpose,  not  authornsed  by  law,  or  who  shall 
^^  refiise  for  a  reasonable  charge  to  give  certified  copies  of  any  official 
*^  paper,  or  to  account  or  deliver  to  his  successors,  any  accounts,  pa- 
pers, or  money  in  his  hands,  or  shall  willfully  or  knowingly  refuse 
lo  perform  any  duty  of  his  office,  or  violate  any  provisions  of  any 
^Maw  regulating  public  schools,  except  where  a  particular  penalty  may 
^*  be  prescribed,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
^^  imprisoned  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  shall  be  liable  to  suit  for 
'*  damages  by  any  person  injured  thereby." 


BAD  EFFECTS  OF  UNEQUAL  SCHOOL  TERMS. 
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SeUuate. — We  think  that  more  uniformity  in  the  several  dii 
with  regard  to  the  time  of  commencing  and  closing  their  schools, 
should  be  adopted.  At  present,  our  schools  vary  in  this  respect  four 
or  five  weeks,  which  makes  it  very  inconvenient  to  visit  diem  as  the 
law  requires.  Some  schools  have  vacations  of  uncertain  duration^ 
others  have  none.  This  splitting  a  term  in  the  middle  for  a  vacation, 
or  piecing  it  out  at  the  end,  is  iy>t  very  beneficial  to  our  schools,  and 
puts  the  visiting  committee  to  considerable  inconvenience  in  ascertain- 
ing when  the  term  will  finally  close,  in  order  to  make  the  last  visit  at 
the  proper  time.  We  would  here  remark,  that  as  a  loss  of  time  dur- 
ing the  term  is  sometimes  unavoidable,  and  as  trustees  do  not  always 
determine,  at  the  time  of  hiring,  how  long  their  schools  will  condnoe, 
teachers  should  give  the  visiting  committee  seasonable  notice  of  the 
time  when  their  schools  will  close.  But  in  order  to  secure  more  uni- 
formity as  to  the  time  of  commencing  and  closing  the  schools, — 
taking  into  consideration  the  customs  of  difierent  districts,  and  their 
wants  and  resources, — we  have  decided  to  reccommend  the  following

tfamt  scholars  can  learn  bat  little  if  they  try ;  and  the  Fall  vacatioft)  at 

a  BiMtable  time  to  prepare  for  wimter^  This  arrangement  WiMdd  ftbniish 

a  greater  amount  of  schooling  in  each  year,  requiring  a  less  number 

of  yean  to  obtain  an  education,  which  would  lessen  the  numbtt  of 

Bcfaolars  in  the  sdioola,  some  of  which  are  beeoming  too  taurge  for  one 

teadier  to  instruct  to  advantage*    Furnishing  constant  employmttlt, 

it  would  hiduce  Oinnpetent  penons  to  make  teaching  a  p^ma&eiit 

bonness.    Districts  would  save  ihe  interest  on  their  tBLonef  now  lying 

onemployed  in  the  treasury,  and  the  town's  money  couM  be  app<»s 

taoned  to  the  several  districts  more  justly  than  at  present*    Besuiea, 

ikne  visits  required  of  the  Oommittee  could  be  made  at  convenient 

times.    As  our  terms  are  now  anunced,  l^e  vbits  have  to  be  made 

in  the  midst  of  the  busiest  seasons  of  &s  yeaTi  whidi  pir«nMai  patients 

from  attending  at  the  same  time. 


Ifhrth  Prvvidmee^r^Thete  are  other  tfaingSi  not  d«piftd]n|  Oft  the 
teachers,  which  would  increase  the  efficiency  of  our  sdltdds*  The 
Ipolicy  of  having  sotne  veiy  long  terms  and  thi^  a  teiy  ahort  Me 
aeems  justly  questionaUe.  The  third  month  of  a  tenai  is  gcnendly 
worth  more  than  the  first  or  even  the  second,  but  in  ^xambuuicii, 
where  the  term  has  gone  beyond  the  third  month,  it  ia  freqnentlv 
found  that  weariness  has  lessened  the  iuterest  aitd  Mecgy  of  both 
teacher  and  pupils. 


EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

Af^mdmce^-^^x  fiivenintf  Sohoola  were  opened  milka  id  of  0e- 
Qcmber^  and  continued  untif  the  12th  of  Febmaty,  a  tern  of  naafy 
eleven  weeks.  About  one  liiousand  peieou  reodvod  instruociott. 
Mr.  Reuben  A*  Guild,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Evening 
Schools,  in  his  report  says : — ^^  The  average  age  of  the  scholars  has 
been  eighteen ;  the  average  attendance,  seven  hundred.  As  a  general 
rule,  children  under  10  or  12  have  been  excluded,  and  also  such  as 
were  known  to  be  able  to  attend  the  day  schools, — ^the  object  of  the 
evening  schools  being  to  supply  a  positive  want,  or,  in  other  words,  to 
give  the  rudiments  of  an  eaucation  to  such  of  our  pbpulation  as  are 
prevented,  by  age  or  circumstances,  from  attending  upon  the  ordinary 
means  of  instruction  during  the  day. 

*^As  an  illustration  of  the  character  and  influence  of  our  evening 
schools,  the  following  statistics  from  the  Third  Ward,  Pioneer  Hall, 
may  be  found  interesting.    Number  of  scholars  admitted,  202,  viz., 
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boys,  114;  girls,  88.  Average  attendance,  118;  oldest,  36;  yonng- 
est,  9.  Average  age,  17.  Nativity  of  the  scholars:  Irish,  180; 
Americans,  11 ;  English,  7 ;  French,  2 ;  Russian,  1 ;  Scotch,  1.  hi 
the  beginning,  it  seemed  doubtful  whether  anything  in  the  w^ay  of  I 
evening  instruction  could  be  accomplished  in  this  locahty,  so  great  wtf 
the  disorder  and  confusion.  But  the  quiet,  persevering  efforts  d 
teachers,  acquainted  with  their  duties  and  thoroughly  devoted  to  thei 
work,  soon  accomplished  what  no  police  force,  or  any  force  whatever, 
could  possibly  have  accomplished.  Cheerfulness,  good  order  and  at- 
tention prevuled.  The  result  has  been  a  great  and  marked  improve- 
ment in  study,  as  also  in  character  and  general  appearance.  One  man 
who,  three  months  ago,  could  not  read  the  smiplest  lesson  in  the 
Primer,  has  advanced  so  &r  as  to  be  able  to  read  quite  flaentJj  the 
daily  papers.  The  same  also  of  a  class  of  boys  and  girls,  who,  dar- 
ing the .  term,  have  been  advanced  to  the  Third  Header.  Another 
dass  of  boys,  who,  four  weeks  ago,  were  working  out  their  first  suns 
in  Arithmetic,  are  now  able  to  work  quite  readily  in  Addition,  Sub- 
traction and  Multiplication.  The  experience  of  this  school  has  beeii- 
in  most  respects,  the  experience  of  all.    *    *    *    * 

SmithfieUL — ^A  few  public  spirited  individuals  by  their  praise-vrortfay 
generosity,  during  the  past  winter,  have  sustained  firee  evening  schools, 
which  have  been  attended  with  marked  results  for  good.  Manv  cf 
the  French  scholars,  both  children  and  adults,  have  made  rapid  im- 
provement in  various  English  branches.  Reading,  spelling,  writing, 
grammar  and  arithmetic  lu^ve  been  taught.  The  school  at  SktersTiIIe, 
sustained  by  Messrs.  J.  &  W.  Slater,  for  88  evenings  durii^  16  weeks, 
had  a  total  attendance  of  116,  an  average  attendance  of  77. 

The  school  at  Forestdale,  sustained  by  the  Forestdale  Manu&ctm^ 
ing  Co.,  for  18  evenings,  during  9  weeks,  had  a  total  attendance  of 
85,  an  average  of  SO. 


-  Newport. — ^The  evening  schools,  under  the  gratuitous  care  of  Miss 
Murray,  assisted  bjr  several  others,  whose  benevolence  is  worthy  of 
praise,  are  accomplishing  great  good  among  a  dass  who,  without  Uieir 
land  efforts,  would  be  aSiiost  destitute  of  instruction.

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL 


^o  Hie  HiMordhU  General  Assembly : 

In  conformity  to  the  law  of  the  State,  the  Trustees  of  the  Normal 
School  respectfully  suhmit  their  third  annual  report : 

The  term  for  which  Hon.  Samuel  G.  Arnold  and  Rev.  T.  Shepard 
were  elected  having  expired,  and  the  former  gendeniaii  declining  a 
re-election,  A.  H.  Dumont,  D.  D.,  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
The  terms  for  which  Rev.  John  Boyden  and  William  Goddard,  Esqr., 
w^re  elected  will  expire  previous  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this 
Board.  It  will  be  necessary  that  your  Honorable  body  should  take 
action  in  the  premises  previous  to  tne  first  of  April  next. 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  thus  constituted  have  giveti  their  attention 
to  the  afiairs  of  the  school  especially  coikimitted  to  their  supervision, 
according  to  the  requisitions  of  the  statute,  and  are  happy  to  report 
its  increasing  prosperity  and  usefiilnesd  under  the  continued  care  of 
the  same  Pnncipal  and  Assistants. 

During  the  past  year,  by  order  of  the  Trustees,  the  sum  of 
$90.00  has  been  expended  in  a  valuable  addition  to  the  Philosophical 
Apparatus^  chiefly  in  the  department  of  Electricity.  The  department 
of  natural  sdence  is  now  well  suppUed  with  the  means  of  giving  a 
competent  practical  demonstration  of  its  elementary  principles. 

V  aluable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Library  during  the  year, 
among  which  are  the  following :  Prescott's  Philip  II,  8  vols.,  Pat- 
ton's  United  States,  Harris  on  Insects,  Marsh's  Lectures  on  English 
Language,  Bayard  Taylor's  Travels  in  Norway  and  Sweden ;  also. 
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his  Travels  in  Afirica, — ^British  Poets,  10  toIs.,  AUbone's  Dictioiiaiy 
of  Authors,  Lippincott's  Gazetteer.  The  Encyclopedia  Britanica  is 
now  complete.  Thifteen  yolmnes  of  Reports  <^  die  Massachusetts 
Board  (^Education  have  been  received. 

There  are  now  rising  of  1700  volumes  of  well  selected  books  be- 
longing to  the  school  and  subject  to  the  dailv  use  of  the  pupils,  to^ 
geSer  with  a  variety  of  maps  and  charts  of  the  Litest  an<r  most  ap 
proved  authors. 

During  the  past  year  84  diflbrent  pap3s  have  been  registered  as 
members  of  the  school  f(V  one  or  more  terms.  Of  the  twdve  young 
men  in  the  school  during  the  last  (the  Fall)  term,  ten  are  now  teadn 
ing  in  this  State,  the  ouier  two  are  yet  in  the  institution.  Indeed, 
the  applications  for  teachers  exceedea  the  abiUtj  of  the  Principal  to 
supply  the  number  called  for.  This  &ct  evinces  that  a  Normal  trains 
in^  is  becoming  more  and  more  a  dm  jva  fum  in  the  demand  of  the 
piu)lic,  in  such  as  are  sought  for  the  responsible  employment  of  teadn 

males  and  88  females,'^'«  larger  number  than  has  been  collected 
during  any  single  Quarter  since  the  school  has  been  located  in  this 
town.  • 

There  is,  to  some  extent,  a  misapprehension  as  to  the  studies  proper 
to  be  pursued  in  an  institution  founded  for  the  sole  purpose  cf  train- 
ing young  men  and  women  to  take  charge  of  public  schools.  Letters 
of  inquiry  not  unfrequently  come  to  hand,  wishing  to  know  if  Latin 
and  the  higher  mathematics  are  taught,  and  in  some  instances,  on  be- 
iag  correcUy  informed^  applicants  have  fiuled  to  attend. 

From  the  nature  of  the  case.  Normal  Schools  must  be  limited  to  the 
general  scope  of  studies  pursued  in  our  Public  Schools  and  the  best 
mode  of  teaching  them.  That  teachers  may  begin  ri^tly  with  their 
primary  classes,  it  is  essential  that  they  should  submit  to  a  thorcnigfa 
drilling  in  the  primary  principles  of  an  education.  Many  who  enter  this 
school,  thinking  themselves  well  posted  up  in  the  common  branches  <^ 
reading,  spelling,  geography,  grammar,  arithmetic,  Ac,  soon  find  that 
their  knowledge  of  tliese  stu£es  is  venr  superficial — ^that  they  have 
never  critcally  understood  fundamental  principles  in  any  of  them. 
Nor  is  it  simply  to  explore  fundamental  principles  that  Normal  disci- 
pline is  needed.  Tne  best  method  of  explaining  tbem — ^the  mort 
intelligible  annunciation  of  questions  to  draw  fi>rth  the  appropriate  an- 
swers firom  the  pupils,  are  also  matters  of  primary  importance,  and  re- 
ceive constant  attention  in  each  department.  For  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  branches  taught,  we  here  subjoin  a  schedule  of  the 
order  of  exerdaes  during  the  W  inter  Term,  now  about  closing :

During  the  jrear  tlie  graduates  and  pupils  of  the  insdtutioii  have 
tmited  under  a  compact  called  the  Rhode  Island  .Normal  Association, 
for  the  cultivation  of  mutual  &iendsMp  and  improrement  in  pro- 
moting the  reqmnsible  objects  of  their  profession.  Th^  first  con- 
ventiou  was  held  at  the  Normal  Hal],  Sept.  4Ui,  1832,  at  which  Rer. 
D.  Goodwin  delivered  an  instructive  discourse.  A  collation  was  pro- 
vided, and  followed  by  s^ropriate  addresses  hj  several  invited  guests. 
These  gatberines  are  expected  to  be  repeated  jear^. 

Dormg  the  nme  years  of  the  existence  of  ttus  Institution,  561  pu- 
pils have  been  admitted  to  share  in  its  advantages.  Every  town  in 
the  State,  with  bat  one  exception,  has  been  represented  within  its 
halls.  Ninety-five  from  other  States  have  been  admitted  as  pupils, 
many  of  whom  have  subsequently  taught  within  the  limits  of  Khode 
Island. 

In  cooclosioD  we  would  say  that,  the  various  apartments  provided 
for  the  school  are  sufficiently  capadous  fin-  the  accommodation  of  one 
hundred  scholars.  The  Faculty  of  inBtruction — an  accomplished 
Friudpal,  and  two  experienced  Assistants,  are  fiiUy  adequate  to  the 
instruction  and  care  of  this  number.  Suitable  boarding  at  convenient 
distances,  and  on  reasonable  terms,  can  be  obtained.  May  we  not  in- 
dulge the  hope  that  the  increasing  interest  now  manifested  in  the 
cause  c^  popular  education  in  every  part  of  this  State,  will  soon  fill 
ev^  seat  in  our  Normal  Hall.
